Public Credit, and the Extent and Prosperity of the 
Commerce and Industry of Your Majesty’s Subjects ; 
and that we shall eagerly avail ourselves of every Oppor- 
tunity to cultivate and improve Advantages so impor- 
tant to the Public Safety and Welfare. 

- We embrace with Satisfaction the Opportunity of 
thus renewing to Your Majesty the solemn Assurances 
of our firm and unalterable Determination, to persevere 
in those Exertions which may enable Your Majesty to 
conduct the great Contest in which we are engaged to a 
safe and honourable Conclusion.

Passage round it, or detained below it for several Days 
together waiting for a Change of Wind, which Losses 
and Inconveniences might be avoided, and the Delay 
rendered unnecessary, if a Passage between Blackwall 
and Zhe Pool could be effected without such circuitous 
Course ; and that, from the very great and progressive 
Increase of the Number and Size of Ships and other 
Vessels trading to the Port of London, the River Thames, 
in and near the said Port, is in general so much crowded 
with Shipping, Lighters, and other Craft, that the Navi- 
gation of a considerable Part of the said River is thereby 
rendered tedious and dangerous, and there is a great

And being 
asked, Whether many Inconveniences, Delays, and Ac- 
cidents, as well as Losses and Damages, have not been 
occasioned to the ‘Trade and Commerce of the Port of 
London, from the crowded State of the River, and from 
other Circumstances before mentioned? he said, Cer- 
tainly. And being asked, Whether, from the very great 
Increase of the Navigation of the River, many very 
heavy Damages and Delays have not been frequently 
sustained by the Owners of, and Persons interested in, 
Ships and Vessels resorting to the Port of London? he 
said, Yes; many. And being asked, Whether, if good 
and sufficient Wet Docks, or Basons and Cuts, with 
proper Outlets and other necessary Works, were made in 
convenient Situations, near the River, for receiving and 
discharging Vessels, the said several Grievances would 
not be removed, Protection and Dispatch given to Ship- 
ping, Accommodation to Commerce, and Security to 
the Revenue? he said, It would be a very great Service 
to the Trade, by affording Dispatch and Accommoda- 
tion to the Shipping, and highly advantageous to the 
Revenue. 

Ordered, That Leave be given to bring in a Bill for 
making Wet Docks, Basons, Cuts, and other Works, 
for the greater Accommodation and Security of Ship- 
ping, Commerce, and Revenue, within the Port of Lon- 
don: And that Mr. Manning, Sir William Young, and 
Mr. Hobart, do prepare, and bring in, the same.

Mr. Chancellor of the Exchequer (by His Majesty’s 
Command) acquainted the House, That His Majesty, 
having been informed of the Contents of the said Peti- 
tion, recommends it to the Consideration of the House.

Setting forth, That, the Estates and oe of the 
Petitioners in the Islands of Saint Vincent and Grenada, 
having been devastated or destroyed by a cruel and 
ferocious Enemy, they, with Gratitude, advert to the 
Benevolence of the British Parliament, which, in Retri- 
bution to the Loyalty and persevering Bravery that 
ultimately preserved the Sovereignty of those Islands to 
the British Crown did, in 1795, by a Loan of Ex- 
chequer Bills, supply the Sufferers with the Means to 
rebuild their Houses and Works, and re-establish their 
Estates ; and that, the Enemy again appearing in Force 
in the Beginning of the Year 1796, and having anew 
ravaged several Estates, by the generous Attention of 
the British Legislature, the Periods of the Payments 
of the Loan on Exchequer Bills was somewhat pro- 
longed, to the great Relief of the Petitioners, the First 
Payment being to be made on the 5th of January 1799; 
and that the Petitioners, under great Difficulty and 
Distress, and in which, from their most respectable Cor- 
respondents abroad, they understand the loyal Colonists 
of Saint Vincent’s and Grenada to be generally involved, 
are induced to solicit, again, Relief from the House, by 
further deferring the Periods of paying the Instalments, 
so that their Crops and Returns of their Estates may em- 
power them to answer to their Engagements ; and that 
the Petitioners rely on the Benevolence of Parliament to

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Estates during a Period of War, the Delay has. been 
greater, and Expences heavier, and with less and later 
Returns than estimated; the Debts of the Planters to 
their Merchants are become greater, and the Demand 
of the Loan Instalment, at the early Period of January 
next ensuing, would renew the Scene of Ruin: and 
Distress throughout the Colonies; and that the most 
extraordinary Rains and Unseasonableness of last Sum- 
mer, in the Islands of Saint Vincent and Grenada, and 
which could not be taken into previous Calculation, as 


much contributed to the Difficulties which necessitate . 


the Petitioners to this Application for Relief, having 
delayed the Harvest or Crops of Sugar toa much later 
Period of the Year than usual, and which, together with 
the Want of Shipping in the Ports of the Islands, pre- 
vents. the Petitioners availing themselves of the Proceeds 
of their Estates in Time to answer the Demands against 
them at the present Period : And therefore praying, That 
further Time may be allowed for the Payment of the in- 
stalments becoming due from them on Loan by Exche- 
quer Bills, by a Bill to be brought in to such Effect, or 
in such other Manner as to the House shall seem meet.

A Petition of the Mayor, Aldermen, Bailiffs,. and 
Common Council, of the Borough of Liverpool, in the 
County of Lancaster, in Common Council assembled, 
was presented to the House, and read; Setting forth, 
That, by an Act passed in the Eighth Year of the 
Reign of Queen Amne, for making a convenient Dock or 
Bason at Liverpool, for the Security of all Ships trading 
to and from the said Port, Power was given to the 
Mayor, Aldermen, Bailiffs,; and Common Council, of 
the said Borough, to make a Wet Dock or Bason, with 
other Works, in the Port of Liverpool, for the better 
Protection of the Shipping belonging and resorting to 
the said Port; and the Mayor, Aldermen, Bailiffs, and 
Common Council, and their Successors, were, by the 
same Act, appointed Trustees for the keeping in Repair 
and managing of such Dock or Bason and other Works ; 
and for all the said Purposes certain Rates and Duties 
were laid for a Term of Years upon Ships or Vessels 
coming into or going out of the said Port with any 
Goods or Merchandiize ; and the said Trustees were em- 
powered to borrow Money, for defraying the Expence 
of such Works, upon the Credit of the said Rates and 
Duties ; and that such Dock or Bason was accordingly 
made ; and that, owing to the great progressive Increase 
of the Trade of the said Port from the Time of the mak- 
ing of such Dock or Bason, greater Number of Docks 
being, from Time to Time, wanted for the Security of 
Ships and Vessels belonging and resorting to the said 
Port, Acts were passed in the Third Year of the Reign 
of King George the First, the Eleventh Year of the 
Reign of his late Majesty King George the Second, and 
in the Second and Twenty-fifth Years of the Reign of 
His present Majesty, some of them empowering the 
Mayor, Aldermen, Bailiffs, and Common Council, of 
the said Borough, to erect other Docks in the said Port, 
and all continuing, for various Terms, the Payment of 
the aforesaid Rates and Duties; and that the Mayor,

the Reign of His present Majesty, the Mayor, Alder- 
men, Bailiffs, and Common Council, of the said Borough,

owing to the Negligence or Obstinacy of the Persons 
having the Care or Commetel of Vessels moored in the 
River of Mersey, which is within the Port of Liverpool, 
and of which Port the Corporation of Liverpool are the 
Owners, very frequent Obstructions, and other Damages 
and Inconveniences arise to Vessels going into and out 
of the several Docks of the said Port, and it is therefore 
necessary that Provision should be made, and Regula- 
tions established, to prevent the same in future; and

able and fair Recompense or Wages they shall have for 
rendering of such Assistance: And therefore praying, 
That Leave may be given to bring in a Bill for effecting 
the said several Purposes, in such Manner, and under 
such Regulations and Restrictions, as to the House shall 
seem meet.

MESSAGE from the Lords, by Mr. Popham 
and Mr. Walker : 
Mr. Speaker, 

The Lords have agreed to the Bill, intituled, An 
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Act for settling and securing a certain Annuity on 
Horatio Nelson Lord Nelson, and the Two next Persons 
to whom the Title of Baron Nelson of the Nile, and of 
Burnham Thorpe, in the County of Norfolk, shalt de- 
scend, in Consideration of the eminent Service perform- 
ed by the said Horatio Nelson to His Majesty and the 
Public ; without any Amendment. 
And then the Messengers withdrew. 


Sir John William Anderson reported from the Com- 
mittee, to whom the Petition of the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commons, of the City of London, in 
Common Council Assembled ; and also, the Petition of 
the several Persons, whose Names are thereunto sub- 
scribed, being Planters and Merchants interested in, 
and trading to, His Majesty’s Colonies and Settlements 
in the West Indies, were severally referred; That the 
Committee had examined, and found that the Standin 
Orders of the House, relative to Navigation Bills, had 
been complied with (except so far as the same are dis- 
pensed with by the Order of the House of the 26th Day

gether, waiting for a Change ef Wind ; which Losses and 

nconveniences might be avoided, and which Delay 
would be rendered unnecessary, if a Passage between 
Blackwall and the Port could be effected without such 
circuitous Course as aforesaid : That, from the Increase 
of the Number and Size of Ships and other Vessels 
trading to the Port of London, the River Thames, in 
and near the said Port, is in general so much crowded 
with Shipping, Lighters, and other Craft, that the 
Navigation of a considerable Part of the said River is 
thereby rendered tedious and dangerous, and there is 
great Want of Room in the said Port for the safe 
and convenient Mooring of Vessels, and constant Ac- 
cess to them: That great Inconveniences are also expe- 
rienced in the said Port from the Want of Regulations 
concerning the navigating and removing of Vessels in 
and near the same, and the Want of a proper Arrange- 
ment of Ships and other Vessels in their several Moor-

ings, with respect to their Dimensions, the Nature of | 


their Cargoes, and their relative Intercourse with the 
Custom House: That great Delays, Accidents, Da- 
mages, Losses, and Expences, are almost continually 
sustained from the last-mentioned Causes, to the Hin- 
drance and Discouragement of Commerce, and the 
eat Injury of the Public Revenue: That the said 
Evils might, in a great Degree, be remedied, if the Cor- 
poration were enabled to make and maintain a Navigable 
Canal, or Passage, sufficient for Ships and other Vessels

sary, for the Reception and Discharge of Ships and Vessels

Wet Docks, Basons, and other Requisites, may be made 
and constructed in the Isle of Dogs, which will afford 
ample and complete Relief and Accommodation to the 
Port. 

Then to prove the Allegations of the second-men- 
tioned Petition, Mr. Walker, being further examined, 
said, That the Want of Accommodation for the Land- 
ing and Shipping of Goods, Wares, and Merchandizes, 
in the Port of London, has for some Years past been 
experienced by all Persons trading to the said Port, and 
more especially the Persons concerned in the West 
India Trade, by reason of the confined and crowded 
State of the Legal Quays in or belonging to the said 
Port: That, from the Nature and Value of the Cargoes 
imported from the West Indies, the Persons concerned 
in the West India Trade suffer in a highly aggravated 
Degree, from the heavy Losses occasioned a es 
and from the Delay and increased Expence arising from 
the above-mentioned Causes attending the Discharge of 
the Ships and Vessels employed in that Trade, and the 
Public Revenue is thereby materially diminished: That 
if good and sufficient Wet Docks and Basons, with 
proper Cuts, Sluices, and Outlets, were made and esta- 
blished in some Part or Parts of the Isle of Dogs, with 
Quays, Wharfs, and Warehouses, attached thereto, 
where necessary, for the Reception and Discharge of 
Ships and other Vessels employed in the West India 
Trade, the same would not only be extremely beneficial 
to all Persons concerned in the said Trade, but advan- 
tageous to the Trade in general frequenting the Port of 
London, by reason of the Room and Accommodation 
which would necessarily arise from the Removal of the 
Ships and Vessels employed in the West India Trade out 
of the River; that, by Plans and Surveys lately made, 
it appears, that such Wet Docks, Basons, and other 
Requisites, may be made and constructed in the Isle of 
Dogs, and that the Petitioners are willing and desirous 
to make the same at their own Expence : That Applica- 
tion is making to this House by the Lord Mayor, 
Aldermen, and Commons, of the City of London, for a 
Bill to enable them to make and maintain a navigable 
Cut or Canal, for the safe and convenient esenae of

Great Britain called England, the Dominion of Wales, 
and Town of Berwick upon Tweed, for a limited Time, 
was read: And the Specification of the said Invention, 
duly enrolled in His Majesty’s High Court of Chancery, 
as required by the said Act, was also produced to your 
Committee, and read: ‘Then Letters Patent, under 
the Seal appointed by the Treaty of Union for that Part 
of Great Britain called Scotland, dated at Edinburgh, 
the 4th Day of June 1785, granting to the Petitioner 
the exclusive Benefits of his said Invention for the 
Term of Fourteen Years; and also the Specification 
of the said Letters Patent, dated the 22nd of September 
1785, were also produced to your Committee, and read: 
And, 

Mr. Charles Davids, a Calico Printer, being exa- 
mined, said, That he has used the Quercitron Dye, 
invented by the Petitioner, for several Years ; That it 
dyes Yellow and other Colours, and is of general Im- 
portance to the Cotton Trade; That in his own Prac- 
tice he can get Goods ready in One Week with such 
Dye, which he could not do in a Month with any other 
Dye: That he considers its Reputation as yearly in- 
creasing with the Use of it: That there is a Variety of 
Work and Colours, which could not be any Way accom- 
plished without the Aid of the Dye extracted from the 
Quercitron Bark, by the Petitioner: And the Witness 
further said, That the Callico. Printers’ have not yet ob- 
tained the full Use and Value of the said Dye ; and from 
his own Experience, he is of Opinion, that it may turn 
out of great Advantage in working of Manufactures 
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yet untried, as well as in mixing with, and improving, 
other useful Drugs; that at first it was not-generally 
used and received by the Trade; that its Progress has 
been slow and gradual; and, at its early Introduction, 
he did not think it of great Profit to the Introducer of 
it. Then, 

Mr. Thomas Smith, Solicitor to the Petitioner, being 
examined, said, That he had inspected the Papers, in a 
Suit, brought by Doctor Bancroft against Warder and 
Dearman; and it appeared by the Proceedings in the 
said Suit, that the Defendants had imported, and sold, 
various Parcels of the Quercitron Bark, to a consider- 
able Amount, to the Prejudice and Invasion of the 
Petitioner’s Patent. 

Then a Letter from Mr. James Ansdell, an eminent 
Broker at Liverpool, to the Petitioner, dated the 14th 
of October 1785, was produced to your Committee; by 
which it appeared, that several Quantities of Oak Bark 
had been imported at Liverpool from America, at dif- 
ferent Times, and consigned to the said Mr. Ansdell, and 
afterwards forwarded to Messrs. Peel, Yates, and Co. 
of Manchester: And, 

Mr. Robert Waugh being examined, said, That he 
knows of various other clandestine Importations, which 
have taken place to the Prejudice of the Petitioner's 
Rights and Privileges under the Act of Parliament and 
Patent: That, to the Witness’s own Knowledge, the 
Expence as well of Purchase as of Freightage, and 
other Charges, have, from the Year 1792, very con- 
siderably increased; and having the keeping of the 
Petitioner’s Accounts, he can likewise aver, that the 
Petitioner has not raised the Price of the Articles 
imported under his Patent, during the same Period, 
by which the Witness estimates, that the Petitioner 
has lost a just Profit of between Six and Seven Thou- 
sand Pounds, whilst, at the same Time, other Losses 
have been occasioned by Capture; and, generally, 
from the State of War, great Charges, Delays, and 
Difficulties, have attended the procuring the Articles in 
question.

Kent,.was 
presented to the: House, and,read ; Setting forth, That by 
an Act, passed in the last Session of Parliament, it is 
enacted, that all and every Fish Curer or Fish» €urers 
shall produce to the Officers of Excise, well:and perfectly 
cured, all sucht Fish.as he, she, or they, shall have cured, 
which Fish, being Red Herrings, shall-be packed ‘in Bar- 
rels of Thirty-two Gallons, for which 65 lbs. of Salt shall 
be allowed, and so in proportion for any greater or less 
Quantity; and that the Petitioners being obliged to 
pack their Herrings in Barrels, causes them an Expense 
of 3/. per Last: That the Herrings cured in the Towns 
of Hastings, Rye, Brighthelmstone, and New Romney, 
not being exported’ or sent Coastwise, as from the great 
Fisheries of Yarmouth and Lowestoff, but forthe most 
Part retailed to. Rippiers and Fruiterers, and by them 
vended in the different Towns and Villages of the 
Counties of Kent and Susser, the Expence,and Trouble 
of barrelling them is therefore useless, and prohibitory 
to the Petitioners carrying on the Trade, and, the Fish 
for such Consumption not being sufficiently dried to be 
packed in Barrels, it is injurious to them; and that the 
Petitioners and others are, by the aforesaid Act, allowed 
65lbs. of Salt to every.

passing of the Distillery Licence Act in 1786, 
which went effectually to the Exclusion of Fraud 
on the Part of the Distillers, that the Profession 
of a Spirit Dealer in Scotland became in any 
Shape reputable; prior to that Period the 
great Quantities of Spirits manufactured and 
brought to Market, in an illegal Manner, ren- 
dered it the next Thing to an Impossibility for 
any Dealer in Spirits to carry on his Business in 
a fair and lawful Way; it behoved him either 
to purchase, at inferior Prices, the Spirits which 
had been illegally made, and to vend the same, 
in the Course of his Trade, or to suffer himself 
to be thrown out of Employment by the nume- 
rous Hawkers and Smugglers who travelled the 
Country, and who, as it was, kept Possession of 
a great Proportion. of the Market; by the fre- 
quent Seizures, and other Embarrassments, the 
constant Attendants on illicit Commerce, no 
Spirit Dealer in Scotland, (with a very few Ex- 
ceptions) was at this Period successful in Busi- 
ness, their Gains were precarious, and their 
Credits suspicious and doubtful; but since the 
Introduction of the System of Licence upon 
the Distillery, Hawking and Smuggling have 
been annihilated, Spirit Dealers have been left 
in the natural Pursuit of an honest Profession, 
and thus has their Business become equally re- 
spectable, and their Credit in the Scale of Mer- 
chants equally high with any other Class of 
Commercial Men; it is with sincere Regret, 
therefore, the Petitioners take the Liberty to 
state, that, since the passing of the Distillery 
Act of last Session of Parliament, imposing a 
Duty of One Shilling per Gallon on all Spirits 
manufactured by Distillers, in Addition to the 
Licence Duty, the Evils formerly felt by the 
Spirit Dealers have been, in a great Measure, 
revived ; the Quantities of Spirits, to which this 
Duty is to attach, are ascertained in so loose and 
uncertain a Manner, that the Distillers find no 
Difficulty in sending to Market large Quantities 
of Spirits without Payment of the Duty, which, 
indeed, must be ever the Case, more or less, 
where there is no other Check than the Survey 
of an Officer of Excise; hence Hawkers and 
Smugglers have returned to their former Occu- 
pations, and thus are the natural Customers of 
the Petitioners supplied with Spirits from the 
old Sources: As the Consequences of this must 
be ruinous to the Petitioners, and as the Subject 
of the Distillery Laws is soon again to be re- 
sumed by the ¢ Naeem the Petitioners therefore 
pray the House to consider the Premises, and to 
enact such Regulations as will effectually prevent 
the Smuggling and Hawking of Home-made 
Spirits, or otherwise to make such Provision, for 
the Protection and Security of the Petitioners, 
as the House shall think meet.

commodious, and for better regulating, the Port of Lon- 
don; and Setting forth, That the Petitioners are the Pro- 
prietors of a very valuable and ious Wet Dock at 
Rotherhithe, in the County of Surrey, called the Green- . 
land Dock, which has been made some Years, and has 
lately been improved at a very considerable Expence, 
and they are also the Proprietors of another very lar 
and extensive Wet Dock, called the Brunswick Dock, 
at Blackwall, in the County of Middlesex, which has 
been lately made by the Petitioner John Perry; and 
that the Magnitude of the Design, in making the latter, 
not only required the Expenditure of large Sums ‘of 
Money to carry it into Execution, but the Obstacles to 
be apprehended in the Course of the Work, and which 
were overcome by unremitting and expensive Perse- 
verance and Exertions, threatened the Failure of the 
Undertaking, together with the Loss of the heavy Ex- 
pences incurred in the Prosecution of it; and that the 
Petitioners have derived very considerable Emoluments 
as Tradesmen, as well as by Dock Charges, from the 
Reception of Ships and Vessels into their said Docks at 
Rotherhithe and Blackwall, Ship Owners having found 
it advantageous to resort to the Petitioners, because 
equal Accommodation in the Port of London was not to 
be met with elsewhere; and that the Expectation of a 
long Continuance of such Advantages was the great In- 
ducement with the Petitioner, John Perry, for engagin 
in such an hazardous Undertaking ; and that the sai 
Wet Docks are not only of the utmost Consequence, 
and of very great Value to the Petitioners, but, as they 
conceive, of great Public Utility, in as much as they 
have tended to lessen, in no small Degree, such Evils 
as are proposed to be remedied by the said Bill; and 
that if the said Bill shall pass into a Law, in its present 
State, it will be ruinous in its Consequences to the:In- 
terests of the Petitioners, by materially reducing the 
Number of Ships frequenting their said Docks, as it will 
be wholly impossible for them to withstand the In- 
fluence of a Body so powerful and opulent as the Per- 
sons engaged in the Undertaking intended to be car- 
ried into Effect by the said Bill, whereby the Petitioners 
will be deprived of that Part of their general Trade 
as Shipbuilders, which arises from and is dependant

HAVE proceeded, in obedience to the Orders of the 
House, to the Consideration of the Matters referred to 
them. They have been prevented from sooner laying 
before the House the Result of their Examination, not 
only from the Extent of the Matters which came before 
them ; but because some of the recent Circumstances 
which they have to state, could not, with Propriety, 
have been disclosed at an earlier Period. 


In the whole Course of their Enquiry, Your Com- 
mittee have found the clearest Proofs of a systematic 
Design, long since adopted and acted upon by France, 
in Conjunction with Domestic Traitors, and pursued up 
to the present Moment with unabated Perseverance, to 
overturn the Laws, Constitution, and Government, and 
every existing Establishment, Civil or Ecclesiastical, both 
in Great Britain and Ireland ; as well as to dissolve the 
Connection between the Two Kingdoms, so necessary to 
the Security and Prosperity of both. 


The chief Hope of accomplishing this Design has 
rested on the Propagation of those destructive Principles 
which originally produced the French Revolution, with 
all the Miseries and Calamities since experienced in 
France, and now extended over a large Part of Europe. 


The most effectual Engine employed for this Purpose, 
has been the Institution of Political Societies, of a 
Nature and Description before unknown in any Coun- 
try, and inconsistent with public Tranquillity, and with 
the Existence of regular Government. The Effects of 
this fatal Cause, operating in its fullest Extent, have been 
unhappily felt and exemplified in the Distractions and 
Calamities of Ireland. The same Cause is known to 
have prepared the Way for all the different Revolu- 
tions by which France has succeeded in subverting so 
many of the Governments of Europe, and reducing so 
many Independent States to Vassalage and Subjection. 
In this Country similar Measures have been attempted ; 
and although they have been hitherto defeated by the 
Precautions of the Legislature, by the Vigilance of His 
Majesty’s Government, and still more by the general 
good Sense and Loyalty of the Nation, the Object is not 
abandoned. The utmost Diligence is still employed in 
endeavouring, not only to sustain and revive those So- 
cieties whose seditious and treasonable Purposes long 
since attracted the Notice of Parliament, but to extend 
their Correspondence to every Part of this Kingdom, to 
Ireland, to France, and to those Places on the Continent, 
where French Emissaries are established ; and to insti- 
tute new Societies, formed precisely on the same Plan, 
and directed by the same Object, as those whose Influ- 
ence in Ireland has produced such pernicious and for- 
midable Effects ; and of which, the Consequences might 
have proved fatal to that Kingdom, if they had not been 
averted, in a Season of the greatest Difficulty, by the 
Wisdom, Firmness, and Exertion of His Mojest ’s 


Government, and the Parliament of Ireland. The Ex. 

tent and Uniformity of this systematic Conspiracy are 

equally striking. The Formation and Structure of all 
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these Societies, in this Country, in Jreland, and on the 


Continent, are similar ; their Views and Principles are 
the same, as well as the Means which they employ to 
extend their influence. -A continued Intercourse and 
Concert has been maintained from their first Origin to 
the present Moment ; sometimes between the Societies 
themselves, sometimes between their leading Members ; 
and a frequent Communication has been kept up with 
the Government of France, to which they appear to 
look as their Protector and Ally, and which has repeat- 
edly furnished an Asylum to those, who, on Account 
of their principal Share in.these criminal Transactions, 
have become Fugitives or Outlaws from the British 
Dominions. 


In stating the Grounds of this Opinion, although 
Your Committee‘will have much and important new 
Matter to lay before the House; yet they will also be 
obliged to recall to the Recollection of the House, 
many Particulars which have already been brought under 
the Consideration of Parliament, but on which new 
Lights have béen thrown by the events which have since 
occurred, and by the subsequent Intelligence which has 
been received. The Information which has been 
duced to Your Committee, on the Whole of this Sub- 
ject, has been most ample and extensive. The indispen- 
sable Necessity of Secrecy, with respect to the Sources 
of many Parts of that Intelligence, must be felt by the 
House, as resulting from Considerations of good Faith 
as well as public Safety. They are convinced, that the 
early and uniform Defeat of all Attempts to disturb the 
public Tranquillity of this Kingdom, is, in a very great 
Degree, to be ascribed to the meritorious and laudable 
Diligence of the Persons filling those Departments of 
His Majesty's Government to which this Duty has 
peculiarly belonged. They appear, during a long Period 
of Time, to have obtained early and accurate Information 
of the chief Designs and Measures of the Conspirators ; 
and the striking Manner in which the most important 
Particulars of the secret Intelligence thus procured, 
have, in a great Variety of Instances, been completely 
confirmed by Events now notorious to the World, and 
by the Confession of Parties concerned, entitles, in the 
Opinion of Your Committee, the Whole of the Infor- 
a derived from the same Sources, to the fullest 

redit. 


§ 1. 


View of the Nature and System of the Society of United 
Irishmen, as fully established in Ireland. 


Your Committee are induced, in the first Instance, 
to state the Nature, Extent, and Influence, of the 
— of United Irishmen; because this Society has 
proved the most powerful Engine, in the Hands of Con- 
spirators against the Government of their Country, 
which has ever yet been devised ; and because its Pro- 
ceedings place, in the clearest View, the real Object of 
all Societies of this Description, either in Ireland or Great 
Britain; the peculiar Means by which they act; and 
the extreme Danger which such Societies must produce, 
whenever they are fully established. It is this which 
has given Exertion, Consistency, Solidity, and Force, to 
the Jrish Rebellion ; which has enabled the Conspirators 
to form themselves, under the Eye and in Defiance of 
Government, into One Body, compacted by One’ Bond 
of Union, under an Oath of Fidelity and Secrecy ; en- 
gaging themselves, in the first Instance, to Misprision of 
Treason, and, successively, to the Perpetration of the 
most atrocious Crimes. This Society, thus united and 
combined, extended itself, by its Subdivisions, th 
every Part of the Kingdom ; and was enabled to involve, 
in One general Conf , @ very numerous i 
tion of Individuals of almost every Class, connected with 
each other by a Pledge of Secrecy, by Consciousness of

Guilt, and by the Sense of personal Dungw, either from 
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Report from the violated Laws of their Country, or from the Resent- 
Se” ment and Power of their Associates. These Bonds of 


contin 


Union were strengthened by the Use of secret Signs, 


frequently changed, and applied to different Ranks 


in the Conspiracy; for the Purpose of preventing 
Discovery. 


The System thus established gradually acquired the 
Means of disturbing the Tranquillity of the Country in 
all its Parts; of impeding the Execution of Justice, by 
forcible Resistance to the Authority of the Laws; by 
the Protection of accused Persons; by the, Rescue of 
Prisoners; the Seizure of Arms ; and, at length, by the 
Assassination of Informers, of Witnesses, of Magistrates, 
and of Jurymen; till, by the general Terror which was 
diffused, the loyal Inhabitants in different Counties 
were successively driven into the Towns, or compelled 
wholly to quit the Kingdom. At the Head of this ex- 
tensive Conspiracy was placed a Committee, terming 
itself ‘ An Executive Directory,’ extending its Influence 
and Power over the Disaffected, through every Part 
of the Kingdom, by ‘ Provincial and Baronial Commit- 
tees’; through whom, and by the Mission of itinerant 
Delegates over the Country, an universal Correspondence 
was established between this Executive Directory and 
all the subordinate Powers and Members of this System. 
An Intercourse was maintained, in the Name of the 
Whole, with Individuals and Societies in this Country, 
as well as with the Governments of His Majesty’s Ene- 
mies ; and the Conspirators were thus enabled to con- 
ceal, or display, their Numbers at will; and, conse- 
quently, to magnify their Power, or to hide their Weak- 
ness; to circulate, with Rapidity and Effect, the most 
atrocious Calumnies against His Majesty’s Person and 
Government, and against all Descriptions and Bodies of 
Men, whom they thought it their Interest to vilify; to 
taise Contributions, extorted frequently even from those 
who had not become Members of their Union ; to pro- 
cure, disperse, and conceal Arms, Ammunition, and 
Artillery; to collect Military Information ; and, finally, 
to raise an Army, formed of all those among them 
capable of bearing Arms, and placed under the Com- 
mand of Officers, in Military Divisions corresponding 
with those established for the general Purposes of the 
Conspiracy: 


* It is material to state, in Detail, the ’ormation of the 
different Branches of this System, in order to compare 
it with the Institutions of a similar Nature, which 
have been since formed in Great Britain, and which will 
be hereafter mentioned. Each of. the inferior Societies 
consisted, according to their original Institution, of 
Thirty-six Members; which Number was afterwards 
reduced to Twelve. These Twelve chose a Secretary 
and Treasurer; and the Secretaries of Five of these 
Societies formed what was called ‘ A Lower Baronial 
Committee;’ which had the immediate Direction and 
Superintendance of those Five Societies. From each 
Lower Baronial Committee, thus constituted, One 
Member was delegated to an ‘ Upper Baronial Commit- 
tee ;’ which, in like Manner, assumed and exercised the 
Superintendance and Direction of the Lower Baronial 
Committees in the respective Counties. The next 
Superior Committees were, in populous Towns, distin- 
gxehes by the Name of ‘ District Committees,’ and in 

unties, by the Name of ‘County Committees,’ and 
were composed of Members delegated by the Upper 
Baronial Committees, each Upper Baronial Committee 
delegating one of its Members to the District or County 
Committee; and the District or County Committees 
had the Superintendance and Direction of the Upper 
Baronial Committees, Having thus ‘organized’ (as 
it is termed) the several Counties and populous Towns, 
a Committee, called ‘A Subordinate Directory,’ was 


erected in each of the Four Provinces of Ulster, Lein- 
ster, Munster, and Connaught, composed of Two Mem- 
bers or Three, according to the Extent and Population 
of the Districts which they represented ; who were dele- 
gted to a Provincial Committee, which held the imme- 

iate Direction and Superintendance of the several 
County and District Committees in each of the Four 
Provinces ; and a ‘ General Executive Directory, com- 
posed of Five Persons, was elected by the Provincial 
Directories ; but the Election of this Directory was so 
managed, that none but the Secretaries of the Provincial 
Directories knew on whom the Election fell. It was 
made by Ballot, but not reported to the Electors; the 
Appointment was notified only te those on whom the 
Election devolved ; and the eter Directory, thus 
composed, assumed and exercised the supreme and un- 
controlled Command of the whole Body of the Union, 
which, by these secret Modes of Election, was kept 
utterly ignorant who were the Persons to: whom this 
implicit Obedience was paid. 


5.2. 


Institution of United Irishmen in 1791; and Rise of 
different Societies in Great Britain. 


For the Purpose of obtaining a comprehensive View 
of the Attempts which have been repeatedly made, in 
the Course of the last Eight Years, for establishing a 
similar System in this Country, and of the Means by 
which they have been hitherto defeated, as well as in 
order to enable the House to judge fully of the Perse- 
verance with which the System is pursued, and of the 
Nature and Tendency of the Measures which are carry- 
ing on at the present Moment, Your Committee deem 
it necessary, before they advert to more recent Transac- 
tions, to go back to that Period, when Societies of this 
Tendency first appeared in both Kingdoms, and to trace, 
as shortly as they can, their Progress and Intercourse to 
the present Time. 


The Society of United Jrishmen was established in 
the Year 1791; and other Societies in Great Britain, 
particularly the Constitutional Society (which had long 
existed, but about this Time assumed a new Character). 
The Corresponding Society (which was instituted in the 
Spring of 1792) and the Societies of Persons in Scotland 
termed themselves ‘ The Friends of the People,’ (which 
originated at nearly the same Period) appear to have 
adopted, in their fullest Extent, all the extravagant 
and violent Principles of the French Revolution. The 
Events which followed, in the Course of that Year and 
the Year 1792, encouraged among the leading Members 
of these Societies, and other Persons of similar Princi- 
ples, a sanguine Hope of introducing, into both Coun- 
tries (under Pretence of the Reform of Abuses) what 
they termed, a ‘ new Order of Things,’ founded on the 
Principles of that Revolution. The Degree of Bigotry 
and Enthusiasm with which they attached themselves 
to these Principles . was ah i as well by the 
Speeches and Writings of the Members of the Societies, 
as by the Zeal with which they laboured to propagate, 
among the Lower Classes of the Community, a Spirit of 
Hatred and Contempt for the existing Laws and Go- 
vernment of the Country. 


It can hardly be necessary to recall to the Recollection 
of the House, the Industry with which they endeavoured 
to disseminate these Sentiments, by the Circulation 
of their own Proceedings and Resolutions; uniformly 
directed to vilify the Forms and Principles of the British 
Constitution ; to represent the People of this Country 
as groaning under intolerable Oppression ; to eradicate 
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which were at that Time adopted in France. For the 
same Purpose, the Works of Paine, and other seditious 
and impious Publications were distributed, throughout 
almost every Part of the Kingdom, with an Activity and 
Profusion beyond all former Example. 


So confident were the Societies of the Efficacy of these 
Measures, that they appear almost universally to have 
looked forward from the Beginning, to the entire Over- 
throw of every existing Establishment in these King- 
doms, and to the Creation of some democratical Form 
of Government; either by uniting the Whole of the 
British Empire into One Republic, or by dividing it into 
Two or more Republics. The Conspirators in Jredand, 
unquestionably, always meditated the complete Separa- 
tion of that Country from Great Britain; All, however, 
considered themselves as engaged in one common Cause, 
as far as related to the Destruction of the existing Con- 
stitution ; all looked to the Success of the Disatfected 
in each Country as forwarding their common Views ; 
and each was ready to support the other in any Resist- 
ance to the lawful Government; a frequent Intercourse 
among them was therefore considered as important to 
their Ends; and they all invited, or expected, the 
Countenance and Aid of France. 


The Attempts made in the Beginning of this Con- 
spitacy to disguise the real Objects under false Pretences, 
which ought at no Time to have imposed even on 
superficial Observers, have long since been abandoned. 
Subsequent Transactions have not merely shewn the 
Extremes to which the Nature and Principles of these 
Societies naturally led, but have completely unveiled the 
original and settled Designs of the Persons chiefly con- 
cerned in them. Your Committee beg Leave, in this 
Place, to refer the House to * His’ Majesty’s Proclama- 
tion of the Year 1792, and the several Addresses of 
both Houses of Parliament thereupon; to the Reports 
of the Committees of Parliament in this Kingdom and 
in Treland; and to the different Trials for Treason and 
Sedition in both Kingdoms. And they are confident 
that an attentive Examination of those Voreitnts can 
leave no Doubt in the Opinion of the House (even on 
the Circumstances known at that early Period) respect- 
ing the real Nature and Extent of the original Con- 
spiracy. 


§ 3. 
First open Attempt in Scotland. 


The Groundwork having been thus laid in each 
Kingdom, the first Public Attempt, which was openly. 
directed to the Object of overthrowing the Govern- 
ment, and effecting a Revolution, was made in Scotland; 
under Circumstances, which even then evidently marked 
the Connection between the Disaffected throughout 
His Majesty’s Dominions. An Assembly, styling itself 
“ A General Convention of Delegates from the Societies 
“ of the Friends of the People throughout Scotland,” 
met at Edinburgh on the 11th of December 1792. 
Thomas Muir, a \eading Member of this Assembly, en- 
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deavoured to prevail upon its Members, at one of their 
Meetings, to receive, and answer, a Paper, intituled, 
* An Address from the Society of United Zrishmen in 
“ Dublin, to the Delegates for promoting a Reform in 
« Scotland ;” dated the 23d of November 1792; and set 
forth in the Appendix, in which the United Jrish address 
the Scotch Delegates, in what they Term “ the Spirit of 
“ Civic Union, in the Fellowship of a just and common 
“* Cause ;” and rejoiced “ that the Scotch did not con- 
“sider themselves as merged and melted down into 
** another Country:” but that in the National 
Question to which the Address alluded, “ they were 
still Scotland.” ‘They added, “‘ that the Cause of the 
United Jrish was also the Cause of the Scotch Delegates ;” 
that “ Universal Emancipation, with Representative 
“ Legislature, was the Polar Principle which guided the 
‘ Society of United Zrishmen ;” that their End was “a 
‘* National Legislature, their Means, an Union of the 
whole People.” And they recominended assembling 
the People in each Country in, what they Term, “* peace- 
“ able and constitutional Convention ;” the Object of 
which they attempted to disguise by the pretence of 
Reform and Petition to Parliament. Several Members 
of the Scotch Convention appear to have been alarmed 
at the Language of this Address, and notwithstanding 
the Efforts of Muir, no Answer was sent; and the 
Meeting adjourned to April 1793. The Conduct of 
Muir, in this Assembly, formed Part of the Charge of 
Sedition, upon which he was afterwards tried and found 
guilty. His Zeal, however, recommended him to the 
Conspirators in Jre/and; and on the 11th of January 
1793, he became a Member of the Society of United 
Irishmen of Dublin. 


He was absent in France at the Time of the Second 
Meeting of the Scotch Convention, which assembled in

cc 


._ April 1793, and again adjourned itself to the 29th of 


October following ; when it met a Third Time at Edin- 
burgh, after the Trial of Muir, who was convicted and 
sentenced for Transportation in August 1793. It is well 
known, that he afterwards escaped from the Place of his 
Transportation, -and has recently resided in France, 
pursuing a Conduct marked by the most inveterate 
Hostility to his Country. 


Tt This Meeting of the Scotch Convention in October 
1793 appears to have been held in concert with several 
Societies in England, and particularly the Constitutional 
Society and the London Corresponding Society, already 
mentioned. ‘These Societies w venvers sent Delagasee 
to the Scotch Convention ; the Terms of whose Instruc- 
tions demonstrate the dangerous Views of those who 
sent them. 


Hamilton Rowan, a Member of the Society of United 
Irishmen of Dublin (now a Fugitive from Jreland, and 
attainted of High Treason), and the Honourable Simon 
Butler (likewise a Member of the Society of United 
Irishmen) attended this Meeting ; and Hamilton Rowan 
had previously been solicited, by Letter from Scotland, 
on the Subject of sending Delegates from Ireland to the 
Convention. It does not appear, however, that these 
Persons bore the distinct Character of Delegates, but 
they were received with marked Attention; and the 
Convention resolved, on the 5th of November 1793, 
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“ that any of the Members of the Society of United 
“ Trishmen of Dublin should be admitted to speak and 
‘6 yote in the Convention.” On the 22d of November 
1793, the Convention had changed its Title to that of 
“ The British Convention of Delegates of the People, 
“ associated to obtain Universal Suffrage and Annual 
“ Parliaments.” They assumed, in almost every Par- 
ticular, the Style and Mode of proceeding adopted by 
the: National Redoention of France; they divided them- 
selves into ‘ Sections, Committees of Organization, In- 
struction, Finance, and Secrecy ;’ granted ‘ Honours of 
Sitting ;’ made ‘ honourable Mention’ in their Minutes of 
Patriotic Donations; entered their Minutes “ in the First 
“ Year of the British Convention ;” instituted “ Primary 
“ Societies, Provisional Assemblies and Departments ;” 
received from their Sections a Variety of Motions and 
Reports, some of which, in their studied Affectation of 
French Phrases, had the Words, “ Vive la Convention” 
prefixed to them, and ended with “ Caira;” and some 
were dated “ First Year of the British Convention One 
and Indivisible.” 


The Views of this dangerous Assembly appear from 
the Minutes of their Proceedings, and from the Cor- 
respondence of Skirving their Secretary, Margarot and 
Gerald, the Delegates of the London Corresponding 
Society, and Hardy, the Secretary of that Society; which 
are stated in the Report of the Committee of this House 
in 1794, and in the Appendix to that Report, and were 
given in Evidence on the Trials above referred to. 


It is observable, upon the Face of these Minutes, that 
the Funds of this Convention were extremely low; so 
low, that perhaps at first Sight the Assembly itself may 
appear to have been rather an Object of Contempt, 
from the apparent Inadequacy of its pecuniary Means, 
than an Object of Alarm from the dangerous Extrava- 
gance of its Revolutionary Designs. it is happy for 
the Peace of this Country, that the Means of these 
Societies, in their different Shecee and Stages, have not 
been more equal to such Designs. But the recent Pro- 
ceedings in Jreland too plainly shew, that though the 
Want of Money may retard the Progress and cripple 
the Exertions of such Conspiracies, yet Numbers thus 
leagued together for the total Subversion of the Go- 
vernment and Constitution of a Country, possess 
Means which (if not seasonably counteracted) may intro- 
duce Scenes of the most horrid Confusion, Rebellion, 
and Blood. 


This Convention continued to hold its Meetings in 
the City of Edinburgh until the 4th of December 1793 ; 
when its Objects evidently tending towards open Rebel- 
lion, some of the leading Members were arrested, toge- 
ther-with Skirving their Seneslary ; and Skirving, Mar- 

arot, and Gerald, were afterwards tried in Scotland for 

edition, and sentenced to Transportation. The Mem- 
bers of this Convention, notwithstanding the Arrest of 
some of their Body, assembled again on the 5th of 
December, and refused to disperse till compelled by the 
Magistrates ; but they continued for some Time to 
meet privately in different Societies, and to carry on a 
Secret Correspondence with various Parts of England 
and Scotland.

already shewn the Interest they took in the Meeting of 
this Convention, appear (as was to be expected) to have 
considered its Dispersion as hostile to their Views, and 
declared their Sentiments, by a Resolution of the 20th 
December, 1793; in which, after noticing what they 
called, “ the oppressive Attempt in Edinburgh to stifle 
“ the Voice of the People through the British Con- 
“ vention, and the truly patriotic Resistance to that 
“* Attempt,” they resolved, “ That all, or any, of the 
“* Members of the British Convention, and the patriotic 
“* Societies which delegated Members to that Conven- 
a 
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“ tion, should be received as Brothers and Members of 
“* their Society.” 


§ 4. 
Attempts toassemble a Conventionof the Peoplein England. 


The leading English Societies, which have been 
already stated to have sent Delegates to the Scotch Con- 
vention, had, during its Sittings, and for a considerable 
Time previous thereto, been actively employed in Mea- 
sures directed to similar Objects. For the Purpose 
of promoting their seditious Projects, they had carried 
on a constant Correspondence with all the numerous 
Country Societies which had been formed in many 
populous Towns in different Parts of the Kingdom. They 
had, as early as in May 1792, presented an Address, 
sufficiently expressive of their Principles, to those whom 
they styled, ‘“‘ The Friends of the Constitution at Paris, 
“ known by the Name of Jacobins.” In the End of the 
same Year, after receiving a Letter of Approbation from 
Persons calling themselves “ Friends of Liberty and 
“ Equality in France,” they instituted a regular Com- 
mittee of Foreign Correspondence ; and they had even 
proceeded to present Addresses to the National Con- 
vention in France, which had then assumed the whole 
legislative and executive Power, and was assembled for 
the Purpose of framing a new Constitution, and pro- 
ceeding to the Trial of the King. In one of these 
Addresses, particularly noticed in the Report of 1794, 
but which Your Committee think it material again to 
advert to, they styled the Convention, ‘‘ Servants of 
“a Sovereign People, and Benefactors of Mankind.” 
They rejoice that the Revolution had arrived at that 
Point of Perfection, which enabled them to address 


. them by such a‘Title. They extol the Proceedings of 


the 10th of August as a glorious Victory; and add, 
“‘ The Benefits will in Part be ours, but the Glory will 
“* be all your own; and it is the Reward of your Per- 
“* severance, the Prize of Virtue.” In January fol- 
lowing, at the Eve of the Murder of the French King, 
and of the Commencement of Hostilities against this 
Country, Barrere, Roland, and St. André, active 
Members of the French Convention, had been elected 
Honorary Members of the Constitutional Society: And 
Two Speeches made by Barrere and St. André, delivered 
for the express Purpose of accelerating the Condemna- 
tion and Execution of the King, asserting the Doc- 
trines of the Sovereignty of the People, and deducing, 
as its Consequence, the unlimited Rights of a National 
Convention, and the personal Responsibility of the 
Monarch, were entered on the Books of the Constitu- 
tional Society ; and the Resolution for this Purpose was 
published in the News-papers. Actuated by these Prin- 
ciples, the English Societies persevered in their Design ; 
and notwithstanding the Dispersion of the Meeting at 
Edinburgh, which had assumed the Appellation of “ The 
“« British Convention,” proceeded on a Plan, which they 
had long had in Contemplation, for assembling, in 
England, a similar but more extensive Meeting, under 
the Appellation of ‘‘ A Convention of the People.” 


At a General Meeting of the Corresponding Society, 
held at the Globe Tavern, on the 20th January 1794, a 
Resolution and Address to the People of England were 
agreed to, and ordered to be published; expressly 
directed to the Object of assembling a General Conven- 
tion of the People. 


At another General Meeting of the same Society, 
held at Chalk Farm, on the 14th of April 1794, among 
a Variety of inflammatory Resolutions, they declared, 
that the whole Proceedings of the late British Conven- 
tion at Edinburgh claimed their Approbation and 
Applause. They, at the same Time, returned Thanks to 
Archibald Hamilton Rowan, Prisoner in Newgate, in the 
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City of Dublin (who had, in March 1794, been chosen 
an Honorary Member of the Constitutional Society), 
as well as to the Society of United Irishmen in Dubin, 
whom they exhorted to persevere in their Exertions to 
obtain Justice for the People of Ireland. The Language 
held on different Occasions evidently shewed their 
Intention of endeavouring to establish, by Force, the 
Authority of such a Convention. They exhorted each 
other “ To prepare courageously for the Struggle which 
“ they meditated ;” and openly avowed that they meant 


to obtain the Redress, which they professed to seek,” 


“ not from Parliament, not from the Executive Go- 
“ yvernment, but from themselves, and from their own 
“ Strength and Valour; from their own Laws, and not 
“ from the Laws of those, whom they termed their 
“ Plunderers, Enemies, and Oppressors.” For the 
Purpose of assembling such a Convention, and of pre- 
paring the People at large to look to its Proceedings 
with Respect, and to adopt and countenance the Doc- 
trine and Practices which it might recommend, itine- 
rant Members of the Societies above mentioned, dis- 
persed themselves throughout different Parts of the 
Country, proceeding from Town to Town, and from 
Village to Village, endeavouring to inculcate into the 
Minds of those with whom they conversed, the Neces- 
sity of such a Measure as that which they had in Con- 
templation, for the Reform of the Abuses of the Go- 
vernment, and the Redress of the Grievances of the 
People ; and describing, in Language varied according 
to the Passions or Prejudices of different Classes whom 
they addressed, the Nature and Extent of the different 
political Purposes, which might be effected by a Con- 
vention, once assémbled. e Dispersion of ‘Paine’s 
Works, and other Works of a similar Tendency, was 
at the same Time continued with increased Industry ; 
and the Societies flattered themselves that they had, by 
these Means, really made a Progress towards preparing 
a large Portion of the Nation to favour their Project. 


The Zeal, indeed, of many of the Country Societies 
appears to have outrun the Instructions of the Agents, 
and to have carried them into Discussions, beyond those 
Limits which the Persons who planned and instigated 
the Measure, thought it prudent in the first Instance to 
prescribe. The Agents were instructed to confine the 
Views of the several Societies to whom they were de- 
puted, and to point the Wishes of Individuals purely 
to the Attainment of Universal Suffrage, from which 
once. established,, it was represented that all the Re- 
forms which could be desired would naturally flow ; and 
it appears to have been the Design of those who directed 
the Business to prevent the premature Discussion of 
any of those Points, which they represented as subor- 
dinate, until after the Convention should have been 
assembled, and this primary Object of Universal Suf- 
frage obtained. No Caution or Prohibition, however, 
could prevent many of the Country Societies from 
showing how confidently they anticipated, as the Re- 
sult to which the Deliberations of that Convention 
must necessarily lead, the Abolition of Monarchy, of 
Aristocracy, and of other Establishments, which they 
deemed equally oppressive ; and the Substitution of a 
Representative Government, founded on the new Doc- 
trine of the Rights of Man; and uniting, in One 
Body, all the legislative and executive Powers of the 
State. 


This intended Convention was prevented from assem-" 


bling by the Arrest of the Secretaries, and of several 
Members of the Two Societies, called, ‘ The London 
‘ Corresponding Society,’ and® ‘ The Constitutional 
‘ Society.’ The Secretaries and leading Members of 
the Societies at Sheffield and Norwich (which, together 
with several other subordinate Societies in different Parts 
of the Kingdom, were in constant Correspondence with 
them) were also taken into Custody. The Attention 
of Parliament was, at this Period, directed to these 
Vou. 54. 
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Proceedings ; and in consequence of the Evidence then 
laid before a Secret Committee of this House, the 
Power of detaining suspected Persons was intrusted to 
His Majesty. 


The subsequent Proceedings are sufficiently known. 
Some of the Persons so arrested were prosecuted_ for 
High Treason. A Grand Jury for the County of 
Middlesex found a Billagainst Thomas Hardy, the Secre- 
tary of the London Corresponding Society, and Eleven 
others. Three of the Persons so indicted; viz. Thomas 
Hardy, John Horne Tooke, and John Thelwall, were 
tried, and on their Trials were acquitted of the Charge 
in the Indictment. But the Evidence given on those 
Trials established, in the clearest Manner, the Grounds 
on which the Committees of the Two Houses of Par- 
liament had formed their Reports in 1794 ; and showed, 
beyond a Possibility of Doubt, that the Views of these 
Persons and their Confederates, were in their Nature, 
completely hostile to the existing Government and 
Constitution of this Kingdom, and went directly to the 
Subversion of every established and legitimate Authority. 


After these Acquittals, Henry Redhead, alias Yorke, 
who had been committed at the same Time on a Charge 
of High Treason, was brought to Trial at York, in July 
1795, upon an Indictment for a seditious Conspiracy ; 
in which Joseph Gale, the Printer of a News-paper at 
Sheffield, and Richard Davison, of Sheffield, both of whom 
had fled from Justice, were included. Upon the Trial 
of Yorke on this Indictment, he was found guilty, and 
sentenced to Two Years Imprisonment. 


§ 5. 


Further Proceedings subsequent to the Arrests in 1794. 


The Disclosures made upon these Trials ; the Deten- 
tions already mentioned; and the Powers vested in 
Government by the “ Act to empower His Majesty to 
“* secure and detain such Persons as His Majesty shall 
“ suspect are conspiring against His Person and Govern- 
“* ment,” which received the Royal Assent on the 23d 
of May 1794; broke, for a Time, all the Measures 
which had been concerted by the Disaffected, and 
obliged them to proceed with more Caution and Re- 
serve. But they never appear for a Moment to have 
relinquished their original Design ; and the Nature and 
Constitution of the Corresponding Society, which still 
subsisted, peculiarly qualified it secretly to continue its 
Machinations, and to extend and diffuse its pernicious 
Principles among the lower Orders of the People. The 
Plan of this Constitution, as originally proposed, not 
having been stated in the Reports before referred to, is 
inserted in the Appendix. It is evident that the Over- 
throw of every Part of the Government and Constitution 
of this Kingdom was in the immediate Contemplation 
of those by whom this Plan was formed ; and that it 
was contrived with the View of being applied to the 
most extensive Purposes, if they had succeeded in that 
Object, and of enabling the Conspirators, after the 
Overthrow of the existing Government, to usurp and 
exercise an uncontrolled Authority over the whole 
Kingdom. It does not appear that this Plan was ever 
formally adopted; but so much of it as led to the 
Establishment of a secret System of Direction, resemb- 
ling that of the United Jrishmen, was agreed to, and 
Bm ar to Practice. 


Not contented with employing these Means gra- 
dually to extend their Influence through different Parts 
of the Kingdom, the leading Members of these Societies, 
shortly before the Opening of the Session of Parliament 
in October 1795, called together an unlawful Meeting 
in a Field near the Metropolis, evidently with a View 
of trying the Temper of the Populace. Under the

Pretence of ‘ Debates,’ Language of the most seditious 
and inflammatory Nature was held to a large Multitude, 
whom Curiosity, or other Motives, had assembled there, 
and the most daring Libels were uttered against every 
Part of the Constitution of these Realms. 


The. public Tranquillity appears to Your Committee 
to have been greatly endangered by this Step ; so ex- 
actly resembling that which Fifteen Years before had 
nearly led to the Destruction of the Metropolis: and 
Your Committee are decidedly of Opinion, that the 
shameful and highly criminal Outrages which soon after 
took place on the First Day of the Session, are, in a 
great Degree, to be ascribed to the Influence of these 
inflammatory Proceedings, and of this public and open 
Violation of the Laws. It is not without Regret, that 
Your Committee feel themselves obliged to recall to the 
Recollection of the House, the horrid and sacrilegious 
Attempt against His Majesty’s Person, with which those 
Outrages were accompanied. 


This alarming Proof of the dreadful and desperate 
Consequences which Meetings and Proceedings of such 
a Description naturally tend to produce, made a deep 
Impression on the Minds of the Public, and necessarily 
engaged the Attention of Parliament. On a full Con- 
sideration of all the Circumstances, the Legislature, by 
salutary Laws, strengthened the Authority of the Ma- 
gistrate for the Repression of Sedition and Tumult ; 
provided fresh Checks against Meetings of a dangerous 
Tendency, and of a Description unknown in the His- 
tory and Constitution of this Country ; increased the 
Penalties of obstinate and repeated Guilt ; and added a 
fresh Safeguard to the sacred Person of His Majesty. 


One of the immediate Effects of these Measures was, 
to put a Stop to a Practice, which had too long been 
suffered in the Metropolis, to the Disgrace of all Order 
and Government—the open and regular Delivery of 
public Lectures, inculcating the Doctrines of Sedition 
and Treason ; inciting the Hearers to follow the Ex- 
ample of France, and animating them to. the Commis- 
sion of the most atrocious Crimes. This Practice has 
not since been revived in the same Shape ; but many of 
the Debating Societies, which subsist at the present 
Time, appear, to Your Committee, to be, in a great 
Measure, directed to the same pernicious Objects, and 
to require further Animadversion and Correction. Some 
Check was also given to the Licentiousness of the Press, 
which had, till then, been in a great Measure unre- 
strained. That Licentiousness has furnished, in every 
Part of Europe, one of the most dangerous Instruments 
in the Hands of Conspirators. ‘The Industry with 
which every Species of inflammatory and seditious Libels 
had been disseminated, applying to the various Passions 
and Prejudices of every Class of Society, but particu- 
larly of that which is the least informed, and therefore 
the most open to Seduction, is an unanswerable Proof, 
both of the Extent and of the Zeal of the Conspiracy in 
this Country. : 


After the passing of these Bills, the London Corre- 
sponding Societies sent their Delegates into the Country, 
to point out the Method of evading them, and for the 
Purpose of feeling the Disposition of the People. Two 
Persons, in this Character, John Binns and John Gale 
Jones, were sent by the London Corresponding Society, 
to Birmingham, where they were arrested. They were 
found addressing a Meeting of Persons in that Town. 
Upon the Person of Jones were found Two Papers; one 
a Letter of Credence from the Society, signed by John 
Ashley, their Secretary, introducing Binns and Jones as 
their accredited Delegates ; and the other, the Instruc- 
tion of the Society for the Conduct of these Delegates ; 
both which Papers Your Committee have inserted in 
the Appendix : They wish particularly to Notice, that 
after Directions given to the Delegates, to persuade the 
People whom they were to address, that the sole Object 
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of the Society was Parliamentary Reform, and-that tlie 
Bills last referred to, need not prevent their: continuing 
to meet; the Seventh Article of the Instructions is: in 
these Words, “‘ The Design of the above Articles is to 


“ 


remove Misapprehensions relative to the Safety of our 
Association under the new Laws. This Part of your 
Mission being effected, you are to strain every Power 
of your Mind to awaken the sleeping Spirit of Liberty; 
you are to call upon our Fellow Citizens to be ready 
with us, to pursue our common Object, if it must be, 
to the Scaffold, or rather (if our Enemies are des- 
perate enough to bar up every Avenue to Inquiry and 
Discussion) to the Field, at the Hazard of Extermi- 
nation ; convinced that no Temper less decided than 
this, will suffice to regain Liberty from a bold usurp- 
ing Faction. But, to the End that we may succeed 
by the irresistible Voice of the People, you are to 
excite, in every Society, the Desire which animates 
our Bosoms to embrace the Nation as Brethren, and 
the Resolution to bear every Repulse from Passion 
and Prejudice which fails to deprive us of the sure 
Grounds of Argument.” And in the 13th Article 
are the following Expressions : 


“In a Word; you are always to reflect, that you 
are wrestling with the Enemies of the Human Race, 
not for yourselves merely, for you may not see the 
full Day of Liberty, but for the Child hanging at the 
Breast; and that the Question, whether the next 
Generation shall be free, or not, may greatly depend 
on the Wisdom and Integrity of your Conduct in 
the generous Missions which you and your Fellow 
Deputies now take upon yourselves.” 
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Notwithstanding this Disposition to resist and evade 
the Effect of these Bills, yet the seasonable and effec- 
tual Check thus, for a Second Time, given to the Pro- 
gress of Sedition and Treason, averted immediate Dan- 
ger; and if it did not extinguish the Hopes of the 
Conspirators, at least deterred them from the public 
Avowal and Pursuit of their Projects. But the Attempt 
to poison the Minds of the lower Orders of the People, 
and to prepare the Means which might be resorted to 
on any favourable Occasion, was pursued with unabating 
Perseverance. 


During the Remainder of the Year 1796, the System 
continued to operate silently and secretly; but, in the 
Beginning of the following Year, its contagious In- 
fluence was found to have extended to a Quarter, where 
it was the least to be suspected, and: produced Effects, 
which suddenly threatened the dearest Interests and im- 
mediate Safety of the Country with the most imminent 
Danger. i 


The Mutiny which took place in the Fleet, if con- 
sidered in in all its Circumstances, will be traced to an 
intimate Connection with the Principles and Practices 
described by Your Committee, and furnishes the most 
alarming Proof of the Efficacy of those Plans of Secrecy 
and Concert, so often referred to, and of the Facility 
with which they are applied for inflaming and height- 
ening Discontent, from whatever Cause it proceeds, and 
for converting what might otherwise produce only a 
hasty and inconsiderate Breach of Subordination and 
Discipline, into the most settled and systematic Treason 
and Rebellion. These Principles and this Concert could 
alone have produced the wide Extent of the Mutiny, 
and the Uniformity of its Operation, in so many and 
such distant Quarters. The Persons principally engaged 
in it, even in its early Stages, were many of them 
United Irishmen. The Mutineers were bound by secret 
Oaths to the Perpetration of the greatest Crimes. An 
Attempt was made to give to the Ships in Mutiny, 
the Name of ‘ The Floating Republic,’ and this At- 
tempt was countenanced both by Papers published in 
France, and by a Paper here, called ‘ The Courier,’ 
which has, on many Occasions, appeared almost equally 
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devoted to the French Cause. . In some Instances, a 
Disposition was manifested to direct the Efforts of the 
Mutineers to the Object of compelling the Govern- 
ment of this Country to conclude a. Peace with the 
Foreign Enemy, and they at length even meditated be- 
traying the Ships of His Majesty into the Hands of that 
Enemy. All these Circumstances combine to impress 
Your Committee with a firm Persuasion, that whatever 
were the Pretences and Misrepresentations employed to 
seduce from their Duty a brave and loyal Body of 
Men; yet a Spirit, in itself so repugnant to the Habits 
and Dispositions of British Sailors, must have had its 
Origin in those Principles of Foreign Growth, which 
the Societies of the Conspirators have industriously 
introduced into this Country, and which they have 
incessantly laboured to disseminate among all Descrip- 
tions of Men; but especially among those whose 
Fidelity and Steadiness is most important to the public 
Safety.—A striking Instance of the desperate Extent to 
which these Principles were carried, appears in the 
Proceedings of a Court Martial, held in the Month of 
June 1797; an Abstract of which, Your Committee 
have thought it right to insert in the Appendix. The 
Opinion stated by Your Committee, will be still more 
confirmed by the repeated and atrocious Attempts 
(bearing still more evidently the Character of those 
Principles in which they originated) which have been 
made, in a great Number of Instances, since the 
general Mutiny was suppressed ; and of which it will be 
necessary for Your Committee hereafter to take Notice. 
At the Period now referred to, these systematic At- 
tempts made to seduce both the Sailors and Soldiers 
from their Duty and Allegiance, to incite them to 
Mutiny, and to engage them in Plans for the Subversion 
of Government, had become so apparent and frequent, 
as to attract the immediate Notice of the. Legislature. 
Among these Attempts, that made by a Person of the 
Name of Fellows, convicted at Maidstone in July 1797, 
deserves particular Attention. ‘The seditious Hand Bill, 
which he was proved to have distributed among the 
Soldiers, is inserted in the Appendix; and it appears 
from a Letter (also there inserted), written by him to 
Evans and Bone, Two of the most active Members of 
the London Corresponding Society, and who have suc- 
cessively filled the Office of Secretary to that Society, 
shortly before his Arrest, that he had gone to Maidstone 
for the Purpose of circulating seditious Papers, as well 
as of making Reports of the Society at Maidstone. 


In consequence of the Prevalence of these dangerous 
Practices, Two Acts of Parliament were passed in the 
Year 1797*; one inflicting severe Penalties on any 
Person guilty of inciting any of His Majesty’s Forces 
by Sea or Land to Mutiny; the other for more effec- 
tually preventing the aR IO or taking of un- 
lawful Oaths. The Propriety Necessity of both 
these Acts, was farther evinced shortly after. A Per- 
son of the Name of Fuller, was detected Two Days 
after the passing the First Act, in attempting to seduce 
a Soldier belonging to the Coldstream Regiment of 
Guards, was found guilty at the following Sessions of 
the Old Bailey, and sentenced to Death; and one 
Charles Radcliffe, prosecuted under the Second Act, 
at the last Court of Session held for the County Pala- 
tine of Chester, was found guilty of administering the 
Oath or Test of the Society of United Englishmen. The 
Paper found upon Fuller, and which formed the chief 
Ground of his Conviction, is inserted in the Appendix, 
and deserves particular Attention. 


Your Committee have thus traced the chief Transac- 
tions which took place in this Country, connected with 
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the general Design of the Conspiracy, nearly to. the Report from 
Period when its. Effects were wane in the 


dreadful and formidable Shape in Ireland, by the atro- 
cious and unexampled Rebellion which broke out in the 
beginning of the last Summer, About this Time, either 
with a, View to that very Rebellion, or in consequence 
of it, the Societies in this Country entered into still 
closer Connection with the Society of United Zrishmen, 
and assumed a Shape, more similar than before, to that 
extraordinary Combination, the Nature aud Effects of 
which have been already fully described. It will there- 
fore be necessary for Your Committee, in this Place, 
shortly to review the Progress of this Society, and of 
the Steps by which it gradually prepared the Way for 
all the recent Miseries and Calamities which have been 
experienced in Ireland. 


§ 6. 


Progress of the Society of United Irishmen in 
Ireland, till the Period of the Rebellion; its 
Intercourse with France, and with leading Mem- 
bers of Societies in this Country. 


The Transactions of the Conspirators in that Country 
are so fully detailed in the different Reports of the Two 
Houses of the Jrish Parliament, that Your Committee 
do not think it necessary to state them at length; and 
will only call the Attention of the House to such Parts 
of them as prove, from the subsequent Conduct of the 
Conspirators, the Falsehood of the. early Pretences by 
which they attempted to disguise their real Views, as 
well as the Intercourse kept up by them with the French 
Directory, chiefly through England, and the Commu- 
nication between leading Members of the Society of 
United Irishmen, and those of similar Societies in Great 
Britain. 


As early as in the Year 1793, Hopes and Expecta- 
tions were held out of French Assistance; Prayers were 
publicly offered up, at Belfast, from the Pulpit, for the 
Success of the French Arms; Military Associations 
were entered into without any legal Authority; and re- 
peated Attempts were made to seduce the Soldiery from 
their Duty. 


+ In February 1794, Jackson, an Irish Clergyman, 
passed from France, through England, into Ireland, for 
the Purpose of carrying on a treasonable Correspondence 
with a View to an Invasion of both Kingdoms. He 
was particularly recommended to some of the leading 
Members of the English Societies ; and he transmitted 
to the French Government, both from London and from 
Dublin, Papers on the Subject of his Mission, which 
had been previously communicated to other Persons in 
each Kingdom T. 


In April 1794, he had many confidential Conversa- 
tions at Dublin, on this Subject, with Hamilton Rowan, 
a Leader of the United Jrishmen, before-mentioned ; 
who was then in Prison, and since his Escape has been 
attainted for High Treason; with Wolfe Tone, also a 
leading Member of the same Society, who was lately 
taken on Board the French Ship The Hoche, in the 
actual Attempt to invade Ireland; and with Lewins, 
now the resident Envoy from the United Irish at Paris. 


Although the Trials of Jackson and Stone, and the 
Arrest ~ Flight of Hamilton Rowan and Tone, checked 
these Projects for a Time, the Society of United Jrish- 
men pursued their Measures with unabating Activity, The 
Government of Jre/and acquired Information respecting

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the Conduct of particular Persons, whom they had even 
at that Time sufficient Ground to consider as chiefly 
engaged in this treasonable Conspiracy; particularly 
Lewins, above referred to; Henry and John Sheares, 
since convicted of High Treason, and executed; Oliver 
Bond, and Wolfe Tone, convicted of the same Crime, and 
both since dead, the latter by his own Hands, to éscape 
rimes ; Lord Edward Fitz- 
gerald, who died in Prison in consequence of the Wounds 
he received in resisting the Officers of Justice, and has 
been since attainted of High Treason; and Arthur 
O'Connor, M‘ Nevin, and Dillons whose individual 
Guilt, as well as that of the whole Conspiracy, is suffi- 
ciently proved by their own Confessions. 


It is stated, in the Confessions of the Three Persons 
last named, that the first Communication which came 
to their Knowledge between the Jrish and the French 
Directories, was an Offer. made by the latter, in the 
Year 1796, to send a French Army to Ireland to the 
Assistance of the Republicans: But the Committee of 
the House of Lords in Jreland have stated it as their 
Opinion, that Zewins had been dispatched to France, 
in the Summer of 1795, to request this Assistance ; 
and Your Committee are convinced, from secret Intel- 
ligence which has been laid before them, that this Opi- 
nion was well founded. 


The Invasion of Ireland, which was attempted in 
December 1796, was arranged at an Interview which 
took place on the Frontier of France between Lord Ed- 
ward Fitzgerald, Arthur O’Connor, and General Hoche, 
in the Summer of that Year. After the Failure of this 
Attempt, the Solicitations of the Jrish Directory were 
renewed ; a Proposal, which arrived from France early 
in 1797, was accepted, and an Answer transmitted, 
through England, by the Means of Arthur O'Connor ; 
Lewins was dispatched to Paris in April, and M‘ Nevin 
in June. Both were employed in urging the Invasion 
of Ireland; and in counteracting the Negociation for 
Peace with the French Republic ; which His Majesty’s 
Minister was then carrying on at Lisle. A Conference 
was held.in the same Summer, in London, between Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald and a French Agent who came from 
Hamburgh, in which further Arrangements were made for 
the intended Invasion. 


The Arrest of several Persons in Jreland, and the 
Flight of others; and the memorable Defeat, by Lord 
Duncan, of the Fleet intended to protect the Expedi- 
tion fitted out from Holland, in disconcerted the 
Projects of the Conspirators. “Kfter this Event, the 
French Government appears to have repeatedly urged 
the Leaders of the Jrish Union to immediate Insur- 
rection; but the more cautious amongst them were 
unwilling to act, until the French should actually have 
landed ; and their Opinion for a ‘Time prevailed. 


The Correspondence was in the mean Time conti- 
nued: The Projects of Rebellion and Invasion were 
ripening; and at this Period the Hopes of the Jrish 
Conspirators derived fresh Encouragement from Reports 
of the Progress of new Societies in Great Britain, 
formed on the same Plan with themselves. A regular 
Communication was kept up between the Jrish and 
English Committees, through Arthur O'Connor, who 
had come from Jreland to England early in January 1798, 
and in the Reports transmitted by the English Societies 
to Ireland, the Force of the United Englishmen (a 
Society which had been recently formed on the Model 
of the United Jrish, and of which a more particular 
Account will be given hereafter) was represented to 
be considerable, though Your Committee have Reason 
to believe that there was much Exaggeration in these 
Reports. Arthur O’Connor*, in a Letter to his Brother, 
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dated London, 13th February 1798, and seized in Lord 
Edward Fitzgerald's Apartments at Leinster House, 
states, “that Scotland is Irish all over; that the People 
“* here give no Opinion, though it is easy to learn they 
“ look for a Change.” 


At a Provincial Meeting in Jreland, held on the 1st 
of February 1798, it was stated to the Meeting, by a 
Person just arrived from Dublin, that “the French were 
*“ going on with the Expedition, and that it was in a 
“ greater State of Forwardness than was expected ; 
“ but what was more flattering, Three Delegates had 
“ been sent from the United Britons to the Irish Na- 
* tional Committee, and from that Moment the Jrish 
“* were to consider England, Scotland, and Ireland, all 
“as One People, acting for one common Cause.” 
An Address was at the same Time produced, which it 
was stated the Delegates of Britain had brought with 
them to the Jrish National Committee. It was also 
stated, that the Priest O’Coigly was one of the Dele- 
gates mentioned to have been then lately returned 
from France; and it was added, that he, and another 
Priest who had fled from Jreland, were the principal 
Persons who had opened the Communication with the 
United Britons. 


At another Provincial Meeting, held on the 27th 
February 1798, it appears to have been stated, ‘“ that a 
“ Delegate had arrived from France ; that the French 
“‘ were using every Endeavour to have the Expedition 
“ for Ireland completed ; and that the Jrish Delegate 
“ came Home to cause the United Jrish to put them- 
selves into a State of Organization to join them, as 
the Directory positively assured the Jrish Delegates, 
** that the Expedition would set out for Jredand the End 
“of April, or the Beginning of May.” It was also 
stated, that there had becn a Meeting of all the Delegates 
in England and Scotland held in London ; but that their 
Resolutions could not be obtained till the next Provincial 
Meeting, to be held on the 25th of March. 


The Address, which the Delegates of United Britons 
were so stated, at the Provincial Meeting of the 1st of 
February 1798, to have brought with them to the Irish 
National Committee, Your Committee have inserted in 
the Appendix. About the same Time a most seditious 
Paper, sent from the London Corresponding Society to

, the Society of United Irishmen, signed J. T. Crossfield, 


President ; Thos. Evans, Secretary ; dated 30th January 
1798 (also inserted in the Appendix) was published in 
Treland, in a Paper, called “ The Press,” and the 
Original seized in March 1798, in consequence of the 
Apprehension of Arthur O'Connor in England. 


The Priest O’Coigly, referred to in these Transactions, 
and who has since been convicted and executed at 
Maidstone, was a Native of Ireland, and went from that 
Country to Curhaven in 1797 with another Jrishman, 
who was obliged to fly from Jreland, and passed into 
Holland, at the Time when the Dutch Fleet, under 
Admiral de Winter was about to sail, with a large Body 
of Troops, on an Expedition destined against Jreland. 
When that Fleet had sailed without the Troops, O’Coigly 
and his Companion went to Paris, where finding them- 
selves thwarted by the Jealousy of the Resident Envoy 
from the Jrish Union, O’Coigly returned to England 
about the Middle of December 1797, and went to 
Treland in January 1798. 


Whilst in Zreland, he appears to have had Interviews 
and Correspondence with Lord Edward Fitzgerald, and 
others of the Jrish Conspirators; and he returned to 
England about the Middle of February 1798. 


ar ok was conveyed to Government of this 
Man’s Designs, and particularly of his Intention to 
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pass into. France, for the Purposes, which afterwards 
appeared to be the Object of his Mission ; he was there- 
fore narrowly watched; and.on the 28th of February 
1798, he was, together with Arthur O’Connor,. John 
Binns, Allen and , taken into Custody at Mar- 
ate, in the Attempt to obtain a Passage to France. 
The particular Circumstances attending these At- 
tempts, are detailed in the Evidence on his Trial. 
One of the Papers, seized by the Officers who ap- 
prehended him, was an Address from “the Secret 
“‘ Committee of England to the Executive Directory 
“ of France,” set forth in the Appendix ; clearly de- 
monstrating the traitorous Views of those who formed 
the Address, and were instrumental in the Attempt to 
transmit it to France. 


It appears also to Your Committee, both from pre- 
vious and subsequent Information, that Arthur O’Con- 
nor, who had been, to the Moment of leaving Ireland, 
one of the Members of the Jrish Directory, was not 
only going to France in the Confidence that, when 
there, he should be considered and received as an ac- 
credited Agent, but was confidentially employed by the 
remaining Members of that Directory, who were at 
that Time dissatisfied with the Conduct of Lewins. 


§ 7. 


Further Intercourse between the United Irishmen, 
the French Government, and the British Societies; 
Formation of new Societies, and their Proceedings. 


At the Meetings of the London Corresponding So- 
ciety, for above Two Years before this Time, it had 
been avowed, that the Object of the Society was to 
form a Republic, by the Assistance of France. Reform 
in Parliament, or even Annual Elections, or Universal 
Suffrage, were therefore no longer mentioned. Your 
Committee have abundant Reason to believe, from the 
Information laid before them, that a Person of the 
Name of Ashley (one of the Persons arrested in 1794) 
and who had, for a long Time, been Secretary to this 
Society, was now acting as their Agent at Paris, and 
had recently given them hopes of the Succour of a 
French Army. Meetings were held, to contrive the 
Means of procuring Arms, to enable them to co- 
operate with a French Force, in case of an Invasion. 
The leading Members of the disaffected Societies were 
also in the Habit of frequenting an Occasional Meet- 
ing, which was held at a Cellar in Furnival’s Inn, and 
was first formed for the Purpose of reading the libel- 
lous and treasonable Publication, called “‘ The Press.” 
This Place gradually became the Resort of all those 
who were engaged the most deeply in the Conspiracy. 
It was particularly attended by Arthur O’Connor and 
O’Coigly, previous to their Attempt to go over to 
France; and by the Persons chiefly instrumental in 
carrying on Correspondence with the Jrish Conspira- 
tors; and Secret Consultations were repeatedly held 
there, with a View to Projects, which were thought 
too dangerous and desperate to be brought forward in 
any of the larger Societies. Among these Plans, was 
that of effecting a general Insurrection, at the same 
Moment, in the Metropolis and throughout the Coun- 
try, and of directing it to the Object of seizing or 


assassinating the King, the Royal Family, and many of. 


the Members of both Houses of Parliament.- An 
Officer, of some Experience in His Majesty’s Service, 
was selected as their Military Leader; and sanguine 
hopes were entertained, that they could command a 
sufficient Force to effect their desperate Purpose, in 
the first Instance, by Surprize. But although the 
Apprehension that they could not as yet collect sufi- 
cient Numbers to maintain and secure their Advan- 
tage, appears, for the Time, to have deterred them 


from the Attempt; yet the general Language held 
VoL. 54. 
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among these Persons, at this Period, proved, that they 


had brought themselves to the Opinion that Matters 
were nearly ripe for Measures of open Violence. 


Attempts were at the same Time made to form in 
London, upon the Plan of the United Irishmen, the 
Society of United Englishmen, or United Britons; before 
referred to: And O’Coigly and John Binns, appear to 
have been leading Persons in that Design. It was pro- 
posed to divide this Society into Four Districts, includ- 
ing a large Part of the Coasts of this Kingdom the 
most exposed to Invasion: And it was also in Contem- 
plation to combine the Operations of this Society with 
those of a Society of United Irishmen; of which Your 
Committee will find it necessary separately to take 
Notice. 


Most of the Societies through England, which had 
used to correspond with the London Corresponding 
Society, had also about this Time adopted the same 
Plan of forming Societies of United Englishmen; and 
finding their Communications by Writing to be hazard- 
ous, they avoided, as far as possible, the keeping any 
Papers ; used Cyphers, or mysterious Words, in the 
few Writings that passed between them, and principally 
carried on their Intercourse by Agents, who went from 
Place to Place, and were recognized by Signs, which 
were frequently changed. Many ignorant or inconsi- 
derate Persons, throughout the Country, were gradually 
involved in these Criminal Transactions: And the In- 
fluence of the destructive Principles from which the 
proceeded, .was still further extended by the Establish- 
ment of Clubs, among the lowest Classes of the Com- 
munity, which were open to all Persons paying One 
Penny, and in which Songs were sung, Toasts given, 
and Language held, of the most seditious Nature. 


Information having been received of a Meeting of 
United Englishmen, to be held at a House in Clerkenwell, 
Warrants of Arrest were issued, and Persons were appre- 
hended on the 18th of April 1798. There was found 
upon the Secretary of the London Corresponding So- 
ciety (who appears to have officiated as President at that 
Meeting) the Oath proposed for the United Englishmen, 
set forth in the Appendix ; another Oath, of the same 
nature, was found under the Table; and also a printed 
Constitution of the Society of United Englishmen, set 
forth in the Appendix. 


Information having also been received of an extraor- 
dinary Meeting of the Delegates and Secretary of the 
London Corresponding Society, intended to be assembled 
at a large Room in Wych Street, on the 19th of April 
1798, the Persons there assembled were likewise ar- 
rested ; and from the Discoveries made in consequence 
of these Arrests, the Connection between the London 
Corresponding Society and the London Society of 
United Englishmen was clearly established. 


It appeared, that about Forty Divisions of United 
Englishmen had been formed in London ; about Twenty 
of which had their regular Places and Days of Meet- 
ing; and that many similar Societies were forming in 
different Parts of the Country. With respect to these 
latter, it was intended that the different Counties in 
Great Britain should, respectively, be divided into 
Districts ; in each of which a central Society was to be 
established in the principal Town, and was to carry on a 
constant Correspondence, both with the smaller Societies 
in that District and with the general Society in London. 
And this System was so constructed, as to admit of still 
further Subdivision, if the Increase of Numbers had 
been such as the Leaders hoped. 


It appears to Your Committee, that the chief Progress 
made in the Formation of Socicties of United English- 
men, was in London and the Parts adjacent ; and in 
Lancashire, and some Parts of the West of England and 
of Wales, more immediately comet with waco 
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cular, the Plan of these Conspiracies. was extending 


’ itself in the most. alarming Manner; and they wete 


much promoted by the Activity of the United Irishmen, 
of whom there are very large Numbers resident in 
that Neighbourhood, Great Numbers of printed Co- 
pies of the ‘ Constitution of United Englishmen, have 
been discovered in Manchester and the Neighbour- 
hood; and it is evident that the Society was making 
great Progress, when it was checked by the Arrest of 
several of its Leaders in 1798. 


A Society of United Englishmen had been established 
in and about Manchester before the Year 1797. In the 
Beginning of that Year, it consisted of about Fifty 
Divisions, and in the Year 1798 had extended to about 
Eighty. Each of these Divisions consisted of not less 
than i ifteen Members, and was again subdivided when 
the Number of its Members exceeded Thirty-six. This 
Society has been particularly active in the most wicked 
Attempts to seduce the Soldiers in different Regiments ; 
for which Purpose they adopted a System of more 
particular Secrecy, and it has therefore been difficult to 
discover the Extent of these Crimes ; but the general 
good Conduct of His Majesty’s Forces, of every De- 
scription in this Kingdom, affords the most satisfactory 
Proof that these diabolical Practices have not been suc- 
cessful in any considerable Degree. The Test used for 
the Soldiers is set forth in the Appendix. In other 
Respects the Society has followed the United Irish and 
the United English formed in London, in their Constitu- 
tion, their Test, and their Signs of Secrecy ; and its 
Operations have been conducted with the same Mystery, 
and under the same Direction; the Whole being go- 
verned by the Persons who form the Committee of 
United Englishmen, styled ‘‘ The National Committee of 
“« England,” who are, apparently, unknown to the rest 
of the Members of the Society, though their Dictates 
are implicitly obeyed. They were the more induced to 
acquiesce in this System, and to obey implicitly the 
Directions of their Leaders, from the Persuasion with 
which they appear to have been universally impressed, 
that Persons of higher Situations in Life afforded them 
Countenance and pecuniary Aid ; though from Cir- 
cumstances of Caution, those Persons had not become 
actually Members of the Society; or if they were 
Members, concealed the Fact with considerable Care, 
and did not attend the Meetings. In some Degree 
this Persuasion may have been well founded ; but Your 
Committee are induced to think, that some Art was used 
to strengthen this Impression, for the Purpose of giving 
greater Encouragement to the Members in their hopes 
of final Success. 


The Societies in the Country connected with Man- 
chester have been formed into Twelve Districts, each of 
which sent a Delegate to the Committee, called, The 
County Committee ; which appears to have corre- 
sponded, not only with the National Committee of 
England, but also with the National Committee of 
Treland. ; 


The Intercourse between the United Englishmen in 
these Parts and the United Jrish, appears indeed to have 
been continual; many of the United Jrish frequently 
passing and re-passing between Cheshire or Lancashire, 
and Ireland, and frequently visiting the English Societies. 
Among the Persons who lave been thus travelling from 
one Country to the other, Your Committee have re- 
marked O’Coigly, who repeatedly visited Manchester, 

, and other Places in the Neighbourhood ; and 
particularly in the Year 1797, when he was received 
with marked Attention. He came there again in 
1798, on his Return from Jre/and after his Jo into 
France before-mentioned. He then wore a Military 
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Dress, and passed by the Name of Captain Jones, the 
same Appellation by which he was) introduced, ) by 
Arthur O'Connor, t0 Mr. H. Beil, of Charter House 
Sgaare, from whose House O’Connor took his Departure, 
previous to his Arrest at Deal. The Accounts which 
have been obtained of his Conversation and Conduct at 
Manchester, \eave no Room to doubt the Objects of his 
different Journies between Great Britain, Ireland, and 
France, and particularly of his intended J a 
France, which was prevented by his Arrest, and there 
appears also little Reason to doubt, that many, both of 
the United Englishmen and United Irish, at Manchester, 
and in its Neighbourhood, were aware, of the general 
Purport at least, of his Mission, and anxiously expected 
that Assistance from France, of which they received, 
from him, very strong Assurances. 


The Society. at Manchester seems to have been the 
central Society of an extensive District ; and to have 
been managed by a very zealous and active Committee. 
It frequently sent Delegates to Places in the Neighbour- 
hood, and to various Parts of Yorkshire, Derbyshire, 
Nottinghamshire, and Cheshire. Their Correspondence 
appears to have extended to the most distant Parts of 
England, as well as to Edinburgh and Glasgow. 


Liverpool also became the Seat of another central 
Society, presiding over a surrounding District, and corre- 
sponding with other Parts of England, and with Scotland 
and Jreland; and different Emissaries, some of whom 
were Foreigners, about this Time were sent through 
various Parts of the Kingdom, for the Purpose of ascer- 
taining the Numbers and Dispositions of the Societies 
of United English and United Irish. 


Whilst the Societies in England were thus endeavour- 
ing to form a Society of United Englishmen, or of United 
Britons, on the Model of the Zrish Society, Attempts-were 
made in Scotland to form a distinct Society of ‘ United 
Scotsmen’ on the same Plan. And Your Committee 
cannot forbear to remark the Industry with which it has 
been attempted in this Instance, as well as in others, to 
separate Scotland as well as Ireland from England, and 
to found, on the Ruins of the established Government, 
Three distinct Republics of England, Scotland, and 
Ireland. 


The Attempts to form a Society of United Scotsmen 
had made little Progress till the Spring of 1797, but 
from the Month of April 1797 until November following 
(when a Discovery was made in the County of Fife, on 
which George Mealmaker was brought to Trial, and con- 
victed of Sedition) these Attempts appear to have been 
attended with more Success, and particularly in the Neigh- 
bourhood of Glasgow, and in the Counties of Ayr, Ren- 
Jirew, Lanerk, Dumbarton, Fife, and Perth, Glasgow, and 
the County of Ayr, were the Places in which this Spirit 
first manifested itself, and from which Emissaries were 
sent, into different Parts of the Country, for the Pur- 
pose of increasing the Numbers of the Society, and 
disseminating what they termed, ‘ Political Knowledge.’ 


The Societies thus formed in Scotland, appear to 
have been reduced to a System almost as regular and 
complete as that which was established in Ireland; the 
Outlines of the Plan were the same, and the studied 
Secrecy of the Proceedings, and the Gradations of 
internal Arrangement, formed its great Characteristic. 
By a general Rule of their Association, no Society was 
to consist of more than Sixteen Members, and when 
any Society had obtained a Number of Members ex- 
ceeding Sixteen, it was to divide itself into Two So- 
cieties. In some small Towns there were Three or more 
such Societies, all of which were sometimes assembled, 
by their individual Members, or by a Committee from 
each Society ; and such Assemblies were termed ‘ Pa- 
rochial Meetings.’ Each of these Parochial Meetings 
had a Secretary, who was also Treasurer ; and One or 
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Two Delegates were chosen to represent the Parochial 
at the County Meeting, which was composed of De- 
legates from all the Parochial Meetings within the 
County ‘or District, and was held every Six Weeks. 
The tes were elected by Ballot; but the Ballot 
was so conducted, that no Person knew on whom the 
Choice fell, except the Secretary and the Person 
chosen. This Election was sometimes made, by each 
Member whispering in the Ear of the Secretary the 
Name of the Person for whom he gave his Vote; and 
as there could be no material Check on the Declaration 
of the Secretary, it is evident that the Election of Dele- 
gates might be managed in any Manner most agreeable 
to the Leaders of the Society. The Meetings called 
‘ County Meetings’ were ‘not restricted to the known 
Divisions of the Counties, but were composed of Dele- 
gates from Parochial Meetings, within either larger or 
smaller Districts, according to the Number of United 
Scotsmen in each Neighbourhood. At the County 
Meetings, Delegates were elected, to represent the 
Societies at a ‘ National Meeting,’ in the same secret 
Manner as was used’ for the Election of the tes 
to the County Meetings ; and the Place of that Meet- 
ing was not generally disclosed. The Secretary of the 
County Meeting gave the Delegate, when chosen, a 
small Slip of Paper, containing the Name of a Person 
to whom he was to apply, and who was to take him to 
the Place of the National Meeting. This Person was 
called ‘ The Intermediate.’ The Counties also were 
distinguished by Numbers, and not by their Names ; 
and the Delegate received, on another Slip of Paper, 
the Number of his County, and the Time appointed for 
the National Meeting. 


The Meeting assuming this Name was a Committee 
formed of Delegates from the County Meetings, and 
assembled every Seven Weeks; and there the most 
important Business of the Society was transacted. This 
Meeting received Reports from a Secret Committee, and 
nominally directed its Conduct, but the Secret Com- 
mittee really had the chief Management. This Com- 
mittee was elected, from amongst the Delegates at the 
National Meeting, in the same secret Manner as those 
Delegates had been chosen at the County Meeting, the 
Persons elected being only known to the Secretary; and 
the Committee, thus secretly formed, did not disclose 
itself in the Transaction of Business; all of which was 
conducted through the Intervention of a Person (already 
noticed) called ‘ The Intermediate ;’ who delivered their 
Orders, and who was the same Person to whom the 
Delegates had been directed to apply for Information 
respecting the Place of Assembly of the National 
Meeting. Except therefore to the Intermediate, to the 
Secretary, and to each other, the Persons composing the 
Secret Committee remained wholly unknown, 


Every Proceeding was involved in the same myste- 
rious Secrecy; and though this System of blind Obe- 
dience had the Effect of disgusting and alarming some 
of the Delegates, who perceived themselves to be In- 
struments in the Hands of an unknown Authority, for 
Purposes, of which the Extent was never fully disclosed 
to them; yet the Committee, thus formed, continued to 
preserve its general Influence; disbursing at its Pleasure 
the Money collected; giving all Orders for the Places of 
the National Meetings ; sending Missionaries, ‘dissemi- 
nating Papers, receiving Information, and conducting 
every Part of the Business without Controul. 


The National Meeting was generally, if not always, 
held in or near Glasgow ; and ‘from Reports of what 
passed at those Meetings, it appears that they corre- 
— with the Society of United Britons, and sent 

egates. to England, and received Delegates from 
thence. When the Meeting broke up, each Delegate 
received a Note of the Time appointed for the next 


Meeting; which he was to deliver to the Secretary of 
Vot.

Their Communications with different Parts, and 
ponents with England, were seldom carried on in 
ri 
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iting: Some Papers, however, have been discovered, 0 


which clearly show that the Society had the most dan- 
gerous Objects in View ; and that some of its Membets 
were sanguine enough to profess an Opinion, “ that if 
“ the flattering Accounts which they received | from 
“* London were real, the Emancipation of the Country 


** was at no great Distance, when they should rally 
“ round the Standard of Liberty.” 


This System of Union, as well as that of the United 
Englishmen, was evidently borrowed from Ireland’; ‘and 
there is Reason to believe that it was introduced by 
Delegates from that Country. Signs were adopted 
for the Purpose of distinguishing the Members, as was 
practised in Zreland; but the Knowledge of the Signs 
seems to have been only imperfectly diffused ; they never 
have been generally understood ; or having ‘been altered 
at different Times in different Places, ‘without Concert, 
were never uniform in all Parts of the Country. 


{In their sanguine Expectation of Success, these Con- 
spirators formed wild and extravagant Plans of seizin 
in the same Night, all the leading People over the whole 
Island. If these Persons should resist, they were to be 
put to Death; if they submitted quietly, their Lives 
and Property were to be spared, but they were to be 
kept in Custody till a new Constitution should be 
formed ; which was clearly meant to be conformable to 
French Principles. 


An Oath or Test was formally administered, and 
printed Papers were circulated under the Title of “ Re- 
“ solutions and Constitution of the Society of United 


“ Scotsmen ;” a Copy of which is set forth in the 
Appendix. 


The Measures of this Conspiracy were disconcerted 
by the Arrest of Mealmaker, of Dyer, and of Archibald 
Gray, the latter of whom, after his Indictment, escaped 
to the Continent, and has become a Member of a Society 
at Hamburgh, which will hereafter be noticed, by the 
Name of ‘ The Philanthropic Society.’ 


In Addition to this View of the Proceedings of the 
Societies both in England and Scotland, at this Period, 
it is material to remark, that whilst: the Rebellion was 
at its Height in Jreland, there were found Individuals, 
in this Country, who so strongly manifested their Desire 
to support the Cause of the Rebels, that they became 
the Objects of Criminal Prosecution. Among these, a 
Man, of the Name of Martin Dunnovan, was indicted 
for distributing, at Gosport, the Address stated in the 
DORE Te intituled, “‘ An Jrishman’s Address to his 
“ Countrymen in England;” the Contents of which 
perhaps might have warranted a Prosecution for a higher 
Crime, and are so striking a Specimen of the Intentions 
of the Disaffected, that although the particular Instance 
relates only to the Conduct of One Individual, Your 
Committee have thought it highly deserving of Notice. 
This Man was convicted at the last Summer Assizes at 
Winchester, and sentenced to Two Years Imprisonment. 


In pursuance of the same Plan, the United Zrishmen 
in this gad Aah been incessantly labouring. to dis- 
seminate their Principles, both by Means of secret Com- 
binations among such of them as have found their Way 
into the Naval Service, and by extending their Societies 
both in the Metropolis, and in different Parts of the 
Kingdom. The Extent to which these Practices have 
prevailed, and (notwithstanding ‘repeated Instances’ of 
Detection and Punishment) are still carried on in the 
Fleet, has been too fully demonstrated by the Evidence 
which has appeared in a Variety of Courts Martial, 
the Proceedings of which have been laid before Your 
Committee, and which contain Matter so serious and 


important, 
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important, that Your Committee have thought it right

pears that Oaths have been tendered by the Mutineers 
to the Crew, “ to be United Irishmen, equal to their 
‘« Brethren in Jreland, and to have nothing to do with 
“‘ the King or His Government.” That they have acted 
in the am hal Expectation of Assistance from France; 
with the express View of co-operating, for the Expulsion 
of the Protestants from Ireland, and the Erection of a 
Roman Catholic Government ; and it has been Part of 
their Plan to murder their Officers, to seize on the Ship, 
and carry her to France or Ireland. 


On another Occasion, the Oath has been as follows : 
“« T swear to be true to the Free and United Jrish, 
“ who are now fighting our Cause against Tyrants and 
“‘ Oppressors, and to defend their Rights to the last 
“‘ Drop of my Blood, and to keep all secret ; and I do 
- agree to carry the Ship into Brest the next Time the 
“ Ship looks out a-head at Sea, and to kill every Officer 
“and Man that shall hinder us, except the Master; 
“ and to hoist a green Ensign with a Harp in it, and 
“ afterwards to kill and destroy the Protestants.” 


The Mutineers on board one of His Majesty’s Ships 
appear to have been engaged in the-Plan of carrying the 
Ship to France, in Expectation that they would there 
be promoted in Proportion to their Crimes; that one 
of their Ringleaders was to be appointed Captain, and 
that they were then to proceed with the French against 
Ireland; and this deep laid Villainy was disguised and 
aggravated by a Degree of Hypocrisy and Imposture, 
scarcely to be paralleled; the Particulars are stated in 
the Appendix. 


The Mutineers in another Ship were proved to be 
connected with Corresponding Societies at Nottingham. 
The Oath which they attempted to administer was, “ to 
“ carry the Ship into an Enemy’s Port, either French, 
“ Dutch, or Irish ;” and they meant, in the Event 
of being brought into Action with an Enemy’s Ship, to 
shoot their own Officers on the Quarter Deck. 


While these Proceedings of the United Jrishmen in 
the Fleet exhibit so dreadful a Picture of their sangui- 
nary Designs, and of the Similarity of their Views and 
Principles to those which have produced so much Cala- 
mity and Bloodshed in Jreland, their Conduct on Shore 
has not been less deserving of the most serious Attention. 
Your Committee have no Hesitation in stating, on the 
clearest Proof, strongly confirmed by recent Circum- 
stances, that among the various Bodies enlisted, in any 
Part of Great Britain, for the Purposes of Sedition and 
Treason, the Societies which have been formed by the 
United Irishmen in this Country, are in all Respects the 
most formidable, particularly at the present Moment; 
whether considered with a View to their Combination, 
their actual Numbers, or the atrocious Nature of the 
Designs of which oA are preparing, in a very short 
Time, to attempt the Execution in direct Co-operation 
with France. 


The Danger to be apprehended from these Societies 
is much increased, from the constant Communication 
which they maintain with the Societies in Jreland; their 
mutual Confidence in each other; and the alarming 
Circumstance of their being, at this Moment, subject to 
the same secret Direction, and the same Chiefs. 


These Societies have been instituted, not only in 
London, but in different Parts of the Country, and have 
formed themselves into Subdivisions. In the Appendix 
are inserted printed forms of Certificates of Election to 
the Society, which were seized among the Papers of a 
Person long engaged in this Conspiracy. One of these 
Forms has been ed for a ‘ London Society.’ The 
other appears to relate to a Society called an ‘ External 
Society.’ The Impression of the Seal on the former of 
them, is the same with that of the Seal found in the 
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Custody of Lord Edward. iy when he was 
apprehended. The Reference in these Certificates to the 
Constitution and the Test, confirm the unquestionable 


_Information which Your Committee have received, that 
these Societies form a Part of the dreadful System which 


was unhappily established in Jreland. The Constitution 
* the United Irishmen, such as it was Panes upon - 
reland, a to te their Pr ings; an 
Copies of inocu. been found in the Pos- 
session of Persons principally concerned in promoting 
these Meetings. The Views which they entertain at this 
Moment, and-the sanguine Hopes with which they look 
to their Accomplishment, are apparent in an inflamma- 
tory and treasonable Paper recently found at one of 
these Meetings, of which Government had received 
Intelligence, and the Persons present at which were 
consequently apprehended. This Paper is inserted in the 
Appendix. Other Papers, seized at the same Meeting, 
strongly confirm the Account which Your Committee 
have received, that a Mode has lately been adopted by 
these Societies (similar to that practised both in Ireland 
and Scotland) of keeping the Accounts of the Society, 
by substituting different Sieben for the Names of the 
Members. Your Committee think it also not immate- 
rial to insert in the Appendix, Copy of a printed Card, 
which has been found in the Possession of different 
Persons, and particularly among other seditious Papers, 
in that of a Person recently apprehended, who, there is 
Reason to believe, has been very lately chosen to act as 
General Secretary to the different Societies of United 
Irishmen now in London. The Person named in this 
Card, and the Transaction to which it relates, are such 
as to require no Comment. 


Your Committee have received different Accounts of 
the Numbers of this Society; but though their Force is 
probably exaggerated by themselves, for evident Rea- 
sons, there is sufficient Ground for believing that their 
Many Irish, 
ordinarily resident here, chiefly among the lowest Classes 
of the ea Hi have been gradually induced to 
become Members of this Society. But the most active 
Part consists of those Jrish Rebels who have fled to 
this Country ; rendered desperate by their Crimes, not 
daring to return to Jreland, and either unable to make 
their Way to the Countries subject to France, or not 
receiving sufficient Encouragement to attempt it, they 
remain here, waiting for the Opportunity of executing 
those violent and desperate Projects, to which they have 
become familiar. And they appear to be under the 
Direction of some Persons of a higher Class, who some- 
times furnish pecuniary Aid, and form the Committee, 
by Means of which, a constant Correspondence is carried 
on, through Hamburgh, with France. 


Among these Plans, there is good Reason to believe, 
that early in 1798, it was seriously in Agitation among 
the Conspirators in Jreland, to convey, in small Vessels, 
from Ireland to England, a great Number of United 
Irishmen; and to land them on different Parts of the 
Coast, with Instructions to divide themselves into small 
Bodies, and to endeavour to make their Way to the 
Capital in the Manner least liable to Suspicion, under 
the Disguise of those Trades and Occupations in which 
the Irish, commonly resorting hither, are principally 
engaged. Their Object is represented to have been that 
of co-operating with the Corresponding Society, in 
effecting an Insurrection in London, at the Time of the 
Rebellion breaking out in Treland, for the Purpose of 
distracting the Military Force and preventing Rein- 
forcements being sent to that Country; and the Plan is 
said to have failed from the Corresponding Society 
shrinking from the Execution of it. About the same 
Period, another Project was secretly formed (of which 
Your Committee have received more distinct Informa- 
tion) for collecting at one Point, a chosen Body of the 
most. Determined from among the United Irish employed 

on 
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on the River Thames, to whom a new Oath of Secrecy, 


-Obedience, and Fidelity, was to be administered. Large 


Rewards were to be promised. age were to be kept 
wholly ignorant of the precise Service they were intended 


to perform, till the Moment of its Execution, which ~ 


was to.take place as soon as an Attack on some Part of 
the Coast was announced on the Part of the French. 
They were then to be privately armed with Daggers, to 
be put under Leaders of known Talents and Courage, 
and formed into Three Divisions, and were to make an 
Attack, by Surprize, at the same Moment, on both 
Houses of Parliament, on the Tower, and on the 
Bank. 


The Intelligence obtained from Time to Time by 
Government, respecting the Proceedings and Plans of 
the Conspirators, the Seizure and Detention of some of 
the intended Leaders, and perhaps the Timidity or Re- 
luctance of some of the Parties concerned, prevented any 
open Attempt to realise these extravagant Designs, 
when they were first in Contemplation. 


But, notwithstanding the Continuance of every Pre- 
caution, and although these Conspirators cannot be 
ignorant of the prepared and formidable Force, and the 
determined Spirit and general Loyalty with which such 
an Enterprize would be immediately resisted, Your 
Committee have received undoubted Proof that Plans of 
this Nature are now, more than ever, in Agitation. 
Attempts are actually making, by Agents from Ireland, 
to concert with the French Government the Time for a 
fresh and general Insurrection in Ireland. Intelligence 
has been received, that in the Ports of France the utmost 
Diligence is used in preparing another Expedition to co- 
operate with the Rebels in that Kingdom. The Time 
for making this Attempt, seems to be, in a great Mea- 


‘sure, fixed. The Expectation which appears to be ge- 


nerally entertained among the Traitors in [reland tallies, 
in this Respect, with the Intelligence which has been 
laid before Your Committee; and this Expectation has 
been particularly communicated from thence to their 
Confederates in this Country. It seems to be intended, 
at the same Time to attempt a Diversion by another 
French Force on different Parts of the Coasts of this 
Kingdom. The Manner in which such Expeditions 
are likely to be calculated to advance the Ends of the 
Conspirators, both in Great Britain and Ireland, and the 
Species of Warfare which the French have had in Con- 
templation, will be sufficiently evident from a Reference 
to the Instructions of Tate, who was made Prisoner in 
Wales (which are printed in the Appendix to the Report 
made last Session, on the Treatment of Prisoners of War) 
and to those of Humbert, who commanded the Force 
which landed last Year in Jreland, and who had also been 
destined to command an Expedition against Cornwall, 
which are inserted in the Appendix to this Report. For 
the Purpose of co-operating with these Attempts, and 
particularly with the same View as that to which the 
Measures before enumerated were directed in the Begin- 
ning of 1798, that of preventing, if possible, Reinforce- 
ments being sent from hence to Lreland. It is also Part 
of the Plan, that an Effort should be made to create an 
Insurrection in the Metropolis, and in some other Parts 
of the Kingdom where these Societies are most numerous. 
Your Committee are fully confident, that while Plans of 
this Nature continue to be traced and known, and while 
Government retains the Means which it at present pos- 
sesses, such wild and desperate Projects may be expected 
to lead only to Consequences destructive to their 
Authors. But Your Committee are at the same Time so 
forcibly struck with the View they have had of this Part 
of the System, and with the peculiar Danger continually 
arising from the Society of United Irishmen, which they 
deem to be in its Nature incompatible with the secure 
Maintenance of public Tranquillity, that they have 
thought it necessary to bring it thus distinctly under the 
immediate Consideration of the House.

Societies at Hamburgh. 


In Addition to this Mass of Treason, in Great Britain 
and in Jreland, Your Committee find, that, for the Pur- 
pose of more convenient Communication between France 
and Ireland, a Committee of United Irishmen has been 
formed at Hamburgh. That Place has long been the 
Receptacle of those disaffected Persons who have fled 
from Great Britain or Ireland, either from Apprehension 
of the Consequences of the treasonable Practices in 
which they have been engaged, or for the Purpose of 
assisting the Conspiracies carried on against their respec- 
tive Countries ; and with the latter View it has been the 
Centre of a Correspondence, which has long subsisted 
among the British and Irish Societies established at 
that Place, as well as in London and Paris; and this 
Correspondence with Great Britain and Ireland, has 
frequently been covered by the Pretence of Commercial 
Transactions, or of communicating Intelligence for the 
public News-papers. ' 


Hamburgh has also been the Resort of the Disaffected 
of every other Country, whose Intrigues are constantly 
directed to the Object of spreading the Principles of 
Jacobinism in Holstein and the North of Germany, and 
generally in all the Northern Parts of Europe. Many 
Emissaries, English, Scotch, and Irish, have been dis- 
patched from Time to Time from Hamburgh to Great 
Britain and Ireland, and to various Parts of the Conti- 
nent, as Circumstances required. There has recently been 
established at Hamburgh, Altona, and the Neighbourhood, 
a Society called ‘ The Philanthropic Society’ for the Pur- 
pose of Correspondence with the Republicans of all 
Countries, upon the Plan of the Corresponding Societies 
established in Great Britain and Ireland; and whose 
avowed Object is the Reform of all Kingdoms and States. 
The leading Members of this Society, who direct all the 
rest, compose a Committee of about Twenty Persons, 
British, French, Dutch, and Germans. The Members of 
the subordinate Societies at Hamburgh and Altona are 
all under the Controul of the Committee or principal 
Society before-mentioned. This Committee constantly 
corresponds with Great Britain and Ireland, and all Parts 
of Germany. It has Secretaries skilled in different 
Languages, and corresponding Agents in different 
Towns, particularly in London. It may become a for- 
midable Engine in the Hands of the French Directory, 
and it appears to be making considerable Progress; but 
there is Reason to hope that it has at length attracted 
the Notice of the Governments of those Places. 


UPON a Review of all the Circumstances which 
have come under the Consideration of Your Committee, 
they are deeply impressed with the Conviction—That 
the Safety and Tranquillity of these Kingdoms have, at 
different Periods from the Year 1791 to the present 
Time, been brought into imminent Hazard, by the 
traitorous Plans and Practices of Societies, acting upon 
the Principles, and devoted to the Views, of our inve- 
terate Foreign Enemy : 


That, although the Society of United Jrishmen in 
Treland, has alone been enabled to attain its full suena 
and Maturity; yet the Societies instituted on similar 
Principles in this Country, had all an undoubted Ten- 
dency to produce similar Effects, if they had not been 
checked by the general Demonstrations of the Zeal and 
Spirit of His Majesty’s faithful Subjects, and by the 
timely and judicious Use of those extraordinary Powers, 
which Parliament has, in its Wisdom, from Time to 
Time confided to His Majesty’s Government : 


That, either directly or indirectly, a continual Inter- 
course and Connection has been maintained between all 
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——,_ both Kingdoms, were no other than the entire 
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ver- 
throw of the British Constitution, the general Confisca- 
tion of Property, and the Erection of a Democratic 
Republic, founded on the Ruins of all Religion, and of 
all Political and Civil Society, and framed after the 
Model of France. 


The vigorous Resistance opposed to the Rebellion in 
Treland, the Success of the Measures which have been 
employed for detecting and defeating the Designs of the 
Conspirators here, and the general and ardent Spirit of 
Loyalty and Attachment to the Laws and Constitution, 
have hitherto counteracted the Progress of the Mischief, 
and averted impending Danger ; but even these Circum- 
stances by no Means appear to Your Committee to 
justify the Hope that the Mischief is eradicated, or the 
Danger passed. 


The Principles and Views of the Conspirators remain 
unchanged. Their Reliance on the Assistance and Co- 
operation of France, by which they expect ultimately 
to effect their Purposes, continues undiminished. And 
the System of those secret Societies, which are at once 
the Instruments of seditious‘Conspiracy at Home, and 
the Channel of treasonable Correspondence with France, 
though in many Parts broken and interrupted, is by 
no Means destroyed. 


_ Your Committee have already referred to the positive 
Information laid before them, stating that hostile Pre- 
parations are now making, with extraordinary Vigour 
and Exertion, in some of the Ports of France, for the 
Invasion of this Country, or of Jreland. The Activity 
of Seditious and Treasonable Societies, in their Corres- 
pondence with France, and in their Endeavours to 
gain Proselytes here, keeps Pace with the Preparations 
of the Enemy ; and the Principle of Secrecy, generally 
enforced by unlawful Oaths, which is the great Charac- 
teristic of these Societies, peculiarly fits them for the 
most desperate Enterprizes, and by holding out a Pro- 
spect of Security, increases the Means of Seduction. 
It has, at the same Time, an obvious Tendency to elude 
Detection, in the first Instance, and to defeat legal 
Enquiry in the next. To this Principle, therefore, in 
the Opinion of Your Committee, such further Mea- 
sures as Parliament in its Wisdom may think fit to 
adopt for the Public Safety, should be more imme- 
diately and decisively pointed. 


Your Committee have seen, with Satisfaction, the 
Powers which, in Conformity to the ancient Practice 
and true Principles of the Constitution, have from 
Time to Time, as the Urgency required, been confided 
to His Majesty’s Government ; and they feel it their 
Duty particularly to remark, that the Power of arrest- 
ing and detaining suspected Persons (a Remedy so con- 
stantly resorted to by our Ancestors in all Cases of 
temporary and extraordinary Danger) has, under the 
present new and unprecedented Circumstances, been 
found particularly efficient. It has greatly interrupted 
and impeded the Correspondence with the Enemy, and 
has checked, from Time to Time, the Progress and 
Communication of Sedition and Treason at Home. 
But from particular Circumstances which have come 
under the Observation of Your Committee in the 
Course of their Enquiry, they feel it their Duty to 
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remark, that the good Effects of this Measure would 
be rendered more complete, and the public Tranquil- 
lity better secured, if the leading Persons who have 
been, or may be, hereafter detained on Suspicion of 
Treasonable Seistices, shall hereafter be kept in Custody 
in Places sufficiently distant from the Metropolis. 


The Whole of the Secret Information which has been 
laid before Your Committee, has strongly confirmed 
them in their Opinion of the Necessity of confiding 
these extraordinary Powers to His Majesty’s Govern- 
ment; and the very Circumstances which created this 
Necessity, and which continue at this Time to operate 
more powerfully than ever, have rendered it their pecu- 
liar Duty to abstain from disclosing, in its full Extent, 
the particular Information, of which they have stated 
to the House the general Result, and on which their 
Judgment is founded; but they trust that they have 
laid before the House sufficient Grounds to justify their 
Persuasion, that the multiplied and various Attempts 
by which the Enemies to their Country carry on their 
dangerous Conspiracies, can only be defeated by a cor- 
responding Vigilance on the Part of Government, and 
by the Exercise of such additional Powers, as may, 
from Time to Time, be entrusted to it by Parliament, 
and may be best adapted to the peculiar Exigency of 
the Moment. And although Your Committee do not 
think it any Part of their Province to suggest particular 


“Measures, the Consideration of which must be left to 


the Wisdom of Parliament; they cannot forbear par- 
ticularly and earnestly pressing their unanimous Opi- 
nion, that the System of Secret Societies, the Establish- 
ment of which has, in other Countries, uniformly pre- © 
ceded the Aggression of France, and, by facilitating 
the Progress of her Principles, has prepared the Way 
for her Arms, cannot be suffered to exist in these King- 
doms, compatibly with the Safety of their Government 
and Constitution, and with their Security against Foreign 
Force and Domestic Treason. 


Your Committee have great Satisfaction in adding, 
that if this growing and formidable Evil can be effec- 
tually repressed, and if the same System of Vigilance 
and Precaution which has been successfully adopted for 
some Years past, is adhered to, there is every. Reason to 
look forward with Confidence to the ultimate Disap- 
pointment and Defeat of the Projects which have been 
so long pursued by our Foreign and Domestic Enemies. 
Impressed with a just Sense of the Blessings enjoyed 
under our happy Constitution, which distinguish this 
Country from every Nation in Europe, all Ranks and 
Conditions of Society have shown their Determination 
to preserve those Blessings entire, and have stood for- 
ward with a becoming Ardour and Alacrity in their De- 
fence. While this laudable Spirit continues to pervade 
every Part of the Kingdom, and while the Wisdom of 
the Legislature encourages and directs its Exertions for 
the Public Safety, Your Committee entertain a full 
Conviction that the Religion, the Laws, and the Con- 
stitution of Great Britain, and with them the Interests 
and Happiness of all Classes of His Majesty’s Subjects, 
will, in the Midst of surrounding Danger and Calamity, 
and in Spite of every Machination at Home or Abroad, 
rest under the Protection of Divine Providence, on the 
surest Basis, secured by the Energy and Firmness of the 
Government, and by the Courage, the Patriotism, and 
the Virtue, of the Nation.

ADDRESS from the Society of United Irishmen 
in Dublin, to the Delegates for promoting a 
Reform in Scotland. 


November 23d, 1792. 


WE take the Liberty of addressing you in the Spirit 
of Civic Union, in the Fellowship of a just and com- 
mon Cause. We greatly rejoice that the Spirit of 
Freedom moves over the i ace of Scotland; that Light 
seems to break from the Chaos of her internal Govern- 
ment; and that a Country so respectable for her At- 
tainments in Science, in Arts, and in Arms, for Men 
of literary Eminence, for the Intelligence and Mo- 
rality of her People, now acts from a Conviction of the 
Union between Virtue, Letters, and Liberty, and now 
rises to Distinction ;. not by a calm, contented, secret 
Wish for a Reform in Parliament, but by openly, 
actively, and urgently willing it, with the Unity and 
Energy of an embodied Nation. We rejoice that you 
do not consider yourselves as merged and melted down 
into another Country, but that in this great National 
Question you are still Scotland——the Land where 
Buchanan wrote, and Fletcher spoke, and Wallace 
fought. 

Away from us and from our Children, those puerile 
Antipathists so unworthy of the Manhood of Nations, 
which insulate Individuals as well as Countries, and 
drive the Citizen back to the Savage. We esteem and 
we respect you. We pay merited Honour to a Nation 
in general well educated and well informed, because we 
know that the Ignorance of the People is the Cause and 
Effect of all civil and religious Despotism. We honour 
a Nation regular in their Lives and strict in their 
Manners, because we conceive private Morality to be 
the only secure Foundation of public Policy. We 
honour a Nation eminent for Men of Genius, and we 
trust that they will now exert themselves, not so much 
in perusing and penning the Histories of other Countries, 
as in making their own a Subject for the Historian. 
May we venture to observe to them that Mankind have 
been too retrospective, canonized Antiquity and under- 
valued themselves. Man has reposed on Ruins, and 
rested his Head on some Fragments of the Temple of 
Liberty, or at most amused himself in pacing-the Mea- 
surement of the Edifice, and nicely limiting its Pro- 
portions ; not reflecting that this Temple is truly Catho- 
lic, the ample Earth its Area, and the Arch of Heaven 
its Dome. 

We will lay open to you our Hearts ;—our Cause is 

our Cause. If there is to be a Struggle between us, 
let it be which Nation shall be foremost in the Race of 
Mind; let this be the noble Animosity kindled between 
us, who shall first attain that free Constitution from 
which both are equidistant, who shall first be the 
Saviour of the Empire. 

In this Society and its affiliated Societies, the Catholic 
and the Presbyterian are at this Instant holding out 
their Hands and opening their Hearts to each other ; 
agreeing in Principles, concurring in Practice. We 


unite for immediate, ample, and substantial Justice to 


the Catholics, and when that is attained, a combined 
Exertion for a Reform in Parliament is the Condition of 
our Compact, and the Seal of our Communion. 
Universal Emancipationwith Representative Legislature 
is the polar Principle which guides our Society, and shall 
guide it through all the Tumult of Factions and Fluctu- 
ations of Parties. It is not upon a Coalition of Oppo- 
sition with Ministry that we depend, but upon a 
Coalition of Irishmen with Irishmen, and in that Coa- 
lition alone we find an Object worthy of Reform, and 
at the same Time the Strength and Sinew both to attain 
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and secure it. It is not upon external Circumstances, 
upon the Pledge of Man or Minister, we depend, but 
upon the internal Energy of the Irish Nation. We will 
not buy or borrow Liberty from America or from 
France, but manufacture it ourselves, and work it up 
with those Materials which the Hearts of Irishmen 
furnish them with at Home. We do not worship the 
British, far less the Irish Constitution, as sent down from 
Heaven, but we consider it as human Workmanship, 
which Man has made, and Man can mend. An unalter- 
able Constitution, whatever be its Nature, must be Des- 
potism. It is not the Constitution, but the People which 
ought to be inviolable, and it is Time to recognize and 
renovate the Rights of the English, the Scotch, and the 
Irish Nations.—Rights which can neither be bought 
nor sold, granted by Charter, or forestalled by Monopoly, 
but which Nature dictates as the Birthright of all, and 
which it is the Business of a Constitution to define, to 
enforce, and to establish. If Government has a sincere 
Regard for the Safety of the Constitution, let them coin- 
cide with the People in the speedy Reform of its Abuses, 
and not by an obstinate Adherence to them, drive that 
People into Republicanism. 

We have told you what our Situation was, what it is, 
what it ought to be; our End, a National Legislature ; 
our Means, an Union of the whole People. Let this 
Union extend throughout the Empire. Let all unite 
for all, or each Man suffer for all. In each Country let 
the People assemble in peaceful and constitutional Con- 
vention, Let Delegates from each Country digest a 
Plan of Reform, best adapted to the Situation and Cir- 
cumstances of their respective Nations, and let the 
Legislatures be petitioned at once by the urgent and 
unanimous Voice of England, Scotland, and Ireland. 

You have our Ideas. Answer us, and that quickly. 
This is not a Time to procrastinate. Your illustrious 
Fletcher has said, that the Liberties of a People are not 
to be secured without passing through great Difficulties, 
and no Toil or Labours ought to be declined to preserve 
a Nation from Slavery. He spoke well; and we add, 
that it is incumbent on every Nation who adventures 
into a Conflict for Freedom, to remember it is on the 
Event (however absurdly) depends the Estimation of 
public Opinion ; Honour and Immortality, if fortunate; 
if otherwise, Infamy and Oblivion. Let this check the 
Rashness that rushes unadvisedly into the Committal 
of national Character, or if that be already made, let the 
same Consideration impel us all to advance with active, 
not passive Perseverance, with manly Confidence and 
calm Determination, smiling with equal Scorn at the 
Bluster of official Arrogance, and the Whisper of private 
Malevolence, until we have planted the Flag of Freedom 
on the Summit, and are at once victorious and secure.

Fellow Citizens, 


KNOWING from Experience, that those who 
(through the depraved State of what should be the Repre- 
sentative Body) are suffered to prey on the Vitals of our 
Country, derive the principal Part of their, Success, in 
opposing an equal Representation from the active Circu- 
lation of Falsehoods, respecting this and other similar 
Societies; we think it adviseable, that you should give 
an explicit Declaration of your PRINCIPLES and 
WISHES, which we conceive to be as follow: 

i 1. That 











39 Gero. III. 


1. That all Men are by Nature free, equal, and 
independent of each other.. 

2. That to enjoy all the Advantages of Civil Society, 
it is not necessary that Individuals should relinquish 
more of their natural Independence than is required to 
fulfil this Injunction, “ Let the Minority yield a friendly 
“‘ Sumission to the Majority.” 

3. That no Majority, however great, can justly de- 
prive the Minority of any Part of their civil Rights; 
wherever it is attempted, the social Bond is broken, and 
the Minority have a Right to resist. 

4. The civil Rights of every Individual are Equality 
of Voice, in the making of Laws, and in the Choice of 
Persons by whom those Laws are to be administered.— 
Equality before the Law, whether in claiming its Protec- 
tion or submitting to its Sentence. Freedom to pub- 
lish his Opinion, to exercise his religious Worship 
without Molestation or Restriction; and to enjoy his 
Property, subject only to such Contributions as may be 
impartially levied for the public Service. 

5. Submission to any Measure, does not imply Silence 
as to the Propriety or tapeopetaty thereof. 

6. Every Power entrusted to a Magistrate, implies a 
Responsibility for the Exercise of that Power. 

7. The foregoing are not new, but are the original 
Principles of English Government. 

8. The total Departure from the Principle of Equality 
in the Election of the Legislative Body, commonly 
called the House of Commons, is the chief Cause why 
the People of Britain are now deprived of the Be- 
nefit of the foregoing Principles; and in place thereof 
labour under a continued System of Extortion and 
Monopoly. 

g. The Corn Act—is a Grievance immediately result- 
ing from the Restriction of the Choice of Representatives 
to Men of landed Property ; by it the Price of Bread in 
general is doubled, and sometimes much more than 
doubled; for whenever this Country happens to be 
blessed with an abundant Season, a Past of the Taxes 
under which we groan is applied to encourage the Ex- 
portation, and advance the Price of Corn. Thus we 
pay one Tax to Government, to give the landed Man an 
Opportunity of laying on another. The hackneyed 
Pretence for this Act is, “‘ the Welfare of the Farmer.” 
The real Intention of it is, to enable the Monopolizers of 
Farmers to pay enormous Rents. 

10. Game Laws—Though too evidently calculated 
to disarm the Nation, may in general be attributed to the 
same Restriction; by them, even the Farmer, on whose 
Property the Game is fed, is robbed of every constitu- 
tional Right of a Briton, and subjected to the Brutality 
of a Bashaw in the Form of a Country Justice, from 
whom there is no Appeal. 

11. Excise Laws, and Stamp Duties—(and the conse- 
quent System of Spies and Informers) equally repugnant 
to the professed Principles‘of the Constitution, and 
most extensive in their Oppression; are often introduced 
merely as Engines of Corporation Influence ; for, in some 
Instances, the Produce of the Tax does not pay the 
Expence of Collection; were the Sense of the Nation 
fairly taken, it is impossible to believe but that whatever 
Sum might be necessary for the Public Service, it 
would be raised by Means less obnoxious and less 
expensive. 

12. The Mutiny Act—which would never have 
existed, had not the Bulk of the People been excluded 
from Representation. It reflects a Charge of Hypocrisy 
on those who affect to bewail the late Events in France, 
yet calmly view the Defenders of their own Country 
subjected to every Species of Fraud, Insult, and Cruelty. 
The military Excellence of true Republicans, in all 
Ages, proves it to be unnecessary. Convince a Briton, 
that he is about to fight for a Country in which his 
Rights are duly consulted, and the Cat of Nine Tails 
may be burnt by the Hands of the common Hang- 
man. 
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13. The Impress Service—equally cruel with the fore- Report front 
partial Representation : It has ComSecrecy 
lately been proved, that the Expence of this Service, if SO". 


going, is another Effect of 


applied to increase the Seamen’s Pay, would render im- 
pressing unnecessary ; but it is more consistent with the 
Government of a Faction, to distribute the Sum among 
the Officers of Corporations. 

14. The ill Effects of partial Representation are not 
confined to Men in private Stations : We challenge Con- 
tradiction when we assert, that, in general, Promotion, 
whether in the Army, Navy, or Church, is the Effect of 
parliamentary Connection, and the Reward of parlia- 
mentary Prostitution. 

15. We cannot entertain a Doubt, that the foregoing 
Statement of Grievances will be admitted as just by our 
Countrymen at large, and also that an equal Represen- 
tation, by universal and annual Suffrage, would tend im- 
mediately to redress them. It remains to prove, that the 
Difficulties said to attend such a Scheme are merely the 
chimerical Inventions of interested Men. 

16. Let us suppose all partial Corporations (those 
Badges of Slavery) abolished, and consider the whole 
Island as One Corporation, divided into Counties or 
Cities, for the Purposes of embodying and exercisin 
Militia, &c. and for electing Representatives, subdivid 
into Districts or Townships, as nearly as convenient, in 
equal Proportion to the Number of Inhabitants. 

17. Allow to each District or Township One Repre- 
sentative, and let it be subdivided into Parishes, and 
every Man entitled to a Vote be registered in the Parish 
in which he resides. Large Parishes may be subdivided 
into Wards or Hamlets. 

18. Let every Voter give his Vote in the Parish in 
which he resides; let the Votes be brought in Writing, 
and called for in Succession, either alphabetically, b 
the Names of the Voters, or numerically, by the ards 
and Numbers of Houses ;—either of these Methods 
would prevent that Source of Riot, the Practice of 
voting in Party Groups. 

19. The Truth of Entry of every individual Vote in 
each Parish would easily be examined, and the Totals of 
the several Parishes in each District so easily collected, 
that we scruple not to assert, a General Election might 
be decided, with indisputable Certainty, in Twelve 
Hours. 

20. In saying the whole Island should be considered 
as One Corporation, we do not wish to be understood as 
recommending that Districts should chuse their Repre- 
sentatives from distant Parts. On the contrary, we 
think the Representative should always be a Resident of 
the District, as his Character would be better known to 
his Constituents. Hearsay Characters are seldom any 
other than the Blazonings of Faction. 

21. It is indispensable to good Government, that Re- 
presentatives should be ont for their Service to the 
Public. The Want of open and honourable Reward 
retards the Exertion of laudable Characters, and subjects 
the Nation to the fraudulent and delusive Practices of 
mock Patriots. 

22. To those who are convinced of the Propriety of 
the foregoing Ideas, and only ask, How shall we attain 
the Practice of them? We answer, associate. By so 
doing you will better correct and strengthen each others 
Opinions on the Subject of Liberty, and eventually 
abash the Tools of corrupt Influence and lawless Power. 
Effects which are not to be expected from the vague and 
desultory Exertion of individual Opinions. 

Having thus stated what we conceive to be the Sen- 
timents of the Society, we recommend, that the Mem- 
bers shall meet in Divisions, consisting, as neatly as con- 
venient, of Thirty Members each; and that the Ma- 
nagement of its Affairs be vested in One COMMITTEE 
OF DELEGATES, One SELECT COMMITTEE, 
and One COUNCIL, subject to REFERENCE TO 
THE DIVISIONS and TRIAL BY JURY, as more 
particularly defined in the following Sections. 
4T SECTION 
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i. Each Candidate for Admission into this SocietY 
shall be ptoposéd by a Member, who shall either belon$ 
to the Division in which the Proposal is made, or b® 

ersonally known as a Member of this Society to Two 
Members of such Division. , 

2. The Secretary shall enter the Name, Residence, 
and Occupation of the Carididate, tovether with the 
Proposet’s Name atid Number in the Minute Book of 
thé Division, and the Président shall put the following 
Question tothe Proposer: 

Are tjok well acyuainted with the Candidate you pro- 
pose, with his Means of Life, and his political Principles, 
and dre you well assured that his general Character is 
such as will not be disgraceful to this Society ? 

3. If the Proposer shall answer the foregoing Question 
in the Affirmative, the President shall Jemarid of the 
Division, whether aty Member has any Objection to 
the Candidate. 

4. If no Objection satisfactory to the Division shall 
be made, the President shall put the following Questions 
to the Candidate : 


Are you convinced, that every Manwho has attained to © 


‘Years of Discretion, is in Possession of his Reason, and 
not disqualified by Crimes, ought to have a Vote for a 
Representative, and not more than One Vote ? 

Are you convinced, that the Representation ought to be 
divided as nearly as possible in Proportion to the Number 
of Electors? 

Are youconvinced, that the Election of Representatives 
of the People ought to be Annual? : 

Will you by all justifiable Means endeavour to promote 
a Reform in the Parliament of this Country, agreeable 
to the Principles which you have now professed ? 

5. The Candidate having answered the foregoing 
Questions in the affirmative, shall be declared a Mem- 
ber, and shall receive a Ticket, on which shall be in- 
dorsed his Name, and the Time to which his Contribu- 
tion is. paid; and another Ticket, on which shall be 
written in large Figures the Number of his Division ; 
and beneath that, his own Number in the Division. 

6. It shall be at his Option to wear the latter Ticket 
in a visible Situation in any Meeting of this Society ; 
and it is particularly adviseable that he should wear it 
in General Meetings, and keep with the Members of 
his own Division. 

7. Every Member shall pay 6d. at the Meeting of his 
Division, next before the first Thursday in ‘each Calen- 
dar Month, or after that Rate for so long as he shall 
think proper to rénew his Ticket, to defray the Ex- 
ences of this Society, and of the Room in which his 

ivision meets. 

8. The last Article shall not preclude any Member 
from furnishing a larger Contribution, as he may judge 
proper, either periodically or occasionally ; but such 
extra Contribution shall not give the Member any addi- 
tional Power. | 

9. It isthe Duty of every Member to study Concord, 
and for that Purpose to moderate his own Passions, par- 
ticularly his personal Attachments and Aversions. 

10. To make himself well acquainted with the Prin- 
ciples, Constitution, ‘and Laws ‘Of this Society, and to 
circulate a KncWledge of the samé to the utmost of his 
Ability. 

11. To atténd his own Division as constantly as pos- 
sible, and particulatly on the Meeting next before the 
first Thursday in ‘each ‘Calendar Month. 

12, During the Discussion ‘of arty Question, it is the 
Duty of every, Member to give ‘a close and candid At- 
‘téntion ‘to the Opinions which are given on it, and also 
td give his own Opinion freely, unless it shall correspond 
exactly with one’already given. 

13. Th ‘giving his Vote, ‘which ‘is the Deéclaratidn ‘of 
his final Opinion, he ought ‘to be guitled solely by his 
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own Cofiviction, totally disregarding the Chance of: his 
being in a Minority or Majority, even though he should 
stand alotie. 

14. When Decision is taken by a Shew of Hands, 
every Member shall give his Vote silently, by shewin 
one Hand: The Practice of shewing both Hands, or ‘6 
calling all! all! or other such Exclamations, are tu- 
multuous, indecent, and utterly unwarrantable. 

15. In case his Division shall be dispersed by Perse- 
cution, he shall use every Endeavour to rally the Mein- 
bers of it; but if unsuccessful in this Attempt, he may 
then join any Division which may persevere in meeting. 

16. To habituate himself, both in and out of this 
Society, to an orderly and amicable Manner of reasoning, 
but especially to observe the following Rules of 


ORDER. 


1. That no Member ought to be interrupted while 
speaking, unless. for the Purpose of calling him to 
Order. 

2. All Noise is Interruption, whether intended to ex- 
press Applause or Censure; Approbation may be ex- 
pressed by holding up a Hand. 

3. To attribute the Conduct or Opinion of any 
Member to factious Combination, or other improper 
Motive, is disorderly; as are also all Invectives and 
declamatory Remarks. 

4. The foregoing is not intended to curtail the 
Power of Accusation, agreeably to the XIth Section 
of this Constitution, but only that such Accusation 
shall not interfere with any other Question. 

5. No Member shall be allowed to speak longer 
than Ten Minutes at One Time, nor more than Twice 
to One Question, except to explain or retract. 

6. No Member shall be allowed to stile himself, or 
any other, by any Party Name, whether intended to 
convey Respect or Disrespect. 

7. All political Appellations, which do not in their 
immediate Interpretation convey an Idea of political 
Sentiment or Situation, are Party Names. The following 
do not fall under this Objection, as will appear by their 
Explanations. 

Republican—One who wishes to promote the general 
Welfare of his Country. 

Democrat—A Supporter of the Rights and Power of 
the People. 

Aristocrat—One who wishes to promote the Interest 
of afew at the Expence of many. 

Royalist—Among the ignorant Part of Mankind sig- 
nifies a Person attached to regal Government : Among 
artful Courtiers it is a Veil for their own Aristocracy. 

Loyalist —A Supporter of the Constitution of his 
Country. 

Citizen—The ancient Appellation given to the Mem- 
bers of free States. 

Subject—Can only with Propriety be applied to a 
Member of a State, whose Government has been insti- 
tuted by Foreign Conquest, or the Prevalence of a do- 
mestic Faction. 

17. Persons attempting to trespass on Order, under 
Pretence of shewing Zeal, Courage, or any other 
Motive, are to be suspected. A noisy Disposition is 
seldom a Sign of Courage, and extreme Zeal is oftena 
Cloak of Treachery. 


SECTION II.—The Organization and Power of ia 
Division. 


_ 1. Each Division shall meet Once in a Week, on ary 
Evening ‘in the Week, except Thursday and Sunday. 

2. The Hour and Place of Meeting shall be at ‘the 
Convenience of each Division, but must be announced 
to the constituted Bodies. 

3. Each Division shall elect, ‘from its own Membets, 
a President, Vice President, Secretary, Assistant Secre- 
tary, Delegate, and Sub-delegate. 


4. Each 
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4. Each Division shall be furnished with Three 
Books, (viz.) One to bear the Number of the Division ; 
a similar Book, to be called the Supernumerary Book of 
the same Division ; and a Third, for entering Minutes. 

5. No Division Book shall contain more than 30 
effective Names; subject to Variation as hereafter 
mentioned. ‘ 

6. Members admitted: after the Division shall amount 
t6 30, shall be entered in the Supernumerary Book, but 
not before. 

-'7. As soon as the Members entered in the Supernu- 
merary Book, shall amount to 16, they shall be entitled 
to’a Number as a new Division ; they shall determine 
the Time and Place of their future Meeting ; they shall 
receive a Supernumerary Book, and a Minute Book, 
and a new Supernumerary Book shall be delivered to the 
original Division. 

8. Members entered in any Supernumerary Book while 
less than 16, shall be entitled to vote, and in every 
Respect be considered as Members of the Division to 
which such Supernumerary Book shall belong. 

g- No new Member shall have a Vote the same 
Sitting in which he is admitted; nor transferred Mem- 
ber the same Sitting in which he is transferred. 

10. Each Division shall be allowed One Shilling and 
Six Pence per Week for Rent, Furniture, &c. 

11. Every Member shall have Liberty to introduce 
One Stranger, provided such Member shall answer that 
the Sentiments of the Stranger are similar to ours ; and 
the same Stranger shall not be introduced more than 
Twice, except for the Purpose of Admission as a 
Member. 

12. If Two or more Divisions shall agree to meet at 
the same Time and Place, the following Rules shall be 
observed : 

13: One Supernumerary Book shall serve the whole 
Meeting, which shall be kept by the Secretary of the 
oldest Division present. 

14. No new Member shall be entered in the Super- 
numerary Book, while any Division present is short of 
30 Members. 

15. One President and Vice President shall serve the 
whole Meeting. 

16. Each Division alternately shall elect, from its 
own Members, the President and Vice President; and 
the Assistant Secretary of each Division, alternately, 
shall act as Doorkeeper. 

17. They shall not intermix their Elections of Dele- 
gates or Sub-delegates, Secretaries, or Assistant Secre- 
taries, nor the Reports of their Opinions on referred 
Questions. 

18. Members entered in the Supernumerary Book 
shall be entitled to vote, and in every Respect consi- 
dered as Members of the oldest Division present. 

19. In all Elections, and Decisions of referred Ques- 
tions, the President shall take the Decision of the oldest 
Division first. 

20. The Term oldest Division is not meant to convey 
any Idea of Precedency; it is to be understood, that 
Division which shall bear the smallest Number, though 
it may have been formed later than one bearing a 
greater. 

21. The Delegates and Secretaries of Divisions so 
meeting, shall not sit together, but dispersed as nearly as 
convenient at equal Distances. 

22. Over the Seat of the President in each Meeting 
of this Society, shall be suspended a Label with these 
Words, BEWARE OF ORATORS. 

23. In case of Persecution, and that the Means pro- 
vided by the VIIth, VIIIth, and IXth Sections of this 
Constitution, should not produce the Effect of re- 
establishing a Representative Body of this Society for 
Two Weeks successively, every Division shall have Power 
to elect Four Persons, whose Powers shall be the 
same as the Four Officers of the Committee of De- 
legates. 
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24. The sole Object of those Four Persons, shall be Report frome 
the Re-establishment of the Representative Body, and Com. Secrecy 


they shall report Progress Weekly, and be Weekly subject 
to Revocation. 

25. If Two or more Divisions shall make.the above- 
mentioned Election at the same Time, the Persons so 
chosen shall act in Conjenction. 


SECTION III.— Mode of Election. 


1. The ordinary Election of Delegate and Sub-dele- 
gate shall be on the Sitting next before the first Thursda 
in each Calendar Month, at which Sitting no Visitor shall 
be admitted. 

2. No Member shall be allowed to offer himself as a 
Candidate, nor to propose any other, nor solicit Votes 
for himself or another on Pain of Expulsion. 

3. Every Member, except such as have served as 
Delegates for the Two preceding Months, such as have 
not been admitted a Fortnight, and such as are Mem- 
bers of any constituted Body, or excused by a previous 
Consent of | the Division, shall be considered as eligible. 

4. On the Evening of Election, each Member shall 
bring with him a Piece of Paper, on which shall be 
written the Name of the Member whom he wishes to 
be the Delegate, and beneath that the Name and Num- 
ber of the Voter. 

5. Such Vote shall be given to the President, without 
previous Communication to any other Member. 

6. Precisely at Nine o’Clock, after which no Vote 
shall be received, the President shall read the Votes 
aloud ; the Secretary shall enter in the Minute Book 
the Names of all the Members nominated, and against 
each the Numbers of the Members who have voted for 
him. 

7. The President shall read the Secretary’s Entry 
aloud, and if no Error be discovered in it, shall declare 
whichever of the nominated Persons shall have the 
greatest Number of Votes to be the Delegate, and the 
next greatest the Sub-delegate. 

8. Upon any Equality of Votes, the Decision shall 
be by Lot. 

g. The Election of Secretary and Assistant Secretary, 
shall be on the same Night, and conducted in the same 
Manner. 

10. Every Member, except the Delegate and Sub- 
delegate, is eligible as Secretary or Assistant Secretary. 

11. The Election of President and Vice President, 
may be by open Nomination and Shew of Hands. 


SECTION IV.—Dutyof President and Vice President. 


1. The Preservation of Order, though a Duty of 
every Member, is particularly so of the President. 

2. He shall take especial Care to protect any Member 
from Interruption while speaking, provided such Member 
shall confine his Discourse to the Matter in question, 
and not exceed Ten Minutes in delivering it. 

3. If any Member (thinking the President remiss) 
shall call another to Order, that Call shall not be re- 
peated by any other Member. The President, if 
aware of the Reason of such Call, shall give his Opinion 
on the Point of Order; if not aware of any sufficient 
Reason for the Interruption, he shall require the Member 
calling to Order to explain his Reasons. _ : 

4. The general Call of Silence is the exclusive Dut 
of the President; any other Member calling Silence is 
disorderly. , 

5. 1f he shall find it convenient he may, previous to 
putting any Question, recapitulate impartially the Ar- 
guments which have been offered on it; at which Time, 
and not before, he may give his own Opinion. 

6. He shall take especial Care that the Members be 
satisfied, that the Monthly Account of the principal 
Treasurer contains a Receipt for as much Money as has 
been raised in the Division or Divisions present. 

7. Previous 
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7. Previous to quitting the Chair, he shall read the 
Minutes as entered by the Secretary, and sign them. 

8. If any Part of them shall appear to him to be erro- 
neously entered, he shall notice the Impropriety in the 
Minute Book. 

g. He shall, on no Account, continue in the Chair 
later than Eleven o’Clock, P. M.; after that Hour the 
Persons present are a private Company, and not a Divi- 
sion of this Society. 

10. The Vice President shall be placed in that Part 
of the Room which is opposite to the President. 

11. His Duty is to take Care that Members shall 
not be imperfectly acquainted with the Business in Agi- 
tation, in consequence of their being remote from the 
President, and that they shall not fall into private and 
disorderly Conversations. 


SECTION V.--Secretary, and Assistant Secretary. 


1. The Secretary of each Division shall also be Trea- 
surer of the same. He shall remain in Office (Miscon- 
duct excepted) One Month, and be re-eligible. 

2. He shall open the Business of each Meeting, by 
taking Election of a President and Vice-President, for 
which Purpose he shall not wait longer than 15 Minutes 
after the appointed Time. 

3. He shall then give the Minutes of the last Meet- 
ing to the President to be read, including the former 
President's Objections, if any, and they shall then be 
adjusted. 

4. He shall enter in the Minute Book every Motion 
which shall be made and seconded; also the Decision 
on it, with the Numbers of Votes both for and against. 

5» He shall keep the Division and Supernumerary 
Books, and receive the Monthly Payments. 

6. .1f any Member default in Payment, he shall give 
Notice of the same, at the first Meeting after the first 
Thursday in each Calendar Month; and if no other 
Member is willing to call on the Defaulter, it shall be 
his Business. 

7. After the President he shall sign all Resolutions of 
the Division, and all Certificates of Election. 

8. All Certificates shall specify the Number of Votes 
as given. The Word unanimous shall never be used. 

g. At the Meeting next before the Election of De- 
legate, the Secretary shall read a List of the Names of 
such Members as are ineligible by this Constitution ; to 
which shall be added the Names of such Members as 
may give Reasons satisfactory to the Division for wish- 
ing to be excused serving that Office. 

10. If any Member shall default in Payment for One 
Month successively, without a Cause satisfactory to the 
Division be assigned, the Secretary shall notice the 
Default opposite to his Name in the Minute Book, 
and his Number shall be given to the next admitted 
Member. 

11. If he cannot attend his Duty in his Division, he 
shall give Notice to the Assistant Secretary, and send 
the Books to him or to the Division. 

12. The Assistant Secretary shall, to the utmost of 
his Power, assist the Secretary in his Duty, particularly 
in calling on Defaulters. 

13. When the Secretary is present in a Division, the 
Assistant Secretary shall act as Doorkeeper; the Duty 
of that Station is explained by Sect. II. Art. XI. 

14. In the Absence of Secretary or Assistant Secre- 
tary, the Meeting shall appoint another Doorkeeper. 

15. In case of Removal or violent Dispersion of a 
Division, it shall be the Business of the Secretary and 
Assistant Secretary to give Notice to the Members of a 
new Place and Time of Meeting. 


SECTION VI.— Delegate and Sub-delegate. 


1. Every individual Delegate is the immediate Ser- 
vant of the Division which he represents, and his Func- 
tions cannot be annulled or suspended but by their 
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Consent, unless expelled the Socicty by Trial of Jury, 
agreeably to the XIth Section. 

2. While a Delegate he is not eligible to any other 
Station or Office, either by his Division or any consti- 
tuted Body. 

3- His Duty is to attend the Meeting of Delegates, 
and assist in the Performance of their collective Duty, 
as hereafter described. 

4. To attend his own Division duly, and faithfully to 
report Proceedings of the Committee of Delegates. 

5. To compare the Account of the principal Trea- 
surer with that of the Treasurer of his own Division, 
and to remark to his Division whether they agree or 
no. 
6. On all Questions which may occur in the Com- 
mittee of Delegates, he shall vote according to the 
Instructions of his Constituents. 

7- On any Question which has not been discussed and 
decided by his Constituents, he shall vote according to 
his own Judgment for the Interest of the Society. 

8. If on any Question which his Constituents have 
decided, new Arguments should arise which he may 
think likely to change their Opinion, he shall have 
Liberty to vote for an Adjournment of One Week ; 
subject however to the Judgment of the Division, whe- 
ther his Doubts were real or fictitious. 

g. If he cannot attend the Meeting of Delegates, he 
shall give Notice as early as possible to the Sub-dele- 
gate. 

10. The Sub-delegate having received such Notice, 
shall act as Delegate. 

11. The Sub-delegate shall always be admissible in 
the Committee of Delegates as a Visitor. 

12. While present as a Visitor he must be silent, but 
may take Notes. 

13. The Sub-delegate attending the Committee before 
the Delegate, though without Notice, shall act as Dele- 
gate for that Sitting, whenever the Delegate is more 
than Ten Minutes later than the appointed Time. 

14. If the Delegate should vacate his Seat, the Sub- 
delegate shall succeed him for the Remainder of the 
Month, and another Sub-delegate shall be chosen. 


SECTION VII.—The Committee of Delegates. 


1. The Committee of Delegates is the Representative 
and Legislative Body of this Society. 

2. Their Duty is indivisible, and the Representation 
shall not be impaired’ by any Appointment, either of 
themselves collectively or of any other constituted Body, 
which may subject the Members thereof to be absent 
from their Meeting, or to be Parties concerned in any 
Subject under their Discussion. 

3. Not less than Three Fourths of their whole Num- 
ber shall be a Quorum, except in case of Persecution. 

4. There shall be no Disparity or Dissimilitude be- 
tween the Members, by Offices of Presidency or Secre- 
taryship. 

5. Every Committee of Delegates shall, on the last 
Thursday in each Calendar Month, elect Four Persons 
to serve the Offices of President, Vice President, Se- 
cretary, and Assistant Secretary, in the next ensuing 
Committee. 

6. Members of the electing Committee are eligible 
as Officers of the ensuing, and Officers of electing shall 
be re-eligible. 

7. This Election is their final Act collectively ; indi- 
vidually they must report at the ensuing Meetings of 
their Constituents, which done, they invariably cease to 
be Delegates, and shall not be re-eligible for Two suc- 
ceeding Months. 

8. The Duty of the Four Officers above-mentioned, 
is similar to those bearing the same Names in a Division; 
but they shall have no Vote in the Committee, nor give 
i Opinion, unless requested, except on Questions of 
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g. After forming the Committee, by receiving and 
entering their Certificates, they shall each be subject to 
Dismission, if the then present Committee should think 
proper to appoint. others. , 

10. The Entries in the Minute-book shall be signed at 
least by Two of them, and the Minutes of each Meeting 
shall be read in the ensuing Meeting, and open to the 
Inspection of every individual Delegate. 

11. Incase of any Persecution which may be brought 
on this Society, they shall provide a Place for the Meet- 
ing of Delegates, and give Notice thereof to as many 
Delegates as possible. 

12. Such Meeting, not being fewer than One Third 
of the Delegates, shall have all the Power of a Com- 
mittee of Delegates ; but shall on no Pretence enlarge 
the Term of their Delegation. 

13. The especial Object of such Meeting shall be to 
see that the Executive Powers are not negligent.or dila- 
tory in rallying the dispersed Divisions, and renewing a 
complete Representative Body. 

14. The Duty of the Committee of Delegates, is to 
direct the Conduct of the Executive Powers, in all 
Matters which do not require Secrecy or Expedition. 

15. To examine the Conduct of the Executive Powers, 
whether it be agreeable to their own Directions, or the 
Directions of any former Committee of Delegates. 

16. Ifthe Executive Power shall have done any Thing 
without Consent of a Committee of Delegates, it shall, 
on Discovery, be the Business of the then Committee of 
Delegates to examine whether the Act was proper, and 
whether the Want of such Authority was justifiable by 
the Necessity of Secrecy or Dispatch. 

17. Their Consent to any Thing proposed to be done, 
or their Approbation of any Thing which has been done 
by the Executive ‘Powers, shall be to the latter a com- 
plete Justification, except such Consent or Approbation 
shall be obtained by Misrepresentation of Facts. 

18. They shall take special Notice of the Conduct of 
every individual Member, both of the Select Committee 
and the Council; and if they shall perceive any personal 
Opposition to prevail between any Two Members of 
those Bodies, they shall take the first Opportunity to 
remove them both, rather than endanger the spreading 
of Discord. 

19. For the Purpose of electing Members of the 
Select Committee and Special Committees, they shall 
always have a complete List of the Names and Numbers 
of the Select Committee then existing. 

20. They may enter in their Minute Book Remarks 
on the Conduct, whether moral or political, of any 
Member of the Select Committee, or of the Council, 
or any Person eligible to those Stations. 

21. If the Executive Powers, for the Purpose of 
obtaining their Approbation, shall communicate any 
Thing which a Majority of the Delegates shall approve 
as necessary to be secretly done, the whole Committee 
of Delegates are bound to Secrecy. 

-22. Their Election of One Third of the Council, and 
of the Select Committee, shall. be conducted in the same 
Manner as the Election of a Delegate. 


SECTION VIII.—The Select Committee. 


1; Shall not exceed the Whole, nor be less than Half 
the Number of the Committee of Delegates. 

2. Every individual Member of this Committee is 
the Servant of the whole Society, and not responsible to 
any particular Division. 

3. They shall, at their first Institution, be numbered 
by Lot, from One to the Number of their Total. . 

4. On the last Thursday in each Month One Third of 
them shall be put to the Vote of the Committee: of 
' Delegates, either to be re-elected or others appointed in 
their Place.

7. Their Appointments of Presidency or Secretary- 
ship shall be from their own Members, and at their own 
Discretion as to Permanence. 

8. No Member of this Committee shall be admitted 
until he has answered in the Affirmative the following 
Question, which shall be put by the Officers of the 
Committee of Delegates : 

Do you promise that you will not relinquish the Station 
which you are about to take in this Society, on Account of 
any Persecution which may be brought on it. That you 
will persevere in meeting the Select Committee, and to the 
utmost of your Power encourage every other Member of 
this Socrety to fulfil the Duty of his respective Station ? 


THEIR OFFICE IS, 


1. Preparatory, as they may be directed, either col- 
lectively, partially, or individually, by the Committee 
of Delegates, or the Council. 

2. Referential, as to any Matter adopted by the 
Committee of Delegates, or the Council, or by both, 
which they may judge improper. 

3. All intended Publications of this Society shall, 
previous to being printed, undergo their collective Exa- 
mination. 

4. One Third of their whole Number shall be a 
Quorum. 


SECTION IX.—The Council. 


1. Shall be composed of One Treasurer, One princi- 
pal Secretary, and not less than Four Assistant Secre- 
taries. | 

2. They shall be numbered from One to their Total, 
and re-eligible at the same Time and in the same Manner 
as the Select Committee. 

3. The Treasurer shall, on the last Thursday in each 
Calendar Month, give to the Committee of Delegates a 
Monthly Account of the Total Sum-which he shall have 
received from each Division in the Course of the Instant 
Month. 

4. He shall also give to the Select Committee, at their 
Meeting next before the last Thursday in March, June, 
September, and December, a Quarterly Account of all 
Monies received by him on Account of this Society, and 
all Disbursements. 

5. His Quarterly Account, with the Remarks of the 
Select Committee, if any, shall be laid before the Com- 
mittee of Delegates on the last Thursday in March, 
June, September, and December, to be by them exa- 
mined, and reported to the Divisions. 

6. The principal Secretary shall record all Laws 
which shall be made by this Society, which shall be 
printed Annually. 

7. He shall prepare all miscellaneous Correspond- 
ence ; namely, all such as does not fall within the De- 


- partment of one or other of the Assistant Secretaries, 


and all Copies of such Correspondence, for the Use of 
the Divisions. 

8. Each Assistant Secretary shall have his particular 
Department of Correspondence assigned to him, 

g. As soon as any Letter is received, it shall be the 
Business of the Secretary, to whose Department it shall 
belong, to prepare an Answer. 

10. The Draught of the Answer shall be first sub- 
mitted to the Select Committee. 

11. It shall next, with the Objections and proposed 
Amendments of the Select Committee, if any, be laid 
before the Committee of Delegates. fot 

12. If the Committee of Delegates shall think’ ne- 
cessary to order any Alterations, they shall signify the 
same in Writing, signed by Two of their Officers. — 

13. Every Member of the Council shall be really ac-

15. Collectively, the Councils shall have.a Power of 
Reference to the Divisions, as to any Proposal adopted 
by the Committee of Delegates, or Select Committee. 

16. It shall be the Business of the Council to make 
Inquiry for proper Places for Divisions to meet, and 
to recommend Transfers of Members for the Purpose 
of forming new, Divisions, or strengthening such as 
may decay. 

17. All Letters of this. Society shall be signed at 
least by Two of the Council, who shall also sign the 
Copy kept. 

18. All Letters sent with Consent of the Delegates 
and Select Committee, shall be signed “ for the London 
“ Corresponding Society.” ‘All Letters sent without 
such Consent, shall be signed ‘‘ for the Council of the 
“ London Corresponding Society.” 

19. No Letter shall be sent without previous Consent 
of the Council collectively, and not less than Two Thirds 
shall be a Quorum. 

20. For any special Purpose they may require the 
Assistance of any Member of this Society, not being a 
Delegate or Sub-delegate. 


SECTION X.—General Articles including Reference. 


1. Every Proposal which shall be severally approved 
by a Majority of the Delegates of the Select Fccaaiieee, 
and of the Council, shall be adopted and considered as 
an Act of this Society, and remain in Force as such, 
until rescinded either by the Concurrence of similar 
Majorities or by Reference to the Divisions. 

2. The Concurrence of such Majorities shall be suffi- 
cient to degrade any Member of the Select Committee 
or of the Council, previous to the ordinary Period of 
Election ; as shall also a Reference to the Divisions ; 
provided always, that the Party objected to, shall have 
full Opportunity of exculpating himself. 

3. The Concurrence of a Majority of each of the 
Three constituted Bodies, shall be sufficient to alter the 
Vth Article of the IId Section, by making the Number 
of Members required to form a Division more or less, 
provided there shall always be a Number, ascertained, 
beyond which no Member shall be entered in any 
Division Book, and provided that the Number required 
for instituting a Division, shall always be One more 
than Half the Number at which a Division shall be 
accounted full. 

4. If it shall appear beneficial to the Society, to in- 
stitute a new Division in a Place where a sufficient 
Number of Members cannot at first be obtained, or to 
continue an old Division, which may have decreased 
below the Number required, the constituted Bodies 
shall have Power, notwithstanding the Deficiency of 
Number, to make the usual Allowance for Rent, &c. 
but not longer than Three Months, unless specially 
authorized by Reference to the Divisions; and provided 
there shall never be more than One Third of the whole 
Number of Divisions of this Description. 

5- Not more than One Half of the Select Committee 
shall at any Time be detached on Special Committees, 
either by the Council or the Delegates. 

6. Referred Questions shall never be accompanied by 
Deputations ; they shall come in the same Form. before 
each Division; namely, a Copy of the Question, and 
of such Remarks as the Parties concerned shall think 
proper to make on it. 

7- The Remarks shall be in numbered Articles, , free 
from Declamation or Panegyric. 

8. On all Questions intended for Reference, each of 
the constituted Bodies shall have an Opportunity of 
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sending out its Remarks; but, for this Purpose, the 
Whole of them shall not be allowed longer than One 
eek. 

g. If a Question be referred, at. the Instance of 
an Individual, he shall provide as many Copies of the 
Question, and of his own Remarks, as may be necessary 
to supply all.the Divisions. 

10. Any Individual providing such Copies, and de- 
manding a, Reference, shall not be denied. 

11. If a Question be. referred at the Instance of a 
Division, or by One or more of the constituted Bodies, 
the Copies shall be provided by the respective Secre- 
taries. 

12. The Report on a referred Question shall not be 
required in less than Two Weeks, from the Thursday 
on which the Copies of Question and Remarks, com- 
plete, shall have been given to the Delegates. 

13. The Delegates having received such Copies, shall 
communicate them in the next Meeting of their re- 
spective Divisions. Each Division may then discuss 
the Question, but shall not decide it until the next 
Meeting at soonest. 

14. No, Member shall be allowed to speak on a 
referred Question, except in the Division of which he is 
a Member. 

15. The Expences of all the constituted Bodies shall 
be paid from the General Stock. 


SECTION XI.—Of Accusation and Trial. 


1. If any Member shall think another unworthy of 
being a Member of this Society, or that he has acted 
in any Degree improperly, he shall offer his Accusation 
in Writing, signed by himself, in the Division of which 
the Accused is a Member. 

2. Every Accusation shall state the Law on which it 
is grounded. 

3. If the Decision of the Division shall be in favour 
of the Accused, the Trial shall go no farther; if not, the 
Accuser shall give a Statement of the Case in Writing 
to the Delegate of his own Division, to be laid before 
the Committee of Delegates. 

4. No Vote or Resolution touching any Matter of 
Accusation, shall pass in any Division, except that of 
the Accused (as mentioned in the last Article) nor in 
any of the constituted Bodies. 

5. The Delegates having received the Case, shall 
elect Four Persons, not of their own Body, nor of the 
Division or Divisions concerned, to act as President, 
Secretary, Vice President, and Assistant Secretary, in 
the ensuing Trial. 

6. They shall also issue Notices to each Division, 
except those of which the Accuser or Accused are 
Members, mentioning the Time and Place of Trial, 
and the Four Persons whom they have appointed to 
superintend it, and requiring each of them to return 
One Juryman. 

7. Each Division shall return of its own Members 
One Juryman, by Lot ; but none of the Four Persons 
appointed to superintend the Trial, nor any Member of 
any constituted Body, shall be returnable. 

8. Every Juryman so drawn, and failing to attend at 
the appointed Time, shall forfeit Two Shillings and Six 
Pence, except in case of Sickness ; as shall also each 
Superintendant. 

g. The Superintendants shall, by Lot, take Twelve 
Names, out of the whole Number present, who shall be 
the Jury for that Trial, unless. the Accused object, which 
he may do to Four of them, but not more. 

10. The Accuser and Accused shall each be allowed 
One Assistant, at their own Choice. 

11, The President shall read the Accusation, and 
call on the Accuser to produce his Evidence. 

12. The Evidence on the Part of the Accuser being 
closed, the Accused may call, his Evidence. 

13. During the Time each Witness is 
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Evidehce, he‘ may be cross-examined by the Jury, the 
! Président, the Accused, the Accuser, or either of their

LETTER for. introducing Citizens Brnws and 
Joun Ga e Jones; dated Committee Room, 
March 1796; and signed J. AsH Ley, Secretary. 


CiTizENs, Committee Room, March 1796. 
THIS Letter is to introduce Citizens Binns and John 
Gale Jones to you, they being deputed by us to visit 
your Society. They will lay before you the Instruc- 
tions we have given them for their Conduct, by which 
you will see the principal Parts of our. View of the 
common Object which unites us to you, and the other 
Societies in the Country. We hope they accord with 
your Sentiments ; for we are persuaded that nothing is 
wanting to obtain such a Reform in Parliament as we 
demand, but a strict Union among those who are al- 
ready convinced of its Necessity. We arenot, however, 
to contemn or neglect those whose Interest, whose Pas- 
sions, or whose Ignorance, have set them in Opposition 
to us. For the latter, those who are separated from 
us only by their positive Ignorance, we shall gain them 
Daily to our Side by a clear Statement of our Claims. 
The Proposition we maintain is so simple, that no one 
can reject it who possesses even an ordinary Share of 
Understanding. The political Creeds which People are 
taught during their Childhood frequently warp their 
Minds ; but in Britain, the first Article of the political 
Creed is, that every Individual who is subject to Go- 
vernment is represented, and has a Right to be repre- 
sented in the Legislature. We assert no more than that 
the Practice does not at present correspond with the 
Theory, and we claim no more than the Restitution of 
these our Rights ; and it is this Fact of which we have 
to convince the Ignorant; for those who have partial 
Interests and Passions to gratify in the Continuance of 
Abuse, we must contend with them firmly. If we can 
soften their Opposition, it is our Duty; and if we can- 
not, on their own Heads be the Guilt: and the Effect. 
Citizens, let us redouble our Zeal. Indifference in any 
Cause’ belonging to Humanity is base, in this it is no- 
thing less than Insanity. We recommend our Deputies 
to your Confidence, for we believe they are worthy 
of iit.

THIS ‘Society having resolved that Deputies be sent 
to the several ‘Societies in Correspondence with us, in 
Voi. 54. 


convincing the People of this Country of . the Necessity 
of a Reform in the Commons House of Parliament, 


_we have chosen you to be among the Number of such 


Deputies, having a firm Confidence that you will ,con- 
duct yourself so as to bring no just Reproach upon us 
your Constituents, To acquit ourselves, however,, be- 
fore the whole Nation in this momentous. Concern, as 
well as the better to enable you to prosecute our le 
and virtuous Purpose, we furnish you with the following 
Instructions : 

ist. On your Admission to a Society in Union with 
us, you shall deliver the Letter of Introduction, given 
you herewith, and submit these Instructions to their 

erusal, in order that no improper Person, being either 
an ignorant Advocate of our Cause, or a base Pretender 
of, for mischievous Purposes may intrude himself upon 
such Society in our Name. 

2dly. You shall precisely state to such Society, that 
the sole Object of our Association is a Reform in the 
Commons House of Parliament. 

3dly. You shall insist that the only effectual, as, well 
as only legitimate Mode of obtaining our common 
Object, is by convincing our Fellow Citizens of our 
natural and constitutional Right to such Reform, and 
of the Necessity of our opaining it, to preserve the 
Nation from falling under the Yoke of an absolute 
Despotism ; in so doing you cannot fail to draw. the 
Nation over to our Side, and to leave the Enemies of 
Reform narrowed to the Circle of corrupt Ministers, and 
their rapacious Dependants. 

4thly. You shall shew that the new Treason sand 
Seditious Acts, whatever be the Character that will be 
stamped upon them by Posterity, have not taken away 
the Means of enlightening our Fellow Citizens on the 
above Subject, since under these Acts Citizens. may 
assemble to the Number of Forty-nine in One Place, to 
converse in an orderly Manner on their constitutional 
Rights, and therefore cannot be disturbed without a 
Violation of Law even as it stands at present. 

5thly. As the subtle Malice of our Enemies. will en- 
deavour to lead our Fellow Citizens from the peaceable 
Course which it yet becomes us to pursue, you shall 
invite the Society to guard against all Persons who 
would introduce violent Propositions, or any. illegal 
Measures. | 

6thly. It behoves you notwithstanding to conyince 
the timid, that no Fears are to be entertained respect- 
ing the legal Consequences of the Information of Spies, 
since the Security of the Friends of Reform is in the 
Legality of their Object and Proceedings. | 

7thly. The Design of the above Articles is to remove 
Misapprehensions relative to the Safety of our Associ- 
ation under the new Laws. This, Part of your Mission 
being effected, you are to strain every Power of your 
Mind to awaken the sleeping Spirit of Liberty ; you 
are to call upon our Fellow Citizens to be ready with 
us to pursue our common Object, if it must be, to the 
Scaffold, or rather (if our Enemies are desperate enough 
to bar up every Avenue to Enquiry arid Discussion) 'to 
the Field, at the Hazard; of Extermination, convinced 
that no Temper, less decided than this, will suffice to 
regain Liberty from a, bold, usurping Faction ; but to 
the End that we may succeed by the irresistible Voice of 
the People, you are to excite in every Society’ thé De- 
sire which animates our, Bosoms to embrace the Nation 
as Brethren, and the Resolution to,bear every, Repulse 
from Passion and Prejudice which fails to deprive us of 
the sure Grounds ef ‘Argument, ) .,., aT 

8thly. As the Whig Club haye called upon the Peo- 

le to associate for the, Repeal of the mew Treason.and 
Sedition Bills, without making any, explicit Declaration 


of their Principles, we recommend: you to ¢aution:the . 


Society you visit, against every Attempt to divert their 
Thoughts 
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~ your Advice in forming their internal Regulations, but 

by no Means shall attempt to impose any Rule upon 
them, much less to intrude the particular Parts of our 
Constitution, where local Considerations may make it 
prudent to adopt others. 

1othly. You shall invite the Society to a close Cor- 
respondence with us, and to transmit to us a Monthly 
Report, containing their Numbers, and a concise Ac- 
count of their leading Transactions. 

1ithly. You shall invite the Society to take the 
Name of the United Corresponding Society of Birming- 
ham, and to adopt our Regulations as far as may be 
consistent with their particular Convenience or Situa- 
tion. 

12thly. This Society being involved in great Expences, 
and being in actual Arrear, you shall in an open and 
manly Mainer invite the Society to contribute to the 
Expence of the Deputation according to their Ability, 
and to transmit their Contributions through your Hands 
to our Secretary. 

13thly. You shall write to us immediately after 
your first Interview with the Society, and at least Once 
a Week afterwards, and if any Thing should occur to 
which these Instructions do not apply, you shall write 
to us specially on the Subject. In a Word, you are 
always to reflect, that you are wrestling with the Enemies 
of the human Race, not for yourself merely, for you 
may not see the full Day of Liberty, but for the Child 
hanging at the Breast; and that the Question whether 
the next Generation shall be free or not, may greatly 
depend on the Wisdom and Integrity of your Conduct 
in the generous Mission which you and your fellow 
Deputies now take upon yourselves. 

14thly. The Society of Birmingham, &c. being nu- 
merous, you shall concert Measures with the Secretary 
for convening the Members in Divisions, consisting of 
Forty-nine each; and you shall on no Account meet 
more than Forty-nine Members at One Time. 

15thly. As our Letters have been frequently inter- 
cepted by our Enemies, before your Departure from 
London you shall learn of the Citizen Secretary the 
Place to which you shall direct your Letters, and shall 
establish with the Society a proper Channel for corre- 
sponding with us. 

16thly. You shall keep a Journal of your Proceedings 
in the i a of this Duty, and shall present the 
same to this Committee on your Return.

Don’t they owe their Promotions to 
their Connections with Placemen and Pensioners,, and 
a mock Parliament which pretends to represent the 
People? When we think of the People, ought not 
each of us to think of a Father or a. Brother as Part 
of them? Can you think a Parliament speaking like 
Fathers and Brothers would treat us as we are treated ?

!!! Let not the Dignity of the Man,

Uniform of Liberty; make use alone of the Arms of 
Justice, and let the Soldier be united to the Man! 

The Years of Freedom approach—the Halcyon Epoch 
of Liberty draws near—Philosophy erects the Stand of 
Happiness, and the Nations of the Earth unite beneath 
its Shade.

AND WHEREAS it is notorious that this Banditti 
arrogate to themselves Titles which the Light of Nature, 
and that Divine Philanthropist, the illustrious Founder 
of the Christian Religion, declare can only be applied 
without Blasphemy to the Deity himself, who alone is 
the most high and mighty Prince, most puissant Prince, 
dread Sovereign, most sacred, most excellent, and most 
gracious Majesty.

ADDRESS from United Britons to United Irishmen. 


Fellow. Men, 
ANXIOUS to. dissipate those Prejudices which a 
mistaken and interested Policy of Opinion, from being 
held by the People of England and Ireland, we in the 
Name of the former, with whose Sentiments we are ac- 
quainted, and whose Confidence we possess, declare that 
we will, by every possible Means, promote the Emanci- 
pation of both Countries. To forward this great Object 
we offer you our Confidence, and in Return demand 
yours. 

Though labouring under the Yoke of the same Op- 
pression, the Sister Countries have been differently 
treated. Ireland has always been the Object of direct 
and open Violence, England of Fraud: Ireland has been 
robbed, England has been cheated. By one uniform 
Plan, Division has been carried on in both. Sacrificed 
as Ireland has been to the Ambition of England, the 
Idea of her being treated as a free Country was too 
gross to be obtruded upon the meanest Understand- 
ing. But England, whose Avarice was flattered by 
the despicable Lure of exclusive Trade, greedily swal- 
lowed the Bait. She was taught to believe that Riches 
flowed upon her, while Poverty was secretly insinuating 
itself into her Vitals. Amidst mock Contentions for 
Liberty, and real ones for Plunder, she vainly ima- 
gined herself free, and was thereby induced to pay the 
Interest of a Debt of greater Amount than the Value 
of the whole landed Property of the Country, without 
reflecting that Bankruptcy, however late, must be the 
Consequence of an overstretched Credit. That Bank- 
ruptcy has arrived. The religious Dissensions between 
Catholic and Protestant in Ireland, whose Opinions 
admit of a real Distinction, and the Party Squabbles 
between Whig and Tory in England, whose political 
ones admit of none, were assiduously fomented. The 
People differed about a Shadow till they lost the Sub- 
stance. “he Plan of Oppression was systematically 
directed throughout both Countries to the same Object, 
though in apparent Opposition. In Ireland, Revenue 
was only raised to be lavished in unmerited Pensions, 
without the Insult of pretended National Advantage. 
In England, the Veil of Fraud was necessary to 
cheat the People of large Sums under the plausible 
Pretext of public Necessity. The undisguised Op- 
pressions of Ireland, by rendering Subsistence preca- 
rious to the Poor, have made her a constant Hotbed 
for the Subtleties of Tyranny; but in England, occa- 
sional Crops could only be raised, when the Flame 
of War unusually force the Soil. This marked Dis- 
tinction in the Treatment of the Countries, has pro- 
duced as marked a Difference in the Characters of the 
Two Nations. Ireland has acquired that of manly 
Openness, England that of mean Disguise. England, 
though abused with Forms, has never been without 
sincere Friends to substantial Liberty. Among them 
a Number of dark and designing Characters have 
always intended, and their Conduct has furnished such 
a Tissue of Apostacy, that general Apathy had nearly 
succeeded general Distrust. Various political Socie- 


ties have been instituted for the Purpose of Reform, 
but of those, few could boast Purity of Principles or 
Integrity of Leaders. Formerly Richmond headed the 
Votaries of Universal Suffrage, Fox those of Repre- 
sentation by Householders, and Pitt those who wished 

to 
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- to" disfranchisé the corrupt, Boroughs, to. throw, their 
“Proportion of Represents into the Countries :, But 
“these havé vanished,

vanished. The Soret of the Friends of 
the People, and’ for Constitutional, Knowledge, have 
discontinued their Exertions. “The London Corre- 
sponding and other Societies in Union. with. it have 


‘arisen’ upon their Ruins ; and as universal Good is the 


Basis, we doubt not, but supported: by, Numbers and 


~ Principles, they will not be wanting in the Hour of 


‘Danger. 


The Irish, always an heroic People, have, during the 
American War, become an armed Nation. They took 
up Arms for Defence, and undertook the Cause of 
Reform for Security. England likewise engaged in the 
Cause of Reform, but her Efforts were weak, as she had 
not endured sufficient to convince her of the Necessity 
of Union. The Efforts of a Number of eminent 
Persons in both Countries, in the Cause of Freedom, 
were insufficient, because Prejudice yet prevailed, and 
more were not yet awakened to their just Rights and 
true Interests. The Apostacy of several Leaders in 
the public Cause, added to the famous Coalition, 
smothered for a long Time the Flame of Liberty, till 
the French Revolution again fanned its dying Embers 
into a Glow, which we hope and trust will never be 
extinguished. 

The Conduct of the Two Countries on this im- 
portant Event displayed a striking Contrast. Ireland, 
who by her Arms had extorted from the English Go- 
vernment some Fragments of her Rights, seemed ready 
in the same Manner to demand the Rest. England 
also’ formed Societies whose Object was Emancipation ; 
but alas! they over-rated its Force. 

The Bills in Ireland, the Treason and Sedition Bills 
in England, and their Consequences in both Countries, 
need hardly be mentioned. On the People they 
brought Chains, on the Government irreconcilable 
Hatred. One good Effect has however resulted from 
mutual Sufferings and -mutual Commiseration ; the 
Prejudice of Nations is done away, and the English 
burn with Desire to hail the Irish as Freemen and as 
Brethren. 

Our Numbers are immense, our Influence still more 
considerable, and our Sentiments accord with yours ; 
we are unthinned by the Tyranny of the Law or the 
Sword; ’tis true we have had our Fears and our Jea- 
lousies; Spies and Informers have been introduced 
amongst us; but all those have served only to point 
out more clearly the Men who are worthy of Trust; 
and in these, whether rich or poor, we have the highest 
Confidence. 

Our Delegate is intrusted to lay before you our 
whole Proceedings; we therefore decline entering into 
Particulars in the present Address. We have reposed 
Confidence in you, and shall expect such a Return as 
you may think our Integrity and Talents deserve. We 
doubt not but you will, with us, see the Propriety of 
establishing unlimited Confidence, or megeure, | our 
Interference as fruitless, Should you think our Situa- 
tion, our Influence, and our Opportunities, calculated 
to serve the common Cause, rely upon our Diligence, 
Zeal, and our Fidelity. With best Wishes for the 
Amelioration of the Condition of Man, and Hopes 
that your Exertions and Virtues, aided by an united 
People, will speedily emancipate your Country, we 
remain, in the Bonds of

ADDRESS of. the London Corresponding Society 


to the Irish Nation. 


“ What are Fifty, nay a Thousand Slaves 
“* To the Nerve of a single Arm 
“« That strikes for Liberty.” 


Brave and Suffering Nation, 

THE London Corresponding Society, animated by 
the Desire of promoting universal Liberty, and alive to 
the general Interests of Humanity, have beheld with 
inexpressible Regret the enormous Cruelties which 
have with Impunity been practised in every Corner of 
your devoted Country. Jealous of the Honour of the 
Community of which we are Members, and feeling 
for the Dignity of the British Character, we deem it 
our Duty to address and assure you, whatever Atro- 
cities may have been committed by misguided Men, 
or however the Sentiments’ of the People of this 
Country may have been represented by interested 
ones, there are few in Britain who do not shudder 
with Horror at a Recital of the Sufferings of the Irish 
People. 

Did we read that in any Foreign Country, or at 
any remote Period of Antiquity, the Governors of a 
populous and civilized Kingdom had laid waste with 
Fire and Sword large Tracts of Land, had murdered 
the innocent Traveller on the Road, had turned Women 
in the Agonies of Childbirth naked into the Fields at 
Midnight, there to behold with additional Pangs their 
little all consumed by the Flames which Persecution 
had kindled, and their dearest Relatives murdered by 
sanguinary Malice, whilst others were tortured at the 
Will of a licensed Banditti; did we read of all those 
Cruelties, and that they were exercised not upon Rebels, 
but under the Pretert of preventing Rebellion, we 
should shut the Book with Horror, and execrate the 
guilty Perpetrators as Monsters for whose Atrocities 
Language had not a Name. Yet much do we fear, 
that when the Historian of Ireland shall pen the History 
of the present Times, he will, in obedience to Truth, 
be necessitated to stain its Pages with Crimes egual to 
any we have conjectured. Has not popular Privilege 
upon all Occasions been obliged to bow the obedient 
Head, and bend the suppliant Knee, to the imperious 
Behests of Prerogative? Has not every Barrier between 
Privilege and Prerogative been overtingé’n ‘by Power, 
or overwhelmed by Corruption? Have not thy Laws 
been perverted? thy penal Statutes extended to Acts to 
which Justice cannot attach Criminality? Have not 
Juries been packed, threatened, and intoxicated? Have 
not Judges received, and caused to be executed, Ver- 
dicts where Malice and Prejudice have been proved ? 
Have not Witnesses been permitted to give Evidence, 
whose Perjuries were open and manifest? In fine, 
has not Justice, and the Forms of Justice, nay even 
Decency, been disregarded? And why has all this 
Inhumanity, this savage Barbarity, been committed ? 
“ Because,” say your Governors, “ some Men formed 
“* Societies, calling themselves Unirep Irisumen, 
“‘ who swore in the most solemn Manner to persevere 
“ in endeavouring to form a Brotherhood of Affection 
“ among Irishmen of religious Persuasion, for the 
“ Purpose of effecting Reforms which we do not think 
“ expedient.” 

These are the Crimes of which you are accused, and 
to support these Accusations, Fire, Torture, and Death, 
are to ravage the once peaceful Plains of Ireland. 

If to wish for that happy Union of Mankind, when 
their religious Opinions shall be no Obstacle to the 
Performance of their moral Duties, be criminal, Wz 
also are guilty; and if to unire in the Cause of Re- 
form upon the broadest Basis be Treason, We with 
You are Traitors. 


We 
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We cannot (Thanks to our more enlightened English 
Juries) pursue the Analogy further. For raf hire- 
ling Spies and Informers have attempted the Lives of 
some of our Members, their Efforts were rendered 
ineffectual by the virtuous Integrity of those to whom 
their Country. had entrusted their Condemnation or 
Acquittal. 

Your Injuries have made a deep Impression upon 
our Minds, from a Consideration that as our Fellow 
Men in Ireland live under the same Form of Govern- 
ment, and are in FACT governed by the same Men, 
we entertain the well-grounded Fear that what Has 
been done in Ireland may be done in Britain. This 
we are confirmed in when. we compare the systematic 
Exactness between the Measures rorMERLY pursued 
in Ireland, and those Now pursuing in Great Britain. 
Among you, religious Dissensions have been fomented, 
among us, the Seeds of Distrust have been scattered. 
But as is commonly the Fate of bad Men, their 
Measures have recoiled upon themselves; they have 
strengthened the Bond of Unson among you, till 
“* neither Hopes, Fears, Rewards, or Punishments, shall 
“ ever induce” you to forego it, and they have enabled 
us so clearly to discern the genuine Friends of Liberty, 
that no Finesse, no Glitter of counterfeit Patriotism, 
can dazzle our Eyes or mislead our Judgment. 

Penal Statutes have been multiplied against us as 
well as against you, and those Rights hitherto held most 
sacred have been attacked; yet have we not ceased 
from our Exertions: we have persevered, and we will 


persevere, though Military Law be proclaimed, and’ 


Trial by Jury suspended. ‘Tis true, we cannot boast of 
our Sufferings with equal Propriety, but if Circum- 
stances shall place us in a like Situation, we trust we 
shall not be found inferior in Virtue to the People of 
Ireland. You have borne individual Wrong with 
unparalleled Patience and Forbearance ; with a View to 
promote collective Happiness, you have convinced the 
World that you possess passive Courage to a great 
Extent ; and should the omnipotent Voice of Necessity 
call upon you to exert it actively, doubt not but you will 
evince that you possess it in as eminent a Degree. 

We embrace the present Opportunity of appealing 
to our armed Countrymen in Ireland. ‘ Soldiers,’ We 
have with the deepest Concern learned, that you have, 
on some Occasions, been induced to violate that 
Humanity which has heretofore characterized British 
Soldiers: We conjure you by the Love you bear your 
Country, and by the Affection you feel for your Rela- 
tives, and by every Thing that is dear to Man, to 
forbear committing any Outrage, however you may be 


promised Protection therein; we entreat you, if you 


value the National Honour of Great Britain, or the 
Reputation of her Arms, to disgrace not the one or 
sully the other by Acts of Cruelty or Brutality. Re- 
member, Britons, that were it possible for you to 
descend so vilely low as to become the Agents of en- 


slaving Ireland, and were it possible for you to succeed : 


therein, her Inhabitants may be made the Instruments 
of subjugating the Liberties of your Country. If you 
massacre the Irish, will not the Irish in some Mea- 
sure be justified in retaliating upon the British. If 
good Offices demand congenial Returns, does not offen- 
sive Cruelty palliate defensive Barbarity. But why 
should we predict Calamities whieh we hope will never 
happen; you will, we trust, behave with the manly 
Firmness of British Soldiers, not the desperate Fury of 
Freebooters and Assassins ; such Conduct will endear 
you to your Relatives and Friends, by convincing them 
that their Happiness is dear to you; it will restore 
Peace and Liberty to Ireland, and consequently to 
Great Britain. 


Generous, Gallant Nation, 
May the present Address convince you how truly 
we sympathise in all your Sufferings, and how much we 
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should be gratified at being able to alleviate them.-— 
May Nations be instructed by your Example, to mark 
the wily Schemes by which Governors induce a People 
to barter away their Liberty, under an Idea of preserv- 
ing present Quiet; May they learn that “‘ ExistinG 
“Circumstances” have been the Watchword of 
Dezsporism in all Ages and in all Countries ; and that 


when a People once permits Government to violate the 


genuine Principles of Liberty, Encroachment will be 
sare upon Encroachment ; Evil will grow upon Evil; 

iolation will follow Violation; and Power will engender 
Power, till the Liberties of aLx will be held at the 
despotic Command of a Tyrant or Tyrants, who will 
soon throw away EVEN the Mask of Law, and undis- 
guisedly violate what they for a while politically seemed 
to respect and venerate. 

May your Governors be warned by historic Expe- 
rience, and learn that Governments are made for the 
People, and not the People for Governments ; that the 
Voice of God is always to be gathered from the congre- 
gated Wi. of His rational Creatures ; that the just 
Revenge of a People is ever proportionated to the In- 
juries which they have recerved; that the irritated 
Feelings of the Injured cannot always be repressed ; that 
Forbearance beyond a certain Point becomes Cowardice ; 
that a courageous People may be driven to Despair ; 
and finally, that an UNANIMOUS, an UNITED Nation, 
never can rebel. 

In thy Behalf, oh Ireland! do we supplicate the 
great Author of Nature! May he look with Compassion 
upon thy Miseries! May he wipe away the falling Tear 
from the Cheek of Affliction! May he be a “ Father 
to the Fatherless,” and a Friend to him who has none 
to help him! May he strengthen the Feeble, invigorate 
the Weak, encourage the Timid, unrrE the DisuniTEp, 
energise the Virtuous, enervate the Vicious, paralyse 
the Efforts of the Wicked, and crown with Success the 
Struggles of the Brave and Valiant; ultimately we 
beseech Him to inspire you with that undaunted Courage 
and Perseverance which is essential to the Attainment 
and Security of rational Freedom ; that Freedom with- 
out which Life is only a miserable Existence, and Death 
a happy Release from Bondage.

produce almost rer 4 The Aristocracy pay their 
Taxes under that Mask ; the poor Workmen in large 
Manufactories have been forced to contribute under 
the Threat of being turned out of Employ; even the 
Army have been called upon to give a Portion of their 
Pay to carry on the War—by far the greatest Part have 
peremptorily refused to contribute to so base a Purpose, 
and the Few that have complied have in general been 
cajoled, or reluctantly compelled to it. 

Englishmen are no longer blind to their most sacred 
Claims ; no longer are they the Dupes of an imaginary 
Constitution ; every Day they see themselves bereft of 
some Part of the poor Fragment of Democracy they 
have hitherto enjoyed, and they find that in order to 
possess a Constitution they must make one. 

Parliamentary Declaimers have been the Bane of our 
Freedom. National Plunder was the Object of every 
Faction, and it was the Interest of each to keep the 
People in the Dark; but the Delusion is past! the 
Government has pulled off its Disguise, and the very 
Mer who, under the Semblance of moderate Reform, 
only wished to climb into Power, are now glad to fall 
into the Ranks of the People. Yes, they have fallen 
into the Ranks, and there they must for ever remain, 
for Englishmen can never place Confidence in them. 

Already have the English fraternized with the Irish 
and Scots, and a Delegate from each now sits with us. 
The sacred Flame of Liberty is rekindled, the holy Ob- 
ligation of Brotherhood is received with Enthusiasm ;

But let them be 
told, though we may fall through their criminal Neglect, 
they can never hope to rule, and that Englishmen, 
once free, will not submit to a few political Im- 

tures.

—~ Nation. Myriads will hail their Arrival with 

houts of Joy; they will soon finish the glorious Cam- 
ign! Tyranny will vanish from the Face of the Earth, 
and, crowned with Laurel, the invincible Army of 
France will return to its native Country, there long to 
enjoy the well-earned Praise of a grateful World, whose

DECLARATION AND RESOLUTIONS. 


IN the present Era of Reform, when unjust Go- 
vernments are falling in every Quarter of Europe ; when 
religious Persecution is compelled to adjure her Tyranny 
over Conscience; when the Rights of Men are ascer- 
tained in Theory, and that Theory substantiated by 
Practice; when Antiquity can no longer defend absurd 
and oppressive Forms, against the common Sense and 
common Interests of Mankind; when all Governments 
are acknowledged to originate from the People, and to 
be so far only vem “a7 as they protect their Rights 
and promote their Welfare :— We think it our Duty, as 
Englishmen, to come forward, and state what we feel to 
be our heavy Grievance, and what we know to be its 
effectual Remedy. 

Wer wave no Nationat GoveRNMENT.—We 
are ruled by Individuals, whose Instrument is Corrup- 
tion, and whose Strength is the Weakness of the 
People; and these Men have the Whole of the Power 
and Patronage of the Country, as Means to seduce and 
subdue the Honesty of her Representatives in the 
Legislature. Such an extrinsic Power, acting with 
uniform Force, in a Direction too frequently opposite 
to the true Line of our obvious Interests, can be re- 
sisted with Effect solely by Unanimity, Decision, and Spirit 
in the People.—Qualities which may be exerted most 
legally, constitutionally, and efficaciously, by that great 

easure, essential to the Prosperity and Freedom of 
England—Awn EQUAL REPRESENTATION OF ALL THE 
PEOPLE IN PARLIAMENT. 

We do not here mention as Grievances the Corrup- 
tion publicly practised in both Houses of Parliament ; 
nor the notorious Infamy of en Traffic in both ; 
not that we are insensible of their Enormity, but that 
we consider them as but Symptoms of that mortal 
Disease which corrodes the Vitals of our Constitution, 
and leaves to the People, in their own Government, 
but the Shadow of a Name. 

Impressed with these Sentiments, we have agreed to 
form an Association, to be called The Society of United 
Englishmen: and we do pledge ourselves to our Country, 
oil mutually to each other, that we will steadily sup- 
port, and endeavour by all due Means to carry into 
Effect, the following Resolutions : |

fluence in the: Government of this Country is so great, 
as to require @ CORDIAL UNION among ALL THE

which this Influence can be a is by a complete and 
radical Rerorm of the Representation of the 

Prope in PARLIAMENT. 

Turrp—That no Rerorm is practicable, efficacious, 
or just, which shall not include Englishmen of every 
religious Persuasion. 

Satisfied, as we are, that the intestine Divisions 
among Englishmen, have too often given Encourage- 
ment and Impunity to profligate, audacious, and cor- 
rupt Administrations, in Measures, which, but for these 
Divisions, they durst not have attempted—We submit 
our Resolutions to the Nation, as the Basis of our poli- 
tical Faith. 

We have gone to what we conceive to be the Root 
of the Evil—we have stated what we conceive to be the 
Remedy.—With a Parliament thus reformed, every 
Thing is easy—without it nothing can be done ;—And 
we do call on, and most —a exhort our Country- 
men in general, to follow our Example, and to form 
similar Societies in every Quarter of the Kingdom, for 
the Promotion of constitutional Knowledge, the Abo- 
lition of Bigotry in Religion and Politics, and the equal 
Distribution of the Rights of Man, throughout all Sects 
and Denominations of Englishmen. The People, when 
thus collected, will feel their own Weight, and secure 
that Power which Theory has already admitted as their 
Portion, and to which, if they be not aroused by their 
present Provocations to vindicate it, they deserve to 
forfeit their Pretensions FoR EVER. 

THE Society of United Englishmen, ardently desiring, 
that the unawed, unhired, and honest Part of the Com- 
munity, should become One great Society of United English- 
men, are of Opinion, that a general Code of Regulations is 
absolutely necessary to accomplish that important End. For 
this Purpose, they have, after mature Deliberation, adopted 
the following Constitution and Test, the Adoption of which 
is necessary for such Societies as wish to enter into Commu- 
nication and Correspondence with those already established. 

It is earnestly recommended to Societies, to establish a Ba- 
ronial Committee in. a central Part of each Barony, or such 
other District as may be thought proper, for the Purpose of 
corresponding with each other, by Deputation or otherwise. 
The Societies of each Barony to be numbered according to 
Seniority, and the Number of Members to be returned to 
the Secretary of the Baronial Committee Quarterly. 

New Societies should be established by a Deputation from 
an old one, who are to see a Secretary appointed, and attest- 
ed according to the Secretaries’ Test. 

The Blanks in the constitutional Code are to be filled up 
agreeably to the Opinion and Convenience of each Society.

In Ireland, Government protects 
only Spies and Informers, and those, who with them- 
selves oppress the Inhabitants. To be an Irishman, to 
love Irishmen, and to unite with Irishmen, are Crimes 
for which our Countrymen are daily dragged from their 
Families, and thrown into cold, damp Dungeons, where, 
if they do not perish from the Cruelty of their Treat- 
ment, they are sent to unwholesome Climates, where no 
Vigour or Strength of Constitution can preserve them : 
In short, Murder, Rapine, and Plunder, are practised 
with Impunity in every Corner of our unfortunate 
Country. I rejoice to see you are sensible of your Coun- 
try’s Wrongs—The labouring Sigh with which a 
generous Bosom seems ready to burst ; and the big Tear 
which rolls down your manly Cheek, display your Detes- 
tation of such horrid Oppressions. But let us not be for 
ever weeping and lamenting, and for ever submitting to 
lick the Foot which is upraised to trample on our dearest 
Rights. No, my loved Countrymen, Indignation shall 
glow in our Bosoms, and the Injuries we suffer shall fan 
the Flame till it burst into active Revenge.—If Revenge 
be nota Virtue. Injustice is nota Crime. Oh! de- 
graded, injured, and insulted Ireland! whose Towns are 
plundered—whose Villages are burned—whose Sons are 
butchered--whose Daughters are violated—and whose 
Infants pine for Want of the Protection of their Parents. 
Oh! ever-to-be-lamented Stain upon the national 
Honour of Irishmen, who are now unable to protect 
their Women (dear to them as their Existence) from the 
brutal Lust of British Fencibles.

hip Pompeé, Captain James Vashon, for making, and 
sdteaddiiring to make, mutinous Assémblies on board 


thie said Ship; and for inducing, by various Artifices 


and Thréats, a Part of her Crew to be true to them, and 
to aid them in carrying their unlawful Designs into 
Execution ; and John Broghan, Seaman also of the said 
Ship, for being present at these Meetings, and using also 
mutinous and threatening Speeches to a Part of the 
Crew. Captain Vashon, of the Pompeé, Prosecutor, 
proceeded to examine his Evidence in support of the 
Charges. The First called in was a Seaman, named 
Peter Dallimore ; the Second was Dr. Josiah Packwood, 
Surgeon of the Ship, who produced a Piece of Paper 
that had been found among the Prisoner Johuson’s 
Things, when they were examined in the Captain’s 
Cabin. The Paper was as follows : 

yt to ever stand true till Death in pro- 
«'moting the Cause of Freedom with Equity, while 
“ any Probability furthering its Progress remain.” This 
Paper was read by Callaway to Peter Dallimore, when 
he, and the other Prisoners, told him that their Object 
was to obtain an immediate Peace on the Return of the 
Ship to Port. They then swore him in—‘ To stand 
“ true to the Ship’s Company, and not to divulge the 
** Secret to any of the Officers.” Callaway held the 
Book, and with Johnson repeated the Words of the 
Oath, which ended with “ So help me God.” 

All the other Evidence went clearly and decidedly to 
confirm the Charges, but particularly that of James Ad- 
dison, Seaman. His Evidence displayed much Loyalty, 
having not only admonished the Prisoners on the Im- 
propriety of their Conduct, when they asked him if he 
wanted a Peace, and which they said could not be ob- 
tained without dismissing the Ministers ; but he drew 
up Two Papers to be read to the Crew, to counteract 
their illegal and mutinous Designs. 

It also appeared, in the Course of the Examinations, 
that Broghan had declared he would hang every one who 
did not sign the Paper drawn up by the Mutineers for 
the Dismissal of Ministers, and for the Attainment of 
Peace. Some of the Mutineers had, it seems, ex- 
pressed an Intention of carrying the Ship into a French 
Port. 

The Efforts of the Mutineers were, in a great Degree, 
however, counteracted by the Zeal and Loyalty ofa 
Serjeant of Marines (named West), who, with the Assist. 
ance of a few of the loyal Seamen, swore all the Marines 
to be true to their Officers. 

The Court, after hearing all the Evidence, both in 
support of the Prosecution and in favour of the Pri- 
soners, as well as the Defence they had to offer, passed 
Sentence of Death on William Guthry, James Calla- 
way, Thomas Ashly, and Robert Johnson, the Charges 
being proved against them; but recommended Guthry 
and Callaway to Mercy on account of former good 
Characters: Acquitted Davis, and sentenced John 
Broghan to one Twelve Months solitary Confinement in 
the Tinrshalses.

M‘Gee, John Clase, John M‘Gan, Ed Leonard, 
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Guille Brille, Thomas’ Burké; Michaél. Doyle) Henry 
M°Clennon, Thomas Short, John Rusty, Martin Riely, 
and Patrick Hangling, then or late of the Cesar. 

The Eight first as Ringleaders, and the remaining 
Fourteen as Aiders and Abettors, in making mutinous 
Assemblies on board the said Ship.—The Oath admi- 
nistered by these Mutineers to the Crew was, “To be 
“ United Irishmen, equal to their Brethren in Ireland, 
“and to have nothing to do with the King or His 
 Government.”—The Sign among the United Irish- 
men was to put the Right Hand upon the Left Breast. 
—The Answer, to seize the Right Hand with the Left.— 
It appeared in the Evidence, that they intended to 
murder the Officers, to seize the Ship, and to carry her 
to France or Ireland. ‘The Prisoner Duff gave some of 
the People to understand, that: he had received Letters 
from Ireland, telling him that they were to receive 
every Assistance from France, and that Buonaparte was 
soon to be in Ireland.—Edward Brophy, a Marine, who 
had belonged to the Cesar, sent the annexed Paper to 
Captain Home, containing the Names of Eight leading 
Mutineers, with Bartholomew Duff at the Head; and 
of Forty-eight, being suspicious Characters, and con- 
stantly in Duff’s Company, 

In the Evidence against Butler it appeared, that he 
had at different Times said, that there ought to be a 
Catholic Government in Ireland; that the Protestants 
should be expelled ; and that the English had no Right 
to be there: He also wished to be in Ireland to assist in 
the Rebellion, and to recover the Title and Estate of 
Ormond, of which he said his Family had been unjustly 
deprived by the English.— Butler, also it appeared, had 
declared, that he should never die easy till he swam in 
English Blood.—There was Evidence equally strong 
against other of the Prisoners, and the Court, after hav- 
ing heard the Defence the Prisoners had to offer, sen- 
tenced Duff, Buckley, Butler, Dismond, Mahar, and 
Cotter, to suffer Death; Divine and Cluney to 500 
Lashes each, and to be mulcted of all their Pay, and the 
Remainder to be acquitted.

Regan, Patrick Murphy, George Norton, and James 
Callaney, Seamen of His Majesty’s Ship Glory—and 
Edmund Gibbons, John Hoare, and Thomas Dillon, 
Marines, serving in the said Ship, for having conspired 
to murder the Officers, and those who should assist 
them, and then to carry the Ship into a French Port ; 
and for having, by seditious and mutinous Expressions, 
endeavoured to keep up a Spirit of Mutiny among the 
Irish Seamen and Marines—John O’Bryan, Seaman, 
also, for seditious and mutinous Expressions, and 
wishing Success to the Mutineers—Lawrence Dowd, 
Seaman, for proposing to Patrick Bayle, Marine, to 
blow up the Ship, in the Event of the Irish Party 
failing in their Attempt. 

It appeared in the Evidence, that Regan was expected

the Charges being fully proved—John O’Bryan to 
receive 100 Lashes on Board the Glory, to be mulcted 
of his Pay, and kept 12 Months in solitary Confinement 
in the Marshalsea Prison. ;

(first) and Richard Holmes, Seaman, for mutinous

but if every Thing else failed, to blow up the Ship on 
her Return to Port. 

The Court having heard all the Evidence in support 
of the Prosecution, as well as that which the Prisoners 
could bring forward in their Favour, together with the 
Defence they had to offer, sentenced Wright to receive 
500 Lashes from Ship to Ship, and Tomms to suffer 
Death. The Serjeant of Marines, Daniel Alexander, 
having prevaricated in his Evidence, was ordered into 
solitary Confinement for Three Months in the Mar- 
shalsea.

being present without using their utmost Endeavours to 
suppress the same. 

The Evidence produced on this Trial principally 
went to shew, that the Prisoners had been seen together 
in their Birth on board the said Ship, and had been 
heard to drink the following Toast. “ The Tree of 
“ Liberty to all United Irishmen, and Damnation to all 
“ that are Enemies thereto.” 

The Court having heard all the Evidence in support 
of the Prosecution, as well as that which the Prisoners 
had to bring forward in their Favour, together with the 
Defence they had to offer, sentenced each and every one 
of them to receive 300 Lashes through the Fleet then 
lying at Portsmouth.

Irishmen, 10th March 1799. 


To the People. 


MEN OF IRELAND, 

PERSEVERE—the Cause of Freedom must finally 
prevail. What has hitherto taken place, instead of dis- 
couraging you should rather inspire the most animatin 
Confidence of Success. If a few Counties, ill arme 
and officered, were able to seize so many Towns, and 
baffle for Months near One Hundred Thousand Troops, 
long trained to Arms, nurtured in Blood, and furnished 
with every Requisite for War; if by the mere Energy 
which the Love of Liberty inspires, they defeated them . 
on many Occasions, and never were defeated till their 
own Ammunition was exhausted, what would have been 
the Result had the whole Nation risen at once, pro- 
perly armed and organized; if in the very Moment 
when recent Discomfiture dispirited the brave, and the 
fallacious Hopes of Lenity neutralized the mild and 
irresolute, Nine Hundred Frenchmen, with only Three 
Field Pieces, were able to defeat Three Armies, take 
several Towns, and a whole Train of Artillery, kill 
double their own Number, and, almost unassisted, pene- 
trate to the very Centre of the Island, what would as 
many Thousands have accomplished when supported by 
the entire Population of the Country. 

Had you been prepared to aid even that Handful of 
Auxiliaries by intercepting or delaying Convoys and Re- 
inforcements, they must have triumphed. But although 
you were not then called prematurely into Action, the 
Time will speedily arrive when you must be sum- 
moned to employ those Arms which have lately been 
distributed. 

Hearken no longer to those insolent implacable 
Upstarts, who boast of having wantonly made War 
upon a long-suffering People, and goaded you into Re- 
bellion, by Burning, Rape, Robbery, Murder, Torture, 
and every other diabolical Expedient inquisitorial Cruelty 
could devise, and who in the same Breath impudently 
insult you with the ostentatious Parade of Mercy ; 
when they are wearied, not satiated, with Slaughter and 
Proscription. 

When the Event of the late Insurrection appeared 
doubtful, and the Capital was blockaded by your 
Arms, the Inefficacy of open Force suggested to the 
coward Chancellor the ready Aid of Fraud: “ We 
“‘ must pardon them,” said he; “ or if the Country 
“‘ continues in its present State, it will be impossible 
“ for us to go on.” A general Amnesty was accord- 
ingly held out, and this perfidious Clemency extolled, 
while a clandestine Persecution was continued, to pro- 
voke you to Acts that might palliate the meditated 
Severities. 

Now that these equivocal Measures have paralized 
and divided you, where is the Mercy of your Tyrants ? 
Will they rebuild for you those Cabins, whose Flames 
they have extinguished with innocent Blood? Will 
they allow you to starve unmolested in your native 
Air, which their hireling Ruffians have polluted with 
pestilential Carnage? Or to weep over the Desolation 
of your Families in the Arms of your childless Con- 
sorts, whom Hessian Ravishers have branded with 
Infamy and Disease? No! This would be too great 
an Indulgence for Traitors, who dared to vindicate by 
Arms the common Rights of Men. 

By the boasted Act of Amnesty, His most gracious 
Majesty excludes from His Royal Mercy “ all who

within a Time to be appointed; ai/ attainted, or to 
be attainted this Session, or convicted by Court 
Martial since last May; all Offenders against the 
Mutiny Act,” &c. &c. 

With such numerous Exclusions from Forgiveness, 
it is hard to say who can escape, for the Act of an 
one United Irishman being interpreted as the Act of all, 
and the Acts of the Society as those of every Member, 
there is not one who will not directly or constructively 
fall under some of the above Descriptions. 

Trust not, therefore, to such a deceitful Mockery of 
Mercy (which, were it serious, would only ensure the 
Continuance of all your Grievances) but depend solely 
on your own Arms, and the promised Succour of your 
Friends, who have already given you an Earnest of 
what they can, and what they will perform. Rest 
assured, whatever the Tools of Government may assert 
of the Disgust the French have conceived at your 
Inactivity, they will very soon send the promised Force 
of at least Ten Thousand Troops, with an ample 
Supply of military Stores. If they find your Men 
unprepared, you will have no Excuse; and instead of 
forming an independent Republic, must submit to re- 
main in the abject, miserable Condition of a tributary 
Province. 

Arm, therefore, but without any Violence, which may 
afford a Pretence for reviving the sanguinary System of 
Terror ; and hide your Arms with additional Care, for 
new Bills are framing to take them from you, and 
rigorous Searches will speedily take place. Hold no 

eetings, but transmit singly and briefly to your tried 

Friends, those Instructions which may soon issue for 
vigorous and active Measures. Abstain from Spirits, 
and every exciseable Article that contributes to recruit 
the exhausted Revenues of a bankrupt Government, 
supported only by Faas Vices, which enables them to 
maintain their Hordes of regimented Assassins. Intoxi- 
cation has not only laid open your Hearts to Informers, 
but stimulated you headlong into ae and disabled 
you equally to fight or fly. Take Warning from the 
decisive Battles which (to the Disgrace of Ireland) you 
have lost by that alone, and reserve whatever you can 

save by future Sobriety to purchase Ammunition for the 

approaching Deliverance of your Country. 

Those whom you have chosen still watch over your 
Interests, and will not rashly hazard your Safety. When 
a proper Occasion offers, their Summons will issue in 
the customary official Channel, and it will not be their 
Fault if it does not at once extend to every Part of 
Ireland. And then shall your Oppressors see how 
much sooner the trained Bands of Corruption are 
exhausted, than a Population of above Four Millions, 
roused by every Provocation, and resolved on Liberty 
or Death ; and then shall those who now charge you 
with Barbarity, supplicate and receive that Mercy which 
themselves denied.

Translation of INSTRUCTIONS for the March 
and Operations of General HumBERT. 


IT would perhaps be imprudent for you to remain 
long in Cornwall. It would be more advisable that 
you should first establish yourself in Devonshire, parti- 
cularly in that Part which lies between the Two Rivers, 
the Er and the Zamer. This Situation, on Account 
of the Passes and Mountains, will afford you an easy 
and safe Retreat from the Pursuit of the Enemy, as 
well as a more extensive Sphere for your Operations. 
With a little Enterprize and Skill you might easily 
succeed in cutting off ‘the Communication between 
Dartmouth, Plymouth, and Portsmouth. It would not, 
however, be advisable for you to approach too near 
to those Places, on Account of the numerous Garrisons 
which they contain, unless indeed you had Information 
of an Coinnantian having taken place, which you 
should labour to promote. 

It is therefore of Importance that immediately on 
your Debarkation you should direct your March 
towards ‘‘ Dedmana and Newport.” Above the latter, 
and without passing through it, you will cross the 
Tamer, a River which separates Cornwall from Devon- 
shire, beyond which it will be your Object to take up 
a Position. 

Your March should be conducted with Briskness and 
Celerity. You should never keep the high Road, but, 
on the contrary, proceed through the Bowes and 


. narrow Tracks, and especially those that are most 


remote from the great Road. Before you enter a City 
or Town, you should inquire whether it contains any, 
and what Number of Troops, whether there is an 
River in it, and what Number of Bridges, and whether 
it has any Fortifications; you must then take your 
Measures accordingly. You should frequently change 
Guides, in order to conceal from the Enemy the 
nowledge of your Marches, and never take a fresh 
Guide in the Presence of the one whom you dismiss ; 
you should make frequent counter Marches ; always 
tell your Guides that you have quitted a different Road 
from that which you intend to pursue, and inquire the 
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Road to those Towns and Villages which you mean 
to leave behind you, or to which at least you do not 
intend to go. 

The better to create Surprize and Consternation, you 
must now and then take Possession of some little Town 
or Harbour, and lay it under Contribution. You per- 
ceive by this, that all Places of any Note will apply 
to Government for Troops, which will be in Want of 
them, and will be compelled to divide those which it 
can spare ; this will enable you to destroy a great many 
of them, by engaging separately with the different 
Detachments sent against you. 

It is only by Means of moveable Columns that you: 
can be opposed with Success ; it will not, however, be 
difficult for you to destroy their Effect. 

If they should be weak, you may easily overpower 
them ; if they should be strong, you may disperse your- 
selves, and commit Hostilities in different Quarters. 
This will alarm the Towns, and they will immediately 
require the Protection of those Troops which compose 
the Columns, in order to serve as Garrisons against 
your Attacks. You will thus remain Masters of the 
Country, and starve both the Inhabitants and the 
Troops who are in the Towns. 

I doubt whether the English understand the Use and 
Advantages of moveable Columns, but even if they do, 

ou may render them of no Avail, since the Government 
ios not a sufficient Number of Troops to cover every 
Point at once. 

The Soldiers should not carry any Thing besides their 
Arms, Ammunition, and Bread ; they will every where 
find Linen, Shoes, and other Articles of Dress. 

The Inhabitants must supply their Wants, and Gen- 
tlemens Seats will serve you for Magazines. 

In case the Country should be too much ravaged to 
subsist you any longer, or in case the Number of 
Troops sent against you should compel you to quit the 
Spot where you have taken Possession, you must quit 
it with Expedition, make forced Marches by Night, and 
rest during the Day in the Woods and Mountains. If 
you are under the Necessity of stopping at any Place to 
procure Provisions, make Choice of a good Post, from 
whence you must send your Detachments into the 
neighbouring Villages. Your Cavalry, for you must 
on your first Establishment create a Force of that De- 
scription, will be most proper for this Service, and ma 
and ought to change Horses as often as Necessity shall 
require. 

As you will proceed by hasty Marches, the Enemy’s 
Troops will not be able to come up with you on Account 
of the Difficulty of procuring Provisions ; but even if 
you should be obliged to fight, you must remember that 
you are Frenchmen, and strike a great Blow. 

Bear in Mind, at the same Time, that Necessity only 
should induce you to risk the Fate of an Engagement ; 
but then you must make a desperate Attempt. If you 
must force your Way through the Enemy you have to 
attack let it be done in the Night. 

About Eleven or Twelve o’Clock at Night send Three 
or Four Patroles, consisting of Four or Six Men, to 
set fire to some Houses in your Rear, and in different 
Quarters. The Enemy, imagining that you are flying, 
will perhaps endeavour to pursue you, and then you 
may either prepare an Ambuscade, elude them altoge- 
ther, or fall upon the Rear of one of their Columns, 
which you may oe | overpower in the Dark, and in the 
Confusion into which Troops unexpectedly attacked are 
thrown. 

If the Enemy should send Assistance to the Persons 
whose Houses have been set on Fire, the Thing is the same, 
and you have the Choice of either fighting or eluding 
them, which, however, is not of so much Advantage 
as the first Alternative.

With respect to the embarrassing of Commerce, this 
may be best effected by breaking down Bridges, Dikes, 
em Causeways (which is indeed necessary for the Purpose 
of Self-preservation) ; by plundering Convoys of Pro- 
visions, and private and public Carriages ; by cutting 
off the Supplies destined for Towns; by burning Mer- 
chant Vessels, Boats, &c.; by setting fire.to Dock 
Yards, Rope Walks, and the Sail Cloth Manufactories. 
It is also to be observed, that in consequence of these 
Operations a Number of Workmen will be deprived of 
Employment, and will attach themselves to the Party 
which supplies them with the Means of Subsistence ; a 
Mode of Livelihood so much the more captivating, as 
the Individual himself contributes nothing towards it. 

The Object of the Descent may be facilitated by dis- 
arming the Militia ; by burning the public Arsenals and 
Harbours ; by intercepting Messengers in the Service of 
Government; as well as by the Declension of the Troops, 
through Desertion and Insubordination; and by the 
Terror which the Operations of the Legion, and the 
Progress of the Insurrection, will inspire into the 
Minds of those who might be inclined to defend the 
Country. 

The most favourable Part of the Country is that in 
which Forges and Manufactories are to be found. 

Provisions must be taken wherever they can be found, 
and if any Town or Village refuse immediately to afford a 
necessary Supply of Provisions, it must be given up to 
Pillage. The better to strike Terror into the Country, 
the Legion should be dispersed in different Columns, 
and assemble again at a general Rendezvous. This Ope- 
ration should be repeated every Four, Six, or Eight 
Days. The Inhabitants of the Country must be em- 
ployed as Guides ; whoever shall refuse to act in that 
Capacity must be punished on the Spot. Magistrates 
should always be preferred for that Service ; or some of 
their Relations, in order that they may be deterred from 
punishing those unfortunate Persons who may be com- 
pelled by Force to march. 

Spies must be punished with Death. 

The Villages near to any Place where the Legion, or 
any Column belonging to it, shall have taken Refuge, 
which do not send ‘Intelligence or ring their Bells on the 
Approach of Troops destined to act against the Legion, 
shall be burnt. In order to avoid the Destruction of 
the Troops under his Command, General Humbert must 
decline coming to an Engagement with regular Forces, 
and must only attack small Detachments, and Canton- 
ments, and weak Posts. He must invite Deserters from 
the Enemy, and likewise Prisoners, to inlist into the new 
Corps. If they should refuse, their Hair and their Eye 
Brows must be cut off; and if they should happen to 
be retaken, they are to be shot. 

General Humbert will not fail to bear in Mind, that 
there are in England a great Number of Frenchmen who 
will hasten to join him. These are the Prisoners of 
War, both Soldiers and Sailors, the Soldiers belonging to 
the Emigrant Regiments, and a Number of others whose 
Wretchedness, and a Thirst of Vengeance, would allure 
to his Standard. 

He is at Liberty to admit Frenchmen into the 
Legion ; but he must employ the utmost Vigilance to 
os those new Comers from entering into Cabals. 

ose who would be most inclined to these Practices are 
the Nobles and the Priests, whose Ambition is equal to 
their Cowardice. 
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Any Attempt to excite Mutiny must be severely 
punished. 

The Districts, the Militia of which shall have at- 
tempted to oppose the March of the Legion, must also 
be punished with Severity; and, as far as it may be 
practicable, such Militia must be disarmed, and their 


Arms put into the Hands of the new Insurgents. The 
greatest Care must be employed to guard the Ammu- 
nition. 

General Humbert, who will be assisted by the Know- 
ledge and Talents of his principal Officers, will not omit 
to avail himself of every Occurrence that may enable 
him to increase the Strength and Confidence of his 
Party ; an Object so much to be wished for. He must 
spare and protect the Poor and the Aged, the Widow 
and the Orphan, and throw the Burthen of the War on 
the Shoulders of the Rich, who are the Authors of our 
Calamities. 

The Militia and any other Troops that may join us 
shall be admitted to the same Indulgence, Irish Sailors 
also, who shall join us, shall be treated in the same 
Manner ; and they shall be paid, according to a full and 
fair Valuation of them, for such Ships or Vessels as they 
shall bring into the Ports in your Possession, or even into 
the Ports of France. But if, contrary to all Probability, 
and in Spite of the Justice of your Cause, any Irishman 
should be found so degenerate, so insensible to the Glory 
and to the Safety of his Country, as to sacrifice them 
to his own selfish Views, and to be induced to take Part 
against us, I declare, that, whenever auy of them shall 
fall into. our Hands, they shall be treated, not as 
Prisoners of War, like other English Troops, but as 
Rebels and Traitors to their Country, and all their 
Effects shall be confiscated. 

We shall call upon the public and legal Authorities 
likewise to confiscate the Property of Runaways or Emi- 
grants, as well as that of Persons who, under an insidious 
Neutrality, shall remain passive Spectators of the Dangers 
of their Country, and reserve to themselves the Oppor- 
tunity of declaring their Sentiments, without Danger, in 
favour of the victorious Party ; and of all Kinds of Base- 
ness this being the most contemptible, it shall involve 
not only Confiscation of the Property, but the Banish- 
ment of him who shall be guilty of it. 

Until Circumstances shall permit the Provisional Re- 
presentatives to assemble for the Purpose of establishin 
a regular national Administration, I invite all enlightened 
Patriots to communicate to me their local Knowledge, 
and the Means by which the Organization of the Revo- 
lutionary Authorities may be accelerated. 


PeopLe of IRELAND. 


I have just imparted to you the Intentions of the 
French Nation. I have also expressed to you my private 
Sentiments, with the Frankness of a Soldier, who feels 
his Glory connected with the Success of our common 
Enterprize. Bear in Mind that all Europe, the Eyes of 
which are now upon you, will judge whether you de- 
serve that your Chains should be broken. Nothing is 
more easy, if you engage in it with determined Courage. 
Rise at once in a Mass at every Point of your Island. 
My brave Brethren in Arms and myself, will be the 
Centre for you to rally round. A Force so considerable 
ensures to you, without striking a Blow, a speedy and 
complete Victory; and in the same Manner as the vivi- 
fying Rays of the Sun purify the Earth from pestilential 
Vapours, and destroy the Insects which they nourished, 
so from the Ardour of your Patriotism shall issue that 
Splendour which will banish Tyranny, and annihilate its 
Satellites amidst the unanimous Shouts of the Irish and 
the French, exclaiming Liberty and Equality for ever ! 


ProvistonaL ReGutations for IRELAND. 


After having discussed the Subject with those De- 
puties of the Central Committee of Insurrection of 
Ireland, 
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Ireland, who have been recommended to him by the 
Executive Directory of France, the Commander in 
Chief of the French Army, desirous to shew in a Man- 
ner still more particular the Intentions of his Govern- 
ment with regard to the Irish People, considers it his 
Duty, as well in order to facilitate the Revolution, as 
to maintain Order during the political Crisis which must 
necessarily arise from the Overthrow of Despotism, to 
publish the following Articles, inviting at the same 
Time all good Citizens to comply therewith, until such 
Time as the Representatives of the People shall as- 
semble. 

Art. 1st. We, the faithful Organ of the Executive 
Directory of France, recognize and proclaim in the Face 
of Heaven the Liberty and Independence of the People 
of Ireland. We swear to maintain them with our whole 
Power, and to make no Peace with the Oppressors of 
Treland but in Concert with the new Government which 
she shall adopt. 

Art. 2d. We invite the Members of the Central 
Committee of Insurrection, immediately to assemble in 
order to execute the Functions of the Provisional 
Government; we prohibit the Agents of the English 
Government to continue to exercise their Duties ; and 
we prohibit likewise every Individual, Citizen or Soldier, 
to obey their Orders. 

Art. 3d. On the Receipt of this the ‘‘ Notables” (the 
principal Inhabitants) will take Care to assemble in order 
to appoint Three Commissioners, who, meeting at the 
principal Town of the District, shall compose the Pro- 
visional Administration, and in quality of Administra- 
tors shall conduct the Business of the Committee. They 
will likewise be required to execute the Orders which 
may be transmitted to them by the Central Committee, 
to which is intrusted the Duty of convoking the Irish 
National Assembly, the Office of which will be to make 
future Laws and Regulations. 

Art. 4th. The Notables of every County will likewise 
take Care to appoint a Military Officer, and direct the 
Provisional Administration to organize an armed Force 
ready to march to the Defence of the Country. 

Art. 5th. This armed Force shall consist of Cavalry, 
Infantry, and Artillery ; that is to say, that a Class of 
Men shall be formed, in which every Individual shall be 
at Liberty to enter into any one of those Services 
according to his own Inclinations, and his own physical 
and pecuniary Means. When the Formation is com- 
pleted, the Military Commander shall, without Delay, 
conduct his Troops either to join the French Army, or 
to some Point fixed upon by the Central Committee. 
When they reach the Place of their Destination, they 
shall there be completely equipped. 

Art. 6th. The Sums of Money deposited in the pub- 
lic Treasuries, the Magazines, the Stores, Articles of 
Commerce and Merchandize, belonging to the English 
Government, to its Agents or Partizans, are and shall 
remain confiscated for the Use of the Irish Government, 
and accordingly they shall be seized by the Administra- 
tors of the Committee, and placed in the Hands of the 
Paymaster of the Army, who shall be responsible for the 
Monies transmitted to him, and shall account for them 
to the new Government. 

Art. 7th. The Ships and Vessels belonging to the 
King and his pretended Subjects, shall likewise be con- 
fiscated for the Benefit of the Irish Government. They 
must be expressly prohibited to quit the Ports of Ireland 
under any Pretence whatever. In the Name of the 
Central Committee, the Exportation of Grain, Provi- 
sions, or Merchandize belonging to Irishmen, must also 
be prohibited. 

The Notables and Administrators of the Maritime 
Committees, shall be personally responsible for the Exe- 
cution of this Article, unless they shall shew that any 
Exportation that shall have taken place was effected by 
Means of superior Force. 

Art. 8th. The Supplies furnished for the Use of the 
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French Army shall immediately be paid for, or at least Report frum 
with as little Delay as possible. In the last Case the Com.Secrecy 
Commissary General shall keep an exact Account of the _°2mfinued. 


Supplies so furnished, and deliver to the Proprietor an 
Acknowledgment, specifying the Price of the Objects 
delivered, in order that in proper Time the Sums due 
may be punctually paid. 

Art. gth. The Agents or Friends of the English 
Government, who shall take Arms against the Defenders 
of Liberty, shall impede the Progress of the Revolution, 
or shall oppose the Circulation or the Execution of 
Orders issued by the Central Committee, and particu- 
larly the present, shall be considered as Traitors to their 
Country, and punished accordingly. 

Art. 10th. Such Enemies of the Revolution as are 
pointed out in the preceding Article, who shall be 
desirous to go to England, shall be at Liberty so to do, 
upon making a Declaration to the Central Administra- 
tion of their District, which must permit them only to 
carry away such Things as are absolutely necessary, leav- 
ing it always to the National Assembly to decide on the 
Subject of the Property belonging to Emigrants, 


ProcLAMATION to the Army of IRELAND. 


Brave Friends, 

THE Frenchmen whom you see in your Country do 
not come to subjugate you, and to conquer Ireland. 
Armed in the Cause of the Equality of Man, and the 
Liberty of Nations, they come to make you free; they 
come to give you their Assistance in breaking the Yoke 
of the infamous English Government; they come to 
assist you to reconquer the Property of your Ancestors, 
of which you have been despoiled by odious and base 
Usurpers. Far be from you the Thought of opposing us 
in Battle! Be Irishmen! Be free! Come and join our 
Ranks! We will shew you the Path of Honour. In a 
Word, you will learn how Men love and serve their 
Country. Come, and speedily our common Enemy 
will be annihilated. 

We know that you have long sighed for our Arrival. 
A Thousand Times have you shewn yourselves free by 
your Heroism, and by your Virtues.

You ought to 
recognise no Masters but the Laws, which, very soon, 
you will receive from your faithful Representatives. 

In order to remove Doubts, and to make known the 
Intentions of the Central Committee of Ireland, with 
the Members of which I have conferred, I think it my 
Duty to publish the following Regulations : 

Art, 1st. The Soldiers who shall abandon the Standard 
of George for the Purpose of joining the French Army, 
or the Revolutionary Army of Ireland, shall be admitted 
to share in the Distribution of Landed Property which 
shall take place after the Revolution, and shall be 
immediately incorporated with the Regiments raised for 
the Defence of Liberty. 

The Officers and Non-commissioned Officers, who 
shall embrace the common Cause, shall continue to enjoy 
the same Rank which they now hold. 

Art. 2d. The Sailors who shall abandon the Service 
of England, shall likewise be admitted to share in the 
Distribution of Land, and to enter into the Public 
Service. They shall moreover be allowed the Price of 
such English Vessels as they shall bring into the Ports 
of Ireland. 

Art. 3d. Irish Officers and Soldiers fighting against 
the Defenders of Liberty, and taken with Arms in their 

Hands, shall be considered as Traitors to the Country, 
and punished accordingly.

Permission to conduct you to new Success. To command 
you is to be sure of Triumph. 

Anxious to restore to Liberty a People worthy of 
it, and ripe for a Revolution, the Directory sends us to 
Ireland for the Purpose of there facilitating the Revolu- 
tion which excellent Republicans have just undertaken 
there. It will be glorious for us, who have vanquished 
the Satellites of Kings, armed against the Republic, to 
break the Chains of a Nation of Friends, and to assist 
them to recover their Rights, usurped by the odious 
English Government. You will never fotaet, brave 
and faithful Companions, that the People whom we 
are now going to visit are the Friends of our Country ; 
that we ought to treat them as such, and not as a con- 
quered Nation. When you arrive in Ireland you will 
meet with Hospitality, with Fraternity. Soon will 
Thousands of its Inhabitants come to swell our Ranks. 
Let us be careful then never to treat any of them as 
Enemies. As well as us they have to avenge themselves 
on the perfidious English. The latter are the People on 
whom we have to inflict the most signal Vengeance.

PRocLAMATION to the IR1sH Nation. 


People of Ireland, 

AT various Periods you have manifested your Horror 

of that Slavery to which the Ambition of England has 
reduced you; and notwithstanding your natural Bravery, 
your Efforts to shake off the Yoke have been un- 
successful, and defeated by the Arts and Perfidy of the 
English Minister, who, employing all the Means of 
Corruption, has always spread Division among your 
Leaders, and succeeded, by their Treachery and 
Disunion, in preserving the Chains by which you are 
fettered. 
_ At present, when the glorious and ever memorable 
Revolution of France has rekindled the sacred Flame of 
the Love of Liberty, which Tyranny had in vain endea- 
voured to extinguish in your Hearts, your Secret Central 
Revolutionary Committee justly thought itself bound 
to profit by the Moment, when the Arms of France, 
every where triumphant, enabled her to lend Assistance 
to Ireland, in order to recover her ancient Independence. 
In the Hope of obtaining it, the Committee applied to 
the Executive Power of the French Republic, gave 
the most positive Assurances of the Disposition which 
an immense Majority of the Irish felt again to become 
afree People. It at the same Time communicated the 
Measures long since taken in Silence, and for the 
Success of which nothing was wanting but the Arrival 
of a French Army, with Arms and warlike Stores; and 
Assurances that, immediately upon that Event, all the 
Patriots able to serve would flock to the French 
Standard, and soon expel the English and their Partizans 
from the Irish Territories. 

This affecting Representation of your Situation, and 
of your Wishes, made by your Secret Committee ; its 
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Petition for Assistance, presented in the Name of the 
whole Nation, having excited in the Minds of all 


French Republicans those Sentiments of Generosity 


and Kindness, which they delight to bestow upon 
Nations which are oppressed; the Executive Power 
resolved to afford you its Aid, in a Manner calculated to 
fulfil your most sanguine Hopes. For this Purpose I 
have landed upon your Shores, at the Head of an Army 
of Republicans, accustomed to Victory under their 
Commander. We present ourselves as sincere and 
zealous Friends of all those who shall espouse the Cause 
of Liberty ; and we are only ambitious of the Glory of 
breaking your Chains, and punishing your Tyrants. 

It is no longer the Struggle between the Houses of 
Hanover and Stuart; the one to continue, the other to 
become again a Despét. Free Men fight only to 
maintain Equality of Rights, and detest even the very 
Name of Master. Convinced that you share with us 
these noble Sentiments, we offer you our Hands and 
our Hearts for the Re-establishment of your national 
Dignity, by the free Choice you shall make of a Form 
of Government fitted to secure the Duration of your 
Independence, uncontrolled Liberty to declare your 
Opinion with respect to Men and Measures. We will 
guide your Representatives in their Labours to ac- 
complish your Views; the Publicity which you will give 
to their ‘Deliberations will prevent Error; the Order 
and Tranquillity which I will assist you to maintain, will 
guard you against the Violence of Enthusiasm, some- 
times more dangerous than the Attempts of Disaf- 
fection. 

The Example of other Nations, the Experience 
obtained by their various Attempts, every thing pro- 
mises you a Happiness which has been dearly purchased 
by your Friends, and which they have the Generosity 
to offer you, on the single Condition that you will 
declare yourselves with the Firmness suitable to, and 
worthy of a Nation consisting of Four Millions of 
People. 

There is not certainly a single Irishman of Information, 
who is not aware of the Advantages to be derived from 
his Geographical Situation, fron: the Population of 
his Country, and the Fertility of its Soil, from the 
Activity, Strength, and Courage of its Inhabitants, and 
from the Numbers, the Excellence, and the happy 
Situation of its Harbours. 

His Indignation must then be excited to the highest 
Pitch, when he contemplates the dreadful Wretchedness 
of the very great Majority of his Countrymen, and 
reflects that Nature has lavished her Benefits on him in 
vain, if he cannot control the Mischiefs of the systematic 
Tyranny of the English Government, seated in the 
Heart of cruel Albion. It is indeed in consequence of 
this usurping Spirit, that England has successively been 
able to paralize all the physical and moral Resources of 
Treland. 

The Policy of England has constantly nurtured the 
Seeds of Animosity and Distrust between the different 
religious Sects, whose Fanaticism, excited and directed 
by the Court of London, prevented the Force of Ireland 
from rallying against the common Enemy. 

From this Disunion arose the Facility of treating the 
Irish like Slaves, by excluding them from all Employ. 
ments, Civil, Military, and Ecclesiastic. 

By this Arrangement alone the Nation soon becomes 
the Prey of a Handful of Protestant Strangers ; Crea- 
tures devoted to the Machiavelism and to the Rapine of 
the English Government. 

These Satellites of Despotism, by Means of Plunder 
and Injustice exercised upon your Ancestors and your- 
selves, have become almost the only Possessors of the 
Landed Property of your Country, the Rent of which 
being carried to England consigns you to the most 
wretched Indigence ; and from a Dread lest your indus- 
trious Activity should enable you to rise above this 


Oppression, the Act of Navigation was employed to 
& complete 
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complete the Pressure, and to deprive you of every 
Means of forming a Navy. 

The absolute Nullity of National Representation in 
your Parliament allows you no Hope of a Redress of 
your Grievances, The Prohibitions to acquire a Property 
in Land, and to grant Leases of long Duration (Prohi- 
bitions which have but recently undergone some slight 
Modifications) have compelled the greatest Part of the 
Farmers to become the Day Labourers and Servants 
of the Usurpers of their Ancestors Estates, By the 
Severity of the Laws, by the Want of the Means, you 
are deprived of the Power of educating your Children. 
In a Word, Barbarity has been carried to such a 
Length, that you are even prohibited to use the Lan- 
guage of your Forefathers. 

To this Sketch of the Picture of your Wretchedness, 
and the Spectacle which presents itself to Passengers 
in the Streets of London, where Crowds of Irishmen, 
descended from the most ancient Families of a for- 
merly flourishing Country, are compelled Day and 
Night to earn a Subsistence by the meanest Occupa- 
tions, and are incessantly overwhelmed by the insolent 
Populace of that inhospitable Land with Humiliations 
and Reproaches. 

Compare now with these melancholy Truths the 
certain Means which I bring you (if you have Courage 
for the Attempt) of obtaining an independent Form 
of Government, calculated to promote your highest 
Interests, without any Limits to its Authority but 
Impossibility itself, or the Wish of the People, restored 
to their Sovereignty. A fraternal Toleration of all 
Religions, which, laying aside those Animosities which 
result from religious Opinions, will preserve you from 
the perfidious Machinations of England, of which you, 
Presbyterians and Catholics, have been alternately the 
Sport. Consider, in this new Order of Things, how 
much your Union for your common Happiness will 
supply Means of every Kind to enable you to resist 
those who should dare attempt to disturb your Tran- 
quillity. Endeavour to ascertain the Resources which 
you may derive from a Population abounding in Men 
of Genius and Courage ; from a Soil fertile in all the 
Necessaries of Life; from an active and well-directed 
Industry ; from the certain and various Conveniencies 
you possess for Foreign Commerce. What an Increase 
of Strength will you derive from the many Inhabitants 
which your Liberty and your Advantages will not only 
retain in your Land, but will recall from the United 
States of America, to which they had retired through 
Misery and Oppression. 

The Abolition of all Privileges and Distinctions, by 
affording to every Individual the Hope of attaining, by 
his Talents and his Virtues, the principal Dignities of 
the State, will diffuse through every Profession that 
salutary Thirst of Glory which multiplies great Men. 
Your national Representation will then consist of Per- 
sons of the first Merit. In a Word, a Constitution 
freely chosen which you will have, adapted in every 
Respect to what your Situation requires, will completely 
consolidate for ever your political Existence, while it 
establishes your Independence. Such and many more, 
O People of Ireland, are the Advantages of the Liberty 
and Equality which the Generosity of French Repub- 
licans offers you by me, and which the Zeal and Intre- 
pidity of my Companions in Arms will insure to you. 

The Power with which I am invested, authorizing 
me to make and issue such Regulations as shall appear 
most useful for the Success of this noble Undertaking, 
I am going, by the first Instance in which I exercise 
it, to destroy all Possibility of Uneasiness, which ill- 
disposed Persons would endeavour to inspire into Minds, 
apprehensive of the Conduct which the brave Army 
I have the Honour to command, might pursue towards 
the Inhabitants during the Period they shall remain in 
' the Country. 

I therefore solemnly declare, that every Violation of 
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Liberty of Person and Property, all Disrespect for the 
Religion and Authority legally constituted by the good 
People of Ireland, shall be punished with Death, within 
Four and Twenty Hours after the Arrest of the Offen- 
ders, whatever may be their Quality or Condition; and 
that Order and Discipline shall be enforced under the 
severest Penalties. 

Banish therefore, as you ought, all Uneasiness re- 
specting what might appear to you a Subject of Disquie- 
tude. I flatter myself that I shall meet with, on your 
Parts, all the Zeal and Assistance which my Operations 
will require. I am confident that all sincere Friends of 
the Happiness of Ireland, who may be able to bear 
Arms for the Defence of the Cause, will flock to the 
Republican Standard, where they shall immediately be 
furnished with Arms, and that they will speedily co- 
operate with my Exertions to expel the common Enemy 
from your Territory. Upon the Celerity of this Junction 
will essentially depend the Effusion of Blood, which you 
will on all Occasions find me desirous to spare. 

I will take Care that exact Registers shall be kept of 
the Christian and Surnames of Persons, as well of the 
Time of their Arrival, with Memoranda of the Degree 
of Zeal which they shall have displayed, in order that 
in the Distribution of the Property which shall be con- 
fiscated from the Enemy, the strictest Justice ma 
regulate its Partition, according to the Merit of eal 
Individual.

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Factories upon the said Island, with many dependant 
Factories in the Neighbourhood, and invested a very 
great. Capital therein; and that the Petitioners. after- 
wards purchased the Right and Interest of the Persons 
entitled to the said Island, with the Slaves and other 
Property thereon, and are now the sole Proprietors 
thereof; and that the Petitioners now have a very large 
Capital invested in the said Settlement and Factory, 
which the Petitioners have employed in the African 
Slave Trade, upon the Faith of the Right vested-in them 
by the said Act; and they apprehend that, by the Bill 
now depending in Parliament, it is intended to prohibit 
the Trading for Slaves on that Part of the Coast of 
Africa, which includes the Whole of Bance Island; and 
that, by such Prohibition, the said Factory will become 
useless to the Petitioners, and the Capital employed, 
and now vested therein, will be wholly lost; and that, 
in the Year 1794, by. an Invasion of American and 
French Subjects, the Property of the Petitioners on the 
said Island alone, to the Amount of 20,000/. Sterling, 
and upwards, was destroyed, and the Petitioners have 
since replaced and laid out the Amount of such Property 
so destroyed, and have, at a great Risk and Labour, and 
at an immense Expence, established a great Trade at the 
said Island, and they did so upon the Assurance and 
Belief that, by the said Act, the Property of the said 
Island, and the Right of carrying on their Trade there, 
was as perfectly vested in and secured to them as any 
other Species of Property which the Subjects of this 
Realm possess under the Sanction and Protection of the 
Law: And therefore praying, That the said Bill may 
not pass, and that the Petitioners may be heard, by their 
Counsel, against the same.

Sir Alan Gardner reported from the Committee, to St.Margaret’s 
whom the Petition of the Minister, Churchwardens, and (Westmin- 
others, the Vestrymen, of the Parish of Saint Margaret, = 
Westminster, in Vestry assembled, whose Names are reported. 
thereunto subscribed, on Behalf of themselves, and the 
rest of the Inhabitants of the said Parish, was referred ; 

That the Committee had examined the Matter of the 
said Petition, and had directed him to report the same, 
as it appeared to them, to the House; and he read the 
Report in his Place ; and afterwards delivered it in at 
the Clerk’s Table: Where the same was read ; and is as 
followeth ; viz. k 

To prove the Allegations of the said Petition, Mr. 
Simnon Stephenson (the Vestry Clerk of the said Parish) 
produced to your Committee. the Book of Orders of 
Vestry, from the Year 1591 to the Year 1661, whereby 
it appeared that the Parish Church of Saint Margaret 
is very ancient; and by the Minutes in the said Book 
it appears, that there was an Order of Vestry, made 
on the oth Day of November 1650, as follows: “ This 
“ Vestry doth authorize the present Churchwardens 
*“* to contract with, and compound for, with any Per- 
son, for the Sum of Two Hundred Pounds, given 
by the Parliament for the Repair of this Church, 
and transferred upon Dean and Chapter Lands, at 
the best Advantage they can, and to receive the 
Money which they can contract for in lieu thereof, 
and to give a Discharge for the same, and make 
Assignment thereof for the Repair of the Church 
here, according to the Intent of the Donor.” And 
being examined, he said, That the said Church has 
been from Time immemorial considered as the Church 
peculiarly applicable to the religious Purposes of the 
House of Commons, and that certain Parts of it have 
always been set apart as appertaining to the Speaker and 
other Members thereof, and that the House has usually 
exercised its Munificence by Grants, from Time to 
Time, for the Repairs of the said Church. Then in 
Confirmation thereof, your Committee examined the 
Journal of this House, of the 18th of March 1734, 
whereby it appears that the Sum of 3,500/. was 
oo for the Repair of the Tower and Roof of: the 

arish Church of Saint Margaret's, Westminster; and 
in the Year 1739, the Sum of 2,000/. was granted for 
the further Repair and finishing the Tower and Roof 
of the said Parish Church. Then Mr. Stephenson being 
further examined, said, That the said Sum of 2,000/. 
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was, as appears by the Books of the Proceedings of the 
Vestry, granted in consequence of the Repairs of the 
said Church having exceeded the Sum granted in the 
Year 1734. And it further appeared by the Journal 
of the House of the 1st of June 1758, that the Sum of 
4,000/. was granted for repairing the said Parish Church. 
Mr. Stephenson being further examined, said, That it 
appears by the Books of the Vestry of the said Parish, 
that the said Sum of 4,000/. was expended in the new 
pewing and decorating the said Church, and doing other 
interior Works thereto. Then 

Robert Abington, Esquire (the Treasurer of the said 
Parish) being examined, said, That by the Books of the 
Vestry, the Roof and other external Parts of the said 
Church have had no Repairs since the said Year 1734, 
except occasional Repairs thereto, which have been 
done wholly at the Expence of the said Parish. 

Mr. William Rock, being then examined, confirmed 
the Evidence of Mr. Adington; and added, that he has 
lived in the Parish ever since the Year 1734. 

Mr. Abington being then further examined, said, 
That the Poor’s Rate of the said Parish has increased in 
a very great Degree, the same being in the Year 1781 
2s. 4d. in the Pound, and in the Year 1798, 4s. 6d. 
in the Pound ; which great Increase is principally owing 
to the Wives and Children of Soldiers, whose Husbands 
are on Service Abroad. 

Mr. Stephenson being then further examined, said, 
That, from an Account taken in February last, there 
were maintained in the Workhouse, Thirty-three Wives 
of Soldiers, and Thirty-five Children; and that there 
were at the same Time relieved in Money, Fifty-seven 
Wives of Soldiers, and One hundred and Twelve 
Children. 

Samuel Pepys Cockerell, Esquire, a Surveyor, being 
examined, said, That he has surveyed the said Church, 
and finds the same to be in a very bad and dangerous 
State, and that he has made an Estimate of the neces- 
sary Repairs, which amount to the Sum of 6,355 /. 
8s. 4d. and of the Decorations proposed to be made 
in consequence thereof, amounting to the Sum of 
366/. 10s. making together the Sum of 6,721/. 185. 4d.; 
and he delivered in to your Committee the said Estimate, 
and added, that the said Sum of 6,721/. 18s. 4d. will 
be fully sufficient for the performing all the Works 
necessary to be done in order to put the said Church 
into a complete State of Repair, and for makjng the 
said Decorations, which he conceives to be fairly and 
moderately suited to such Repair. 

Your Committee conceiving that, in a Matter of 
such Public Concern, it might be proper to have the 
Opinion of some other able Surveyor, as to the Works 
proposed to be done, and as to the Estimate of the 
Expences thereof, requested 

James Wyatt, Esquire, Surveyor General to the Board 
of Works, to examine the Building of the said Church, 
and to give his Opinion as to the Works proposed to 
be done thereto; who, in his Report thereupon, trans- 
mitted to the Chairman of your Committee, stated, 
That he had examined the Building of Saint Margaret's 
Church, together with Mr. Cockerell’s Report thereon, 
the Particulars of what he proposes to be done, and his 
Estimate for executing the same, and Mr. Wyatt is of 
Opinion that Mr. Cockerell’s Statement is perfectly 
correct. 

Ordered, That the said Report do lie upon the

been followed by further Claims, with which it is im- 
possible for the Masters to comply, without occasioning 
so: eoasiderable an Advance in the Price of Mill Work 
a5 most materially to affeet the said Business, and the 
different Manufactories connected therewith ; and that, 
in Support of the said Combination (notwithstanding 
they complain of the Insufficiency of their Wages) the 
Journeymen have established a general Fund, and raised 
Subscriptions, and so regular and connected is their 
System, that their Demands are made sometimes by all 

Journeymen, within the above Limits, at the same 
Time, and at other Times at some one particular Shop, 
and, in ease of Non-compliance, the different Work- 
shops (where their Demands are resisted) are wholly de- 
serted by the Men, and other Journeymen are prohibited 
from applying for Work until the Master Millwrights 
are brought to Compliance, and the Journeymen, who 
have thus thrown themselves out of Employ, receive 
Support in the mean Time from their general Fund ; 
and that the only Method of punishing such Delin- 
quents, under the existing Laws, is by preferring an In- 
dictment, at the Sessions or Assizes, after the Commission 
of the Offence, but, before that Time arrives, the Of- 
fenders frequently remove into different Parts of the 
Country, so that, even if their Places of Residence should 
be discovered, it would’ be a long Time before they 
could be brought to Trial, and the Expence of appre- 
hending, and bringing them back, by Habeas, to the 
Place where the Offence was committed, is so heavy to 
the Masters, whose Businesses have been stopped by the 
Desertion of the Journeymen, that (aware of these Diffi-

The House was moved, That an Act, made in the 
Fifteenth Year of the Reign of His present Majesty, 
intituled, “ An Act for altering, explaining, and amend- 
“ ing, several Acts of the Parliament of Scotland, re- 
“ specting Colliers, Coal Bearers, and Salters,” might 
be read. 

And the same being read accordingly ; 

Ordered, ‘That Leave be given to bring in a Bill to 


_ prevent Combinations among Colliers, and other Persons 


employed in the Collieries, and to regulate their Wages 
and Services, and the Conduct of Coal Owners and 
Lessees in that Part of Great Britain called Scotland, 
and to amend an Act, made in the Fifteenth Year of 
the Reign of His present Majesty, for altering several 
Acts of the Parliament ot Scotland, respecting Colliers, 
Coal Bearers, and Salters: And that Mr. William 
Dundas, the Lord Advocate of Scotland, and Sir John 
Callandar, do prepare, and bring in, the same. 


Mr. William Dundas reported from the Committee 
appointed to inquire into the State of His Majesty’s 
Prison in Cold Bath Fields, Clerkenwell, and to report 
the same, as it should appear to them, together with their 
Opinion thereupon, to the House, and who were em- 
powered to report their Proceedings from Time to Time; 
that the Committee had inquired accordingly, and had 
come to several Resolutions, which they had directed 
him to report to the House; and he read the Report in 
his Place; and afterwards delivered the same, together 
with an Appendix thereunto, in at the Clerk’s Table: 
Where the Report was read ; and is as followeth; viz. 

Your Committee have, pursuant to the Order of the 
House, proceeded to examine into the several Matters 
referred to their Consideration; and in the Investigation 
of this Subject, have directed their Inquiry to the 
general State of the said Prison, and the Plan which has 
been adopted for its Regulation and Management. 

It appears to Your Committee, not only from the 
Evidence adduced to them, but also from their personal 
Observation, that the Prison is erected on a high and 
dry Situation; that it is kept perfectly clean ; that the 
Cells for solitary Confinement are dry and airy. 

It also appears, from the Evidence laid before Your 
Committee, that the Health of the Prisoners has been 
eee Ean and that when, from Two hundred and 

ifty to Three hundred Prisoners were in the Prison, there 
were not more than Four or Five Sick in the Hospital at 
any one Time ; that the Provisions are sufficient, good, 
and wholesome, and that no Complaints at any: Time 
have been made to the Magistrates respecting them. 

‘Your Committee have, however, to remark, that the 
printed Regulations for the Management of the Prison, 
have not been hung up in a conspicuous Part of the 


Prison, as is required by the Statutes’ relating thereto ; 


and that the Journals of the Prison, as directed by the 


Regulations, have not been fully and regularly kept.:

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Your Committee have, besides, directed their Atten- 
tion to the Petition of Edward Marcus Despard; which 
states, That he had been confined a close Prisoner, under 


Report on 
Cold Bath 
Fields Prison 


a Warrant from the Duke of Portland, since the 224 mee, 


of April till the 25th of November last; that he was 
confined in a damp Cell about Seven Feet square, with 
no Article of Furniture, except a Bed laid on some 
Oaken Planks fastened to the Wall, and that, during 
the First Six Weeks of his Confinement, he had no 
Allowance but Bread and Water. 

It appears in Evidence to Your Committee, That the 
Circumstances of the Time, and the Public Safety, ren- 
dered it indispensably necessary that Edward Marcus 
Despard should be kept, at the Time of his Commit- 
ment, in close and separate Confinement ; that the Cell 
in which he was so confined was not damp as stated in 
his Petition; that he was removed, on the 25th of 
November, into a Room with a Fire in it, and glazed 
Windows ; that although, for the First Six Weeks of 
his Confinement, he had only the Prison Allowance for 
Persons committed for Re-examination, yet that during 
the Whole of that Period he was supplied with Provi- 
sions sent in by his Friends, or procured for him at a 
reasonable Rate in the Prison. It is also alleged in the 


Petition, that his Health was: materially injured ; but 


that certainly does not appear from the Evidence before 
Your Committee, for he has never applied for medical 
Assistance; and his only Disorders seem to have been, 
-after the fullest Examination on this Head, a Return of 
Rheumatism contracted Abroad, and occasionally Chil- 
blains on his Feet. It is stated in the Petition, that he 
was not allowed to walk in the Garden ; but it appears 
that he had Permission to walk in a Court; and that, 
after the First Two Months of his Confinement, he was 
permitted to walk a Part of the Day uninterruptedly 
with his Wife in an open Part of the Piieci, adjoining 
to and communicating with the Garden, and distinct 
from the Court of his Cell. 

Your Gommittee do not think themselves called upon 
to state a Variety of other Circumstances which have 
come under their Consideration ; but they are anxious 
to refer the House to the Evidence in the Appendix, to 
prove how much it has been their Wish and Dudeeveee 
to fulfil the Objects of their Appointment; that they 
have examined the Persons mentioned .by Edward 
Marcus Despard in his Petition, as to the Facts alleged 
in it; and that they have themselves visited the Prison, 
and have found every Part of it in the highest Degree of 
Order, clean and dry, the Prisoners healthy, and their 
Food good and wholesome. 

Your Committee have also to remark, that from the 
very laudable Vigilance and Attention of the Visiting 
Magistrates, it is extremely improbable that any Im- 
propriety of Conduct, or unnecessary Severity in the 
Gaoler, could long have escaped their Notice. 

Your Committee have peculiar Satisfaction in being 
able to state to the House the Result of their Inquiries, 
as a full and direct Refutation of the unfounded State- 
ments, and absurd and wicked Reports, which haye been 
industriously circulated, with respect to the Prison and 
its internal Management: And upon the Whole, Your 
Committee have come to the following Resolutions : 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Prison in Cold Bath Fields is erected in a dry 
and airy Situation, and is well adapted for the Purposes of 
its Institution as a House of Correction, as well as for those 
of close and separate Confinement and safe Custody. 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That all Parts of the Prison are kept perfectly clean, 
and that the Health of the Prisoners has been remark- 
ably good. PLT 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Attention of the Magistrates, to the. general 
Management of the Prison, has been exemplary, and

In what Manner was the Prison conducted >—There 
was no Rules or Orders for conducting it ; every Thing

was improperly conducted ; such as Men and Women 
being allowed to be together. I mean in the old 
Prison. The Friends of the Prisoners were allowed 
to go into the different Yards, and were frequently 
fighting, drunk, and rioting. The Second Day after 
I was appointed I stopped it, which was the 7th of 
November 1793. 


Were those printed Regulations adopted immediately 
on your entering the new Prison ?— Yes. 


Have they been acted upon ever since ?—They have. 


At what Date or Period did you enter into your Office 
in the new Prison ?—I suppose about June 1794. 


You have said, that those Orders and Regulations, 
which you have produced, were not hung up in the 
Prison; were any Orders or Regulations hung up in 
the Prison —There has not. 


Were the Orders and Regulations which you have 
delivered in, at any Time, generally or individually, 
published to the Prisoners >— Never. 


Are all Prisoners kept separate in the House of 
Correction ?—Every one, except the seditious People, 
Thirteen of them, committed under Warrant from the 
Duke of Portland. 


Are those Thirteen Prisoners kept to the same Rules 
and Orders as the other Prisoners ?—They are not. 


State the Distinction?—There is Seven of them in 
one Room, and Six in another. Those Rooms are 
floored. They lay in those Rooms as well as eat there. 


State the Size of those Two Rooms ?>— Each Room is 
about Twenty-seven Feet square. 


What is the Height ?—About Fourteen Feet. 


What Number of Windows are there in each Room ? 
—There are Six, glazed, in each. 


Are there Fire Places in each Room ?—Yes. 


What Number of Beds is there in each Room ?—i 
think the London People have each a separate Bed; as 
to the other Seven I am not positive, but think Five 
Beds are allotted to them. 


Of what Materials are those Beds composed ?—A 
Linen Case stuffed with Straw, a Blanket, and a Rug 
each. ‘There is a Fire in both Rooms all Day ; they 
have Chairs and Tables, Knives and Forks. 


What are the Size of the Windows ?—About Two 
Feet square. 


Do the Windows open ?>—Yes. 
Are there any Window Shutters >—-No. 


State what Food those Thirteen Prisoners receive ?— 
I cannot exactly say; a Man of the Name of Ballard 
provides for them. 


Have they the same Allowance as the other Prisoners ? 
—They have nothing to do with the other Prisoners ; 
they have each day a Loaf which weighs a Pound, and 
138. 4d. per Week each allowed by Government. 


Who has the Direction of laying out the 13s. 4d.?— 
Joseph Ballard, one of my Servants. 


By whose Appointment doth he lay out the 135. 4d. ? 
—I order him to provide for them ; Month a Bill 
goes to the Under Secretary of State, and the Order for 
the Money, I receive from Mr. White.

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Have the Prisoners the Power of ordering their Pro- 


——— visions themselves ?—-No ; Joseph Ballard provides for 





them. 


Have you as Governor, received any Complaints from 
those Thirteen Prisoners, respecting their Food ?—Never 
from any of them ; the Manchester Men have frequently 
said to me, the Meat was good, and-they had no Cause 
of Complaint ; they had about One Pound per Day. 


Are the Prisoners informed what is allowed them by 
Government ?—Yes, they are. : 


Did you ever hear any Complaints as to the Quantity 
of Provisions ?— Never. 


Do you keep the Prisoners generally to Hard Labour? 
—Yes, I do; some of them to the different Trades they 
happen to be bred to, such as Bricklayers, Carpenters, 
and Taylors, &c, and they who have no Trades pick 
Oakum. 


Are the Prisoners who are committed under the 
Duke of Portland’s Warrant, employed by you in 
Labour ?>—Not one of them. 


Do they employ themselves in any Labour ?>—No, 
they do not. 


Are the Prisoners in general informed of Means of 
Employment being provided for them, and of their 
being entitled, by the Prison Rules, to a certain Pro- 
portion of the Profits from such Employment >—They 
are. 


Have those Thirteen, whom you state to be unem- 
ployed, been so informed ?—Never; it is understood 
by the Rules, that People under Conviction are to be so 
employed ; but I in general employ every Person who 
comes in, after being fully committed to take their 
Trial. 


Has it not, in Fact, been usual to offer the Means of 
Employment to Prisoners fully committed for Trial, and 
to state to them the Proportion of the Profits from their 
Labour; namely, One Half thereof, to which they 
would be entitled by the Thirty-fifth Rule ?—It has not 
been usual to state that; it has not been usual to set all 
of them to work ; some of them, if sent for an Assault 
or trifling Offence, are set to work. 


Is the Committee to understand that you exercise 
your Discretion as to the Propriety of setting the Pri- 
soners to work; and is it stated from Time to Time, to 
the Visiting Justices, which of the Prisoners are and 
which are not employed?—Yes; I do exercise my Dis- 
cretion with regard to setting the Prisoners to work; I 
deliver in a List to the Justices of the Number of Pri- 
soners in the Prison, and how they are employed, and 
those who are not employed. é 


Do you keep a Journal of the Events of the Prison, 
according to the Third Rule ?—I do. 


Has that Journal been called for and submitted to the 
Visiting Justices, from Time to Time ?—At every Com- 
mittee, which meets sometimes Twice in Five Weeks, 
or Twice in a Month, it is laid upon the Table. 


Do you see most of your Prisoners Daily, as by Rule 
the Fourth ?—In general so; some of them Ten Times 
each Day. - 


Have any of them, at any Time, stated themselves to 
be dissatisfied with their Treatment, Food, Lodging, or 
other Particular ?—The Mutineers are very often com- 
pone that they are starving, and should be starved to 

eath. 


Have you mentioned those Complaints to the Visit- 
ing Justices ?>—Always ; some of them have been ex- 
amined by the Committee in consequence of my 
Report.

What is the Nature and Degree of solitary Confine- 

ment in ordinary Cases ?—They are generally locked up, 


according to their Behaviour ; a Number of them, that 
are orderly and quiet, have their Cells unlocked in the 
Morning, and left open all Day, and they may go in 
and out at Pleasure ; others, who are refractory and idle, 
are confiried in their Cells till they have done their 
Work. 


Are they locked in their separate Cells at Night?— 
They are. 


The Rules prescribe that a certain Proportion of the 
Profits shall belong to the Prisoners; when do they 
receive these Profits for their Labour ?—At their going 
out of the Prison, when they are discharged. 


Is any Attention paid, on the Discharge of Prisoners, 
to their future Situation?—Not at all Times; some- 
times they are discharged with a Pass, and sometimes 
not. ™ 


Is Care taken to provide the Prisoners with clean 
Bedding from Time to Time ?—Always. 


Are the Prisoners allowed to receive Articles of 
Food, or other Comforts, which may be sent them by 
their Friends p—Never, except ordered by the Doctor 
or Apothecary, excepting Prisoners before Trial ; they 
are at Liberty to receive any Food their Friends send 
them in, but no Liquor of any Kind. 


How often dothe Visiting Justices visit the Prison ?— 
The Magistrates come frequently, but I do not know 
there are any regular Visiting Justices; Dr. Glasse 
generally comes Twice a Week, and other Magistrates. 


State the Names of such Magistrates as you recollect 
to be frequent Visitors of the Prison ?—Dr. Giasse, 
Mr. Hole, Mr. Cross, Mr. Matthew, Mr. Bond, and 


many others. 


Are Persons committed for Want of Sureties, or for 
safe Custody, allowed to have Food sent them by 
their Friends?—-Always. I should have mentioned 
before, in addition to the 138. 4d. per Week and the 
Loaf each Day, they are at Liberty to receive any 
Food their Friends chuse to bring them; I mean the 
seditious People, the Thirteen before-mentioned. 


May the Mutineers likewise receive Food from their 
Friends, if they chuse to send it >—No. 


Are the Mutineers committed for Trial or under 
Sentence ?—They are under Sentence of Death. 


Have you known the Prison, particularly the separate 
Cells, or any of them, to be dirty, or infested with 
Vermin?—There has been sometimes Vermin brought 
into them; but they are cleaned every Day; the Con- 
victs we receive from Newgate are in a shocking State, 
from Filth, &c. 


Have you in general observed the Health of the 


' Prisoners to grow worse or better, during their Confine- 


ment ?—In general much better; I have known them 
come in in a weak State, and have gone out as well as 
ever they were in their Jives. 


Have all the other Prisoners Bedding of the same 
Quantity and Quality as before described ?—All alike 
throughout the Prison. 


Is the County Loaf allowed to the other Prisoners of 
a better Sort, than that allowed to the Seditious?— 
No; all alike. 


Did 
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Did you ever hear that the Thirteen seditious Persons 
had called-the Food with which they were supplied, 
Cats Meat?—I have been told the Londoners have so 
said. 


From whom did you receive this Account?—I re- 
ceived the Account from Joseph Ballard. 


Are any, except Convicts and Vagrants, compelled to 
Labour ?—No ; they are not. 


Have the Mutineers, during any Fart of the Day, 
Access to a Fire?—Not one, no Part of the Day, 
except One Man, who is in the Infirmary ; they had, 
the Whole of them formerly ; and the Reason why they 
were aflerwards denied Access to a Fire was from the 
Information of one of them, that they were contriving 
Means to make their Escape ; that was communicated 
to the Magistrates, and an Order was made that they 
should be locked up in separate Cells. 


Had they Access to a Fire any Part of the Day before 
the cold Weather set in?--No; they had not. 


Were they denied the Use of Fire as a Punishment, 
or because they availed themselves of Fire for the Pur- 
pose of Mischief or Escape?—When they had Access 
to a Fire, they were Eight or Ten together in a Room; 
when I received Information from one of them, that 
they were contriving Means to make their Escape, and 
threatening some of the Servants, even to murder them, 
I received. an Order from the Magistrates to lock them 
up in the Cells, and to discontinue the Fire. 


Have the Mutineers, at present, any Opportunities 
of getting further Provision than their accustomed 
Allowance, either from what their Friends send them, 
or they can buy?—They have no such Opportunity, 
unless supplied by my own Servants. 


If supplied by your own Servants, would it meet 
with your Approbation ?—It would not. 


Was that the Case before the Mutineers attempted to 
make their Escape ?—Yes, it was; the Orders were, they 
should live on the Gaol Allowance; but in Fact, in 
some Instances, when the Wife, Mother, or Father have 
come to see them, and have brought something for 
them, in general I have taken it in, and sent it up to the 


Prisoners, and very often have delivered it with my own 
Hands. 


Do you allow Convicts in general to receive from 
their Friends, or to buy, any further Provision than the 
accustomed Allowance?—We do not allow them to 
buy any Thing; where the Prisoners are orderly and in- 
dustrious, we allow a Sunday’s Dinner to be brought in 
by their Friends ; and that is under the Direction of the 
Doctor. 


Have the Cells any Fire-place ?—No. 
Withdrew.

The Reverend Dr. Glasse, Millington Buckley, Esquire, 
and Thomas Collins, Esquire. 


Called in, and Examined. 


Are you the Visiting Justices appointed by the 
General Court of Quarter Sessions for visiting the Prison 
in Cold Bath Fields ?—We are. 


Were you all appointed at the same Time ?—Myself 
and Mr. Collins were appointed in Epiphany Sessions 
1796; Mr. Buckley was appointed somewhat later.. 

How often, in the Discharge of that Duty, have you 


been accustomed to visit the Prison?—It has been our 
Custom to hold a Committee Twice between every 
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Sessions, to take Minutes of our Proceedings, and 


make our Report thereon on the Thursday in every 
Sessions, which is the County Day. ! 


Do you visit and inspect the different Parts of the 
Prison on the Days you hold your Committees ?—It has 
been an invariable Rule with us to summon before us 
the Governor, the Surgeon, and the Chaplain, at every 
Visit, to enquire respectively of them into the general 
Order of the Prison, into the Health of the Prisoners, 
and particularly to the last of these Officers into his moral 
Conduct ; and as our Meetings were stated, and gene- 
rally known by the Prisoners, if any of them had any 
Grievance to complain of, he was at full Liberty to 
bring it forward, and such Complaint never passed 
unnoticed or unenquired into, the Party complaining 
always being brought before the Committee ; but with 
respect to visiting the different Parts of the Prison, it has 
not been the constant Custom though frequently done. 


Whether Dr. Glasse has himself occasionally visited 
and inspected different Parts of the Prison ?—Fre- 
quently, as a Member of the Committee, and much 
more frequently as an Individual Visiting Magistrate. 


In the Course of such Inspection, did the different 
Wards or Cells of the Prison appear to you dry and 
healthy, and kept perfectly clean?—I never recollect to 
have seen them otherwise; the only Place we apply the 
Word Ward to is the Infirmary, and that is remarkably 
clean indeed. I ama Governor of many public Hos- 
pitals, and I never saw an Infirmary kept so perfectly 
clean and inoffensive as those Wards are. 


In the different Cells, did the Bedding appear to be 
wholesome, sufficient, and clean >—Different perhaps as 
to the Degree of Cleamness, according to the Time such 
Bedding may have been in use; but none of it in any 
respect, to the best of my Observation, insufficient, 
unwholesome, or improper. 


Did the Bedding ever appear to you to be defiled 
by Vermin, or did any Prisoner complain, in your Pre- 
sence, to such Effect Sv Meters I have made frequent 
Enquiries on that Subject, and strictly charged the 
Governor to be particularly careful in that respect. 


Did you perceive that Urinals, or like Conveniencies, 
were provided for the Cells ?—I have never been inat- 
tentive to that Particular, knowing how much it con- 
tributed to their Health and Comfort, and I never saw 
a Cell without them. 


Did the Cells appear to you, either from the Win- 
dows, or other Aperture, exposed to Rain, or the 
Entrance of wet in any other Manner ?—One of the 
Windows opens to the Passage, and cannot admit any 
damp or moist Air; the other, which is exposed to the 
outer Air, may possibly receive some Degree of Moisture 
from the Wind setting immediately against it ; but 
I never once heard it complained of by any Prisoner, 
the Prisoner having it in his Power to prevent it by 
drawing up the Shutter, of which he has the entire 
Command. 


Are the Committee to understand that each Cell has 
Two Windows, in the Manner described ?>—Certainly ; 
one over the Door, and the other in opposition to it : 
it is universal throughout the Prison, with a very few 
Exceptions only, that Two Windows are in every Cell. 


On the Ground Floor did you perceive any Marks 
of Rain or Wet beating under the Doors of the 
Cells ?—I do not recollect ever having perceived it, and 
I think from the Situation of the Cells it could not be, 
from the Situation of the Cells, and the Inclination of 
the Step outwards, it could not well be; there are 
Two or Three Steps to ascend to them. 


Are the Cells white-washed ?—They are; and are 
fresh white-washed every Year at least. a8 
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Would not the Cells, being white-washed, shew Marks 
of Dampness if such there were?—Undoubtedly they 
would. 


Did you ever see such Marks of Dampness, and to 
what Extent ?—Never but at such Times wherein even 
the best finished House in this City would shew Signs 
of Dampness. 


What is the Nature of the Soil upon which the 
Prison is built?—The upper Part of the Soil is chiefly 
made Ground; beneath there is a Bed of Gravel. 


The Prison was built on Ground, which was loose 
Rubbish, brought there after the great Fire in London in 
the Year 1666, which rendered it necessary to go a con- 
siderable Depth for a good Foundation. The Rubbish 
consists of Brick, Lime, &c. and the River Fleet runs 
on one Side below the lowest Level, and drains it. very 
completely. 


Did you ever examine yourself the Quantity and 
Quality of the Allowance of Provisions given out, and 
did they seem sufficient and good of their Kind ?—I 
have been frequently present at the Distribution of the 
Food, and have not only inspected but taken a Part of 
it, and have always been satisfied both as to the Quan- 
tity and Quality of the Food prepared. The Quantit 
has been a Quart of well-made Broth or Soup, wit 
Plenty of Vegetables, and Seven or Eight Ounces of 
Meat clear of Bone in the Soup or Broth. 


Were any Complaints ever made to you on that 
Head by the Prisoners?—Complaint was once made 
(about a Year ago) to the Committee, that the Weight 
of the Bread (which should be One Pound each Loaf) 
was defective; the Committee examined the Officer 
who receives and weighs the Bread, and found his 
Accounts perfectly correct; they then ordered the 
Complainers to be present, and to see several of the 
Loaves weighed before them, out of which several were 
above Weight, and not one deficient; no Complaints 
have been made since (the Officer’s Name was Wood- 
ward.) 


Is the Provision Allowance general, and given the 
same to all Descriptions of Prisoners, and if any Ex- 
ceptions, what are they >—Alike to all, except in the 
Case of those Persons committed for Treason or trea- 
sonable Practices, who have an Allowance from Govern- 
ment. 


Have you any Controul over, or did you ever inspect 
the furnishing Provisions under that Allowance by 
Government ?—Although I never considered myself as 
having any Controul over it, yet having known that 
one of the Officers of the Prison, by the Name of 
Ballard, had en to furnish the Prisoners of this 
Description with Food, I have been induced, on my 
Visit at the Prison, to examine the Food so prepared 
for them, and I have always found it not only good, but 
of a superior Quality. I have examined the Butcher's 
Bills, and have seen'that he paid the first Price for every 
Kind of Meat ; I was induced to this, having heard an 
Out-door Complaint that they were not well served. 


You have said that the Infirmary was remarkably 
clean; in the Men’s Infirmary, what Number of Sick 
might there be on your visiting it?—When the Number 
of Prisoners has been between 250 and 300, I never 
recollect to have seen more than Four or Five at the 
most, and some of these rather confined by Accidents 
than by bodily Disease. 


Are all sick Prisoners generally removed to the In- 
firmary ?— Always when the Surgeon (Mr. Webb) who 
appears to be very skilful in his- Profession, discovers 
that the Complaint is real, and not fictitious. 


Are not Prisoners in every Case removed to the In- 


firmary, when the Surgeon suggests the Propriety of 
Vot. 54, 
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departing from the Provision Allowance, and changing 
their Diet >—This is always done at the Discretion of 
the Surgeon. 


Is there any Allowance of Cloathing, or any 

tion relating thereto, adopted in this Prison ?— Cloathing 
is allowed to all Prisoners under Sentence of Execution 
for a Length of Time ; and when either Vagrants or Pri- 
soners from other Prisons enter the House of Correction 
in a filthy State, their own Cloaths are taken away and 
clean Prison Cloathing is put on; this has no Applica- 
tion to the Case of the State Prisoners. 


Is Attention duly paid to the religious Duties and 
moral Instructions of the Prisoners ?—All the Prisoners 
are required to attend Divine Service on Sundays, Wed- 
nesdays, and Fridays, agreeably to the 4oth Regula- 
tion, except that lately in the Case of the Mutineers, 
on a serious Design of endeavouring to make an Escapé 
by a Rush from the Chapel, it was thought adviseable 
to dispense with their Attendance in future. 


Have the Regulations, as adopted in Sessions, toge- 
ther with those ordered by Act of Parliament, been 
hung up in the Prison?—Three Editions of the Regu- 
lations have been printed, and a Number of them have 
been always left in the Office, for the Use of any Body 
in the Prison; but they have been printed in'sucha 
Form, as to render it impossible to place them against 
the Wall of the Prison. 


Might they not have been printed in a convenient 
Manner to be affixed to the Prison Wall ?— Certainly 
they might. 


Have they at any Time been read to, or otherwise 
communicated to the Prisoners in general ?—Not to my 
Knowledge. 


Have you known the Prison from its first Establish- 
ment ?—I have. 


Do you understand it to be a House of Correction, 
a Common Gaol for safe Custody, or both ?—Its origi- 
nal Purpose was for the Correction of convicted Delin- 
quents; but it has of late been made use of as a Place 
of safe Custody for Offenders of various Descriptions, 
convicted or not. 


At what Period was the Prison first applied for the 
the Two latter Purposes ?—Chiefly since the Convic- 
tion of the Mutineers at the Nore and elsewhere, and 
since the Commitment of Prisoners for Treason and 
treasonable Practices; but the Magistrates have always 
conceived themselves at Liberty to send Persons to this 


Prison for further Examination, and previous to their 
Trial. 


Were State Prisoners ever committed ey!

Are you acquainted with the printed Rules of the 
Prison ?—Yes, I am perfectly.

Do you consider the printed Rules as applying to 
Prisoners of all Descriptions, or do you consider your- 
selves authorized to use your particular Discretion as to 
State Prisoners?—The Rules were certainly originally 
framed with a particular Regard to the due Govern- 
ment of the Prison as a 7 of Correction, and the 
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Magistrates have felt themselves justified in requiring 
from Prisoners of all Descriptions a general Conformity 


to the Regulations of the Establishment. 


In point of Fact, doth the Treatment of the State 
risoners differ from that of other Prisoners ?—It differs 
very materially in many respects; in the first place 
with respect to their Food, which is much more liberally 
administered ; and in the second place with respect to 
their living in Society with each other, which is not the 
Case with other Prisoners ; and also with respect to their 
Exemption from Labour. 


[Read 8th and 25th Rules from the “ Rules, 
“ Orders, and Regulations for the Manage- 
“« ment of the New House of Correction, &c.”| 


Have the 8th and 25th Rules, as far as regards Li- 
quors, been applied to the Case of the State Prisoners ? 
—Strict Orders have been given to the Governor, from 
Time to Time, and also to the Surgeon, upon this Sub- 
ject; and the Magistrates have Reason to believe they 
have been generally complied with. 


Did = assist in the Formation of those Regulations ? 
—I did. 


In the Adoption and Formation of those Regula- 

tions, had you any Idea of their Application to State 

Prisoners confined merely for safe Custody ?—At the 

Time of the Formation of. those Rules, the Magistrates 

had it not in their Contemplation that State Prisoners 

ome ever be committed for safe Custody to that 
rison. 


Have you ever stated to Government, that the State 
of the Cold Bath Fields Prison was such as to render 
it unfit for the Reception of State Prisoners for safe 
Custody only?—Certainly not, as from the Body of 
Magistrates, although in private Conversation with 
some of the Officers of State, the Inconvenience arising 
from the Unfitness of the Prison for the Reception of 
such Prisoners has been individually stated. 


What is the Size of the separate Cells ?—I think 
Eight Feet by Six Feet Two Inches. 


What is the Height ?—From Nine to Ten Feet. 
Have those Cells any Fire Places >—None. 
Are the Windows glazed ?>—They are not. 


Are those Cells on the Ground Floor reserved for any 
particular Offenders >—No. 


Have you ever heard, on your Visitation of the Pri- 
son, any Complaint made by the Prisoners respecting 
the Dampness of the lower Cells ?—lI never recollect to 
have heard such Complaints. 


Has there been any recent Alteration made in any of 
the Cells ?—I believe in Two or more Instances Two 
Cells have of late been thrown into One. 


For what Purpose were those Two thrown into One?— 
I believe for the Accommodation of Convalescents. 


Is there any Fire Place in those Two Cells thrown 
into One ?—I believe there is. 


Is the Time of your holding Committees generally 
known at the Prison?—I believe always, the stated Days 
being the Monday subsequent to the preceding Session, 
and the Monday previous to the ensuing. 


How can you know whether a Prisoner has any rea- 
sonable Grounds of Complaint if One of the Visiting 
Magistrates do not, at every Time they attend, examine 
and inspect every Part of the Prison, and see every Pri- 
soner?—The Magistrates assembled in Committee have 
invariably required the Governor, the Surgeon, and the 
Chaplain, to state the real Circumstances of the Pri- 
soners, and to bring forward any Complaint which they 
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may have received from their Daily Visitation; and 
several Complaints have actually been brought forward 
in this Way, the Truth of which has been always en- 
quired into, and if the Grievance has been found real, 
has been redressed. 


Might not a Prisoner be locked up by the Governor, 
so as not to be able to prefer his Complaint ?—I believe 
not, because, under every Circumstance, every Prisoner 
is Daily accessible by the several Officers of the Prison, 
namely, the Surgeon and Chaplain, to whom, such Com- 
plaint might be made. 


Dr. Glasse. 


Do the Two Justices, appointed at the Sessions to 


visit the Prison Twice a Week, visit it so often >—Since 
the Appointment of a Prison Committee, the Office of 
Visiting Magistrates has been superseded, the Prison 
having been more frequently visited by individual Ma- 
gistrates, since the Appointment of the Prison Com- 
mittee, than when there were Visiting Magistrates. 


When Complaint was once made, about a Year ago, 
as to the Bread, and you had it weighed, was this Time 
of your visiting the Prison known beforehand ?—It was 
on one of the stated Days of the Committee, and must 
have been known beforehand. 


Are the Rugs used to cover the Beds of the Prisoners 
thin or thick ?—The Rugs and Blankets have been 
both produced, and examined before the Magistrates ; 
the former are as good, and the latter better than I 
have generally seen in other Places of public Recep- 
tion. 


Did you ever discover that Mr. Aris the Governor, 
or any of the Persons employed about the Prison, sold 
Malt or other Liquor to the Prisoners >—Certainly not. 
When I have seen Liquor, on my Visit at the Prison, 
brought within the Gates, I have never failed to enquire 
for what Purpose it was brought, and have always re- 
ceived for Answer, that it was for the Use of the 
Servants belonging to the Prison, and for other Persons 
employed in extraordinary Labour, for whom a certain 
Quantity of Beer, never exceeding One Pint in a Day, 
is allowed, at the Discretion of the Surgeon. 


Have _ ever had Reason to believe that Mr. Aris 
had any Interest in any Contract for feeding and cloath- 
ing the Prisoners ?—I never had. 


Have you ever had Reason to believe that he. took 
more than One Shilling per Night for lodging a Pri- 
soner in a better Manner than usual?—There are a few 
Rooms near the Entrance of the Prison, for which, by 
a Custom established long before the erecting of this 
Prison, the Sum of One Guinea per Week Ses been 
demanded and received, but not for the Governor's 
Benefit, but carried to the Account of the County. 


Did you ever know, or have you any Reason to be- 
lieve, that he has at any Time maltreated the Prisoners 
in any way whatsoever?—I have occasionally, but it 
has been very rarely, heard of the Governor striking a 
Prisoner with his Stick, and have made Enquiry con- 
cerning the Provocation ; it has always been answered, 


that it was for refractory Behaviour, and sometimes in 
Self-defence. 


You have said it has always been answered, but by 
whom ?—By the Governor. 


Is the Governor justified by the Rules in beating the 


Prisoners ?—I think not, except in Cases of Self- 
defence. 


Has he not a Power of putting a Prisoner into Irons ? 
—By the Eighteenth Rule he has that Power. 


Have you ever had Reason to believe that Mr. Aris, 
since his Appointment as Governor, has been guilty of 
any Kind of Dishonesty in the Discharge of his Office? 
—Far from it. 


In 
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In what Manner could the Prisoners get their Com- 


“———’ plaints to the Magistrates in any other Manner than 


through that of the Officers of the Prison?—I know 
none, except by Letters, by which Means Complaints 
have found their Way to the Committee; and by per- 
sonal Application to some or other of the Magistrates 
belonging to the Committee, Two or more of whom 
have very frequently gone round the Prison on the 
Committee Days, and conversed with the Prisoners. 


Can the Prisoners write Letters to the Magistrates, 
or any one else, without the Inspection of the Officers 
of the Prison?—They have conveyed such Letters to 
their Friends at the Gate, by whom they have been 
transmitted to the Magistrates sitting in Committee in 
the Prison, through the Governor. 


By what Means can their Friends send their Letters 
to the Magistrates without the Intervention of the Go- 
vernor ?>—It is a general Rule of the Prison, that all 
Letters put into the Hands of the Officer at the Gate be 
in the first Instance delivered to the Governor. 


Are the Prisoners allowed to convey their Letters to 
their Friends without the Intervention of the Gover- 
nor?—1I believe not; the Governor’s General Orders 
are, that no Paper go forth from the Prison, or be 
brought into it, without being submitted to his In- 
spection. 


Is it possible for them to do it by Stealth, Turnkeys, 
and other Servants, always being present at the Inter- 
view with their Friends y— I believe it is possible ; it has 
been often done. 


Is the Governor not paid a Salary by the County, 
and to what Amount ?>—The Governor receives a settled 
Salary of, I believe, 300/. a Year; and in Consideration 
thereof he is required, by the Thirteenth Rule, to take 
or receive to his own Use, no Fee, Gratuity, or Emolu- 
ment, except those allowed by the Table of Fees, from 
any Person whomsoever in his Custody. 


You have specified personal Application to some or 
other of the Magistrates belonging to the Committee, 
who go round the Prison on the Committee Days, and 
converse with the Prisoners, as one of the Modes by 
which the Prisoners might state their Grievances ; have 
any Complaints been at any Time made on these Occa- 
sions ?>—I believe there has in several Instances. 


Have the Magistrates, on these Occasions, satisfied 
themselves as to the Justice or Injustice of these Com- 
plaints >—I believe the Magistrates have never failed, on 
such Occasions, to make proper and diligent Enquiry 
into the Ground of the Complaint. 


Have the Friends of the Prisoners the Opportunity of 
conversing with them, upon Application ope made to 
the Magistrates >—Any Person applying to a Magistrate 
is admitted to see and converse with the Prisoner by an 
Order from such Magistrate. 


Is there any Thing to prevent the Prisoner, at that 
Interview, from stating to his Friend any Ground of 
Complaint he may have respecting his Treatment ?— 
Nothing; but this must be done in the Presence and 
within the bearing of One of the Servants of the 
Prison. 


Are you, and have you long been, conversant with 
the Management of Prisons and Houses of Correction ? 
—lI have for many Years past made personal Enquiries 
into the Care and Management of various Prisons in this 
Kingdom. 


Do the Regulations and Management observed in 
the Cold Bath Fields Prison appear to you inferior. or 
not to those of other Places of Confinement, since 
the general Reform of those Institutions has, in some 


Degree, taken place?—The Rules, for the Manage- 
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ment of this Prison, are rather a Compilation from the 
best tions established in other Prisons, under 
the best Management, and confirmed by the Experience 
of the Magistrates presiding over such Prisons, than an 
original Composition, with the Addition of such only 
as the peculiar Situation of a London Prison seemed to 
require. 


Is the habitual Inspection of the Prison by Magi- 
strates restricted to those who compose the Committee, 
or is Encouragement given to other Magistrates, whose 
Convenience it may suit, to superintend and assist in 
the due Observance of the Regulations ?—Although 
a Prison Committee is established, and only the Mem- 
bers of that Committee are summoned, it is an open 
Committee, and has been frequently attended by 
Magistrates not named as Part of the Committee; I 
believe that every Magistrate feels himself at full Liberty 
to visit, and many of them do frequently visit, the Prison 
independently of the Committee. 


Have any Inconveniencies been found to result from 
the Opportunities of Intercourse between the Prisoners 
and their Friends at large coming to see them in their 
Confinement ?—I believe that many Inconveniencies 
have arisen from surreptitious Communications between 
the Prisoners and their Friends without, and that an 
Escape of Seven Prisoners, on the 1st of April last, was 
the Result of such clandestine Communication ; it was 
impossible it could be effected otherwise ; besides which, 
it is well known that Knives, Files, and other Instru- 
ments for effecting Escape, have been conveyed in con- 
sequence of this secret Intercourse. 


Has the Prison Allowance of Food, the Prison Lodg- 
ing, Labour, and other Particulars in the Situation 
and Treatment of the Prisoners, been often found, in 
fact, to prove injurious to the Health of Persons durin 
their Confinement?—So far from it, that in severa 
Instances a gradual Amendment has taken place in the 
Prisoners Health; that several that have been long 
confined, even for the Term of Two Years, have been 
brought before the Committee previous to their Discharge, 


and have been observed to have every Appearance of 
most perfect Health. 


It should have been stated, that before any Prisoner 
is discharged he is taken before a Magistrate, who always 
asks him whether he has any Complaint to make of the 
Governor, or any of the Officers or Servants of the 
Prison, and whether he has been properly treated; I 
believe there are few Cases to the contrary.

In what respect does the Treatment of the State 
Prisoners vary from that oe the ordinary 
Regulations of the Prison?—In several Respects, re- 
specting their Diet, respecting their Lodging, and their 
living together in Society ; their Diet being much more 
liberal than that provided for other Prisoners—those 
Prisoners are also exempted from Labour. 


Have the Consequences of these Variations been 
such as to recommend their more general Adoption, 
with a View to the Health of Prisoners themselves, the 
Order and good Government of the Prison, or of the 
moral Effects which ought to be kept in View in all 
Places of Confinement ?—I have no Reason to think, 
from the Experience which the Magistrates have 
hitherto had of the Effects of this more liberal Treat- 
ment of the Prisoners, that any good — 
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the Safety of the Prison, would the System be in any

Have any Instances occurred, tending to prove, in 
a moral Point of View, the salutary Effects of the 
general System observed in the Cold Bath Fields Prison, 
with regard to Labour, Abstinence from strong Liquors 
(except in particular Cases) and occasional Solitude? 
—The Magistrates have, with Pleasure, observed that 
many good Effects, in a moral Point of View, have 
followed from a Perseverance in their System of Disci- 
pline, and that Habits of Industry have been established, 
that a Proficiency in useful Arts has been acquired, and 
the Prisoner furnished with better Means of Subsistence 
on his Discharge, than he possessed previous to his 
Commitment. 


What is the Conduct commonly observed with 
respect to Persons discharged from the Prison after any 
long Period of Confinement; and does it vary accord- 
ing to their good or bad Behaviour in the Prison ?— 
The Twenty-ninth Rule, respecting the Governor's 
Conduct previous to the Discharge of the Prisoner, is 
absolute; and he is required to see that every such 
Prisoner be taken before a Magistrate, to be examined 
respecting his legal Settlement, and his future Dis- 
posal; and, in point of Fact, the Relation of the Pri- 
soner, or some other Person in a creditable Situation, 
has frequently appeared, and become responsible for 
placing the Prisoner in a State of immediate Employ- 
ment. 


Has there been any Occasion on which the System 
of Discipline established in the Cold Bath Fields Prison, 
and the practical Effects of it, have received an ho- 
nourable Testimony of Approbation from any of the 
Judges?—The Magistrates reflect, with great Satis- 
faction, on a Message conveyed to them by the Lord 
Chief Justice of the King's h, near the latter End 
of November 1798, in the following Terms: “ That his 
“* strongest Approbation is a cold Manner of expressing 
the Sentiments he entertains of the Conduct of those, 
whose singular and laudable Attention in superintend- 
ing the Arrangement of the Prison, has so importantl 
contributed to the very useful Purposes for which it is 
intended ; that the Public, and indeed every Indivi- 
dual who forms a Part of it, must feel the Obligation 
of such essential Services.” 


When these Rules for the Regulation of the Prison 
were made, was it in Contemplation that Prisoners 
would be committed there for safe Custody only ?— 
1 am very sensible, that when the Rules were formed, 
it was in Contemplation to receive within the House 
of Correction Prisoners for Trial, to be kept in safe 
Custody, and also for further Examination; but I 
find, on a Reference to the Minutes of the Prison 
Committee, taken soon after its Establishment, that 
such Inconveniencies were found to arise from receiving 
Prisoners of that Description, as to induce the Com- 
mittee to recommend it to the Magistrates not to send 
Prisoners to the House of Correction, who were only 
committed for Re-examination, or for Trial, except on 
special Occasions ; because Prisoners in that Situation 
require Intercourse with their Attornies, which disturbs 
the Order and Tranquillity of the Prison. 


When they were committed on these special Occasions, 
were they.confined to separate Cells ?—Generally so, 
except in Cases which have been already mentioned, 
when Prisoners, capable of paying for that Indulgence, 
have been permitted to have the Use of a more commo- 
dious Apartment. 


What Allowance of Food have Prisoners committed 
for further Examination?—They who have Friends 
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capable of supplying them, have been permitted to 
receive Food over and above the Prison Allowance, 
which is the same with that of the other Prisoners. 


Have they any greater Indulgence than the other 
Prisoners, in respect of seeing their Friends? —Persons 
committed for Trial, or for Re-examination, are allowed 
such Intercourse with their Friends as may be needful to 
prepare them for their Defence; nor is there any other 
Difference. 


What was the Occasion of your Conversation with 
the Officers of State respecting the Unfitness of the 
Prison for the Reception of State Prisoners >—The In- 
dulgence which such Prisoners expect has been found 
to militate against the quiet and peaceful Nature of that 
Confinement, for which the House of Correction seems 
more immediately calculated. 


Is the Committee then to understand, that the 
Nature of the Objections stated against these Persons 
being committed to the Prison was, rather that they were 
unfit for the Prison than that the Prison was unfit for 
them ?—I think that Prisoners of that Description are 
less fit to be committed to the House of Correction than 
to any other Prison; and that the House of Correction 
is less fit to receive such Prisoners, than any other Place 
of Confinement. 


Did you state the Prison as ill suited to State Pri- 
soners, independent of the Effect of their distinct 
Treatment, Situation, and Conduct, in relation to good 
Order and Management of the other Prisoners ?— 
I stated, that the House of Correction appeared to be 
unfit for the Reception of such Prisoners, on the 
grounded Experience, that more Disorder has pre- 
vailed within the Prison in the Course of the last 
Twelve Months, since which Time such Prisoners have 
been committed, than in any preceding Period of 
Time; and which I conceive to have arisen from such 
Prisoners not being subject to the ordinary Discipline 
of the Prison ; independent of these Effects, this Prison 
is as fit as any other. 


Whether any Instance is known of a Prisoner apply- 
ing to a Magistrate for Permission to see his Friends, 
have ever been refused ?—I know of none. 


Have the Friends of any Prisoner ever been refused 
Access to him ?—This Question I can only answer with 
respect to myself: During Burkes’ Confinement, a 
Person from Norwich, who. called himself a Graduate 
of the University of Cambridge, obtained an Order 
from some Magistrate to visit the said Burkes; but his 
Conversation, in the Presence of the Governor, was of 
so dangerous a Nature, and of which the Governor had 
informed me, that upon his Application to me for a 
second Order, I felt it to be my Duty to refuse him. I 
never should have refused a first Interview.

Did you keep them for any Length of Time locked 
up in that Room ?>—They were removed the next Night, 
I think, into separate Apartments. 


When they were put into separate Apartments, did 
you keep them locked up?—They were locked up, ex- 
cept. Two Hours in the Day. 


When did Government first think fit to allow.to each 
State Prisoner 138. 4d. per Week for his Maintenance? 
—I think about the oth of June last— Ballard knows 
better. 


Was it in consequence of any Complaint, that this 
Allowance of 13s. 4d. was granted?—There was. no 
Complaint to me ; I went tothe Treasury, and. Mr. Wick- 
ham gave me that Order without any Application to 
me. 


Did those Manchester: Prisoners: ever complain that 
they had not the same Allowance as the Prisoners con- 
fined in Newgate ?—They never did. 


From March 1798, the Time of their Commitment, 
until. the gth of June 1798, the Time of the Govern- 
ment’s Allowance, did they not live entirely, for Three 
Days in the Week, upon One Pound of Bread per Day, 
and Water only for their Drink? —Yes ; the Manchester 
People having no Friends in London, lived the same as 
People under Conviction, namely, Meat and Broth 
Four Days in the Week, and Bread and Water the other 
Three. 


What is the longest Period that any Prisoner has been 
kept in absolute solitary Confinement at one and the 
same Time?—There have been some locked up for 
Three or Four Months for improper Behaviour and im- 
proper Conduct. I recollect One Instance: A Man by 
the Name of Hii/, who threatened to run a Knife into 
one of the Servants; I ordered him to be kept locked 
up as°a Punishment for that Threat for Three or Four 
Months ; I believe that even that Man’s Cell was opened’ 
every Morning for him to go and wash himself. 


Is it entirely at your Discretion to lock up Prisoners 
for any Length of Time you please >—I never have locked 
any up without having acquainted the Magistrates after 
they have been locked up; I have that Discretion 
in the first Instance; I could not otherwise govern the 
Prison. ; 


Was there any Thing in that Room that the M/an- 
chester People could sleep upon the first: Night they were 
put in?—I think about Two Ton of dried Oakum. 


Were there any Windows to that’ Room ?—TI think 
there are Five Windows, with Shutters, such as before 
described. 


Do you know whetherany County Allowance is given 
to Prisoners in Newgate?—I do not. 


[Mr. Aris produces Two Books. ] 


Are the Books now produced Originals or Copies ?— 
The Magistrates Book is a Copy, the. other is. the 
Governor's Journal, and the only one that is kept. 


By whom is the Governor’s Journal kept?—By Tho- 
mas. Nicholson, the Clerk. 


From whom doth he receive his Information ?>— From 
me; if any Occurrence happens in the Prison I give 
him Orders to write it down. 


Does. not some. Occurrence, more or less important, 
Daily take place in, the prison?—No, not. every. Day ; 
trifling Things happen not worth Notice. : 
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Can the Magistrates judge of the Occurrences of the 
Prison on those: Days they do:not visit, by any other 


Means than by Reference to the Journal, or a Report sper , 


from you ?—Not that I know of. 


State the Reasons why the Occurrences of Days, _ Mr. Aris 


Weeks, and Months, are omitted in the Journal >—The 
Clerk is here who keeps the Book; but I know there 
has been no Entry in my Journal since the 25th of Janu- 
ary; there has not been any Thing material to enter in 
the Journal. 


Are you, as Governor, acquainted with the Third 
printed Rule of the Prison, and why is not that Rule 
attended to?—I am acquainted with it; the keeping of 
the Journal is the Duty of the Clerk. 


Do the Lyra, Magistrates inspect your Journal? — 
Very often they do. 


Have they expressed no Dissatisfaction?—I believe 
Dr. Glasse has. 


When ?—I- don’t recollect; he has Once, Twice, or 
Three Times, in Conversation with me. 


Doth the Journal give an accurate Account as far as 
it is kept >—I believe it does. 


From the 11th of September 1798 to the 31st October 
1798, were there precisely Twenty Men and Six Women 
indisposed — that Period, neither more or less?— 
That Report of People being ill is improperly kept. 


Can you explain it?—The Doctor reports them to me. 
and I tothe Clerk ; the Account is not accurate; I have 
often mentioned it. 


In point of Fact, is any real Journal kept ?—There is 
no other Journal kept but this. ‘ 


Is there any Account kept of the Time when Prison- 
ers are committed and discharged?—There is a Book 
kept for that Purpose. 


Have you seen any Effect in the Conduct of your 
Prisoners from the Visit of any Person or Persons to 
the Prison ?>— Yes, I have. 


State what: Effect?—I have found a great deal of 
Difference in the Behaviour of the Mutineers, in par- 
ticular since the Visit of Sir Francis Burdett, and of 
no other Person that I recollect. Since the Visit of 
Sir Francis Burdett, 1 have had a Conversation with 
several of the Mutineers, named Doughty, Hewes, Young, 
Ambrule, and Pilton, in consequence of the Visits. After 
I received a Letter from the Duke of Portland not to 
admit Sir Francis Burdett, it was very soon known in the 
Prison, and those People seemed very much disappointed 
it was stopped. I asked Doughty whether he had ever 
heard of Sir Francis Burdett before he saw him ; he said 
he had not; I asked him, did he not wonder he should 
take so much Pains, and stay so long to talk to him; he 
said he did wonder that he should; I then asked his 
Opinion, why that Gentleman should stop so long with 
him; he said the Opinion of the Sailors was, that that 
Gentleman was come to do away the Rules and Orders, 
and that it would be much better for them. I have had 
nearly the same Conversation with the other Men, and 
they were all of the same Opinion. 


Have these Visits had any other bad Effects with re- 
ard to the Conduct of the Prison?—No, except in the 
ase of a Servant of mine, by the Name of Joel Rance ; 

I think it was the next Day after Sir Francis Burdett had 
been there the last Time; he came into the Office to 
me, and said my Son had mentioned he was kept out of 
Charity, and that he did not wish to stop in the Prison 
I told him, if he did not wish to stay he 
might go; and I paid him what was his due. He said 
he should never get another Place. I asked him why ? 
He said the Place had got so infamous a Character - 
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did not expect to get another I asked him 


Place, 
whether he had been told so? He said he had Outside 
’ of the Walls. I told him he could have contradicted 
that, as he knew it was not true.~-Green, a Prisoner, 
came to me the next Day, and understood that Joel was 


gone, and said that Sir Francis Burdett had got him 
away: How do you know that? Joel told me if he would 
leave that Place he would get him a better, or provide 
for him, which I told to Mr. Ford, who took it down in 
Writing from Green’s Mouth. About Three Weeks ago 
I found the Iron of Joseph Hewes off. I asked him, 
how he got it off? he said, Joel Rance gave him a File, 
for which he paid 4 ¢d.; he sawed his Iron off with it, 
and produced the File to me: I thought it honest in the 
Man, and ordered his Irons to be took off. I have 
found a Rivet Screw in the Possession of one Saul: I 
never saw a Thing of that Kind before. A Rivet Screw 
is placed in lieu of the Bolt, and can be undone by the 
Prisoner. 


Have any other Gentlemen, besides the Magistrates 
and Sir Francis Burdett, visited the Prison ?>—Yes, 
frequently. 

In consequence of such Visits have you seen any 
Alteration in the Conduct of the Mutineers, or other 
Prisoners ?—I have not. 


What is done with the Money a Prisoner may have 
in his Possession upon his Commitment?—I don’t 
know, We do not take their Money; we take Knives, 
&e. 

Withdrew. 


Mr. Nicholson, 
Called in, and Examined. 


What is your Office in the Prison?—I am Clerk to 
the House of Correction. 


[The Books produced by Mr. Aris shewn to the 
Witness. | 


Are those Books copied by you?—Yes, from the 
Copy of the Minutes in the Magistrates Book, and from 
the Governor's Journal, and are exact Copies. 


Who makes the Entries in the rough Books?—The 
Magistrates keep one, and I the other. 


How do you acquire your Information of what passes 
in the Prison ?—By being constantly in the Prison, and 
hearing from the Servants what passes. 


Doth the Governor give you any Information ?—He 
doth, and I enter it in the Book. 


Do you do this Daily, or at Intervals from Recollec- 
tion?—No, Daily. 

Do Days, Weeks, and Months elapse without any 
Occurrence worth enteringy—The Books are sent to 
Hicks’s Hall, and in the mean Time I make my Entries 
on Paper; and since the 25th of January there has not 
been any particular Occurrence worth entering. 


Do you not know that Occurrences of great Moment 
took place between the 14th December 1798 and the 
25th of January 1799 ?— Yes, but I received no Orders 
to enter them. 

Withdrew.

Mr. Aris, 
Called in, and further Examined. 


«in she Deposition before Mr. Ford you oe ta 
ir Francis Burdett, upon 7 Dengieys ob- 
served that it was very cold in ; im your Ex- 
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amination at the General Quarter Sessions, om the 
10th Day of January 1799, you state that Sir Francis said 


to Dougie n first seeing him, ‘“ Do you not_feel 
very cold?” which of these Two Statements is correct ? 
—The last is correct. 


You state in your Examination, that you all went into 
Deashey's Cell, and shut the Door and staid near Half 
an Hour to determine whether it was cold or not; you 
do not notice this Part of the Transaction im your Depo- 
sition before Mr. Ford; is your Examination correct in 
this Particular?— Yes, it is. 


In your Deposition you state, that Sir Francis Burdett 
said, upon seeing Davis, “ Well, Davis, how are you?” 
In your Examination you state, that upon seeing Davis, 
he said, ‘“ You look very thin;” which of these State- 
ments is correct'—I think he said; upon opening the 
Cell, ““ How are you, Davis?”—He said “ Poorly;” 
he then said, “ You look very thin.” 


You have stated in your Examination, that the Ques- 
tions of Sir Francis Burdett, and the Answers of the 
Prisoners, were preconcerted ;.in your Deposition you 
have not stated this Opinion; what are your Grounds 
for believing that the Questions and. Answers were pre- 
concerted ?—-The Reason why I believe so is, because 
I have been told so by Three or Four of the Mutineers, 
Chart, Pilton, Hewes, &c.; they told me that Joe! Rance, 
after the First Time Sir Francis was there, had used to 
take Letters out of the Prison for a Man named Pajater, 
a Mutineer, and bring Letters in for him; I then be- 
lieved that it was so, as Sir Francis, in one of his Visits, 
asked to see Two particular People, one by the Name of 
Jones, who was confined in a distant Part of the Prison, 
and a Conversation took e between them; and I did 
suspect that Sir Francis had received Information from 
those Letters of the Names and Situations of the par- 
ticular Prisoners. I do perfectly recollect that I was 
informed by one of the Mutineers, that Painter, a Muti- 
neer, had received a Letter from Sir Francis Burdett ; 
I think Chart, one of the Mutineers, told me so; I 
think this Information was given to me after Sir Fran- 
cis’s First Visit; I told it to some of the Magistrates, 
but I do not recollect to whom. 


Was this Information before or after Sir Francis’s 
Second Visit ?—I do not recollect; I think it was after 
the First. 


Was it before or after the Third Visit ?>—It was before 
the Third Visit. 


When did you communicate this Information to the 
Magistrates ?—I don’t recollect. 


Was it before or after Sir Francis’s Third Visit you 
mentioned it to the Magistrates ?—I do not recollect. 


Whether the Deposition taken by Mr. Ford, was read 
over to you after it had been reduced to Writing?—I 


think it was ; certainly it must. 


Do you remember these Words being read to you, 
viz. “ Besides having Opportunities of getting further 
** Provision, either from what their Friends send them, 
“ or they could buy?”——T do not recollect it was read 
to me; f should have particularly noticed it; because 
no Prisoner under Conviction is allowed to buy Pro- 
visions ; they are provided for by the County. 

What induced you to go to Mr. Ford, and make this 
Deposition ?—I went to Mr. Ford to relate to him that 
something was, or would go on improperly in the Prison, 
in consequence of Sir France's Visit; 1 then told)him 


that Sir Francis had a Conversation with Mr. Despard 
at the Gate in gomg out, and Mr. Courtenay was with 
him, and some other Person, F think his Name was 


Bosville. 
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volantary Act of your own ; or did any peer ene it 
to * PA volunenty Act of my own, as | thought it 
a Part of my Duty. | 

Are you not ordered to suffer no Conversation what- 
soever between Prisoners and those who merely come to 
visit the Prison ?—I have no such Order. 


Do you ever suffer them ?— Yes, 


Is it always in the Presence of yourself, or one of 
your Servants ?—Always. 


What was the Conversation between Mr. and Mrs. 
Despard, Sir Francis Burdett, Mr. Courtenay, and Mr. 
Bosville ?—I don’t recollect. I think it was after the 
Second Visit 1 went to Mr. Ford. After Sir Francis and 
the other Two Gentlemen were gone, I asked Colonel 
Despard who they were; and that makes me think it 
was after the Second Visit. 


Have you not stated, in your Examination before the 
Magistrates, on the 10th of January 1799, that Sir 
Francis Burdett, the Second Time, was accompanied by 
One Person only?—Yes; the First Time there were 
Two Persons with Sir Francis. 


What induced you to think, that if you did not 
make Application to Mr. Ford, something would go on 
wrong in the Prison?—I took Notice of Sir Francis 
having a Conversation with the People that were com- 
mitted for Sedition, and the Mutineers, taking no 
Notice of any other Prisoners in the Prison, and I had 
very often been insulted by the People who are com- 
mitted for Sedition ; I thought it right to let Mr. Ford 
or Mr. Wickham know that such a Gentleman had 
visited the Prison, and he particularly wished to see 
these Prisoners. 


Do you here allude to the last Visit of Sir Francis 
Burdett ?—No ; I think it was the Second. 


Why did you admit Sir Francis the Third Time ?— 
I never suffered Sir Francis to come into the Prison with- 
out an Order; he produced one ; I obeyed it. 


Why then did you not, immediately after the Second 
Visit, communicate your Apprehensions either to 
Mr. Ford or some Visiting Magistrate?—It was after 
the Second I did. 


Did Sir Francis Burdett ever visit the Prison, or 
attempt to visit the Prison, without an Order from a 
Magistrate ?—-Never, that I know of. 


Did he ever visit the Prison alone >—He never did. 


Had you an Opportunity, between the Second and 
Third Visit of Sir Francis Burdett to the Prison, of 
communicating to Dr. Glasse your Apprehensions 
arising from the Visits of Sir Francis Burdett ?@—I don’t 
recollect I had. 


Did Dr. Glasse give any Notice to you concerning the 
Admission of Sir Francis Burdett ?—One of the Visits 
was an Order from Dr. Glasse ; I think the Second. 


Did you feel any Apprehension that any Thing would 
go wrong in the Prison upon the First Visit of Sir 
Francis Burdett ?—No, I did not. 


Did Sir Francis Burdett, on his Three several Visits 
to the Prison, bring an Order of Admission from Three 
different Magistrates, or from the same?—The First 
from Mr. Conant, the Second Dr. Glasse, and the Third 
Mr. Conant. 


At what Time did 
your Custody, in the 
25th of April 1798. 

In what Part of your Prison did you confine him ?— 


In what is called the North Front. 
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Was he in a separate Cell ?7+—Yes. 


State what Furniture there was in that Cell?-—A Bed. 
and Bedstead, a Rug, and a Blanket. 


Were the Windows glazed ?—No.

Mr. Apis. 


What Allowance of Provision had Colonel Despard : 


at that Time? He was provided for by Ballard ; and, 
besides that, he had the same Allowance as that which 
other Prisoners have under Examination. 


Had he the Government Allowance of 138. 4d.?—- 
No, not at first; not till, I think, the oth of June. 


Has Colonel Despard been confined a close Prisoner, 
or has he been allowed to go out ?—Ever since he has 
been in the Prison, he has always had Liberty to go out 
into a Yard, which is about Seventy Feet long, and a 
Part is shedded over, and he has Access to that the 
Whole of the Day ; I don’t recollect he has ever been 
locked up the Whole of the Day. 


Has Colonel Despard had any Opportunity of seeing 
his Wife and Family since his Confinement ?—Twice a 
Week nearly from the Beginning. 


Was he alone when the Meeting of his Wife and 
Family took place?—He was alone. 


Were they in the same Room, or was it through a 
Grating >—Not through a Grating, but in the same 
Room; the Gate was unlocked for the Pu of 
Mrs. Despard’s going to Colonel Despard ; and they used 
to walk in the Garden Two or Three Hours together, 
without any other Person being with them; the Garden 
is on the Right Hand on entering the Prison. 


At what Time was Colonel Despard removed from 
the Cell, in which he was originally confined, to 
another Room ?—On the 25th of November 1798— 
[Produces the Duke of Portland’s Order of 24th 
Nowember.| 


What passed between you and Colonel Despard when 
ou informed him of the Duke of Portland’s Order?— 
told him I had received that Order for him to be re- 
moved, with the others, into a Room ; he told me he did 
not wish to go with them, for he would much rather stop 
where he was, than go with the other Prisoners ; I then 
told him he should go into a Room, which I had vacant, 
alone, and he did so; that Room is boarded, and has 
Two large glazed Windows, is the uppermost Room in 
the Prison, in which there is a Fire the whole Day ; 
there is a Table and Chair, Bed and Bedstead. 


Did he ever make any Complaint to you of his 
Situation >— Never. 


Did he ever make any to the Magistrates, that you 
know of ?— Never. 


When had Mrs. Despard first Access to him ?— 
Almost immediately after his being confined; within 
Two or Three Days; if Colonel Despard had had any 
Complaint to make, he had divers Opportunities, 
having been frequently in the Lodge, or walking in the 
Garden, when the Magistrates have been there. 


Was the Cell, in which Colonel Despard was origi- 
nally confined, generally dry?—As dry as this Room. 


Was it in that State during the Whole of his Confine- 
ment in it ?—I think it was. 


What was the Height of the Cell ?—I think Nine 
Feet, and Nine Feet long.. 


Are there Two Turnkeys in the Prison by the Names 
of Joseph and Oliver ?—Oliver is. 


Have the Prisoners at Time entrusted ‘their 
Money to your Care, with a View to put it out to In- 
terest, or for any other Purpose ?—I had a we + | 
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Wardell, placed Eight Guineas in my Hands, which I 
returned to him when his Time was. out. 


Have you ever asked the Prisoners to lend you 
Money ?—No. 


Have you ever borrowed Money of them?— I have. 


When, and of whom?—Yes, I have; and gave 
Security for it. 


Did you ever agree to pay any Interest >—Yes, I did, 
and repaid the Money again. I have borrowed Money 
of Two or Three different Prisoners, but have always 
repaid them. 


What Description of Prisoners did you borrow it of ? 
— Prisoners for Misdemeanors. 
Withdrew. 


Mercurii, 20° die Martii, 1799- 
The Hon. Valentine Lawless, 


Called in, and Examined. 


Have you visited the Cold Bath Fields Prison since the 
Month of April last, and how often?—Only Twice. 


At what Times ?—I cannot be positive; I think about 
the 19th of November and 26th of November. 


Did you see Colonel Despard on the 19th of Novem- 
ber ?—I did. 


Was he at that Time confined in a Cell >—He was. 


Can you form any Idea of the Size of that Cell?— 
Nearly about Seven Feet Square, perhaps less. 


Had the Cell any Fire Place ?—No. 


Did it appear to you to be damp ?—The’ Floor was 
very wet. 


What Articles of Furniture were in the Cell?—I 
observed none but a Bed. 


Was there any Bedstead ?—The Bed was raised from 
the Ground ; there was not what I generally call a Bed- 
stead ; it must have been a Bench, or Planks, that 
raised it from the Ground. 


Was that Bench, or those Planks, fastened to the 
Wall?—They were in contact with the Wall; I did not 
examine the Bed very minutely. 


Do you know whether Colonel Despard was allowed 
to set his Foot in the’'Garden of the Prison ?—I knew 
from him, and from his Wife, he was not; the Gaoler 
informed me that he was. 


Were you acquainted with Colonel Despard previous 
to his Commitment to Prison?—For some Time; I 
have known his Family for a long Time. 


Did his Health appear to have been injured by his 
Confinement ?—It appeared so to me; I asked Colonel 
Despard the Reason of his having the Heels of his Shoes 
down, and his Feet muffled in Flannel; he told me that 
the Severity of the Weather had given him Ulcers on his 
Heels ; also he mentioned he had an Attack of the 
Rheumatism, which took away the Use of one of his 
Arms. 


Did Colonel Despard complain to you of his having 
been treated with Severity in the Prison?—I stated to 
Colonel Despard, that I had heard from his Wife, that 
he had been confined Seven Months in a Stone Cell ; 
that for the first Six Weeks he had nothing but the 
common Gaol Allowance, unless he paid a very extra- 
vagant Price, but after that she, from repeated Appli- 
cations, got him a pecuniary Allowance of 138. 4d. per 
-Week, I also was informed by her, that he was only 
allowed One Hour in the Twenty-four during. the first 
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Part of his Imprisomment, for the Purpose of washing, 
and that then he was obliged to-use. his, Chamber, Pot, 
not having a Bason ; she also informed me, he had nei- 
ther Chair, Table, Knife, or Fork, and that she. had 
brought him Books several Times, which the Gaoler 
received, but never gave to him ; she shewed me Copies 
of several Letters, which she had written to the Duke 
of Portland and to Mr. Wickham, which she told me had 
no other Success than that of getting him the» pecuniary 
Allowance : I stated this to Colonel Despard, and Colonel 
Despard agreed in the Truth of the Whole, as to his 
Treatment. 


Do you know whether Colonel Despard was allowed 
to have Access to a Fire during the Hour in which he 
was allowed to be out of his Cell? —I cannot positively 
say. ’ 

Do you know whether Mrs. Despard was allowed to 
have Access to the Colonel previously to the Time of 

our first visiting the Prison?—I can only speak from 
Mrs. Despara’s rich to me. 


Did Colonel Despard, or his Wife, inform you that 
he was not permitted to go into the Yard of the Prison? 


—No. 


Did the Damp on the Floor of the Cell appear to 
arise from its having been recently washed, or from the 
Effects of the Weather ?—It appeared to me to be the 
Effect of the Rain; which had got under the Door; 
there was a small Aperture above and below the Door, 
and it appeared to me, as it was a driving Rain that Day 
it had got in there. : 


Did Colonel Despard state, that the same Thing took 
place whenever there was a driving Rain?—I cannot 
positively say he did; he said the Cell was frequently 
wet. 


Did the Colonel or Mrs. Despard ever state, that they 
were permitted to walk in the Garden of the Prison, 
previous to the 19th of November ?—No. 


Did Colonel Despard tell you, that his, rheumatic 
Complaint and Ulcers arose from the Dampness of the 
Cell?—He did not attribute his Rheumatism to any 
particular Circumstance, but he attributed his. sore 
Heels to the Snow which was in the Yard, and to the 
Frost which got into the Cell; I apprehend they were 
Chilblains. 


Did Colonel Despard ever say to you, that he was 
accustomed to have Chilblains in cold Weather >—No. 


Did Colonel Despard state to you, at that Time, 
that he had applied for medical Assistance?>—He did 
not. 


Did you recommend to Colonel Despard to apply for 
medical Assistance >—No. 


Inform the Committee, whether you saw Colonel 
Despard at the Time of your Second Visit ?—I did. 


Was he in the same Cell in which you found him on 
your former Visit ?—No. 


Inform the Committee where he was, and in what 
State you found him ?—I found him in a Room by him- 
self, with a Fire. 


What Articles of Furniture were there in the Room? 
—Nothing but a Bed. 


Did Colonel Despard make any Complaint to you of 
his Treatment?—In consequence of Questions put 
by me to him, he informed me of the Particulars before 
stated. 


After you had asked him One or Two Questions, did 
he proceed to give rs a full Account, or was you obli 
to‘draw it from him Question by Question ?—The 


greater Part of the Account I was obliged to draw from 
him 
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Mr. Reeves. 
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wentifurther than the direct Point I asked. 
Withdrew. 


John. Reeves, Esquire, 


Called in, and Examined. 


Have you, since the Month of April last, frequently 
visited the Cold Bath Fields Prison ?—Not frequently ; 
T have been there twice ; once in November, about the 
2oth, and the next Time, in the Month of January, 
about the latter End. 


Had you any particular Reason for visiting it in No- 
vember ?—An Irish Gentleman, a Mr. Lawless, had 
frequently represented to me that Colonel Despard was 
under very strict Confinement, and suffered great Hard- 
ships ; to which I had given no Attention, not believing 
it to be a Confinement that was improper, till this Time 
in the Month of November, when, upon his repeating it, 
and the Weather being severe, I thought I would-go and 
see with my own Eyes, being a Magistrate of the Coun- 
ty, what Sort of Confinement it was. We got into a 
Hackney Coach, Mr. Lawless and 1, and then I went 
to the Prison for the First Time. 


Did you find the Representation made by Mr. Law- 
less, on the Part of Colonel Despard, to be true ?—I 
cannot answer to the Whole of that; I had heard many 
Particulars that I did not enquire into, but I observed 
the Place where he was, which I can describe, and 
which any Body may see. 


Was the Cell in which Colonel Despard was confined 
damp ?—I cannot say I noticed any Symptoms of Damp- 
ness, but the Door opened into the outward Air, and 
any Person can judge, as well as myself, whether such 
a Place is subject to Dampness. 


Was the Cell exposed to be made wet with a driving 
Rain from the Situation of the Door, or from any. other 
Cause ?>—There was nothing I noticed but the Manner 
in which the Door shut upon the Threshold, that was 
when I was there the Second Time with the Surveyor 
and some Magistrates ; it was then agreed, that if there 
was a beating Rain upon the Door, it would most likely 
enter under the Door. 


Was it stated to you that any Damp had got under 
the Door ?—I do not remember that Particular. 


What Furniture was there in the Cell?—I do not 
remember seeing any Furniture but the Bedding, which 
lay upon the Bedstead. 


Did Colonel Despard make any Complaints to you of 
the Treatment he received ?—-He made no Complaint 
at all to me neither of the Times; I saw him each 
Time. 


Did Colonel Despard know that you was a Magis- 
trate >—I do not know that he did. 


Did you make any Representations to Government, 
or to the Acting Magistrates, in consequence of your 
Visit to the Prison ?—I immediately went in the same 
Hackney Coach down to Whitehall, and not finding Mr. 
Wickham,.1 wrote a private Letter to him, saying, that I 
had frequently been pressed to interpose about Colonel 
Despard’s Confinement ; that I had not been induced to 
attend to such Representations till the severe Weather 
had setin; that I had that Morning gone to the Place 
as a rity prone to see it with my own Eyes, and that I 
took the..Liberty of submitting to him, to be laid before 
the Duke of Portland, if he thought proper, that the 
Sort of Confinement, which Colonel Despard was in, in 
that ‘Season of the Year, was,.in myoQOpinion,. more 
severe: than -was - for ‘a Persdn: committed. on 
—" for safe Gustody only, being @ Person of Rank 
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in the Army, and who had served His Majesty as:a,Go- R 


vernor Abroad ;.that I did not pretend to.any any Thing 
as to any supposed Crime; I spoke merel 
of his Confinement in that Season of the y 
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the Nature © continued: 
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I added, there were some other Persons confined in, the Mr...Reeves 
same Range of Cells, of whom I did not pretend to say “~~~” 


any Thing, but it would be for the Duke to determine 
whether he would give the same Easement to all of them. 


In what State of Health did Colonel Despard appear 
to be when you saw him, and made your Representation ? 
—I did not notice any Thing respecting his Health, nor 
did I hear any Thing from him, and I saw him twice that 
Day, once in the Court where the Cells are, and once 
in the Clerk’s Room. 


Did Mr. Lawless state to you, that the Health of 
Colonel Despard had suffered in consequence of his 
severe Treatment?—He did; but I myself made no 
Enquiries about it. I found him walking up and down 
the Yard as the other Prisoners were. 


Was any Notice given of your Intention to visit the 
Prison before your Arrival there >—There could be no 
Notice, for the going there was a sudden Determination 
of mine upon Mr. Lawless repeating his Representations. 
Upon our Arrival there, I desired Mr. Lawless to go 
with the Keeper, as Colonel Despard might speak more 
freely to him than to me, staying myself in the Clerk’s 
Room. Mr. Lawless came back, said he had seen the 
Place, and talked to him, and desired I would go and 
see it also: Before this Mr. Aris had come into the 
Clerk's Room, and we all went together to the Yard, 
and to the Cell; it was then I found Colonel Despard 
standing in the Yard. 


When did Mr. Lawless first make a Representation 
to you. of Colonel versie’ Situation ?—I think it must 
be as far back as the Month of June. 


Did you examine the Bedstead in Colonel Despard’s 
Room ?—-I did not examine the Bedstead or Bedding, 
but it seemed to me, looking at it at a Distance, with- 
out Examination, to be much such a Bed as may be seen 
in Long Chamber, and such as I have slept in myself at 
Eton. 


Was it placed against the Wall?— It was; it was 
close to the Wallon Three Sides. 


Was Mr. Lawless a long Time with Colonel Despard 
before he returned to you?—It might, perhaps, be Ten 
Minutes. 


Did you leave the Prison before Mr. Lawless ?—No, 
we came away together. 


Did Mr. Lawless ever tell you by what Means he had 
heard of the severe Treatment of Colonel Despard?—I 
think I understood it was from the Information of Colo- 
nel Despard’s Wife, who used to be permitted to see 
him. 


Did you ever visit the Prison after your Application 
to the Duke of Portland?—I did not, except the Visit I 
before mentioned, the latter Part of January, which was 
during the Examination made by the Magistrates at the 
Sessions House into the State of the Prison. One Morn- 
ing, when we broke up, I proposed to several of the 
Magistrates to go there, wishing myself again to see the 
Place, which ¥ had not sufficiently noticed when I made 
the First Visit: Mr. Groves and Mr. Soane; both of them 
Surveyors, were of the Party, and it was with them we 
had the Discussion about the Structure of the Door, as 
before mentioned. 


Did you, then see Colonel Despard?—-I then saw ,Co- 
lonel: Despard,: once walking in a. Yard, and, afterwards 
when we all went to see the new: Room that, he’ was put 
into upstairs : I staid behind the Magistrates upon that 
Occasion, and had some Conversation with him. = 
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Had Colonel Despard better Accommodation than 
upon your First Visit, previous to your Representation 
to Mr. Wickham ?—He was in a Room upstairs, with a 
Fire and Glass Windows ; he expressed himself very 
thankful for the Change, and he said he was very 
comfortable. 


Had he any Chair or Table?—Yes, he had. 


State the particular Periods of the Distance of Time 
you saw Colonel Despard on your first Visit?—I do 
not remember whether he came with us into the 


Clerk’s Room, or whether he followed us. 
Withdrew.

Mr. Jackson, 
Called in, and Examined. 


Have you visited the Cold Bath Fields Prison since the 
Month of Apri/ last, and how often ?—Only once, about 
the 8th of September. Withdrew. 


William Wickham, Esquire, 
Called in, and Examined. 


Do you recollect about what Time the first Repre- 
sentation was made to you relative to Colonel Despard’s 
Situation in the Cold Bath Fields Prison ?—I cannot 
exactly recollect; but I can produce all the Letters 
received at the Office from Mrs. Despard—-The First is 
a Letter without a Date, but think it was sent soon 
after the Commitment of Colonel Despard —The Second 
Letter is without a Date—The Third is a Letter from 
me addressed to the Keeper of the Cold Bath Fields 
Prison, dated 4th May 1798; I also gave a verbal 
Instruction to the Keeper of the Prison to allow Colonel 
Despard to have any Books, except those of a political 
Nature.—I have another Letter from Mrs. Despard to 
Mr. Ford, without a Date, but which I think was writ- 
ten subsequent to the 4th of AZay, and previous to the 
5th of June—I understood from Mr. Ford that he had 
told Mrs. Despard that the proper Person to address 
was the Duke of Portland or me, in consequence of 
which I received a Letter, which I now produce. 
[Produces a Letter from Mrs. Despard to Mr. Wickham, 
dated 6th June.] I never received any other Letters, 
except perhaps a Card, wishing to see me.—I imme- 
diately carried the last Letter to the Duke of Portland, 
who considered the Whole of it, and directed me to send 
for the Gaoler, and give these general Instructions, with- 
out entering into a Detail, that Colonel Despard should 
receive every Indulgence that the Nature of the Com- 
mitment, keeping in View the Nature of the Warrant 
in which the Word “ close” is used, and by which I 
understand “ separate Confinement, and the Safety of 
“ his Person,” for which he was strictly answerable, 
would possibly admit, but paying Attention to Colonel 
Despard’s Situation in Life, provided his Conduct should 
merit it. 


What were the Reasons which induced Government, 
consistent with your Knowledge, to commit Colonel 
rd to separate Confinement in a House of Cor- 
rection, in place of sending him to Newgate or any other 
Prison ?—I humbly conceive that there are some of the 
Reasons which I cannot, consistently with my official 
Duty, or with the public Safety, at present disclose ; there 
are others which I conceive may be revealed: At the 
Moment when Colonel Despard was arrested, the Arrest 
of a very considerable Number of Persons was imme- 
diately in contemplation ; it was not known, from’ Day 
to Day, to what Extent those Arrests might go; the 
Rebellion’ was expecied to break out every Day in 
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Ireland, and an Invasion in one or other of the Countries 
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was hourly expected. Government having Knowledge 
of the Charge against each Person arrested, and _— st 
each of those it was in Contemplation to arrest, did take 
into Consideration the Manner in which all those Persons 
could be confined with the least Danger to the State, 
arising from their possible Means of communicating 
with each other; no Question about the Nature of the 
Gaol as a House of Correction was under the Considera- 
tion of Government; its Object was, having Relation 
to the Circumstances previously stated, the providing 
safe Custody and Room for so large a Number of 
Prisoners, and classing them in such a Manner as that 
those, whose Communications with each other might be 
dangerous, should be kept apart. 


Was there any Period, between the 25th of Apri/.and 
the 25th of November, during which the Confinement 
of Colonel Despard might have been less rigorous with- 
out Danger to the State ?—It being a Matter of Opinion, 
I do not think myself competent to answer; but I 
know that during the whole Time that the Jrish Rebel- 
lion was raging, and that Armaments were sailing or 
about to sail from France to the Coast of Ireland, and 
particularly after the first Check the Rebels received, 
Numbers of them were coming over here, and carrying 
on a Communication with their own Country on one 
Side, and with France, through the Medium of Ham- 
burgh, on the other; Government had the strongest 
Reason to consider the Country to be in a State of 
Danger, and did so consider it. I have, however, no 
Hesitation in saying, that a more early Application of the 
Nature of that made by Mr. Reeves, coming from 
good Authority, would have been attended to, as 
= as respects the Mode of Confinement in that 

ouse. 


State to the Committee what passed, consistently with 
your Knowledge, relative to Colonel Despard, subse- 
quent to the 6th of June, and the Duke of Portland’s 
Instructions of that Date ?—The same Day, or the next, 
I wrote to Mrs Despard, requesting her to call upon 
me; she came in consequence, and I examined her as to 
all the Points contained in her Letter ; I, after having 
heard her Statement, sent for the Gaoler, and gave him 
the Instructions that I was directed to do by the Duke 
of Portland ; 1 particularly mentioned the Circumstance 
of his Wife being permitted to see him with more 
Liberty, and I mentioned particularly, that he should 
make some Distinction between Colonel Despard and 
the other Prisoners; I rather think I added a Reserve of 
this Kind, provided he behaved in a Manner conform- 
able to his former Situation in Life ; and with respect to 
that Part of the Instructions that I gave him for his 
Wife’s seeing him with more Freedom, the Gaoler an- 
swered me, that the Indulgence which had been given, 
in consequence of my Letter of the 4th of May, had 
been shamefully abused ; that Letters and Papers had 
been carried in and out, and I think he said, one of the 
Wives of the Prisoners had behaved very violently, and 
collected a Mob about the Prison: I think I gave 
Directions at the same Time, that Colonel Despard 
should have the same Allowance as those confined in 
Newgate. 1 then questioned the Gaoler as to the Com- 
plaints stated in Mrs. Despard’s Letter, as to the rigorous 
Manner in which her Husband was confined ; he assured 
me, that this Account was grossly exaggerated, but 
that he certainly should have the best Accommodation 
that the Prison could afford.—I wish to add, to what 
I have before stated, that I was absent about a Week, in 
the Month of September, during which Time it is pos- 
sible that a Letter may have been sent by Mrs. Despard, 
which I never received. 


Did the Gaoler ever complain to you of Colonel 
Despard’s Conduct at that Time ?—Never, ' previously 
to the 25th of November. 


Has 
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Memory with the Particulars: I wish to add to the 
Evidence given before, that Mr. Reeves, somewhere about 
the 23d of November, wrote to me a Letter, stating that 
he had visited the Prison, stating some more of the Cir- 
cumstances of Colonel Despard’s Confinement which 
required Redress, I carried that Letter the same Day to 
the Duke of Portland, and by the Duke’s Directions I 
desired Mr. Ford, a Magistrate for the County of Mid- 
dlesex, to go to the Prison, and examine it himself, and 
report if there was not, in fact, some Apartment in which 
Colonel Despard could be confined with more Comfort 
and Convenience to himself, and to extend his Enquiry 
into the Situation of the other Prisoners ; and in conse- 
quence of Mr. Ford’s verbal Report to me, this Letter 
was written [Produces a Letter from the Duke of Port- 
land, directed to Mr. Aris, Governor of the Cold Bath 
Fields Prison, dated 24th November, 1798.] I have full 
Persuasion in my own Mind, I have spoken more than 
once to the Gaoler, between his Commitment and the 
25th November, to give every Indulgence to Colonel 
Despard, consistently with the safe Custody of his Per- 
son, and his separate Confinement. 


Withdrew. 
Mr. Jackson, 
Again called in, and Examined. 
Did you see Colonel Despard on the 8th of Septem- 
ber ?—-1 did; when I went to the Prison with the Duke 


of Portland’s Order for Admission, Colonel Despard 
was sent for, and we were .seated between the Grating 
at the Entrance of the Prison; we sat there nearly 
Half an Hour; the Clerk of the Prison, upon seeing us 
there, desired me to walk into his Office, and Colonel 
Despard to accompany me; upon entering the Office, 
Colonel Despard observed it was the first Time he was 
admitted to have had that Honour; we sat for some 
Time in the Presence of Mr. Nicholson, nearly an Hour. 
I asked Mr. Nicholson’s Permission to see the Prison ; 
he observed, that it was not usually granted, but that 
I might have that Indulgence: Shortly after a decent 
looking Man appeared, upon Enquiry I found it was 
Mr. Aris’s Son. I was permitted to see the Prison, 
accompanied by Mr. Nicholson, and particularly Colonel 
Despard’s Cell; Mr. Nicholson shewed me into the 
Cell; I viewed it with Horror and Astonishment ; the 
Room ap to be about Five or Six Feet wide, 
and Seven Feet in Length ; there was neither Chair or 
Table, but as a Substitute for a Table was the Colonel’s 
Portmanteau, on which was a Bowl or Bason of Water; 
the Bed appeared to me very indifferent, about Six 
Inches from the Ground, and the Head and one Side 
close to the Wall, and a coarse Rug upon it; a Stone 
Floor, without any Casement; there was an Opening 
over the Door; I lamented to Mr. Nicholson that a 
Gentleman of Colonel Despard’s Rank and Situation 
in Life should be so unhappily circumstanced ; that I 
had known the Colonel for Twenty Years ; that I was 
well acquainted with his Services to his King and 
Country ; that I believed a more humane, benevolent, or 
honourable Gentleman, never existed. On my Return 
Colonel Despard was in the Kitchen, where the Cooks 
were cutting the Meat for the Dinner of the Prisoners, 
about One of the Clock ; the Meat I observed was in 
large wooden Bowls, cut into irregular Pieces ; I asked, 
if that was for the Prisoners? I asked Colonel Despard 
if he was to be of that Mess? he replied in the Affir- 
mative, that he shared in common with the other Pri- 
soners ; that when he was served, it was in a Bowl or 
Platter, without Knife, Fork, or Spoon ; that his Allow- 
ance was One Pint of Porter per Day for his Drink ; 
one Half he drank at his Dinner, .and the other in the 
Evening. I asked him, if he was permitted the Use of 
Spirits or Wine? he said, No, he was not. 
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Has he since ?—Frequently ; but I cannot charge my 
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Was the Cell damp ?—It was; I think it could not 
be otherwise from the Situation of the Place, as the 
Rain and Snow might beat under and over the Door. 


Did Colonel Despard seem to be in a bad State of 
Health >—He looked very indifferently from the Time 
I last saw him, about Two Years before.

Mr. Jackson. 
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Did he make any Complaint to you of his Treat- | 


ment ?—He observed to me, that he was locked up in 
his Cell about Four o’Clock in the Afternoon, without a 
Candle, or without being permitted to have any Book 
at any Time of the Day to amuse him; that he had 
neither Knife, Fork, or Spoon. 


Did he say he was permitted to go into the Garden? 
—He said, he never had been. 


Was his Cell on the Ground Floor ?>—Yes. 


Did you notice the Quality of the Food ?-——I did; 
I thought it very indifferent, and such as I would not 
have eat on any Account, it was so mangled; I did not 
perceive it was so bad as not to be eat, but such as no 
Gentleman would like to be forced to eat. 


Do you mean to say, if the Food was not so man- 
gled, whether you looked upon it so indifferent as not 
fit for a Person to eat?—No, I do not mean to say so. 


Did you apply your Observation merely to the man- 
gled Appearance of the Meat?—I did not; I thought 
the Meat very indifferent of its Kind, but such as might 
be eaten. 


Had it any bad Smell ?—It looked coarse, but had 
no bad Smell. 


Did Colonel Despard make any Complaint respecting 
his Food ?—He did; of the bad Quality, and the Manner 
it was served to him. 


Did he tell you he had made Representations to the 
Gaoler, or Magistrates, on the Subject?—He did; I 
think to Mr. Aris; but he had met with no Redress. 


Did Colonel Despard say what Time he was allowed 
to go out of his Cell?—I think he said he was allowed 
from Four to Six Hours of Exercise in the Yard imme- 
diately opposite to his Cell. 


Did he make any Complaint of Mrs. Despard’s not 
being admitted to see him, and what?—He did not 
complain of not being permitted to see her, but that he 
could not see her in his Cell. 


Did he complain of Chilblains or Ulcers ?—He did 
not. Withdrew.

Richard Ford, Esquire, 
Called in, and Examined. 


Did you, some Time in the Month of November 1798, 
go to the Prison in Cold Bath Fields?—I did. 


Do you remember the Time ?—Towards the End of 
November. 


What was your Inducement for going there at that 
Time ?—In consequence of the Directions of the Secre- 
tary of State, communicated to me by Mr. Wickham. 


Did you find it necessary to order better Accommo- 
dations for any of the Prisoners?—I did, for some of 
the State Prisoners. 


State to the Committee, if you recollect, who those 
Prisoners were ?>—Their Names were Evans, Despard, 
Bone, Kier, Webb, and Robarts. 
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In what Respect did you make their Condition better?

Mr. Ford: 


were then confined imto a Room: which was! 
-boarded, had Glass Windows, and where they might 
have a Fire. : 


Did you see Colonel Despard ?—1 did. 


In what Situation did you find Colonel Despard ?— 
He was walking’ up and down a Yard, under. a Pent- 
house Covering. 


Did you see his Cell?—I did. 


Describe to the Committee the Cell of. Colonel 
Despard? —J saw what was his Bed ; I think I saw a 
Trunk or Two; I saw some Books ; there was no Fire 
Place ; there were no Glass Windows. 


Do you remember to have seen any Chair or Table? 
—I rather think there was neither. 


Do you know how many Hours in the Day Colonel 
Despard was allowed to go out of his Cell ?—I do not. 


What Alterations did you make in the Situation and 
Treatment of Colonel Despard?—I made no particular 
Alterations with respect to him ; he was included with 
the rest in the Alterations above stated. 


Did your Instructions Vg the making his Situation 
better than the rest?—My Instructions were quite 
general, to do what I thought proper, and I made no 
Uxception. 


Do you know whether, in fact, Colonel Despard’s 
Situation was, in consequence of your Visit, rendered 
better than that of the other Prisoners ?—It was ren- 
dered better, in as much as he had a Room to himself, 
but that was not by my particular Desire, though I 
afterwards approved of it. 


Did Colonel Despard make any Complaint of ill 
Treatment ?>—He said that if he suffered Ten Times as 
much he would not complain; I understood him by 
that to mean, not that he did not think he had some 
Cause. to complain, but that for some Motive or other 
he would not do so. 


Did Colonel Despard appear to you to be in a bad 
State of Health?—I have not seen Colonel Despard 
often; and I did not observe any Alteration in his 
Appearance, except as to Dress. 


When did you see him before?—I do not think I 
had seen him since his Examination before the Secretary 
of State. 


Was you induced to order a different Apartment for 
him in the Prison on account of the Severity of the 
Weather, or from any other Cause ?—Entirely because 
the Weather begun to be bad, and the Winter was 
approaching. 


Do you officially know, whether the Conduct of the 
State Suisanans, since they have been confined in the 
same Room, has been more or less orderly than before ? 
—The Governor of the Prison has stated to me, it has 
been rather more disorderly. 


Have any Papers! been found lately concealed in that 
Room ?—There have been very lately. 


What was the general Description of those Papers ?-- 
The Papers were written, containing’ Representations of 
their. Situations, which appeared to have been meant: 
to have been published; there were Papers of Cor- 
respondence from one or more of the State Prisoners 
in Newgate ; there was a Letter from Colonel Desp 
not addressed to any Person; there were Drafts 
Petitions’ to, this: Committee ; ‘there°was ‘a’ ‘Publication 
of. Dr. ‘Glasse’s' relative::to. the’ Prison,» with “written 
Remarks, and there were‘a:few\other Papers.’ - 
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When did: you. discover ‘these Papers ?—I -heard | of 
thé:Discovery the Day that it was made;and the P 
were brought to me on that Day ; it was one Day iti 
last Week. ¢ 


Do you know where, or upon whom, those Papers 
were found >—Some few of the Papers were found upon 
the Persons of some of the Prisoners, but the greater 
Part was concealed up the Chimney. 4. : 


By whom was all this Information given to you?—., 


From a  Police:Officer; from the Governor and Surgeon 
of the Prison; and from the Examination of some of the 
Prisoners themselves, made by me-at the Prison. 


Have you been in the Habit of visiting the Prison 
previous to ‘the 25th of November last?—I may have 
been there Three or Four Times ; I have generally gorie 
upon some Subject regarding the State Prisoners. 


Did you, in any of those: Visits, hear of any Com- 
plaint against the Governor of the Prison?—No; I had 
no particular Conversation with any of the Prisoners. 


Had the Prisoners an Opportunity of making such 
Complaint if they had thought proper >—I do not think 
they had. 


Do you consider the Prisoners being in a Room > 


together, as at present, and having Access to their 
Friends, to have occasioned any improper Conduct in 
themselves, or -improper Communication without the 
Prison?—I consider that, in many Instances, their having 
Communication. with their Friends has been attended 
with improper Consequences. 


Do you think this is more the Case now, they are 
constantly together '—They always had an Opportunity 
of communicating together. : , 


As the Prisoners ‘cannot communicate with their 
Friends, except in: the Presente'of the Governor or 
some other Officer about .the. Prison, what improper 
Consequences can arise from the Communication ?>— 
The receiving improper and seditious Papers. 


Did you go to the Prison in Cold Bath Fields on the 
31st of December 1798?—Yes. 


What was your Inducement for going there at that 
Time ?—I was directed to go there by the Secretary of 
State. 


What Instructions did you receive from the Secretary 
of State upon that Occasion?—To examine the Go- 
vernor relative to a late Visit that Sir Francis Burdett 
had made to the House of Correction. 


Was the Governor sworn before you on that Day ?>— 
He was. 


Is the Deposition in the printed Paper, which has 
been shewn to you, to the best of your Recollection, a 
correct Copy ?—It is. 


Do you particularly: remember that Passage, which 
states, ‘‘ That the Prisoners have Opportunities of 
“ getting further Provision, either from what their 
“« Friends send them or they can buy?’—I do not par- 
ticularly recollect that Passage ; but as I took down the 
Governor’s Words myself, I am very confident that 
that must have been said by him. 


Was the Deposition, after it was taken down by you 
in Writing, read distinctly to. the Governor before he 
subscribed it?-—I rather think. I gave it him to read 
before he signed it. , : 

Was any Complaint, and. what, made by any of the 
Friends of the. Prisoners of ‘their Treatment previous) to 
the! 25th of November ?-—I recollect Mrs. Kians ‘more

Do you know from whom the Secretary of State 
received Information that Sir Francis Burdett’s Visits 
had produced Inconveniencies in the Prison ?—I believe 
from the Governor. : 


Did the Communication pass through you?—No. 
Withdrew. 


Mrs. Despard 
Called in, and Examined. 


How soon after Colonel Despard’s Confinement was 
you first admitted to see him?—About Fifteen Days 
after. 


In whose Presence, and in what Situation, was you 
first admitted to see him ?—In the Presence of a Turn- 
key, within the Two Gates in the Yard. 


How long was you permitted to stayP—A few 
Minutes. 


Was you afterwards admitted to visit him, and for a 
longer Time ?—On my next Visit, about Two or Three 
Days after, I was told I could not see him within 
the Two Gates, but between them; this I positively 
refused. 


In consequence of that Refusal, or on any Application 
from you, was you afterwards admitted to visit him in 
any other Manner ?—In consequence of this I wrote to 
the Duke of Portland, requesting to see him in a differ- 
ent Manner; I received no Answer; this continued for 
about Three Weeks ; in the mean Time I constantly 
called to know if I could see him in a different Manner, 
and was told I could not; I then requested of young 
Aris, that I might write a few Lines to the Colonel, in 
which I positively declared, however long he continued 
there, I would never see him in that unpleasant Manner; 
at the End of Three Weeks from my first Visit, 
Colonel Despard was brought to one Gate; the Gate 
was locked; he was within and I was without; this 
continued till about July. 


Did you never see him in any other Way than you 
have described, with the Gate between you ?—Never 
till July. 


Was you in July admitted to see him in a different 
Manner, and how?—-The Gate was opened, and I 
walked in; we sat down together on a Pile of Bricks; 
sometimes we walked to and fro before the Lodge, but 
no further in the Court. 


How long at one Time was you permitted to stay 
with the Colonel after being admitted within the Gate? 
—From Twelve to Two o’Clock. 


Was you ever admitted to walk with the Colonel in 
the Garden of the Prison ?>—No, never. 


When you sat or walked with the Colonel in the 
Court, was any Turnkey or other Person attending to 
watch your Discourse —Always, till about the latter 
End of July, and then he did not attend. 


Were you at any Time from his Commitment per- 
mitted to supply him with any Provisions ?—In conse- 


quence of Information given me, I asked the Colonel if . 


I should send him Meat; he said No, if I would send 
him Money he would purchase it in the Prison to avoid

— and Biscuits, for his Supper.

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Did he make any Complaint of the Meat or Provi-

sions he so purchased?—No, he did not complain of Cold Bath 
Fields Prison

Provisions, when the Allowance was given by Go- 
vernment. 


Of what Nature was his Complaint?—He said, the 
Beef was coarse, and sometimes tainted in the Summer; 
of the Mutton he could make a Dinner. 


Did he complain of the Tea, or Nature of his Break- 
fast?>—He requested of me one Day to send him a 
Stone Mug, as he did not like the Tin Pot that was 
usually sent. 


Had the Colonel at any Time the Use of Books-— 
He never had from me, till after the 25th of November. 


Do you mean till after he was removed to the Room 
where he now is ?-—I mean till after that Time. 


Did you ever see the Cell in which the Colonel was 
first confined ?— Never. 


Do you think the Colonel’s Health materially injured 

by his Confinement ?—It was very much so, during the 

ime he staid in the Cell, but since I think he looks 
much better. 


When you say he looks much better, do you mean 
he is wellr—Yes; the Colonel tells me he has got rid 
of the Rheumatism, of which he much complained when 
he was in the Cell. I wish to state, in addition to my 
former Evidence, that a Baker, by my Desire, sent Veal 
and Pease once a Week to the Colonel, and a Fruit 
Pye once a Fortnight; Biscuits and Cheese most com- 
monly every Two or Three Weeks, and sometimes a 
Fowl. In respect of what I have said of the Colonel’s 
Health, I beg to add, that when he was in the Cell, he 
said he had Chilblains, which were disagreeable and 
painful, and desired I would send him some Stuff, which 
I got from a Doctor’s, and he used it. 

Withdrew.

Did you go to Cold Bath Fields Prison in Company Lord Hervey. 
—_——H 


with Sir Francis Burdett ’—I did. 


Do you remember the Time of this Visit to the 
Prison ?—About the Beginning of January last. 


Had you an Order of Admission from some Ma- 
gistrate >—We had. . 


From whom ?>—I wan’ es Mr. Conant. 


Had 
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Had each of you a separate Order of Admission ?— 
No, a joint Order. 


Were you refused Admission ?—Yes. 


Did you make another Visit to the Prison subse- 
uent to this Time?—I did, under an Order signed by 
r. Ford at the Duke of Portland’s Office. 


Do you remember the Time?—The 4th and the 7th 
of January. 


Were you admitted at each Time to see the Prison? — 
I was. 


Did Mr. Aris shew you the Prison upon both Occa- 
sions °—He did. 


Had you any Conversation with Mr. Aris respecting 
Sir Francis Burdett ?—I1 think he told me, that since 
Sir Francis’s Visits the Prisoners had become more 
riotous. 


Did any Thing further pass in Conversation with the 
Governor respecting Sir Jancis Burdett’—I remember 
asking him if any Thing particular passed between Sir 
Francis Burdett and the Prisoners, which he the Governor 
thought particularly objectionable; I think his Phrase 
was, he could not say that, but that he made them 
discontented and riotous, by pitying their Situation, 
and observing, that it was not a fit Place for them to 
be in. 

Of what Class of Prisoners do you mean to speak, 
when you say pitying them, &c. 11 believe, principally, 
the Mutineers. 


From the Observation you made, in your Visit to 
the Cold Bath Fields Prison, state your general Opinion 
as to the State of it?—It was perfectly clean, and 
seemed to be well kept, and the Governor seemed to be 
particularly attentive to it; the Hospital struck me as 
being in remarkable good Condition ; the ood seemed 
very good. I was in the Kitchen at Dinner Time, and 
observed the Pots set out for each Prisoner; I took 
out the Meat from Two, each of which weighed as near 
Seven Ounces as possible. I asked the Prisoners about 
the Bread ; they said, they had about One Pound each, 
Daily, and in cold Weather a Quart of Gruel; I like- 
wise saw, both Days, Dinners preparing for the State 
Prisoners ; there were Two Legs of Mutton boiled one 
Day, and Two Legs of Pork the other Day; the Two 
weighed Ten Pounds; I weighed them with the Prison 
Weights. Colonel Despard’s Dinner was dressed sepa- 
rately. I wish to add, that I conversed with several of 
the Mutineers, who happened to be brought down into 
the Governor's Apartment to be searched, on Account 
of some Charge made against them, to whom the 
Governor said I might put any Questions. Several of 
them told me they had been very mildly treated; one 

articularly said, he had a Quart of Gruel and Broth 
Pose Times a Week, and the other Allowance as above 
described ; he said they had never been put into Irons 
until Seven had actually escaped; another stated the 
same Thing, and thought their Allowance of Meat more 
than Half a Pound; one of them told me, that the 
Governor had forwarded a Petition from them, for their 
Reprieve, to Lord Duncan. One of them admitted he 
had heard the other Mutineers talk of the Conspiracy 
to murder the Governor’s Son. One of the Mutineers 
complained of his Treatment, but in such a Manner as 
made no Impression on my Mind.

John Courtenay, Esquire, 
Called in, and Examined. 
Did you visit the Cold Bath Fields Prison in Com- 
pany with Sir Francis Burdett, and at what Time ?— 


19° Aprils: 
Yes, in December 1798 or January iast, and at that 
Time only. | 


‘Had you much Conversation with the Prisoners, on 
the Treatment shewn them by the ao th or on 
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other Subjects 7—No; I only spoke to Colonel Despard, 
and Smith the Bookseller, who was pointed out to me 
by Mr. Bosville. 1 said to Smith, 1 was sorry to see him 
look so ill; he said he was ill in consequence of the 
severe Cold he had suffered when confined in his Cell. 
I then asked him, when he suffered so much, why he did 
not apply to the Magistrates? he said he frequently had, 
but that instead of meeting with Redress, he met with 
Insult from one in particular, who said he was worse 
than a Felon, and he appealed for the Truth of it to 
Mr. Nicholson, who was present. . After I left Smith I 
saw the medical Person, and told him how apprehensive 
Smith was of being sent back to his Cell, and having a 
Return of his Complaint; he said that he had been 
very ill, and humanely added, that as the Time of his 
Confinement was almost at an End, he would take Care 
he should continue in the Infirmary. 


Was you acquainted with Mr. Smith before you saw 


him in the Prison ?—TI had seen him before, but did not 


recollect him; I had seen him Three or Four Years ago 
at his Shop, where I bought something. 


Did Colonel Despard make any Complaint to you? — 
Yes; I went into his Room, where there was a Fire; 
he complained of his first Arrest in March; that he 
had been confined in a Cell without a Fire Place or 
Window, and treated as one of the Vagrants who was 
confined for Punishment. He said, in Apri/, about the 
22d, he was again confined, having been before released 
after about Three Weeks Confinement, and confined in 
a Cell without Fire or Candle, and had continued in 
that Way until the 20th of November, when he had been 
romoved, he believed by the Intercession of Mr. Reeves. 
This was mentioned not originally as a Complaint to 
me, but in the Course of Conversation, after Colonel 
Despard had recollected me. 


Had you any Conversation with the Feluns ?—Not 
one Word. 


Did you hear any Conversation between Sir Francis 
Burdett and the Pisoness ?>—No; while I was with 
Colonel Despard Sir Francis Burdett and Mr. Bosville 
left me, and went to other Parts of the Prison. 


Did you observe any Thing in the Conduct of Sir 
Francis Burdett tending to disturb the Discipline or 
Peace of the Prison ?—No. 


How long was Sir Francis Burdett and Mr. Bosville 
absent while you was with Colonel Despard?—Perhaps 
Half an Hour; I think I was left alone with Colonel 
Despard that Time. 


From the Time Sir Francis Burdett, Mr. Bosville, 
and yourself entered the Prison, were Sir Francis Burdett 


and Mr. Bosville, until they left you, in Colonel Despard’s 
Room ?— Yes.

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I told him; Colonel then reminded Mr. 

y of having seen him in Jredand, when Colonel 
Despard was in the 50th Regiment. I think he said he 
had got into a better Place than he had been in ; he had 
got a Fire. 


Had you any Conversation with the Felons; No; I 
do not call a few short Questions Conversation ; such 
as, “ What are here for?” I spoke to Smith, who 
I had known before ; I said, you do not look so well as 
formerly. I asked him if he was not very cold in a 
solitary Cell? he said, “ Yes, more so on a Bread and 
Water Day than on a Broth Day.” 


Did you hear any Conversation between Sir Francis 
Burdett and the Prisoners ?—I did not. 


Did the Person who attended you make any Remon- 
strance to Sir Francis Burdett upon his Conduct ?— 
Not in my Hearing; I was not always with Sir Francis 
Burdett ; I was sometimes a little before him. 


Was you so near as to have heard it, if any such 
Remonstrance had been made ?—I think I should. 


Did you observe any Thing in the Conduct of Sir 
Francis Burdett tending to disturb the Peace or Disci- 
pline of the Prison ?—Not in the least. 


Did Sir Francis Burdett make any Observations re- 
specting the Prisoners. or Prison, aloud, in the Hearing 
of the Prieetiens :—I did not hear him make any. 


Was Sir Francis Burdett at any Time apparently 
speaking when you did not hear what he said?—I did 
not observe that he was, the most Part of the Day I went 
first with the Person who shewed the Prison. 


Did you particularly attend to any Thing which 
passed in the Conversation of Sir Francis Burdett ?— 
I did not; at Times I was talking myself to another 
Person before him, but at no great Distance. 


With whom did he appear to be conversing?—I do 
not know any in particular. 


Mr. Bosville being asked, if he had any Thing to add 
to his Evidence? said, that in passing along the Gallery 
he heard|a Cry in one of.the Cells, which being opened, 
he saw a Boy lying down, who informed him he cried 
from the Pain in his Arm, which seemed much swelled. 
He suggested to the Person that was with him the 
Propriety of his being sent to the sick Ward; he said it 
was the Surgeon’s Affair, and he would speak to him 
immediately about it. 


Had Sir Francis Burdett any Conversation with the 
Mutineers ?—No, not on the Day I was with him: We 
did not go into their Apartments. 

Withdrew. 


Rowland Burdon, Esquire, 
Called in, and Fxamined. 


Did you go to the Cold Bath Fields Prison with 
Mr. Matthew, and when?—I did about the End of 
December. 


Had you any, and what, Conversation with Colonel 
Despard while at the Prison?—-I went there on Wednes- 
day the 2&thof December, in consequence of observing a 
Letter signed Catherine Despar'd im the Paper of Monday, 
arid desired Mr. Matthew to uccompany me, as I felt 
anxious to ascertain the Treath or Falsehood of the 
Statement contamed in that Letter, having previously 

iven, in my Place im the House of Commons, my 

intidn of the Conduct of the Visiting Magistrates and 
Govetnor of Cold Bath Fields, and the State of that 
Prison: : On our thither, we met the Governor 
and iw the Coart Yard of the Prison. Mr. 


Surgeon 
— who is a Magistrate, desired that Colonel 
oL. 54. 
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Despard might be called before us. I told Colonel 
Despard that I had come there in consequence of seeing 
the before-mentioned Letter, and that I wished to know 
whether he had any Complaint to make relative to the 
Treatment he had received in the Prison, and what 
ight be the Nature of it. His Answer was, that he 
had no Complaint to make against the Governor, or the 
Treatment he had experienced in the Prison; that his 
Complaint was against the Duke of Portland, as Secre- 
tary of State, having sent and detained him there, with- 
out bringing him to his Trial, under the Suspension of 
the Habeas Corpus Act; that until the 25th of Novem- 
ber he had been confined apart, but that since that 
Time, in consequence of Representations that had been 
made to Mr. Wickham, he had been treated with more 
Indulgence, and had had a Room, with a Fire and other 
Accommodations ; that in the Beginning of November 
the Cold had affected him, being subject to the Rheu- 
matism ; and that he had had Chilblains on one of his 
Heels, but that he had made no Complaint, and was 
determined to make none, whatever Treatment he might 
have experienced, as he considered his Grievance to pro- 
ceed entirely from the Treatment of the Secretary of 
State. I observed to him, that if he made no Com- 
plaint to the Surgeon, or to any one, of those Chil- 
blains, which were stated to be Ulcers in Mrs. Despard’s 
Letter, he could not tax the Surgeon, or any other 
Person, with Neglect ; but that it struck me that, with 
his Determination not to make any Complaint, it was 
extraordinary that a Complaint to the Public, through 
the Medium of Mrs. Despard, had made its Way into 
the News-paper. His Answer was, that he had not been 
consulted by his Wife, or any one, on the Subject of the 
Publication of that Letter, for if he had it would never 
have been published. He also said, that Mrs. Despard 
had frequent Access to him, and without Restraint, for 
several Hours at a Time. After this Conversation, I 
went to visit the Cell in which Colonel Despard had 
been confined until the 25th of November, it having 
been stated in that Letter that the Cell was damp, and 
I found it then, as well as upon a preceding Visit, 
which I made about a Fortnight or Three Weeks before, 
to be perfectly dry and airy, though no Person, as 
they told me, had been confined in it since Colonel 
Despard’s Removal. Withdrew.

Richard Wiison, Esquire. 


Called in, and Examined. 


Did you accompany Sir Francis Burdett to Cold Bath 
Fields Prison and do you recollect about what Time ; 
—I did, but I do not recollect the Time; I think 
towards the End of the Month of December last. 


Had you an Order of Admission, and from whom ?— 
Sir Francis Burdett and I went to Mr. Conant, and got 
an Order from him; a joint Order; our Names were 
upon it as Members of Parliament. 


Were you admitted into the Prison?-——-We were. 


Had you any Conversation with Mr. Aris ?—In the 
Course of our going through the Prison we asked him 
several Questions relative to the State of the Prison and 
the Prisoners. 7 

State to the Committee what passed during your Visit 
to the Prison, to the best of your Recollection ?—~ After 
a very few Minutes Stay in the outer Court, we were 
conducted by the Gaoler, by the Desire of Sir Francis 
Burdett, to the Place where the Mutineers were con~ 
fined; on our Way to that Part of the Prison I looked 
into a Place I was told was the Kitchen, where were 
preparing the Dinner for the Convicts; anxious to mee 
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myself of the Manner in which they were treated, I 
desired to taste some of the Mess that was prepared for 
’ them, which I considered as extremely wholesome and 
comfortable ; we then proceeded to the Cells of the 
Mutineers ;: the first Cell was opened to us; I confess I 
was extremely shocked, and nearly suffocated by the 
abominable Smell which issued upon the Opening of 
the Door; the Gaoler himself appeared a great deal 
astonished, and somewhat confounded, when I applied 
to him for the Reason of the Cell being in that Situa- 
tion. He made some Observations to the Prisoner about 
the Cause, and reprimanded him as if he had been in- 
attentive in delivering his Chamber Pot to the Turnkey ; 
the Man excused himself, and said that was not the 
Cause of the dreadful Stench that we smelt, and pointed 
to a Sort of Conduit Pipe which was directed to his Cell 


- from the upper ones, and which he said had burst ; that 


the Stench was occasioned by the Ordure and the Filth 
which the Prisoners above emptied into this Pipe; I 
think the Prisoner said his Room had been in that State 
for Eight Days, and that he had mentioned this Cir- 
cumstance to the Turnkey. This Observation the Pri- 
soner made in consequence of the Gaoler’s asking why 
he had not given Directions to have it rectified. The 
next Cell we went into was that of one Doughty. This 
Man the Gaoler spoke very favourably of. The Man 
said he had no particular Complaint against the general 
Conduct of the Gaol, but that he was nearly starved in 
consequence of the very short Allowance of Provisions ; 
that the Quantity of Meat, though stated to be Half a 
Pound put into the Mess, he was sure did not exceed a 
Quarter, and appealed to us whether or not a Man 
could be supposed to exist upon that Allowance every 
other Day, with Fourteen Ounces of Bread, and the 
intermediate Days only the Fourteen Ounces of Bread. 
There was some slight Altercation between the Prisoner 
and the Gaoler upon this Subject, but I confess I myself 
was rather inclined to think that the Portion of Meat 
was less than Half a Pound. He said, he had suffered 
so much from Cold and Hunger, that he regretted he 
had not been executed after his Sentence ; and upon 
some Conversation with Sir Francis Burdett, who had 
observed a Tobacco Pipe in the Cell, and asked Doughty 
if he had smoked, which he said he had, and found it 
very comfortable, but he had discontinued it on account 
of Money, I asked the Gaoler whether he had any 
Objection to Money being left to furnish Tobacco for the 
Prisoners ; he said, quite the contrary: I gave the 
Gaoler Three Guineas, which, together with Five Shil- 
lings, that Sir Francis Burdett gave to me, made up a 
Sum I thought sufficient to give a certain Quantity of 
Tobacco for each Prisoner in each Cell. We then went 
into One or Two other Cells, which we found much in 
the same State with Doughty's, which contained a Bed 
upon Two Oak Planks fixed in the Wall: they spoke 
much in the same Language as Doughty had done, until 
we came to a Cell in which a Man by the Name of Wolfe 
was ; he was lying on his Bed in a very deplorable State 
indeed, scarcely able to answer the Questions we put to 
him with respect to his Complaint. The Gaoler, upon 
my asking him why this Man was permitted to remain in 
such a wretched State of Health, and in such Weather, 
said, he did not know he had been so ill, but that he 
would send the Surgeon to him, whispering me at the 
same Time that this Wolfe was a damned Rascal. Wolfe 
gave us to understand, and was not contradicted by the 
Turnkey, that he had been for a considerable Length of 
Time confined to his Bed, and continually spitting 
Blood ; he looked shockingly ill. The next Cell we 
went to, was one in which a Man by the Name of Davis 
was confined. This Man was also well reported of by 
the Gaoler, but he loudly complained indeed of the 
Shortness of his Provisions, and also of several Articles 
which had been brought to him in the Prison, not being 
permitted to reach him. As a Proof of the Slenderness 
of his Provisions, he appealed to the Gaoler, whether or 
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not he had not considerably fallen away, reduced almost 
to a Skeleton since he come into the Prison. This the 
Gaoler disputed, and upon Sir Francis Burdett confirm- 
ing what the Man had said, from the different Appear- 
ance he then made from the Time he had first seen him, 
the Gaoler offered to lay Sir Francis Burdett a Bet that 
he was not so reduced. This I objected to, considering 
it as extremely impertinent, that the Gaoler should 
make any such Proposition to Sir Francis Burdett. We 
then went into another Part of the Prison, upon Sir 
Francis Burdett’s desiring to see a Mutineer by the Name 
of Jones (where a Man of that Name was confined) 
who very loudly complained of the barbarous Usage he 
had received, not only from the Turnkeys, but the 
Gaoler himself. . The Statement of his Treatment was 
very feebly resisted by the Gaoler, and in a certain 
Degree supported by the Silence of the Turnkeys. I 
allude to that Part of the ill Usage he received from the 
Gaoler. He stated, that one Day looking into the 
Court, which the greater Part of his Prison looked into, 
he was observed by the Turnkey walking in the Court, 
who damned him, and asked him how he durst presume 
to look into the Court, or speak to any of the People 
walking there. ‘The Man replied, and said, he did not 
think there was any Harm in speaking to his Fellow 
Prisoners through his Grate. The Turnkey said he 
would shew him the Difference, and if he did not im- 
mediately go down he would make him repent it. 
Upon his making some Reply to this, the Turnkey in a 
violent Passion opened his Cell Door ; with the Key 
which he had in his Hand he made a Stroke at the 
Prisoner, which fortunately was lightened by the Key 
striking the Wall near the Bed on which the Prisoner 
sat, but at the same Time it came so heavily on his Side, 
that he spit Blood for several Weeks after. His spit- 
ting Blood was confirmed by one of the Turnkeys pre- 
sent. Asa Proof of what he then said, he wished us to 
go into the Cell, where at that Time he had been con- 
ned, where we should see upon the Wall the Mark the 
Key had made. This not being controverted either by 
Aris or the Turnkeys we considered as admitted. The 
Gaoler made loud Complaints of this Man’s ill Conduct 
during the whole of his Confinement, and declared that 
he had attempted to strike him; and he was therefore 
obliged to use him with more than usual Severity. 
Jones implored us to hear what he had to say upon that 
Part of his Conduct now alluded to by the Gaoler : 
That in consequence of some Dispute or other in the 
Prison, Avis had struck him ; that upon his complaining, 
Aris ordered Two Men to take hold of him ; that when 
he was thus pinioned Aris beat him with his Stick until 
he broke it over his Back ; this Stick he declared to be 
of the Thickness and Substance of the Stick I had then 
inmy Hand. Aris did not deny his having beaten him, 
but on the contrary said he would do so to him or any 
other Person who should insult him in the Prison. So 
far from his being a Person of the Disposition described 
by Mr. Aris, he Bedged of us to inquire of the different 
Officers with whom he had sailed, and he would venture 
to stake the Truth of what he had said upon the Report 
of the different Officers, of his peaceful, quiet, and good 
Conduct during the Time he was under their Com- 
mand. This Inquiry Sir Francis Burdett said he would 
make. I think it right here to state, that neither I or 
Sir Francis Burdett, as he told me, ever belonged to the 
Corresponding Society. My Reason for making this 
last Observation is, that I o in the printed De- 
position of Mr. Aris, that I or Sir Francis had said, ‘I 
“ belong to it.” Upon our going out, we met Colonel 
Despard ; he requested Sir Francis Burdett. and me to 
listen to what he had to say respecting a Report of a 
Conversation in the House of Commons; and he de- 
clared that he had never said that Mrs. Despard’s Letter 
contained any Thing but Facts ; that all she wrote was 
true, but he did not know of her intending to send’such 

a Letter, otherwise he would have prevented it. 7

We went into the 
Chapel, looked into the Kitchen, and passed through 
several of the Passages and Yards, where we saw Pri- 
soners for different Offences, both Men and Women ; 
we saw some of the Mutineers in the Yards, but had no 
Conversation with them ; we afterwards looked into a 
Cell in one of the Passages, where one of the Mutineers 
was confined, whose Name, we were told, was Painter. 
The Figure of the Man struck me very much ; he was 
the Outline of a very fine Form, but appeared wasted 
by Poverty and Distress. We asked him if he was ill? 
he answered, in a melancholy Tone, that he was well 
in Health, but wanted more Provisions. The Governor, 
who was with us, immediately said, Painter, you ought 
not to complain, for I allow you more Indulgence than 
many of the Prisoners. The Man said he was obliged 
to him; and there was about his Manner that which 
induced me to think his Fear of the Governor restrained 
him from saying more; but he afterwards, before we 
left the Cell, repeated his Desire for more Provisions. 
We saw Colonel Despard; we went up into his Room; 
he was not there, but walking in the Yard; we went 
into Duffin’s Room till his Return. I do not recollect 
any particular Conversation with Colonel Despard. 


Did you hear or see, in the Conversation or Conduct 
of Sir Francis Burdett, any Thing that tended to affect 
the Discipline or good Government of the Prison ?>— 
Quite the contrary. I recollect, when we were in 
the Room where ye and some others were, there 
appeared a Warmth in their Minds when they were 
relating their Sufferings, which Sir Francis, as well as 
myself, took some Pains to allay, particularly in respect 
to the Governor. Sir Francis said they ought not to 
be offended with him, for he only acted officially, and 
under Orders, and that the best Way to alleviate their 
Confinement was to bear it with Patience. It did not 
appear to me that Sir Francis was acquainted with any 
of those Prisoners.

Had Colonel Despard, from the Time of his Com- 


mitment, the Whole of this Allowance?—I think not, 
excepting Bread. He had not the Prison Allowance, 


but that he has been provided by Ballard from the 
First or Second Day of his coming into the Prison. 
He had likewise the Liberty of receiving any Thing 
Mrs. Despard chused to bring. It is the Custom of 
the Prison, when any Person is sent for Re-examination, 
nothing but Bread is allowed him; but they are at 
Liberty to receive any Thing their Friends chuse to 
send them in. 


How long was it before Colonel Despard became 
entitled to the Whole of the Prison Allowance ?—No 
Person is entitled to the County Allowance, Bread 
excepted, but those who are convicted. I believe 
Colonel Despard lived in the Way I have stated until 
I received an Order from the Duke of Portland, about 
the oth of June, when he was allowed 13s. 4d. per 
Week. I wish to add, that the Manchester Men, having 
no Friends in London, had the Prison Allowance from 
the Beginning. 


Did you consider what you had done for the Man- 
chester Prisoners as a mere Act of Indulgence ?—I did; 
as an Act of Humanity. 


‘When was Water Gruel first given to the Sailors ?— 
At various Times from the Beginning ; they have had 
it for about Four Months up to this Time. 


When had the Sailors first Access to a Fire >—About 
Christmas, when the cold Weather set in. 


How long in each Day was each Man permitted to 
be at the Fire ?>—About Two Hours. 


How many Days did this Permission continue ? —I 
believe about One Month; I cannot state it exactly ; it 
was discontinued from the Schemes they formed about 
breaking out and doing my Servants a Mischief. 


How many Hours in the Twenty-four are the Sailors 
locked up in their separate Cells?—-The Whole of them 
are let out Part of the Day, and some of them the 
Whole of the Day. 


Did you authorize Nicholson to search, and take 
away Davis’s Provisions >—I did not. I ordered him 
to go and search him, but did not order him to take 
away his Provisions, not knowing he had any. The 
last Time he took from him Twelve One-Pound Loaves, 
and other Things. 


What was done with the Provisions which were 
taken away'—I do not recollect; they were brought 
into the Office. 


Are there are any Scales and Weights placed in some 
conspicuous Part of the Prison ?—There are Scales and 
Weights hung up near the Gate, and the Bread and 
Meat is always weighed there. A Man keeps an Ac- 
count of the Weight. 





Do you see the Food weighed yourself?—Not the 
Meat; often the Bread. 


Are the Prisoners allowed, if they please, to see their 
Food weighed ?—Never ; it would be improper; there 
are 260 of them. 


Do you check Ballard’s Accounts, and see that he 
provides the State Prisoners to the full Amount of the 
138. 4d.2—No; I know nothing of the Provisions, 
Ballard undertook that.

Is there any Intercourse whatever between Vagrants 
and convicted Criminals ?—Not that I know of. 


What Intervals of Respite do you give to those whom 
you compel to work?—They have Fighteen Pounds of 
Oakum each to pick ; some can do that in Four Hours; 
when that is done, the Doors are left open, and they 
are at Liberty; but those who are working on the 
Outside of the Gaol have One Hour for Breakfast and 
One Hour for Dinner. 


Is it your Custom to put a Stop to any Thing 
improper or Ay which you may perceive to take 
place between a Prisoner and any Visitor of the Prison? 
—Certainly I do. 


You attended Sir Francis Burdett the Second and 
Third Times of his visiting the Prison; did you, during 
either of these Visits, inform him that any Part of his 
Conversation or Conduct was improper, and could not 
be allowed?—I did not inform him so; I thought it 
so; I did not think myself at Liberty to speak to Sir 
Francis Burdett on this Subject, as he had an Order 
of Admission from the Magistrate. I thought it was 
improper in him to walk up to Duffin, whom I think is 
a very bad Man, and talk with him some Time apart. 
About One Minute. 


Has there been any Meeting of the Magistrates since 
your last Examination, and did you attend that Meet- 
ing?—No, not any. 


Has there been no Conversation between you and 
the Magistrates upon the Subject of the Journals kept 
in the Prison?—On Thursday last, which is the County 
Day, the Chairman asked for several Books, which were 
laid on the Table, and he took up the Journal and 
seemed dissatisfied in the Manner it was kept; he or- 
dered the Clerk in, and admonished him respecting the 
improper Manner of keeping it. 


Were any Alterations suggested for the future Ma- 
nagement of the Prison at that Time ?—-Not any.

Were you not, on the 24th Day of January 1797,

He replied, that it was correct, with an Exception 
of One Word: “ Mutineers” should have been “ Pri-

How long have you been employed as Cook in the 
Cold Bath Fields Prison ?—Better than Three Years. 


Do you remember the Time when Colonel Despard 
was committed, and came to the Prison?’—He was in 
about Five or Six Weeks before the gth of June, which 
I remember by the Government Allowance being made 
to the State Prisoners on that Day. 


For the Five or Six Weeks which you express, in 
what Manner, and by whom, was Colonel Despard 
provided >—He had oftentimes Things sent in by Mrs. 
Despard, and in regard to Breakfast, I furnished him 
the greatest Part of the Time; his Dinner was not 
regular ; sometimes Mrs. Despard brought him Things, 
and sometimes he had them from me. 


When he had Provisions from you, what did you 
charge Colonel Despard for his Breakfast, and what for 
his Diener ?—One Shilling for Breakfast, and One 
Shilling for Dinner. 


Did you make any extra Charges whatever on account 
of either Meal ?—None. 


Did you serve him with Supper at any Time ?—No. 


In the Meal at Dinner, did you furnish him with 
Bread ?—I did not. 


Do you know how he was furnished with Bread at 
Dinner ?—He had the County Bread. 


Of what Quality was the Meat you furnished at 
Dinner, and what was the Price per Pound you paid 
for it?—Mutton and Beef from Six Pence to Seven 
Pence; Veal about Eight Pence per Pound. 


How much did Colonel Despard, during those Five 
or Six Weeks, pay you altogether for Provisions ?— 
About Thirty Shillings. 


Is that the Whole of your Charge to Colonel Des- 
pard?—No; there is Twenty-three Shillings not yet 
paid. 


Did Mrs. Despard furnish Colonel Despard with 
Provisions the Days you did not >—Yes ; sometimes she 


brought a Meat Pye, which lasted a Day or Two. 
Have you any Salary ?—I have 15s. a Week. 


Do your Profits arise solely from your Salary >—Yes, 
for the greatest Part ; it is my whole Dependance, with 
the Help of a House and Firing. 


Have you no other Profits than arise from your Sa- 
lary, and House and Firing, which are allowed you?— 
There may be some little ; sometimes I find myself, at 
the Week’s End, something in Pocket, and sometimes 
not. 


Explain how you could be out of Pocket at the 
Week’s End, as you have a fixed Salary >—I have so 
much a Head for each of these Gentlemen; sometimes 
I have bought more Meat than has served them, Ve- 
getables, Butter, Sugar, and the best Wheaten Bread. 
I mean to say, in providing those that have 13s. 4d. 
per Week, I have sometimes been out of Pocket. 


When you are out of Pocket, is the Deficiency made 
up to you, and by whom ?—I have said sometimes I 
was out of Pocket, and sometimes a little over at the 
End of the Week. 


Doth the Exceeding of the one Week make you 
Amends for the Deficiency of the other ?—Certainly it 
doth.

The Reverend John Owen 
Called in, and Examined. 


Have you possessed Opportunities of becoming ac- 
quainted with the State and Management of the Prison 
in Cold Bath Fields ?—I have gone there merely in the 
Capacity of a Clergyman at Times ; from the Institution 
of the Place, for the first Six or Seven Months, I acted 
as Chaplain; all that I have seen in the Prison is 
honourable to those who have the Conduct of it; as a 
Clergyman, I could not make the Inquiry the Magi- 
strates could, but all I saw was creditable to those who 
had the Management of it; I particularly observed I 
never heard an Oath from the Turnkey, the Governor, 
or any of the Prisoners. 


Were your Visits frequent during the Time of your 
officiating as Chaplain ?>—They were ; constantly Three 
Times a Week to officiate in the Chapel, and at other 
Times to visit the Sick. 


Did you take Occasion, in visiting the Prison during 
the Time of your officiating there, to observe its State, 
and the general Treatment of the Prisoners ?—I have 
frequently gone round the Prison and talked to the 
Prisoners ; nothing objectionable occurred to me, but, 
on the other Hand, the Appearance of civil and kind 
Treatment ; the Governor in particular appeared to be 
a Man of great Humanity, of which I could give many 
Instances, such as making little Presents to poor Women 
that were discharged, and speaking to all the Prisoners 
always in a kind Tone of Voice; his Demeanor, in every 
respect, appeared to me exemplary. 


Have you occasionally, from Time to Time, visited 
the Prison since the Period of your regularly officiating 
there to the present Time >—Yes. 


Are your Observations meant to apply to the Whole 
of that Period ?—Yes. 


Did the Prison, or the Management or Treatment of 
i 5 saa to you to be injurious to the Health of the 
*risoners '—Directly the opposite; it appeared to me 
that their Health mended in many Instances ; an Ex- 
ception or Two in the Case of some Mutineers arose from 


closer Confinement, in consequence of their boisterous 
Behaviour. 


When there was any Sickness, did there appear to 
you sufficient Medical Care, and sufficient Attention 
paid to the Sick?—There did, and all in the Hospital 
seemed to me extremely comfortable.

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Did the Building, and in particular the Cells, ap- 
pear to you to be dry or damp:—To ascertain this Fact, 
particularly after officiating on the 10th of February last

and the Floor under the Beds, perfectly free from 
Moisture. The Snow, brought in om their Feet; had 
made a little Moisture before the Bed. 


Do you recollect the Time wheri you ceased to officiate 
as Chaplain to the Prison?—I began about Noveniber 
1794, to some Time in the Summer 1795. 


Sirice you ceased to officiate as Chaplain, what Dis- 
tance of Time has usually elapsed between your Visits ? 
—During the Summer I have corttittionly been absent ; 
I have been out of Town—The whole of the Time which 
I have been in Town, I have visited the Prison, with 
Intervals rarely of more than Three Weeks, and con- 
siderably oftener in the Course of the last Twelve 
Months. 


When you visited the Prison, was it previously known 
at the Prison that you would be there on that Day ?— 
Tt was never known but to the Chaplain, and very often 
not to him, because } have cothmonly called on a 
Sunday. 


Was it your Custom, when you visited the Prison, to 
inspect the Whole, or the greater Part of the Cells ?>— 
When I inspected, it was generally confined to the 
Hospital ; occasionally I have conversed with Persons 
that were in their Cells. 


Have you ever had Opportunities of seeing the dif- 
ferent Prisoners, without the Presence of the Governor 
or Turnkeys, during the Time you officiated as Chap- 
lain, or afterwards >—I have occasionally spoke to some 
of them when no Person was within hearing. 


Did the Prisoners, on these Occasions, make any 
Complaint to you against the Governor or his Assist- 
ants >—No. 


Did any express Satisfaction at the Conduct of the 
Governor ?—I have repeatedly heafd them express 
Satisfaction at his Conduct.

GENERAL DIVISION OF THE PRISONERS IN THE 
HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


Class I. Prisoners convicted of Felonies: and other 
atrocious Offenders. 

Class II. Prisoners convicted of lesser Offences. 

Class III. Prisoners committed for Trial. 


VISITING JUSTICES. 


The Appointment of Two Justices at the Sessions to 
visit the Prison twice a Week, or oftener, seems abso- 
lutely necessary ; whose Report of the State and Ma- 
nagement of the Prison shall be delivered in wher on 
their Resignation of their Charge on the County Day 
of the Session, when a Re-appointment shall take place, 
in such Manner as shall be judged to be most con- 
venient.

INQUIRY. 


I. Is the Prison in a State of perfect Security ? 


II. Are the Prisoners properly maintained, respecting 
the Articles of Prison Allowance, Beds, Clothing, 
Cleanliness ? 


Are the Sick duly attended by the Surgeon and 
Apoth ? and are Minutes entered by him in a 
Book provided for that Purpose, naming the Number 
of sick Prisoners upon every Visit, and the Nature of 
their Diseases ? 


Is there any, and what Care, taken of the Pri- 
soners Instruction in religious Duties? and is their 
Attendance on Divine Service duly enforced ° 


V. Is the Sentence on convicted Prisoners properly 
carried into Execution ? 


Vl. Are the Prisoners usefully and constantly em- 
ployed, as directed by the 22d Geo. III. c. 64. s. 7.? 


VII. Are the Books, containing the Account of the 
Prisoners Labour, properly kept ? 


RULES, &c. 
THE GOVERNOR. 


I. To order every Prisoner, upon his or her Commit- 
ment, to be stripped and cleaned, and to be shorn or 
shaved, if necessary, and the Clothes famigated, baked, 
or destroyed. 


II. To be exact in classing and separating the 
Prisoners, according to the Nature of their Offences; 
never exercising a discretionary Power when his Orders 
are positive ; and taking particular Care, that the Male 
and Female Prisoners have no Intercourse with each 
other. 


III. To provide a proper Book, to be kept as a 
Journal of the Daily Events of the Prison; such Jour- 
nal to be produced when called for by the Visiting 
Justices. 


IV. To execute his Office in Person, and to see 
every Prisoner in his Custody Once, at least, in every 
Day ; to attend the Prisoners at the Chapel, and notice 
their Behaviour in his Journal: Not to absent himself 
for a Night, except on urgent Occasions ; entering in 
the Journal, upon his Return, the Cause of his Absence; 
and to take Care that his Turnkeys, and other Servants, 
constantly lodge within the Prison. 


V. To examine every Day the State of each Cell, in 
order to discover whether any Means have been made 
use of towards effecting an Escape, or whether any 
Mischief has been done to any Part of the Building. 


VI. To examine Daily the Locks, Bolts, and Bars 
of the Prison, and the State of the Irons by which 
those Prisoners are confined, for whom Coercion is 
found necessary; and note his Observations, on both 
these Articles, every Day in his Journal. 


VII. To see that the Task Master, Turnkeys, Ser- 
vants, and Assistants, conduct themselves with Pru- 
dence, Firmness, Attention, and Sobriety; and that 
they be in all Respects obedient to his Direction and 
Command ; noting in his Journal such Matters respect- 
ing their Conduct as he may judge proper, for the In- 
formation of the Visiting Justices. 


VIII. The Prison Allowance to be One Pound of 
Bread per Day, with an Addition of other wholesome 
Food, in proportion to the Prisoner’s Labour, at the 
Discretion of the Visiting Justices; but no Malt Li- 
quor, nor any Liquor, except Water, shall in any Case 
be allowed; except when Wine is prescribed by the 
Surgeon and Apothecary to the Sick. 
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IX. To see, or order the Turnkeys to see, that the 
Prisoners daily wash their Faces and Hands ; for which 
proper Cisterns and Towels will be provided in each 
Yard near the Pump; that their Hair be kept short and 
constantly combed, and that this be done before any 
Food is delivered. 


X. To provide Palliasses, or Linen Bags, for the Re- 
ception of Straw ; and acquaint the Visiting Justices 
when any fresh Bedding is wanted, that the same may 
be renewed ; and to see that the foul Straw, Rags, and 
Filth of every Kind, be instantly burnt. 


XI. To direct that clean Linen be allowed once a 
Week to such Prisoners as wear the Prison Dress, and 
to other Persons, as the Visiting Justices may, from 
Time to ‘Time, think proper. 


XII. To have no Interest in any Contract or Agree- 
ment for feeding or clothing the Prisoners ; but to take 
Care that neither the Prisoners nor the County be 
defrauded, and to keep Weights and Scales for that 
Purpose. 


XIII. To take or receive to his own Use no Fee, 
Gratuity, or Emolument, except those allowed by the 
Table of Fees, from any Person whomsoever in his 
Custody. | 


XIV. To attend diligently and carefully to the Ob- 
servations most humanely and judiciously made by 
Sir George O. Paul, in his Book of Regulations of the 
Gloucester Prisons, respecting the Nature, Degree, and 
Extent of solitary Confinement ; to mark attentively its 
Effects on the Prisoners, and make his Report thereon 
to the Visiting Justices. 


XV. To regulate the Confinement of the Prisoners 
according to the different Behaviour of Offenders, and 
strictly to observe the Rules and Provisions for keeping 
them, as directed by the Warrant of Commitment, or 
the Sentence of the Court. 


XVI. To take Care that every Prisoner convicted by 
a Jury, and ordered by the Sentence of any Court to be 
kept to Hard Labour, be kept, as far as possible, in 
solitary Confinement ; and allowed no Intercourse with 
any Person from without the Prison, except by an 
Order, in Writing, from the Committing or Visiting 
Justices. 


XVII. To see that the same Regulations be also 
observed, respecting all Prisoners convicted of any Of- 
fence before any Justice or Justices out of Sessions ; 
excepting such Intercourse with their Friends, as may 
be needful to prepare them for their Defence, in Cases 
where there is an Appeal or Reference to the General 
or Quarter Sessions, or other superior Courts. 


XVIII. To put (if he shall see Cause) Handcuffs or 
Fetters on any Prisoner who shall behave in a refractory | 
Manner, or shew a Disposition to break out of Prison ; 
such fettering, &c. to be entered in the Journal, with 
the Reason thereof; and to give Notice to One of the 
Visiting Justices within Forty-eight Hours; but not to 
be continued more than Six Days, without an Order, in 
Writing, from One of the Visiting Justices. 


XIX. To hold no unnecessary Conversation, nor 
suffer his Servants to do it, with any Prisoner. 


XX. To take Care that the necessary Correction be 
given with Temper and Humanity, yet not in such a 
Manner as to render it either trifling or ridiculous ; but 
with every Circumstance of Seriousness and Solemnity, 


and to be always given in the Presence of the 
Governor. 


XXI. To abstain himself, and strictly to require his 
Servants to abstain, from all violent and angry Expres- 
sions ; and by no Means to use Oaths or Curses under 
any Provocation whatsoever. 


XXII. It 
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XXII. It being unquestionably true, that the proper 
Employment of Rec is one leading Step towards 
their Amendment, especially when united with due 
Degrees of solitary Confinement ; the Governor is to 
provide Means for setting to work all Persons not sen- 
tenced to Hard Labour, and to set those to work who 
are so sentenced, according to their Ability. 

N. B. It is very difficult to enumerate the several 
Kinds of Works to which the Talents and Abi- 
lities of the several Prisoners may be most pro- 
perly applied: Of this the Task-master will be 
the fittest Judge; and if he understands his 
Business, he will so direct the Employment of 
every Person, as to render the Work most be- 
neficial to the Prisoners, as well as most service- 
able to the Public. 


XXIII. To keep the Prisoners separate during the 
Hours of Labour, as far as the Nature of the Employ- 
ment will admit. 


XXIV. To examine the Contents of every Parcel, 
whether of Food or Clothes, or other Matter, which is 
brought within the Walls of the Prison, before it is 
delivered to the Prisoner. 


XXV. To demand of every Person committed for 
safe Custody only, and not in Execution, requiring to be 
lodged in a better Manner than the rest of the Prisoners, 
and able to pay for a Bed, the Sum of One Shilling per 
Night; and to keep One or more Beds always fit for 
Use, in case such Beds should be wanted. With respect 
to Liquor for such Persons, to adhere strictly to Rule 
VILLI. 


XXVI. To take Care that every Prisoner, when 
washed in the Evening, having received his Allowance, 
be immediately locked in his Cell; and also to admo- 
nish every Prisoner, that, on his quiet Resignation to 
the Prison Rules, and his decent Submission to the 
Officers, will depend the Governor's Report to the Visit- 
ing Justices, and the greater or less Degree of Indul- 
gence which he may expect to receive... 


XXVII. That the Governor give every Prisoner to 
understand, that refractory and obstinate Behaviour will 
be opposed by more than ordinary Punishment and 
Restraint, till the Mind of the Prisoner is subdued. 


XXVIII. That the Business of Washing for the 
Prisoners be executed by the Female Prisoners; and 
that they be allowed some Proportion of Recompense 
as other Prisoners working by Task; that this Work be 
done under the Direction of some prudent Female, to 
be appointed by the Governor, for the Purpose of not 
only serving him as a Maid Servant, but of being em- 
ployed in inspecting the Female Prisoners when sick ; 
and assisting, if qualified and disposed so to do, in 
improving the Morals of the Prisoners of her own Sex : 
Such Servant to receive extra Wages for attending to 
the Duties of the Prison. 


X XIX. That he give Notice to the Visiting Justices, 
or, in their Absence, to the Justices at one of the Public 
Offices, when the Time of Discharge of any Convict is 
approaching ; that such Prisoner may be examined as to 
his or her legal Settlement; and, if the Justices shall 
think proper, passed to the same; unless some creditable 
Housekeeper shall appear, and be responsible for placing 
such Prisoner in a State of immediate Employment, to 
the Satisfaction of the said Justices. 


THE TASK-MASTER. 


XXX. The Task-master to be appointed by the 
Justices; but in all Respects to be subordinate to and 
under the Control of the Governor. 
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XXXI. The First Bell to be rung at Six o’Clock, in 
the Morning, from Lady-day to Michaelmas-day; and 


an Hour the Second 
to wash themselves, as directed by N° IX. 


XXXII. Afterwashing, the Daily Allowance of Bread 
shall be delivered to every Prisoner, in a separate Loaf, 
of the exact Weight allowed and directed by N* VIII. 


X XXIII. That at Seven o’Clock in the Morning in , 
the Summer, and at Eight o’Clock in the Morning in 
the Winter, on every Day, except Sunday, Christmas 
Day, and Good Friday, the Prisoners be set to work, 
after Inquiry into the several Occupations to which 
they may have been bred ; and, where admissible, that 
the Prisoner be set about the Work to which he or she 
has been accustomed. 


XXXIV. That the Prisoners of the First and Second 
Class be allowed One Sixth of the Profits of their 
Labour; and that the Profits of their Labour be applied, 
One Sixth to the Prisoner's Benefit, and the Remainder 
to go to the County Fund. 


XXXV. That One Half of the Profits of the other 
Prisoners Labour be applied to their Benefit, and the 
other Half to the County Stock. 


XXXVI. That an Account be kept of the Profits 
arising from the Labour of the Prisoners ; and that the 
same be paid to them on their Discharge, or applied to 
their Benefit, in such Way as the Visiting Justices shall 
direct or approve. 


XX XVII. That at Twelve o’Clock at Noon*, except 
on Wednesdays and Fridays, the Bell be rung, and the 
Prisoners cease from their Work, and have their Allow- 
ance of Food ; and that at One o’Clock the next Bell be 
rung, and their Labour be resumed. 


XXXVIII. That at Six o’Clock in the Summer Half 
Year, and at Sun Set in the Winter Half Year, the Bell 
be rung as a Signal for leaving Work; that every Pri- 
soner be again required to be washed; that an Account 
be taken of the Work done, and the Tools, &c. be deli- 
vered to the Officers of the Prison, to be safely laid up 
by them ; after which, the Allowance of Provision is to 
be delivered to the Prisoners. 


XXXIX. That a Clerk be appointed by the Gover- 
nor, and approved by the Justices in Sessions, for the 
Purpose of keeping the Books, and performing such other 
Duties as the Governor shall require. 


THE CHAPLAIN. 


XL. Much of our Hopes of the Prisoners Reformation 
will depend on the Chaplain’s zealous and conscientious, 
as well as prudent, Discharge of his Duty: He will be 
required to read Prayers, and preach, at least Once on 
every Sunday, and on Christmas Day, and Good Friday; 
and also to read the Morning Service on Wednesdays and 
Fridays; on which Days the Bell, which on other Days 
would be rung at Twelve o’Clock, will be rung at Half 
an Hour after Eleven o’Clock, and every Prisoner, in 
Health, will be required to attend. On these Occasions 
the Chaplain, it is hoped, will occasionally deliver a 
short, but affectionate, Exhortation to the Prisoners, to 
consider their Situation, and to form Resolutions of 
Amendment. He is also to attend such of the Prisoners 
as are sick, and give them suitable Instructions. 


XLI. Books of moral and religious Instruction shall 
be provided, and distributed by the Chaplain at his Dis- 
cretion, amongst such Prisoners as can read them, when 
they shall either express a Desire, or even seem capable 
of being benefited by them. 
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XLII. All indecent Behaviour in the Chapel, or dis- 
respectful Treatment of the Chaplain, or wilful Spoilin 
of the Books delivered to the Prisoners, or any wick 
or profane Language, shall be punished by close Con- 
finement, either in their own, or in dark Cells, according 
to the Nature and Heinousness of the Offence. 


XLIII. In the case of young Offenders committed, as 
Apprentices, &c. some one of the more orderly Prisoners 
of the same Class shall be employed to instruct them on 
Sundays, and at other proper Times, in reading, and 
both shall have an extra Recompense, the one for learn- 
ing, and the other for teaching, at the Discretion of 
the visiting Justices; this to be under the Direction 
of the Chaplain, and the Degree of Recompense to be 
regulated by his Report. 


XLIV. The Chaplain shall Once in every Week 
enter a short Minute in the Journal of the State and 
Behaviour of the Prisoners. 


THE SURGEON. 

XLV. To visit the Prisoners in the Sick Wards 
every Day, and to enter a Minute of his Attendance in 
his Journal; and also an Account of the Nature of the 
Diseases of the Prisoners, with his Reasons for ordering 
an extra Allowance of Wine, Provisions, &c. 


XLVI. To suggest to the Vititing Justices and 
Governor such Circumstances as he shall think necessary 
for the Promotion of Cleanliness, and Preservation of 
the Health of the Prisoners, and enter the same in his 
Minute - Book. 


CONCLUSION. 


Ir any Rule or Order shall be found, on Experience, 
impracticable or inexpedient, the same may be suspended, 
or relaxed, by the Visiting Justices, who are required to 
enter a Minute thereof in the Prison Book, and report 
the same to the next Sessions.

treated, Situated as I am, and thinking of nothing at 
this Moment but of alleviating his Distress, I cannot 
help entreating, that your Grace will be pleased to direct 
some Change to be made, in respect to his Treatment ; 
that I may be permitted to see him at reasonable Times, 
and not at the Time when all Descriptions of People

may be given tohim. This is all that I request; I do 
not mention the State of his Health; his Thirty-two 
Years Service to the Country, in Situations of Danger, 
and in unwholesome Climates, the continued Embar- 
rassments to which he has been involved since his Return 
from the Bay of Honduras. All I entreat is, that he may 
not be treated worse than the State Prisoners in the 
Tower or Newgate.

I take the Liberty of requesting to know of you, if 
there is any Order from his Grace the Duke of Portland, 
for the usual Allowance of State Prisoners to be given 
to Colonel Despard, who is confined in the House of 
Correction in Cold Bath Fields Five Weeks next Sunday, 
without the common Necessaries of Life. When he 
was first taken to that Prison he had one of the upper 
Apartments given him, which he found very airy; but 
since his Commitment he has been removed to the 
Ground Floor, with not so much as a Chair to sit on, or 
a Table to take his Victuals off, where he finds the 
Mornings and Evenings very cold, and not so much as 
a Fire to warm himself; and where he is deprived of 
Books, Pen, Ink, and not even allowed to see me but 
for a few Minutes, and that among Felons and People 
of the worst of Crimes. In consequence of I wrote to 
his Grace the Duke of Portland this Day is a Week, to 
request his Grace will be pleased to direct some Change 
to be made in respect to his Treatment; but as I did 
not mention my Address, I presume is the cause of my 
not receiving an Answer. entreat, Sir, that you will 
be so obliging as to let me know whether any ‘Thing is 
done, or will be done, to alleviate his Distresses, for, 
in short, he is treated more like a Vagabond than a 
Gentleman, or a State Prisoner.

Your 
Station warrants me in the Application I am to make, 
and I trust neither your Morals nor your Character will 
allow you to disregard it. I entreat you, Sir, to attend 
to the Situation of my Husband, Colonel Despard, who 
is, as you know, at this Time confined on a Charge of 
Treasonable Practices in the House of Correction in 
Cold Bath Fields, and who is not treated as Persons 
usually are who have had no Opportunity of manifesting 
their laa but is on the contrary already treated 
like a Convict ; sure I am that he has never afforded the 
slightest Pretence for this Rigour, for his Manners are 
as gentle as his Mind is benevolent. To what then, 
Sir, am I to attribute this unusual Severity? He is con- 
fined in a Stone Cell, without a Chair or Table to take 
his Victuals from, and not allowed a few Books to be 
taken to him, and of all, I blush while I tell you, for 
I hope, Sir, you do not know it, without so much as a 
Knife and Fork ; when I request I may be permitted to 
take him one, I am told by the Keeper that it is not the 
Custom of that Prison to allow such Things. If you 
should doubt this Statement, and should not chuse to 
take the Trouble of a more minute Inquiry, I beg leave 
to refer you to Mr. King, the Under Secretary, who, 
I understand, has been to that Prison, and was seen to 
notice the Cell in which the Colonel was in. I addressed 
Two Letters to his Grace the Duke of Portland, but 
have not been honoured with any Answer to them; one 
was chiefly a Request from Colonel Despard, that the 
usual Allowance granted to State Prisoners may be 
allowed to him; I have since that learned that the Ap- 
plication should be made to you; therefore I take the 
Liberty to request to know, for the Information of 
Colonel Despard, if he is allowed, or will be allowed, 
any Thing, for I find not one of those that are confined 
in that Prison are allowed any Thing whatsoever, and 
them that are in Newgate are found in every Thing, 
and more Indulgence shewn them; their Friends are 
permitted to be with them for Two Hours, and I am only 
allowed a few Minutes. The manner in which I am 
admitted to see him, and in what Company, might well 
afford irresistible Appeal to a liberal Mind ; but I wish, 
Sir, to impress you with what relates to him, rather than 
with Considerations personal to myself.

unhappily prevailed in Jreland, must afford fresh Means 
of opposing at all Times an effectual Resistance to the 
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‘destructive Projects of our Foreign and Domestic 
Enemies, and must tend to confirm and augment the 
Stability, Power, and Resources of the Empire. 

Impressed with these Considerations, we feel it our 
Duty humbly to lay before Your Majesty such Pro- 

sitions as appear to us best calculated to form the 
Basis of such a Settlement, leaving it to your Ma- 
jesty’s Wisdom, at such Time and in such Manner as 
Your Majesty, in Your Parental Solicitude for the 
Happiness of Your People, shall judge fit, to commu- 
nicate these Propositions to Your Parliament of Jreland, 
with whom we shall be at all Times ready to concur 
in all such Measures as may be found most conducive 
to the Accomplishment of this great and salutary 
Work. And we trust that, after full and mature Con- 
sideration, such a Settlement may be framed and esta- 
blished by the deliberative Consent of the Parliaments of 
both Kingdoms, as may be conformable to the Senti- 
ments, Wishes, and real Interests of Your Majesty's 
faithful Subjects of Great. Britain and Ireland, and 
may unite them inseparably in the full Enjoyment of 
the Blessings of our free and invaluable Constitution, 
in the Support of the Honour and Dignity of Your 
Majesty’s Crown, and in the Preservation and Ad- 
vancement of the Welfare and Prosperity of the whole 
British Empire.

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Merchants, Ma- 
nufacturers, and others, resident at Manchester, and the 
Neighbourhood, who are interested in the Cotton Ma- 
nufactures of this Kingdom, was presented to the House, 
and read; Taking Notice of the Bill for permitting 
certain Goods imported from the East Indies to be 
warehoused, and for repealing the Duties now payable 
thereon, and granting other Duties in lieu thereof; and 
Setting forth, That same would, as the Petitioners 
conceive, be highly prejudicial to the Cotton Manu- 
factures of this Country, if passed into a Law as it now 
stands; and that these Manufactures afford a national 
Profit exceeding 3,000,000 /. Sterling per Annum, from 
Foreign Countries, and are highly deserving the Notice 
and Protection of the Legislature; and that Cotton 
Goods, imported from India, are used for the same 
Purposes as Goods, of a sitnilar Description, ‘mdnu- 
factured in Great Britain, and whilst the Bill in questiot 

to lower the Duties on India Goods so con- 
siderably, and to leave them chargeable with only = 
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and a Half per Centum, on Exportation (for which the 
Merchant will be amply compensated by the Facilities 
of bonding and warehousing) the consequent Reduction 
in the Prices of such Goods will operate as a serious 
Injury to the Sale of British Manufactures, and must 
evidently subject every Individual, interested in this im- 
portant Branch of Trade, to extensive. Losses and Disad- 
vantages; and that although the Petitioners entertain 
strong Doubts as to the Policy of holding out any 
Inducements which will have the Effect of increasing 
the Company’s Importations of manufactured Goods, 
yet, if it shall appear expedient to bond and warehouse 
the Cotton Manufactures of Jndia, the Petitioners 
trust that, when such Goods are re-exported, these 
Advantages will not exist to the Prejudice of British 
Manufactures in Foreign Markets, but that the old 
Duties on Exportation may remain, otherwise the Con- 
sequences will be detrimental to the Manufacturing 
Interest of this Kingdom; and that the intended Duty of 
Two and a Half per Centum, on Goods and Merchandize 
imported from Jndia, apparently comprehends Cotton 
Wool, Indigo, and other Raw Materials, brought from 
thence for the Use of British Manufactures, a Burthen 
which the Petitioners conceive was scarcely intended by 
the Promoters of the Bill, but which, however, the 
Petitioners submit as necessary to be obviated by an 
express Clause for that Purpose: And therefore praying, 
That the said Bill may not pass into a Law, except with 
such Alterations and Amendments as are manifestly 
necessary to the Protection of British Manufactures in 
the several Instances before stated; and that the Peti- 
tioners may be heard, by themselves, or their Counsel, 
against the said Bill, or that such other Measures may 
be adopted, for the Purposes aforesaid, as to the House 
may appear most eligible. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Merchants, Ma- 
nufacturers, and others, resident at Blackburn, who are 
‘nterested in the Cotton Manufactures of this Kingdom, 
was also presented to the House, and read; Likewise 
aking Notice of the said Bill; and Setting forth, That 
the same would become highly prejudicial to the Cotton 
Manufactures of this Country, if passed into a Law; 
and that India Cotton Goods imported are not only 
similar in Fabric, but are applied to the same Purposes 
of Consumption as Goods manufactured in Great Bri- 
tain; and as the Duties on Jndia Goods are proposed 
to be lowered so considerably, and only a Duty of Two 
and a Half per Centum, charged on Exportation (for 
which there will be an ample Compensation in the 
Facilities of bonding and warehousing) the consequent 
Reduction in the Prices of such Goods will become a 
serious Injury to the Sale of British Manufactures ; 
and that, although the House may think it expedient 
to sanction the bonding and warehousing of Cotton 
manufactured Goods imported by the Company, the 
Petitioners trust that these Privileges will not be 
allowed to militate against the Sale of British Manu- 
factures Abroad, but that, by a Continuance of the old 
Duties, or some other adequate Means, such Advan-

several Cases before stated, afford competent Protection 
to the British Manufactures, or that such other Measures 
may be adapted to those Purposes, as the House shall 
approve. 

A Petition of the thereunder-signed Merchants, 
Manufacturers, and others, resident at Preston and the 
Neighbourhood, and interested in the Cotton Manu- 
factures of this Kingdom, was. also presented to the 
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House, and read; Likewise taking Notice of the said 
Bill; and Setting forth, That the same cannot fail to be 
highly detrimental to the Cotton Manufactures of this 
Country if passed into a Law; and that these Manu- 
factures, yielding as they do an Annual Profit to the 
Nation from Foreign Countries of 3,000,000 /. Sterling, 
and upwards, are peculiar Objects of Legislative Pro- 
tection; and that Cotton Goods imported by the 
East India Company are similar in Fabric with those 
manufactured in Great Britain, and applied to the same 
Purposes of Consumption ; and, as the Bill in question 
proposes to lower the Duties on India Goods, and to 
leave them only chargeable with Two and a Half per 
Centum, on Exportation (for which the Merchant will be 
fully compensated by the Advantages of bonding and 
warehousing) the proportionate Reduction in the Brices 
of such Goods will form an Impediment to the Sale of 
British Manufactures, and subject all Persons therein 
interested to incalculable Losses and Disadvantages; 
and that, however strongly impressed the Petitioners may 
be with the Impolicy of giving the least rere wen 
to the Company’s Importations of manufactured Goods, 
yet, if it shall appear expedient to bond and warehouse 
the Cotton Manufactures of India, the Petitioners trust 
that, when such Goods are exported, these Advan- 
tages will not continue to the Prejudice of British 
Manufactures in Foreign Markets, but that the existing 
Duties on Exportation may remain, or that some other 
Means sufficient to countervail such Advantages may 
be sanctioned, otherwise the Consequences must be 
seriously felt by the Manufacturing Interest of this 
Kingdom ; and that the Petitioners cannot think it was 
intended by the Promoters of the Bill to include, in the

cannot be repaid, nor the said Docks properly sup- 
ported and kept in Repair, unless the present Dock 
Rates and Duties are continued, and an Increase made 
tothe same.

Shipping ; the Advantages which several of the Out 
Ports have obtained from the Establishment of Docks, 
cannot fail to impress on the House the Truth of this 
Opinion. Your Committee regret, that though this 
Subject has been now under Consideration for several 
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Years, no Measure should yet have been taken for re- 
medying Evils so universally felt and acknowledged by 
the Commercial Part of the Metropolis, and they trust 
that a Decision will take place, without further Delay, 
in favour of some one of the.

Influenced by these Considerations, Your Committee 
have proceeded to examine the Three Plans’ submitted 
to them; the Plan of the Merchants for Docks at 
Wapping ; the Plan which is called the City Plan, for 
Docks in the Jsle of Dogs; and the Plan recommended 
by the Petition of the Merchants, Traders, and Whole- 
sale Dealers of the City of London and Borough of 
Southwark, and others interested in the Trade and Com- 
merce of the River Thames, and the Improvement of 
the Port of London, for newly constructing London 
Bridge, and for enabling Ships of Five Hundred Tons 
to lie between that and Blackfriars Bridge. Your 
Committee: first examined the Plan recommended by the 
said Petition.—The Establishment of Docks appears to 
have so many Advantages, which a Tide River cannot, 
under any Circumstances, afford, independent of them, 
from the Security they give to Shipping at every Season 
of the Year, and from the Convenience of loading and 
unloading Cargoes in them, that Your Committec 
would consider any Plan for the Improvement of the 
Port imperfect, of which Wet Docks did not make a 


“Part; but even independent of this Consideration, it 


appears to Your Committee, that the Part of the River 
above London Bridge could never be a convenient Station 
for) large Ships; the re-building London Bridge upon a 
new Construction, might become a valuable Addition to 
any Plan: that may be adopted, and afford great ‘Con- 
venience to that Part of the Commerce of the River 
which is carried on in Ships of inferior Tonnage ; but 
Your Committee are of Opinion, that it could not an- 
swer the Purpose of a Substitute to the Plan of Wet 
Docks. 

Your Committee next proceeded to examine the 
Two Plans proposed for establishing Wet Docks at 
Wapping, and in the Isle of Dogs.’ Each of these Plans 
appear to Your Committee to have peculiar Advantages 
attending it, and the speedy Adoption of either would 
be a great Relief and Advantage to the whole Trade of 
the Port. The Contiguity of the proposed Wet Docks 
at Wapping to the Centre of Trade, where the Mer- 
chants transact their Business; their Vicinity to the 
Custom House, and to the Warehouses already existing, 
where the Cargoes might be deposited without Delay ; 
and, the Saving of Lighterage attendant on this Plan, 
are all Advantages with which Your Committee are 
strongly impressed, and which have recommended this 
Plan most seriously to their Attention. 

On the other Hand, the Situation of the Isle of 
Dogs is peculiarly adapted for — Ships, from being 
lower down the River, and in the Event of Docks being 
established there, Ships would enter more immediately 
from Sea, and would avoid the circuitous Passage of 
the Isle of Dogs, which is a Navigation attended both 
with Danger and Delay, particularly to Ships of that 
Description. The Result seems to be, that the Wap- 
ping Plan would afford the greatest Convenience to small 
Ships, which comprize the far largest Proportion of 
Shipping and Trade. The Establishment of Docks at 
the Isle of Dogs would answer best for large Ships, and 
particularly for those employed in the West India and 
East India Trades. ; 

Your Committee have no Hesitation in delivering it 
as their Opinion, that it is desirable that Docks should 
be established in both of these Situations, and that 
they would be in no Respect incompatible with each 
other: But, considering how important it is that some- 
thing should be done without further Delay, Your 
Committee have unanimously resolved most earnestly 
and decidedly to recommend the immediate Adoption 
of the Plan of the Isle of Dogs. ‘They are induced to 


give 
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give the Preference to this Plan, from the very great 
Advantage: of providing for large Ships in a Manner 
which would enable them to avoid the Danger and 
Delay of the circuitous Passage, from the consequent 
Relief it would immediately give to the Shipping in the 
higher Parts of the River, and from the Consideration 
of the comparatively small .Expence at which it could 
be executed, and the comparatively small Space of Time 
in which it could: be begun and completed. 

Your Committee are sensible, that in the Adoption 
of this Plan it will be necessary, at least in the First 
Instance, to require all West India Ships to make Use 
of the Wet Docks in the Isle of Dogs; but they are 
disinclined to the Imposition of any. general and. per- 
manent Burthen on the Trade of the Port, especially as 
it might interfere with the Execution of other Plans for 
its further Improvement; they, therefore, recommend 
such an Alteration of the Provisions for defraying the 
Expence of the Canal and other Improvements pro- 
posed to be made by the City of London, as shall admit 
o the speediest Reduction or Extinction of the general 

tes. ' 

Your Committee have already stated, that this Plan 
for Wet Docks in the Isle of Dogs will not afford all the 
Accommodation to the increasing Trade of. the Port of 
London that could be desired : y consider it as a 
Part of a System which may afterwards be extended ; 
but they think its Adoption in the Course of the present 
Session of so much Importance, that they would not 
delay submitting their Opinion, in this Respect, to the 
House, reserving for .a subsequent Report. such other 
Matter as they may feel it their Duty to bring under 
the Consideration of the House. 

Your Committee haye subjoined. to their Report, by 
way of Appendix, the Reports of the Elder Brethren 
of the Trinity House, and the Report of the Com- 
missioners of His Majesty’s Customs, upon the several 
Plans referred to their Consideration by the. Com- 
mittee. 

In Conformity to what has been stated in this 
Report, Your Committee have come to the following 
Resolution: _. 

Resolved, That it is the Opinion of this Committee, 
That the Bill for rendering more commodious, and for 
better regulating, the Port of London, should be pro- 
ceeded on without further Delay. 
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A Repott of the Elder Brethren of the C 
ration of Trinity House of 
respecting the Plans laid before » by Order 
of the Select Committee of the Honourable 
House of Commons, appointed to consider the 
Evidence on the Two Bills, now in Parliament, 
for the Improvement of the Trade of the Port 
of London. 


The Elder Brethren are of Opinion, That the Docks 
in the Isle of Dogs, as well as the Wapping Docks, 
proposed by the said Plans, are absolutely necessary for 
the Trade and Commerce of the Port of London; and 
that no other Plans, submitted to their Consideration, 
appear to have the same Advantages.

of the Committee, dated the 15th of May 1799; 


We Report, 


That the Order appears to us to direct our Attention 
to Two specific Objects, a Comparison of the Plan of 
the proposed London Docks with a Plan of the proposed 
Canal and Wet Docks for the West India Trade in the 
Isle of Dogs; and a Comparison of both Plans with 
any other Plans for the Improvement of the Port of 
London, which have been antecedently referred to us. . 

Having with due Attention considered the Order and 
the Subject to which it relates, and in what Mode we 
might best yield Obedience thereto, and fulfil the Purpose 
thereof, we beg Leave to state, that various Plans for the 
Improvement of the Port of London have at different 
Periods been referred for our Opinion; that we have 
repeatedly, with all becoming Care upon so important 
a Subject, exerted our best Diligence and Judgment in 
the Attainment of Information, and in examining and 
considering the several Plans proposed, according to the 
Principles which it behoved us to have stedfastly in 
View, the Safety of Revenue, and the Welfare and 
Accommodation of Trade; and after very mature De- 
liberation have suggested in several Reports to the 
Lords Commissioners of His Majesty’s Treasury, what 
we thought most consistent with, and conducive to, 
those great Objects. That if from any Light afforded, 
or Information obtained, since we had the Honour of 
submitting the Reports alluded to, we were enabled to 
offer additional Observation or Suggestion, material to 
the more speedy. or effectual Accomplishment of the 
Object in View, or if we had found Reason to deviate 
from or modify the leading Opinions therein given, it 
would be highly satisfactory to us to have the present 
Occasion of tendering such supplemental or corrective 
Matter ; but having taken into Consideration the Order 
of the Select Committee, and having carefully revised 
and re-considered our Reports on the Subject, and the 
Materials whereon they were founded, we think, however 
strongly impressed we are with Zeal and Desire to con- 
tribute what Aid might lie in our Power in furtherance 
of a National Concern of such Moment as the carrying 
the Port of Zondon to the highest practicable State of 
Improvement, we can in no Way more expeditiously or 
efficaciously gratify such our Desire, and obey the Order 
enjoined, than by transmitting to the Select Committee 
Copies of the Reports to which we allude, and which 
we accordingly annex, thereby bringing into one col- 
lective and methodised View, the general Result of the 
extensive Investigation, at successive Periods, directed 
to this Subject, after every Exertion of Diligence and 
Consideration on our Part. Taking Leave thus to submit 
these Reports, and particularly that of the 16th May 
1796, as containing the most useful and comprehensive 
Matter that occurs to us applicable to the Subject at 
large, we trust we shall have furnished the best Criterion 
and Ground within our Province and Capacity for insti- 
tuting the relative or pap Comparison pointed out 
by the Committee, and for judging how far either of 
the Plans proposed accord with, or tend to the System, 
in our Opinion, best adapted to the most perfect State 
of Improvement of which the Port is capable, in the 
conjoined View of Commerce and Revenue. 

Apprehending, however, from the Order, that the 
Comparison of the Merits of the Two Plans transmitted 
might be more especially within the Contemplation of 
the Committee, and that it was their Pleasure that such 
Information as we could procure should be had with 
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peculiar Dispatch, we immediately, upon receiving the 
Order, referred the same to the several practical Branches 
of the Department, which, according to the regular official 
Course of Proceeding, it was neces to consult, and 
urged Returns to the References with all Expedition, 
and if possible within a Time limited. The consequent 
Returns obtained from these Departments, contain 
essential Diversity of Opinion touching the relative 
Merits and Expediency of the Two Plans; and we have 
therefore judged it most fit and proper on our Part, in a 
Matter of such high and general Concern, not to submit 
Extracts therefrom, or the general Substance thereof, 
but to transmit Copies of all the Returns for the Inspec- 
tion of the Committee. . . Qu 

Recurring to certain of the leading Principles which 
— us, in framing Opinions on the Plans for the 

mprovement of the Port of London, heretofore sub- 
mitted, we think it right to observe, that should the 
System of Docks be adopted not simply as Receptacles 
of Ships, in Easement of the crowded State of the River, 
or for the Purpose of unloading the Cargoes of Vessels 
into Lighters, to be afterwards discharged at the Legal 
Quays, but for ultimate Examination, Ascertainment of 
the Duties due to the Crown, and Delivery, the Plan 
of the London Docks, in the essential Circumstance of 
Contiguity, to the Centre and Seat of Business, has ob- 
vious Claim to Preference; and that on the other Hand 
the Plan of the West India Trade, though less eligible in 
regard of Locality, being designed for the Reception of 
one valuable and extensive Branch of Commerce, is more 
consonant with that Appropriation and Distinction which 
we recommended wherever it could with Propriety be 
introduced, as highly conducive to the mutual Accom- 
modation and Benefit of Trade and Revenue. 

It may not be immaterial to remark, that both of the 
Plans, as we understand them, are confined to Imports, 
and consequently it does not appear how far a Separation 
or Intermixture of the Import-and Export Trade may 
be intended. : 

- Regarding the Canal, connected with the Plan for the 
Docks in the Is/e of Dogs, in a View to the Security of 
Revenue, to which our Attention is peculiarly demanded, 
we think this Part of the Proposition liable to weighty 
Objection. =~ 

Having thus submitted our former Reports, for the 
general Improvement of the Port, to the Attention of 
the Committee, we trust it will be needless to observe, 
that neither of the Plans now in Discussion comprize 
various general Objects, as well respecting the River as 
the Conduct of the Business upon Land, which, classed 
and ranged under principal and leading Heads, we repre- 
sented, and still deem to be essential to that enlarged 
and comprehensive Scale of Improvement suited to the 
Port of London. 

The Reduction of Public Expence, in raising the 
Revenue entrusted to our Management, is stated to be 
one of the beneficial Effects connected with the Dock 
Plan. 

Upon this most important Object it is impracticable 
for us to form at present any warranted Opinion. The 
Diminution of Expence, incurred for the Services of 
inferior Officers of Two Descriptions, denominated 
Tidewaiters and Cartfollowers, would undoubtedly be 
occasioned by Curtailment of the Time the former Class 
of Officers remain stationed on board Ships, and by a 
Discontinuance of the Necessity of employing the latter 
in the Custody and Conveyance of the Articles, by this 
Plan immediately to be lodged in Warehouses; but 
how far an Augmentation of the Number of another 
Description of Officers, for the secure unlading and 
Delivery of Merchandize under this new System, upon 
a Quay of large Extent and remote from the Custom 
House, might be requisite, and how the general Result 
of Saving and of increased Expenditure in these Respects 
might ultimately stand, we have no Data whereon to 

rest 
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rést any Calculation of sufficient Weight to be laid 
before the Committee. 

We doubt not, should the Dock System take Effect, 
that every possible Measure of Precaution and Care to 
ward off the Calamity of Fire will be devised, and 
enforced with the most rigid Punctuality and Circum- 
spection. Whilst, however, a Misfortune of so dreadful 
a Nature, and of such extensive Injury, in a Place where 
Masses of Property to very large Amount must be de- 
posited, is in Possibility, we thought it a Duty incum- 
bent upon us to ascertain, by the Authority of the Law 
Officers of our Department, how far the proposed Prin- 
ciple of placing Ships and their Cargoes under joint 
Custody of the Crown and Merchant, might expose 
the Crown to Loss and Responsibility in the unhappy 
Event of such an Evil, or in the Case of Plunderage or 
Robbery ; they have given it as their Opinion, that the 
Crown will not in either Instance be responsible. 

The Committee will be pleased to notice, that we 
have avoided going into Discussion or Detail upon any 
of the Regulations annexed to or requisite for the carry- 
ing into Completion either of the Plans, and this we 
have designedly and out of Caution done, being of 
Opinion that it would be premature and unsafe to 
pledge ourselves in so early a Stage to their Aptitude 
and Propriety; and that at all Events, whatever Plan 
may be finally selected for the Improvement of the Port 
of London, the Subordinate System of Provision and 

Regulation for the Execution thereof, would, with more 
Safety and Fitness, be Matter of future Consideration.

May it please your Lordships : 
Mr. Long having, by his Letter of the 8th of March 


In Appendix last, signified, that having laid before your Lordships a

Memorial of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons 
of the City of London, representing, that the Execution 
of the Plan proposed in a Bill now depending in Parlia- 
ment, for making Wet Docks and Wharfs in Wapping, 
will be an Infringement upon their Charters, and upon 
-the Rights and Privileges of various other incorporated 
Societies, as well as Individuals; and submitting Plans 
and Surveys for the making Wet Docks, and providing 
such other Accommodations as the increased Trade of 
the Port of London may require, within the Limits of 
the present Legal Quays; he (Mr. Zong ) is commanded 
by your Lordships to refer the said Memorial, with the 
accompanying Plans and Surveys, to us, and to desire 
that we will report our Opinion upon the comparative 
Advantage of this Plan, and that which was before re- 
ferred to us, in general, and particularly as far as relates

and further signifying your Lordships Desire, that we

** our Opinion thereon.” — 

And Mr. Long having, by his Letter of the 5th 

Ultimo, signified, that “he is commanded to desire 
“ that we will examine the different Plans offered to us 
by the Corporation of the City of London, respecting 
the Formation of Wet Docks, or Extension of Quays, 
and that we will report our Opinion thereupon to your 
Lordships, and at the same Time communicate any 
Suggestion we may wish to make, with a View of ren- 
dering any of the Plans submitted to us more adequate 
to the different Objects to be attended to.”— 
And Mr. Long having also, by his Letter of the 19th 
Ultimo, signified, that “‘ he is commanded to transmit 
“a Plan, prepared by Direction of Mr. Edward Ogle, 
“ of the River Thames, from London Bridge to the King’s 
Mooring Chains at Deptford, with proposed Improve- 
ments as to the Legal Quays, and the Mooring of 
Vessels, and to desire that we will take the same into 
“ Consideration, together with the others of the like 
Nature already laid before us, and communicate with 
the Parties on the Improvements proposed by them ; 
and that we will report to your Lordships our Opinion 
upon the Advantages which are likely to result from 
‘ all these different Plans.” — 

In obedience to your Lordships several Commands, 
thus communicated to us, 
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We Report, 


That we are well aware of the Importance of the Sub- 
ject Matter referred for our Consideration, namely, the 
Improvement of the Port of London. Under this Im- 
pression we have exerted our utmost Diligence and 
Attention to obtain such Information, and collect such 
Documents, as might best enable us to form a Judgment 
thereon; and have, with Care, Caution, and Delibera- 
tion, weighed the Information and Materials procured 
for that End. 

Having Regard to the Magnitude of the Object in 
Contemplation, the Variety of Plans and Suggestions 
offered for the Attainment thereof, and the many and 
extensive Considerations, principal or subordinate, con- 
nected therewith, we have thought it most conducive to 
Order and Perspicuity, and indeed essentially requisite 
for our clear and methodical Guidance in this compre- 
hensive Enquiry, to select those Points and Branches of 
the Subject, which more directly appertain to our Pro- 
vince, and to digest the Matter so selected under distinct 
and leading Heads. 

Before we proceed to this Arrangement, the following 
pteliminary Remarks may hot improperly be introduced 
—The Necessity of this Investigation, and the Utility 
of the Measure to which the several Proposals relate, 
rest on the Ground that the Accommodation at present 
legally afforded to the Merchant in the Port of London, 
for the Dispatch of his Business, and the Security of his 
Property, is inadequate. 

The Truth of this Position is so obvious and acknow- 
ledged, that it must be unnecessary, and it might be 
deemed a Waste of your Lordships Time, to enter into 
any Reasoning thereon. 

A Comparison of the Trade and Shipping of the Port 
of London, about the Period when the Legal Quays or 
Wharfs now in Existence were set out and appointed, 
with the actual State thereof at this Day, presents ample 
Proof, not merely of the Fact in this relative View, but 
also incontestable Demonstration of the vast Extent to 
which the Commerce of this Kingdom has happily 
attained. 

The progressive Increase of that Commerce, especially 


within these late Years; the Credit and mercantile ie? 
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_ of the Country; the Measures adopted by the Legis- 


lature for the Protection and Encouragement of Trade ; 
and the Situation, at this Juncture, of Countries in 
Europe, heretofore our Rivals, appeat to justify a Con- 
clusion, that the Trade of Great Britain is capable of, and 
to warrant a rational Expectation that it will be carried 
to, far greater Extent. To afford the Trade of the Port 
of London, which constitutes a material Portion of that 
of the Kingdom at large, every fair and expedient Ac- 
commodation, and to provide such Convenience for the 
Merchant as may invite and facilitate his Plans for the 
Enlargement of Commerce, must, we think, be deemed 
an Object of high national Concern.—The public Trust 
committed to our Management demands it of us, as a 
peculiar and primary Duty, to have special Regard to, 
and keep a vigilant Watch over, the Collection of the 
Revenue derived from the Commerce of this Kingdom, 
and the faithful Execution of Laws framed for the 
Guard of that Revenue, the Prevention of illicit, and 
the Support and Advancement of honest Trade.—This 
Object must, with us, be anterior to all other Considera- 
tions ; and no Plan or Proposition inconsistent therewith, 
or in any Way repugnant thereto, can have our Sanction 
or Approbation.— But whilst we lay down this as a fun- 
damental Principle for our Government, we are ready at 
the same Time to admit, that we do not apprehend a 
strict Adherence to this Duty on our Part will be ad- 
verse to the general Measure had in View by the Mer- 
chants and Traders of the Port of London. 

The Plans offered for the Improvement of the Port 
are Five in Number: One by the Merchants—Two by 
the City of London—One by Mr. Samuel Wyatt—and 
One by Mr. Edward Ogle. These Plans, taken in the 
Aggregate, import to connect the greater Security of 
the Revenue, and a more effectual Safeguard against 
illegal and iniquitous Practices, with the better Accom- 
modation of Trade. As far as these Two Objects are in 
strict Union, it behoves us to regard the Measure as 
beneficial and salutary. Indeed it is a plain and self- 
evident Truth, that the Augmentation of the Trade of 
this Realm must increase the Public Revenue, and con- 
tribute to National Prosperity. 

Having assumed that the Port of London labours 
under certain Inconveniencies, Difficulties, and Embar- 
rassments, in the conducting its Trade, from which it 
out to be and may be relieved, the natural Order of 
Proceeding seems to be, to ascertain the Causes of those 
Evils, and to apply the best and most effectual Means 
for their Removal. 

The Evils complained of may be referred to Four 
great Sources : 


ist. The Inadequacy in Point of Extent of the Legal 
Quays. 

2d. The crowded and obstructed State of the River. 

3d. The Want of a proper Arrangement and Distri- 
bution of the Business on the Quays. 

4th. The Want of a well-ordered System in the Dis- 
position of Vessels in the River, and in the 
Management of Lighters and Craft. 


There are other secondary and subordinate Causes, 
which contribute to the Grievance in question, and which 
will be adverted to in their proper Places. 

Having stated the leading and principal Causes of the 
Inconvenience and Obstruction experienced by the Mer- 
chants, we shall now investigate and discuss the several 
Proposals offered for their Easement and Relief, in the 
Order above stated. 


i" QUAYS. 

For the first and principal Evil, the Inadequacy of 
‘the present Legal Quays, the plain and sole Remedy is 
‘their Extension. The Quantum of that Enlargement, 
and the most fit and commodious Places for such’ Ad- 
dition, are the Points in Research. A Sufficiency of 
Space, and Capacity within reasonable and expedient 
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Limitations, yielding rather Amplitude fot, than tend= 
ing to Confinement in the Transaction: of Business on 
the Quays, ought, we think, to bé provided for the 
Merchant.. The’ Concerns of Revenue, we are of 
Opinion, would profit by such a System. The Officers, 
whose Duty it is to act upon’ the Quays, would be 
enabled to discharge every Braneh of the Employment 
in a more orderly, accurate, and perfect Manner ; 
Dispatch, alike Advantageous to the Crown and the 
Merchant, would be promoted; due Examination, In= 
spection, Superintendance, and Controul, would be 


facilitated thereby ; Irregularity, Error, Delay, Fraud, 


and Plunderage, occesioned or covered by Crowd, 
Confusion, and Intermixture of the different Speciés of 
Goods, must necessarily be less frequent, and obviously 
be more open to Detection. f 

The modes proposed for the Attainment of an Ex- 
tension of Quays by the Merchants we only learn by a 
Bill now pending in Parliament, and an engraved Plan 
transmitted to us. By the 41st Section of the said Bill, 
we observe it is provided, 

“« And for the more general Benefit of Shipping, and 
of the Trade and Commerce of the said Port, the 
said Company shall and may also build, or cause to 
be built, from Time to Time, Quays and Wharfs 
adjoining to the said Docks and Basons, convenient 
and sufficient for the Trade and Business of the Dock, 
for the landing and discharging, lading and shipping 
of any Goods, Wares, or Merchandize that may or 
shall at any Time or Times be legally landed or ship- 
ped at the said Quays or Wharfs ; and for the greater 
Accommodation of the Trade of the Port of London, 
the said Quays and Wharfs shall be deemed and taken, 
and are hereby declared to be deemed and taken, to 
all Intents and Purposes whatsoever, Legal Quays and 
Wharfs for the landing, re-landing, and discharging, 
lading and shipping of any Goods, Wares, and Mer- 
chandizes whatsoever, within the Port of London.” 

A general Power is here given to the intended Zon- 
don Dock Company for building, from Time to Time, 
Quays, or Wharfs, adjoining to Docks or Basons pro- 
posed to be formed, within certain Limits prescribed 
in the Bill; the only Conditions annexed to the Con- 
struction of such Quays and Wharfs are, that they 
shall be adjoining to the said Docks and Basons, ana 
be convenient and sufficient to the Trade and Business 
of the landing and discharging, lading and shipping, 
of any Goods, Wares, and Merchandize that may and 
shall at any Time or Times be legally landed or shipped 
at the said Quays and Wharfs. 

Of the Fitness and Propriety of the Quays themselves, 
thus proposed to be made, we have no Materials for 
judging. Their Capacity, Extent, Breadth, and Open- 
ness, with other Circumstances forming essential Requi- 
sites for the right Constitution of a Legal Quay, are no 
ways explained or provided for. As we understand the 
Bill, the mere Act of constructing Wharfs and Quays, 
according to the Mode therein described, immediatel 
imparts to them the full Properties and Rights of Legal 
Quays, to all Intents and Purposes. 

The Extent of Quay ‘thus legalized, where, of con- 
sequence, the Merchant has a Right to claim the At- 
tendance of thé discharging Officer, might be carried 
under the Sanction of such a Law to a very great and 
excessive Degree, and the Number of Officers neces- 
sary for the Port be extreniely and ‘unnecessarily multi- 
plied. , 

Under the Force of these Observations, if just, it is 
not in our Power to report with becoming Accuracy, 
or indeed to form any founded ‘Opinion on the Apti- 
tude of the ‘Quays thus to ‘be ‘cotistructed, though we 
have no Reason to doubt the Diseretion of the Com- 
pany, and proper Application of the Powers so vested 
in them. , 

But in ‘this Place we take Occasion ‘to introduce a 
Remark, applicable to the Subject in general. Oy 
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this; That Proximity to. the Office where the Business 
of the, Depastment centers, where the Duties are paid, 
where the Seat of Management, Government, and Con- 
trol is fixed, and where the Officers in the several 
Branches age of Necessity assembled, is a most material 
Cireumstance in the Selection and Designation of a 
Legal Quay, and not to be abandoned but upon the 
Ground of urgent and indispensable Necessity: And 
this Opinion we give.with greater Confidence, as being 
consonant with the Judgment. of our Predecessors in. 
Office, when am Extension of Quays was many Years 
ago in Agitation. . ) 

> Forbearing therefore, for the Reasons assigned, to 
offer an Opinion relative to the Quays and Wharfs 
themselves, thus. imperfectly before us, we think we are 
warranted to say, that if sufficient and apposite Quay 
Room can be obtaitied more near to the. present Legal 
Quays and Custom House, such Site deserves the 
Preference. 


FIRST CITY PLAN. 


_ By this Plan it is proposed to extend the Lawful 
Quays farther into the Thames, by Means of an Em- 
bankment to the Distance of Thirty Feet: This Propo- 
sition is not a new one, but was suggested by the Board 
of Customs to the Lords of .the Treasury in the Year 
1763. The Enlargement of Quay gained by this Propo- 
sition would be in Breadth, without affording any Ad- 
dition to the lineal Extent of Quay. 


SECOND CITY PLAN. 


It is in this Second Plan proposed to embank the 
Front of the present Legal Quays. 

Those Quays are, in the Explanation of this Plan, 
represented to be 1,550 Feet in Length; and the im- 
proved Quays to contain a Length of 4,150 Feet. 

Connected with this Plan is a Proposition to remove 
the Custom House, and build one in another Spot; to 
erect Warehouses over the whole Scite of the Legal 
Quays, the Ground Story whereof is to form a covered 
Quay, with Arches in Front Fifteen Feet high. 

The Proposition of a Quay, thus covered, is, in our 
Opinion, altogether objectionable, as excluding Light 
and Openness, as incommodious to the Officer in the 
Execution of his Duty; not favourable to the free Dis- 
patch of Business; and pregnant with Danger, by af- 
. fording Opportunities for Concealment, Pillage, Depre- 
dation, and Fraud, both by Night and by Day, to the 
Injury of the Crown and the Merchant. 

The Quays, altered according to this Proposition, are 
stated to acquire an Extension from 1,550 in Length to 
4,150 Feet. The Way in which this lineal Augmen- 
tation is to be obtained is, by forming Five Indents or 
Docks, according to the Plan, within the Space now 
making the Line of the present Legal Quays; and such 
Docks are stated to be for the Admission of Lighters, 
and to be capable of receiving One Hundred and Eighty- 
nine at One Time. 

But this seeming Accommodation to the Merchant 
in the Discharge of his Goods would, according to the 
best Information we have been able to obtain, and the 
Result of our own Consideration, be counteracted and 
rendered of little Avail from the Insufficiency of clear 
Quay Room, in order to the due Examination, De- 
livery, and the Conyeyance away of the Goods so brought 


up. 

_ To both these Plans, as also to a subsequent one of 
Mr. Edward Ogle, the Embankment of the Thames for 
the Extension of Quay Room is common. 

The Propriety of this Embankment, as far as re- 
the Navigation of the River, is not within the 
pe .of our Department, and therefore we cannot 


presume to hazard an Opinion thereupon; the ulti- 
~e ae of that Measure upon the Bed, Tides, and 
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poo te of the Thames, appears to be Matter for London 
the Consideration of professional Men, competent, from Docks Repért 
Science and Experience, to give a well-founded Opinion conptaneee 
upon a Point of such Importance. Ne 
Provided that such Embankment can be made with- ;, 4 a 
out Injury to the River, this Board think it right to (ey 


recommend the same as adviseable, and fit to be carried 
into Execution. 

It is proper here not to omit remarking, that although 
a certain Spot of Ground, denominated The Bridge 
Yard, lying on the South Side of the River, nearly op- 
posite to the Custom House, is included in the City 
Plan, as being a Spot Seven hundred Feet in Front, 
fit for the Erection of Warehouses, particularly for 
Goods to be exported, and for the Coasting Trade, yet, 
at an Interview had with the Board by the City Mem- 
bers, and other Gentlemen of the Gommittee, for takm 
into Consideration the Improvement of the Port o 
London, it was stated, that there would also be Space 
on that Part of the City Estate for additional Legal 
Quay Room, and that it might be so send Y found 


necessary. 


MR. WYATT’S PLAN. 


The great Object.of this Plan does not appear to be 
the Extension or Enlargement of, or Addition to the 
Legal Quays, for the Purpose of carrying on the Mer- 
chants Business, as subject to the Interference of the 
Custom Department. 

A covered Wharf within one of the intended Docks 
is proposed for the gauging correctly, and ascertaining 
the Quality of Wine and Spirits, and this is the only 
Quay or Wharf included in this Plan. 

The Mode of Delivery suggested by Mr. Wyatt, is by 
an Application of the King's Scale immediately to the 
Ship’s Side, by means of a floating Platform or Wharf. 
This Method of Delivery being in fact a Substitute 
for a Quay, may properly be considered under this 
Head. 

This System is to be confined to Ships within Docks, 
constructed and guarded according to his Plan, whereby, 
in his Opinion, the real Cargoes and Duties will be 
much more accurately ascertained than can possibly be 
done on any Quays whatever. 

It is not for us to investigate the mechanical Merits 
of this Invention, or the Fitness thereof for the Use pro- 
posed, unless such System of Delivery appears to be 
admissible with improved Safety and Advantage to the 
Crown, compared with that now existing. 

Without questioning either its Merit or Practicability, 
we think ourselves bound in Duty to observe, that such 
a complete and wide Departure from the ancient and 
approved Mode of raising the Revenue of Customs, is 
in our Opinion inconsistent with, and, as far as it ex- 
tends, at once overturns the whole System of Examina- 
tion and Controul, tried, established, and sanctioned. in 
this Department. 

The Essence of the Check instituted for the Guard 
of the Revenue on the Article liable to Duty, or to 
the Laws of Revenue, is, that whilst the delivering 
Officer, who ascertains the Duty according to the Cri- 
terion fixed, or watches the due Execution of those 
Laws, is discharging his Trust, controlling Officers, 
stationed on the Quays for that Purpose, shall pro- 
miscuously, and as Occasion or Discretion may require, 
inspect, supervise, or examine the Weight, Tale, Gauge, 
or Measure of the Article when in the Custody of 
the Crown, in Correction of Error, and in Preyention 
of Fraud or Collusion, For this Service, Nine Landi 
Surveyors are appointed in the Port of London; it is their 
Duty to controul the whole Class of delivering Officers 
on the Quays, consisting of Landing and Deputy King’s 
Waiters, and a numerous Body of inferior Officers. 
Indeed it is our standing Principle, that no Officer shall

London be permitted to act without Control. Upon an open 
Docks Report Quay the Officers become also a Kind of mutual Check 
continued. ;

new Mode of Deliverv. Either a Landing Surveyor 
must attend each Landing Waiter on the Platform, or 
he must be moving from Platform to Platform to fulfil 
his Trust: The first would be a most expensive and 
unnecessary Increase of Officers and Charges of Manage- 
ment; the latter we conceive scarcely practicable with 
official Effect. 

Whilst Goods remain on the Quay, in the Custod 
of the Crown, the superior Officer may have them, wit 
little Difficulty or Inconvenience, re-examined. 

In the Process of this Transit from the Vessel to the 
Lighter, this material Means of Check appears to be 
greatly lessened, if not totally lost. Should the Article 
be deemed still in the Charge of the Officer when in the 
Lighter, the Perplexity and Trouble in disturbing the 
Stowage, and bringing the Goods back for Re-examina- 
tion, provided there was Space on the Platform (which 
in numberless Cases there could not be) would be great, 
and the official Process on the Platform impeded during 
such Operation. 

As the Articles, when in the Lighter and out of the 
Dock, if not of that Description which are to be brought 
to the Legal Quays, would be free from all farther 
Control of the Officers, the Duties having been paid 
thereon, we think great Opening for Fraud upon the 
River would be the Consequence. 

The Smuggler might with Facility substitute other 
Articles in Packages corresponding in Size, Marks, and 
Numbers, after such Discharge from the Docks, instead 
of those which had passed Examination, and by this, 
and various other Artifices, prohibited Articles might 
be introduced, or Evasion of Duty effected; and the 
Custom House Officer would at all Events be perplexed 
in the Execution of his Duty, whilst some Articles are 
to be examined in this Way in the Docks, and others 
delivering in the River, according to the present Mode, 
in order to be brought up to the Legal Quays, and on 
which the Duties have not been paid. 

In respect to Dispatch, our practical Officers state, 
in the strongest Manner, the Difference of Time requi- 
site for the Delivery of a Cargo from the Hold of a 
Ship and from Lighters, the former Mode being out of 
all Proportion the most tedioys: Upon this Principle 
therefore, apart from the Remoteness of Situation, and 
the Difficulty incident to the Separation of Articles, 
which would still remain to be examined, and delivered 
as at present, the Attendance of superior Officers of the 
Crown alongside the Ship would be an unthrifty Appli- 
cation of their Labour. 

This Idea of discharging Goods afloat is not alto- 
gether new; a Practice somewhat analogous thereto 
prevailed at Hull for many Years, but it was confined 
to that Port, and admitted from Necessity, there being 
no Legal Quays there at that Time ; Goods were there- 
fore permitted to be examined upon the Ship’s Deck, 
and delivered immediately into the Custody of the 
Merchant. 

This Practice being found from Experience to be 
highly injurious to the Revenue, the same was repre- 
sented in the Reports of this Board, dated the 2oth 
aay 1767, and gth April 1772, to the then Lords 
of the Treasury, and an immediate Stop put thereto 
upon the Erection of Legal Quays at that Port. The 
Floating Platform appears to us more objectionable than 


the Delivery from the Deck of a Ship, particularly in 


point of Space, as the former will be less and more 
confined than the latter. 

Upon the most mature Consideration, we cannot but 
think that this Innovation would be hazardous, inex- 
pedient, and tend to additional Expence of Manage- 
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ment; indeed all Plea for the Necessity of such Change 
will cease when the Legal Quays are established upon 
an improved System, which we trust will ere long be 
effected. 

MR. EDWARD OGLE’S PLAN. 

This Plan, in like Manner with the City one, pro- 
poses an Embankment of the 7hames to the same Ex- 
tent; viz, Thirty Feet into the River; and in ‘Addition 
thereto, by converting the Front of Darkhouse Lane 
towards he River into a Legal Quay, shutting certain 
Stairs, and filling up a Dock on the East Side of Dice 
Quay, and also by preventing all Ships from discharging 
their Cargoes at the Quays, to make, as he states, a 
positive Addition of Quay Room in a lineal Direction 
of Four hundred and Eighty Feet. It appears, that the 
actual lineal Extent, added to the Quays, is One hun- 
dred and Eighty Feet; the remaining Three hundred 
arising only from a proposed Regulation, by precluding 
Ships from coming to the Quays. He likewise sug- 
gests, that farther Accommodation of Quay Room might 
be gained by filling up Billingsgate Dock. 

We see no Objection to these Propositions on the 
Part of the Crown, and, as far as they go, they tend to 
the better Accommodation of Trade. 


Having thus stated and discussed the Proposals con- 
tained in the different Plans for the. Extension of the 
Legal Quays, it is incumbent upon us to observe, that 
no one of those Plans appears to be any Way adequate 
to the Object in Agitation.—That by selecting such 
Parts of them as in our Opinion ought to be approved 
of, and combining those several Propositions, namely, 
the Embankment of the Thames in the Mode sug- 
gested, if it can be done without Detriment to the River; 
the filling up and applying certain public Stairs and 
Landing Places, and Dice Dock, as specificd in Mr. 
Ogle’s Plan, and adding Billingsgate Dock to the pre- 
sent legal Quays, and taking a sufficient clear Space on 
the River in the Front of the Bridge Yard, for the 
constructing a Legal Quay, which we find to have been 
in like Manner recommended by our Predecessors, in 
the Year 1711, material Progress may, consistently with 
the Good of Revenue, be made towards the due Accom- 
mcdation of the Trade of the Port of London. 

But we think it our Duty also to remark, after full 
and mature Deliberation, that, in our Opinion, the col- 
lective Benefit thence to be derived will not be adequate 
to the great Object in View, and that, of consequence, 
considerably larger Addition to the Legal Quays becomes 
requisite.—Under this Conviction, we have directed 
our Thoughts and Enquiries to the Selection of a Spot 
for such Extension and Enlargement, possessing to the 
greatest Degree attainable, or capable of being made to 
possess, Proximity, Contiguity, and the other essential 
Requisites for a Legal Quay before specified. 

We conclude the North Side of the River to be the 
most convenient for the general Trade of the Merchant. 
The Place we have to suggest, as most fit, is a Spot in 
Saint Catherine’s, in Front of the River, from Lrongate 
Stairs down to Storehouses belonging to His Majesty, 
called The King’s Brewhouse, containing something more 
than Seven hundred Feet, and including a Dock called 
Saint Catherine’s. It has occurred to us, that a Space 
of Ground, called Zower Wharf, and extending from 
the East End of the present Legal Quays to Lrongate 
Stairs, would, ‘in point of Locality, be highly desirable ; 


_and provided the Whole, or a Portion thereof, and that 


Portion consisting in Length on the River, could be 
obtained, for the Good of the Trade and Revenue of 
the Country, without Prejudice to the public Depart- 
ment to which it belongs, our Plan would be rendered 
complete. With respect to the: Zower Wharf, it ap- 
pears from Papers in our Office, that in or about the 
Year 1762, a Commission did issue from the Court of 
Exchequer to make Part of the said Wharf a oe 
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Quay, but which Commission was quashed for Want 
of a due Specification of a certain Part intended to be 
reserved for the Crown; the Court at the same Time 
recommended an Application for a new Commission in 
Correction of such Defect.— But if there be insur- 
mountable Objections to the Appropriation of Zower 
Wharf in this Mode, we are hopeful the other proposed 
Augmentations and Regulations, hereafter to be ap- 
plied, may yield the Commerce of the Port sufficient 
Accommodation. 

At the Ground singled out at Saint Catherine's, any 
necessary Portion of Depth from the River might with 
Facility be had. The Front to the Zhames consists of 
Warehouses, Dwelling Houses, Public Stairs, a Wharf, 
and some Waste Ground, making for the most Part the 
Southern Side of a poor narrow Street, called Saint 
Catherine's Street. The space on the North of this 
Street, exclusive of Saint Catherine’s Church and Church 
Yard, consists mostly of mean and wretched Alleys and 
Courts, and of some vacant Ground; the Houses are 
in general old and ruinous, and the Inhabitants low and 
poor. The Houses on the Banks of the River are 
extremely prejudicial to Revenue, as affording great 
Opportunities for iniquitous Acts, particularly by the 
Means of small vessels, usually called Short Traders, 
lying close to the Shore at the Back of these Houses ; 
a Practice which this Board have used every Effort to 
stop, but without Effect.—We therefore recommend 
that the Whole of the Site in the Front of the River, 
with sufficient Depth, be applied to the Object of a 
Legal Quay, on the North Side of which Warehouses 
might be constructed.—The Ground, when obtained, 
we are of Opinion, ought to be cleared of all improper 
Buildings and Incumbrances, and a Quay formed, em- 
bracing all the requisite Properties —We submit this 
Measure, as of such great Public Utility, that it would 
deserve the Interference of the Legislature for the Ac- 
complishment thereof, if such Interference should be 
found requisite—We are here likewise confirmed in 
the Propriety of our Suggestion, by having the con- 
current Opinion of the Board of Customs in the Year 
1763, when, in consequence of their Recommendation 
to the Lords of the Treasury, a Commission issued 
from the Court of Exchequer, constituting the Spot a 
Legal Quay. 


CROWDED AND OBSTRUCTED STATE OF THE 
RIVER. 


We now proceed to the Second Head of our general 
Arrangement ; viz. the crowded and obstructed State of 
the River. 

That the River Z’hames is frequently so crowded, as 
to occasion Damage to Ships, Detention, Opportu- 
nities for Plunderage, Interruption to Business, and in- 
creased Expence for Demurrage and Port Charges, is a 
Fact, the Truth whereof, we understand, is not to be 
controverted.—The increased Number and Size of the 
Shipping of the Country, and the Number of Foreign 
Vessels resorting to the Port of London, are the Causes 
of the Evil in question; and if those Objects should be 
progressive, the Inconvenience and Injury to Trade in 
these Respects must augment therewith. 

In the View of Revenue, Detriment must arise, in- 
asmuch as the more the Vessel is impeded and detained 
after her Arrival at Gravesend, at which Place Officers 
of the Customs are first stationed on Board as.a Guard, 
till her final Clearance, when the officers are taken off, 
the greater Opportunity for Smuggling is given, and a 
greater Expence. for Management incurred.—Impedi- 
ment and Delay, in the Navigation of the River, are 
consequently unfavourable to Revenue.—The direct and 
most effectual Remedy for this Grievance is, the taking 
a certain Portion of that Shipping out of the River, by 
Means of Docks and Basons. 
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DOCKS. 
MERCHANTS PLAN. 


For this Purpose the Merchants propose, by their 
Bill, to make One or more Dock or Docks, Bason or 
Basons, in any Places within certain described Limits 
in Wapping, with a Navigable Cut or Canal from Black- 
wall to such Docks, in order to shorten an intricate and 
dangerous Navigation round the Isle of Dogs. These 
Docks are proposed to contain Three Hundred and 
Eighty-eight loaded Ships. 


FIRST CITY PLAN. 


By the First City Plan, it is proposed to make a Dock 
in the Isle of Dogs, competent to contain Five hundred 
Ships. 


SECOND CITY PLAN. 


According to a written Explanation of this Second 
Plan, it is proposed to make a Dock at Rotherhithe 
capable of containing “‘ One thousand Ships, and there- 
“ fore of properly accommodating Four hundred.” 

The Practicability of making another Dock in the 
Isle of Docks, of about the same Size, is also stated. 


MR. SAMUEL WYATT’S PLAN. 


By Mr. Wyatt’s Plan, Three separate Docks are pro- 
posed between Blackwall and the Isle of Dogs ; one for 
loaded Ships, another for empty Ships, and one for 
Colliers, with a Bason at the Entrance at Blackwall for 
One hundred and Sixty Ships. 


MR. EDWARD OGLE’S PLAN. 


By Mr. Ogie’s Plan, no Dock or Bason is proposed ; 
but to facilitate the Navigation of the River, Mr. Ogle 
suggests the mooring and classing of Ships, according 
to the respective Trades in which they are employed, 
conformably to a Mode fully explained in his Plan. 


Of the Propriety of Docks as a general Measure, 
the most fit Place for, and the Mode of their Con- 
struction, we are not competent. Judges. 

The Depth of Water, the Course and Circumstances 
of the River, the Soundness of Bottom, with various 
Points of Consideration, many of a Professional Nature, 
and all material in determining upon and executing this 
Measure, are foreign from our Department. 

Viewing Docks as Places of Reception for Ships in 
Easement of the River, in order to unship their Cargoes 
on board Lighters, but not as Places for the due Exa- 
mination and Final Delivery ef Cargoes from Forei 
Parts, the few Remarks we venture to offer on the 
Subject are, That if a Dock or Docks are constructed, 
their being so formed as to provide the best possible 
Security against Fire, seems to be the First and most 
important Point ; that to ward off this Danger, the more 
spacious, the more distinct and subdivided they are, 
the more proper ; that looking to the Possibility of this 
dreadful Calamity, and the Extent of Mischief which 
might result therefrom to the Public and Individuals, 
we cannot help entertaining some Doubt how far it 
might be adviseable to admit Vessels loaded with valua- 
ble Cargoes into Docks, or those whose Cargoes may 
consist of Articles combustible, or liable to the greatest 
Injury by Fire; that if withdrawing the Colliers (a 
numerous Class of Vessels, and arriving in Fleets) and 
any other Class of Ships that may be thought most 
proper to be selected, into a Dock set apart and con- 
veniently adapted for them, would be sufficient Relief 
for the crowded State of the River, it might perhaps be 
the most safe and eligible Mode of Easement; and that 
the Site of a Doek the most removed from Buildings, 
and the most shut up and inclosed from the Intrusion 
of Persons not having Business to transact in them, de- 
mands the Preference. 
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WANT OF PROPER ARRANGEMENT AND DISTRIBU- 
TION OF THE BUSINESS ON THE LEGAL QUAYS. 


The Third general Head is, The Want of proper 
Arrangement and Distribution of the Business on the 
Legal Quays. 

Illusions thereto and Suggestions for the Removal 
thereof, we find to be thrown out in a general Way 
in the Explanation of some of the before-mentioned 
Plans. 

We are of Opinion, that a Regulation of this Kind 
is much wanted, and that the Effect thereof would be 
highly beneficial both to Trade and Revenue.—The 
hitherto contracted Scale of the Legal Quays has pre- 
cluded the Possibility of such Improvement, upon any 
Plan sufficiently large and distinct ; nor does this Board 
at present possess legal Authority to inforce the same, if 
it had been practicable-—Upon the Enlargement of the 
Quays, the First Impediment to the Execution of the 
Measure would be removed ; and we should deem it an 
Object claiming our immediate Attention to introduce 
the Amendment, if so empowered by the Legislature. 

The First great Outline of this Regulation would be 
to keep distinct and separate the Import and Export 
Trades; and to provide, that no Part of the Coasting 
Trade should be carried on at the Legal Quays. 

The Confusion and Irregularity attending a Mixture 
of these several Branches of the Custom Department, 
and these different Concerns of Trade, would be avoided, 
and Openings for fraudulent Proceedings, to the Detri- 
ment of the Crown and the Merchant, thereby pre- 
vented. A considerable Acquisition of Room on the 
Legal Quays would accrue from the proposed Exclusion 
of the Coasting Trade; our practical Officers calculate 
this Gain in Space to be in the Proportion of One- 
fifth of the whole present Amount, and of One-third 
in Cranage. 

Another Suggestion, conducive to this beneficial Ob- 
ject of Space may properly be noticed here.—Certain 
Foreign Vessels now come up to the Legal Quays, and 
discharge their Cargoes at them ; they occupy the Place 
which might otherwise be appropriated to Lighters, and 
the Delivery from the former being comparatively far 
more dilatory, the Practice in question causes Delay, 
and a Waste of the Officers Time. The legal Preven- 
tion of this, therefore, appears to be worthy of Consi- 
deration ; and in this Place we cannot omit to advert to 
a Practice very prevalent, and highly repugnant to the 
common QObject had in View for the Advantage of 
Revenue and Trade, viz. the acquiring free Space, and 
the avoiding unnecessary Delay in the Examination and 
Delivery of Goods. Certain Articles, particularly Wine, 
Spirits, Fruit, and Oil, are left upon the Quays for a 
considerable Time after the Duties have been satisfied ; 
other Goods remain for Want of the Duties being paid. 
The Imposition of an additional Duty on all Articles so left 
beyond a reasonable Time, sufficient to correct the Prac- 
tice, with proper Exception in Relief of Cases of Neces- 
sity, would, in our Opinion, compel the due Removal, 
and effectually cure this Evil. 

The proper Guard of the Legal Quays being of much 
Importance, we cannot quit the Subject without ob- 
serving, that their being shut up at Night, and com- 
pletely lighted, would, we think, materially contribute to 
that End. 


WANT OF WELL-ORDERED SYSTEM RESPECTING 
VESSELS AND CRAFT. 


The Want of a well-ordered System in the Disposition 
of Vessels in the River, and in the Management of 
Lighters and Craft, constitutes the Fourth and last 
general Head, under which we have classed the great 
rp i nneorenienes to which the Trade of London 
is exposed. ation here is urgently necessary, and 
the Want otwar! severel meaied. Should the 
Formation of a Dock or Docks be adopted, Obstruc- 
tion and Danger in the Navigation of the River will be 
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lessened proportionably to the Capacity of the Docks, 
and the Number of Vessels received therein. A proper 
Degree of clear Space, and the right Distribution of 
Business on the River, is little less necessary than on 
the Quays, to promote ")ispatch, and repress Fraud ; 
Harbour Masters of Experience and Ability ought there- 
fore, we think, to be appointed, with Power to enforce 
the Mooring of Ships in the River, according to a well- 
regulated Plan, and proper Controul and Superintend- 
ance over them be provided in order to secure the 
Discharge of their Duty. 

The rightly fixing and ordering of Mooring Chains 
is strictly connected with, and indeed must form the 
Basis of this Improvement. Mr. Ogle has suggested and 
detailed at Length a Scheme for the general mooring 
and placing of Ships according to their respective Trades ; 
though we cannot think this Scheme would be effectual, 
or produce the End he thereby proposes, yet whatever 
may be the ultimate Determination respecting Docks, 
useful Hints for the Object now in Discussion might be 
obtained therefrom, and the Parts fit for practical Ap- 
plication selected. 

The Lighters at present employed upon the River 
appear to us to be under an irregular and defective Sys- 
tem, if indeed any System at all can be said to obtain. 
We mean, however, to confine the Force of this Ob- 
servation to the Concerns of Revenue :—The Lighters 
in Use are mostly open; Plunderage, a great Source of 
Loss and just Cause of Complaint to the Merchant, is 
obviously effected with less Difficulty in this uncovered 
Mode of Conveyance; Damage and Injury to the Ar- 
ticle so brought up are also frequently the * fects herr 
and Revenue in these Ways is prejudiced. Lighters, 
by being under no Controul or Government by Officers 
of the Revenue, on their Approach to the Legal Quays, 
often crowd and block up the Access thereto; empty 
ones remain to the Interruption of loaded ones, and 
while the latter deliver without being distributed or 
ranged according to any Method, the Dispatch of Busi- 
ness is greatly impeded. 

Certain Goods from their Bulk or Nature are less 
liable to Damage and Plunder than others, and do not 
require, or are not so well adapted for Stowage in 
covered Lighters. 

We are of Opinion, that Goods not of this Descrip- 
tion should be brought up in those only that are covered, 
and the Hatches properly secured. One or more Lighter 
Masters should be appointed, to attend constantly, and 
manage this Department in like Manner as Harbour 
Masters are proposed for the Regulation of Ships in the 
River, and be also made accountable to some superior 
Authority. 

Having thus submitted to your Lordships what we 
have to offer under the Four General Heads laid down, 
we proceed to some subordinate Objects, alluded to in 
the early Part of our Report, which, though not so 
immediately within the Department of Revenue, are 
more or less essentially connected therewith, and are of 
material Consequence; they are Three in Number : 

ist, Warehouses. 

ad, Narrowness of Streets and Avenues adjoining 
to the Custom House and Legal Quays. 

3d, Regulation of Carts. 

What we have to submit touching these Points will 
be comprized in a few general Remarks. 


WAREHOUSES. 


Certain Articles of Commerce must by the Laws of 
Revenue be warehoused under the joint Custody of the 
Crown and Merchant: A Sufficiency of Warehouse 
Room, to receive Articles of this Description, the Secu- 
rity of such Warehouses, and their Proximity to the 
Custom House, are Objects of Moment to the Crown.— 
In Times of great Import of these Articles, and during 
particular Gluts of Business, the providing of Ware- 
houses has been found Difficult ; should the warehousing 
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System be extended, an increasing Demand for Ware- 
house Room must be the ne eager If wanted for 
this Purpose, their Contiguity, to uays, and the 
Easiness of their Pres both by Land int Water, 
would be Points of essential Recommendation in their 
Favour, as well for Commerce as Revenue.—The 
speedy Clearance of the Quays, and the affording near 
Means of Housing, would diminish the Expence of the 
Crown in Officers Attendance, and particularly that 
Class, termed officially Cart Followers, whose Duty it is 
to attend the Article from the Quays to the Ware- 
house. 

The City of London, and Mr. Ogle, have alone sug- 
gested specific Propositions and Places for the Augmen- 
tation of Warehouse Room; the former on the South 
Side of the River at the Bridge Yard, and both on the 
North Side, according to the Explanation of their 
respective Plans. 


NARROWNESS OF STREETS AND AVENUES ADJOIN- 
ING TO THE CUSTOM HOUSE AND LEGAL QUAYS. 


The Magnitude of this Evil and the Extent of the 
Inconvenience and Interruption to Business thereby oc- 
casioned, cannot be expressed in Terms too forcible. 
Access to, and Return from the Quays, are frequently 
rendered impossible. Tumult, Confusion, and Acci- 
dents in the Streets and Passages contiguous thereto, 
and on the Quays themselves, are often occasioned, and 
the commodious carrying on of Trade and Revenue, 
alike counteracted. e Proposals, therefore, both in 
the City Plans, afd Mr. Ogle’s, which go to open and 
widen these Streets, Passages, and Avenues, and to sub- 
stitute, in lieu thereof, large and commodious Streets, 
are of very useful Tendency, and ought, we think, to 
be speedily carried into Execution. pation there- 
with is the Attainment of additional Warehouses, by 
erecting them on the Spot where certain Houses to be 
pulled down for the Completion of the Plan, now stand; 
and such Warehouses will, we have to observe, in point 
of Situation, possess the Advantages stated in the pre- 
ceding Article. — 


REGULATION OF CARTS. 


The irregular System of Carts, and the Want of 
Method in the Arrangement of them, is another Griev- 
ance. 

We see, however, no Means of complete Remedy, 
while the Avenues to the Quays remain in their present 
contracted State, and the Approaches to them are so 
perpetually interrupted; but when the same are pro- 
perly widened, we trust sufficient Regulation will be 
established ; indeed, in their present State, some Relief 
might be afforded, if Officers were appointed to attend 


Daily for the Superintendance and Controul of Car- 
men. 


Having had Occasion to recur to various Accounts 
for Information in the Course of this Enquiry, we take 
the Liberty of annexing the same to this Report, as 
they are distinct from those ordered by the Committee 
of the Honourable House of Commons, and may serve 
to throw some light upon the Subject; and we also 
transmit a Schedule to such Accounts, to afford your 
Lordships the Means of more easy Reference thereto. 

We cannot close our Report without requesting In- 
dulgence for having trespassed so much upon your Lord- 
ships Time, but we hope to stand excused, in Con- 
sideration of the Extent and Magnitude of the Matters 
referred.

May it please your Lordships, 

Mr. Long having by his Letter of the 1st December 
last, signified that, having laid before your Lordships a 
Memorial of the Lord Mayor, Aldermen, and Commons 
of the City of London, in Common Council assembled, 
inclosing Mr. Dance’s Report on the proposed Improve- 
ments of the Legal Quays, and Estimates of the Ex- 
pence thereof; he (Mr. Long) is commanded to transmit 
the said Memorial and Report to this Board, and to 
desire we will call upon Mr. Dance for any Explanation 
we may require upon the Subject of the Plan alluded 
to by him, and report our Opinion thereupon to your 
Lordships with as little Delay as possible. 


We Report, 

That in obedience to your Lordships Commands 
thus signified, we have attentively considered the Me- 
morial and Report referred to us, and procured such 
Information as we found necessary, in order to warrant 
an Opinion thereon. 

Having in our Report to your Lordships of the 16th 
of May last, entered fully into the Discussion of various 
Proposals then offered for the Improvement of the 
Port of London, and selected such Parts of those respec- 
tive Plans, as upon mature Enquiry and Deliberation we 
thought might with Safety and Efficacy be adopted for 
the Attainment of the great Object in View, and 
having further suggested such additional Measures to 
the same End, as according to our best Judgnient ap- 
peared to be requisite and adequate, we think a Re- 
ference to that Report will tend much to supersede the 
Necessity of troubling your Lordships with a Repeti- 
tion of Matter already suggested, and at the same Time 
draw your Lordships Attention to what -we deem a 
Sort of Ground or Criterion for judging upon the Pro- 
posal now before us; and such Reference seems to be 
the more apposite, because upon Examination, we find 
that this Plan, in the general and leading Principle and 
Outline thereof, has great Conformity with the System 
we thought ourselves justified in recommending for the 
mutual Accommodation and Benefit of Commerce and 
Revenue in the Port of London. 

Under the Force of these Remarks, we shall proceed 
to investigate the Propositions contained in Mr. Dance's 
Report, expressing simply a Concurrence in Sentiment 
where they accord with our Opinion antecedently given, 
or appear to be eligible ; and where we think the Sugges- 
tion ought not to be adopted, or that it should be modi- 
fied in the Execution, or the Determination on the Ex- 
pediency thereof suspended, explaining, as may be need- 
ful, the Reasons on which our Opinion is founded.

FIRST PROPOSITION. 


“To purchase a sufficient Quantity of Ground 
“on the East Side of the Zower, upon the Site 
“ of Saint Catharine's, whereon to form ample 
“‘ Conveniencies for all the Export Trade, the 
* NN, all Tobaccos, and all the Kast India 
“ Goods.” 


This Proposition, as far as it goes to the Construction 
of an open Legal Quay at Saint Catharine’s is in perfect 
Consonance with our Opinion, and we think highly fit 
to be adopted. 

We are not, however, prepared to offer any deter- 
minate Opinion upon the Confinement or Application 
thereof, in the Manner proposed by Mr. Dance. 

The Transfer and Allotment of the Whole of the 
Export, and so great a Portion of the Inward Trade of

portance both in Magnitude and Nature. Due Exami- 
nation and Enquiry, with a View to the common Benefit 
of Trade and Revenue, ought, we think, to precede and 
fully evince the general Utility of the Measure, before 
so material an Alteration should be established. 

In the Report alluded to we proposed a suitable 
Arrangement and Distribution of Business on the Legal 
Quays, as an essential Requisite to the Improvement of 
the Port, and suggested that a Distinction and Separa- 
tion of the Import and Export Trade, and the Re- 
moval of the Coast Trade from those Quays, ought to be 
made the Basis of the Measure. 

The practical Institution of such a System, in the 
most beneficial Mode, must necessarily involve a Variety 
of Commercial and Official Concerns and Transactions, 
and demand many Regulations. Any final Judgment or 
Decision thereon, at present, would, we think, be pre- 
mature and unadvised. 

Thus impressed we submit to your Lordships Wisdom, 
whether the most expedient and safe Order of Proceeding 
would not be to legalize an additional Extent of Quay 
Room, fully sufficient for the Improvement of the Port; to 
sanction, by the Authority of the Legislature, the general 
Principle of a Separation and Appropriation of the 
great Branches of Inward and Outward Trade, to certain 
Parts of the Legal Quays, in such Manner as might be 
found most secure and advantageous for Commerce and 
Revenue; and proper Authority being delegated for 
that Purpose, to commit the executive Part of the 
Plan to subsequent Accomplishment, under an In- 
junction of all the Dispatch compatible with the Right 
and orderly Completion of so extensive an Object. A 
System thus introduced would not only have the Bene- 
fit of proper antecedent Enquiry and Deliberation, but 
it might be matured, and from Time to Time perfected, 
under the Aid of Experience. 

In the explanatory Part of Mr. Dance’s Report, 
touching this Proposition, we find a Suggestion for 
forming Two ample Docks behind the Quay at Saint 
Catherine’s, for the sole Purpose of receiving Lighters 
for the Export Trade, with covered Sheds, Cartways, 
Buildings, and an Inclosure; these Docks to commu- 
nicate with the Zhames by Two Openings, with Gates, 
according to a Description in his Report, and a De- 
lineation in a printed Plan transmitted to us by him. 
Our Recommendation of a Legal Quay at Saint Catha- 
rine’s had no View to any Plan of this Kind. Undera 
Conviction that an adequate lineal Extent of spacious 
open Quay Room, unincumbered, and of free Access, 
is the primary Desideratum, and must be the Ground- 
work of solid and permanent Improvement of the Port, 
we deem it incumbent upon us to object to this Pro- 
posal. An Interruption of the Line of Wharf in Two 
Places, for the Passage of Lighters to and from the 
River, would destroy the Continuity and diminish the 
Quantity of spacious connected Quay Room, and in both 


_ Ways we think be incommodious to Trade and Revenue. 


Apart from this Consideration, of sufficient Weight 
in itself, we think the Plan of these Lighter Docks ob- 
jectionable, as tending rather to delay and embarrass 
than to facilitate Business, as likely to occasion Confu- 
sion from the Compression and Intermixture of Pro- 
perty; and as affording increased Opportunity for Con- 
cealment, Plunderage, and Fraud, to the Injury of the 
Crown and the Merchant. 

The Landing and Shipping by Means of Lighters 
directly along a free open Line of Wharf, appears to us 
of obvious comparative Superiority. 
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SECOND PROPOSITION. 


“To improve the Site of the Bridge Yard, so as 
“to render it perfectly adequate to the conve- 
*¢ nient Dispatch of all the Coasting Trade, and 
“also to the landing of all Wines and Spirits, 
“ Fruit, and such other Articles as may be 
“found proper to relieve the present Legal 
“ Quays.” 


The Designation of a proper Space of Ground at 
Bridge Yard, for the Erection of a commodious Legal 
Quay, coincides with our Opinion already offered, and 
is, we think, requisite to the Amendment of the Port. 
Touching the Removal from the Legal Quays to the 
Quay at Bridge Yard, when constructed, of the Articles 
of Foreign Commerce enumerated in this Proposal, or 
the like exclusive Selection of any other Articles, we 
do not deem ourselves warranted to submit any con- 
clusive Opinion; but think in this Instance also, the 
ultimate Application of that Quay, and Distribution of 
Business thereon, ought to be postponed ; possibly that 
Situation, if proper Warehouses were erected contiguous 
to the Quay, might be found peculiarly adapted to the 
landing of Articles of Import Trade intended for Ex- 
portation. ? 

The Relief of the Legal Quays, by taking away 
from thence all the Coasting Trade, as we have stated, 
appears to us a most material Regulation, both for the 
Attainment of Space and the Prevention of Confusion 
and Disorder in the carrying on of Business. To that 
Branch of the Proposition we fully. accede; but any 
Confinement of the Coasting Trade to Bridge Yard, or 
to any other Spot or Wharf, would, it strikes us, be in- 
jurious. That Trade is of the utmost Importance to 
the Country, as such it deserves every practical En- 
couragement, and an Exemption from all Restraint and 
Burthen not essentially necessary. In conformity with 
this Principle, we think the Freedom of Choice as to the 
Place of landing or taking in his Goods, which the 
Master of the Coast Vessel at present enjoys, ought, 
with the proposed Exclusion from the Legal Quays 
(by which we trust this Trade will in fact benefit) still 
to be maintained. 

When the Apportionment to Foreign Trade to 
Bridge Yard has been digested and settled, if without 
commercial Inconvenience and practical Objection on 
the Part of the Revenue, there should remain suitable 
Space to be set apart from the Coasting Trade, we do 
not foresee any Impediment to such Partition and Ap- 
plication. 

No doubt, the Coasting Trade will be attracted to 
those Wharfs, where, in point of Locality, Convenience, 
and Expence, it can be best accommodated. . 

Having in this Report had Occasion to express our 
Objections to Docks for receiving Lighters, we think 
the general Remarks thereon submitted, coupled with 
what we have just observed respecting the Propriety of 
suspending the Decision in what Way the Legal Quay 
at Bridge Yard should be applied, and the Expediency 
of léaving the Coasting Trade unfettered, will justify us 
in disapproving this Dock Plan at Bridge Yard, whether 
meant, as stated in the Proposition, for the Lighters em- 
ployed in lading or unlading Coasters, or in Mr. Dance’s 
Explanation by Letter, for the Admission of the Coast- 
ing Vessels themselves. 

The Proposal of covered Quays, with Warehouses 
over the same, in Front of the River, militates directly 
against the Opinion delivered in the Report which we 
had the Honour to make to your Lordships, on which 
Occasion the Grounds of our Objection to any Measure 
of the Sort were detailed; we have only therefore to 


observe, that we deem this Proposal unfit to be 
adopted. 
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THIRD PROPOSITION. 


“ When the above Objects are obtained, then to 
“ improve the present Legal Quays, either by 
* Docks, or Wharfs covered upon Arches, by 
Embankment, or by any Mode which may 
then be found necessary, after they have 
“ been cleared of so great a Part of their present

Respecting a Proposition thus general and extensive, 
we must again beg Leave to refer your Lordships to 
the Report, to which we have so frequently had Occa- 
sion to allude, wherein will be found the Opinion and 
Matter we have to offer upon the various Parts and 
Objects ranging under or connected with this Head. 

We think it, however, right to mark our Agreement 
in Opinion with Mr. Dance, as to the Order in which 
he hereby proposes to complete his Plan. The Ac- 
erg of Quay Room at Saint Catharine’s and at 

ridge Yard, in Easement of the present Legal Quays, 
crowded, obstructed, and overloaded as they now are, 
before the projected Improvement of those Quays is 
carried into Execution, appears to us to be highly 
judicious and proper. The Transactions of the Port, as 
well in regard to Commerce as Revenue, will, by that 
Method of Proceeding, be the less incommoded or 
disturbed, and in all Probability the Work will advance 
with greater Facility and Dispatch. 


Observing that in these Propositions no direct Men- 
tion is made of a Dock or Docks for the Relief of the 
River, though, in the printed Plan accompanying them, 
the Design of a Floating Dock for Ships at the Isle of 
Dogs is laid down, we thought it behoved us not to leave 
the Intention respecting an Object so material to the 
improved State of the Bort to Implication or Surmise, 
we accordingly applied to Mr. Dance for Information 
on this Particular; his Letter in return clears up this 
Matter ; and on that Account, as well as that it makes 
a Kind of farther Explanation or Supplement to the 
Propositions themselves, we have annexed a Copy 
thereof to our Report; it there appears that Floating 
Docks for Shipping at the Isle of Dogs without Wharfs, 
forms a decided Branch of the Plan of the City of 
London. 

Our Opinion, as to the general Expediency of a Dock 
or Docks for the Advantage of the Navigation of the 
River, and the collateral Benefit to Revenue, under 
Conditions and Qualifications, and with the Remarks 
and Suggestions which we thought we were competent, 
and it behoved us to offer, are already before your 
Lordships, and we have nothing to add on the Subject 
except a Recurrence to a Principle, which has been a 
governing one in this Report, namely, that the Appli- 
cation of a Dock or Docks to any particular Descrip- 
tion of Vessels be delayed, until the Fitness of their 
being so used shall have been ascertained. 

Mr. Dance’s Plan does not, we find, include some 
Matters suggested in our former Report, which, though 
comparatively of a subordinate Nature, we regard as 
indispensably conducive to the grand Object in Contem- 
plation ;—we allude to well-ordered and page en- 
forced Systems for mooring Vessels in the River, 
regulating Lighters employed in the Conveyance of 
Merchandize to and from the Quays, and also the Carts 
frequenting the Quays, or waiting thereon or in their 
Vicinity for Hire. 

There is, we are persuaded, urgent Want of good and 
effectual Regulation touching these different Objects, 
and we think any Plan for carrying the Port of London 
to a proper State of Perfection would be incomplete 
without due Interposition to that Effect. 

We have forborne from entering at all into the Cal- 
culations stated in Mr. Dance’s Plan; we do not regard 
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this Matter as any Way connected with Revenue or

May it please your Lordships, 


Mr. Rose having, by his Letter of the 14th 
February 1798, transmitted to this Board, in pursuance 
of your Lordships Commands, ‘the following Papers, 
received by the Chancellor of the Exchequer from joint 
Deputations of the Committee of the Corporation of 
Londen, and of the Committee of West India Planters 
and Merchants, for the Purpose of carrying into Exe- 
cution the Plan for the Improvement of the Port of 
London ; namely, 

Report of a Committee of West India Planters and 
Merchants, on the Subject of a Bill, depending 
in Parliament, for forming Wet Docks at the 
Port of London, 16 November 1797, with a Plan 
annexed : 

Resolutions of the General Meeting of West India 
Planters and Merchants, 12 December 1797: 

Report of the Committee, and Resolutions of the 
Court of Common Council thereon, 16 January 
1798: 

And having stated that he (Mr. Rose) is commanded 
by your Lordships, to desire we will report our Opinion 
on the several Matters therein referred to, and “ espe- 
“ cially to state, whether the Security of the Revenue 
would be likely to be affected by Warehouses being 
built at the Js/e of Dogs, for West India Produce, in 
the Manner proposed by the Planters and Merchants ;

and weigh the Report to which we thus allude, with the 
Care and Attention due to the Nature and Importance 
of the Subject therein contained, before we proceeded to 
form any ultimate Opinion on the Matters now referred ; 
upon such Re-consideration, and from ariy subsequent 
Means of Information which have occurred to us, not 
having found Reason to indyce or warrant a Departure 
from the Opinions and Principles by which we were 
governed in what we then submitted, we take Leave to 
draw your Lordships Attention to that, Report, as the 
Basis or Ground Work to which we recur in discussing 
the specific Propositions referred by your Lordships 
Orders. , é‘ 

Three principal Objects appear to be selected for our 
Consideration; namely, the Safety of Revenue under the 
proposed Plan of the West India Planters and Merchants; 
the Easement of the River in point of Space for the 
Shipping frequenting the Port of London, which would 
result therefrom ; and the Attainment of Room on the 
Legal Quays for landing and delivering the Commerce 
of the Port not included in sueh Plan. 

This Proposal for delivering the Articles specified, in a 
Dock at the Js/e of Dogs, militates against the Principles 
we thought it incumbent upon us to recommend for the 
Safety of Revenue, in the following Respects : 

It establishes the Conduct of the Business of Revenue 
at a considerable Distance from the Office where the 
Seat of Management and Control is now fixed, and at a 
Spot more remote therefrom than that in the proposed 
Plan of the Wapping Docks, and which, on this Ground, 
we thought objectionable. 

The Plan before ys, as we understand it, imports to 
legalize as Quay, a certain Space surrounding the 
Whole of the Dock, 

So great an Extent of Quay in the printed Explana- 
tion, stated to be One Mile in Compass, must demand 
for the Conduct of Business, a large Establishment, of 
Officers ; and at all Events, a new and distinct System of 
separate Examination and Control by stationary Officers, 
would be instituted within the Dock, not accordant 
with the general and experienced System of a promis- 
cuous and fluctuating Inspection, Check, and Super- 
intendance of superior comptrolling Officers, and, in 
our Opinion, less. provident, efficacious, and safe for 
Revenue. 

-The Plan seems to imply the transacting. the Export 
as well as the Import Trade within the Dock ;;a. Mixture 
repugnant to what we thought, upon due, Deliberation, 
a most essential Principle of Order, Accommodation, 
and Dispatch, the Separation of the Import from the 
Export Business, 

As far as we understand. the. Propositions, certain 
Articles. of West India Produce; namely, all those, not 
liable. to, the Rayment of Duties, are still to be, brought 
jrom the Docks in, Lighters. to the Legal Quays,: to be 
examined and delivered there, The Observations, we 
thought it incumbent upon us to.make in, out Report, 
touching a Proposal somewhat, similar in Mr. Wyatt's 
Plan, as to the Danger to Revenue to be apprehended 
from,.the Conveyance of some Articles from Docks, 
subject, and others not subject, to the farther Exami- 
nation of the Officers, are, we think, applicable to this 
Part of the Plan., These leading Doubts ‘of the Pro- 
priety and Expediency of the: Measure, and Objections 
to the Adoption thereof, suggest themselves’ to. our 
Judgment, under that Head which is of the highest Iu 
portance, and demands our peculiar and most guarded 
Attention, the Welfare. and Safety of Revenue: 

The Proposition of inclosing the Dock with a sur- 
rounding Fence Wall to the ri ae stated, ‘and’ other 
Precautions to exclude the Introduction of Persons: not 


necessarily employed or admitted there, are, we think, fit 


rqus ather Persons required in the Export as well as 
Import Trade, must, we think, in some Measure, and 
perhaps not inconsiderably, defeat or diminish the good 
Effects of this useful Precaution. 

Should the Plan in other Respects be found advise- 
able, the Erection of Warehouses as proposed at this 
Dock, with the Advantage of near Contiguity to the 
Place for landing and examining the Articles to be de- 
liyered there, would, we think, be very fit; and we are 
not aware that Revenue would be endangered thereby, 

We have not been inattentive to Two Objects of 
material Concern, suggested in these Propositions, the 
one the Reduction of Expence to Revenue, by a Dimi- 
nution of the Number of Officers employed on board 
arriving Ships, for the Safeguard of Revenue ; the other, 
the Prevention of that pernicious System of Depreda- 
tion on the Articles of West Indiq Came injurious 
to the Crown, as far as it prevails prior to the Examina- 
tion of the Articles, by a Defalcation of Duty, and to 
the Merchant in all Stages, by the Loss and Plunderage 
of his Property. - 

Having, however, no Means before us to form any 

correct Estimate of the Saving to Revenue which might 
accrue in the former Respect, nor founded Data by 
which to ascertain, with any Pregision, the Truth and 
Accuracy of the large Amount to which the latter Evil 
is stated to be carried, we are not, prepared ta go into the 
Detail or Investigation of these Points. ; 
_ With respect to the Second Object, the Easement of 
the River, by withdrawing therefrom the Ships proposed 
to be received in the Dock, we beg to recur to the gene- 
ral Observations made in our Report, referred to under 
the Head of Docks, and on this specific Proposal te 
remark, that, in order to ascertain the Quantum of Relief 
and Accommodation to the River thus to be obtained, 
we directed Returns to be made of the Number of West 
India Ships discharged in the Port of London in the 
Years 1796 and 1797, distinguishing those discharged 
below Deptford from those above, in each Year. From 
thence it appears, that in the Year 1796, 306 Vessels. of 
this Description delivered above Deptford, and. 50 be- 
low; and that in the Year 1797, 209 Vessels delivered 
above Deptford, and 55 below ; upon which we have to 
observe, that the real Relief which would accrue to the 
River by the Plan, is to be estimated by the Number of 
Vessels in the first Predicament ; and we think it further 
necessary to remark, that our Officers most conversant 
with the River, have given it as. their Opinion, grounded 
upon practical Experience and, Observation, that the 
Removal of the West Jndia Trade therefrom, would not 
have the Effect of yielding sufficient Accommodation 
for all the other Ships trading to the Port. 

With this Plan, of a Dock, is ¢onnected the one-of a 
Canal from Blackwall to Limehouse Hole, for the general 
Use of Ships, Vessels, and Craft of all Descriptions, 
frequenting the Port of London. 

This Transit of Vessels. through a Cut nat, wide in 
Extent, and having a Shore very contiguous, on each 
Side, would, we,apprehend, afford various and. great 
Openings for illicit) Practices, and be fraught with much, 
Danger to, Revenue; an, Apprehension forcibly repre- 
sented, by our most competent practical Officers, on-a 
former Proposition for a Canal, as well as the. present 
one. ; 

On the Ground therefore of the Safety of the Revenue, 
we think it our Duty to express our strong, Objection 
to this Patt. ofthe Plan. : 

The Effect of Docks, however constructed, or where- 


- ever situated, apon:the Bed aad Navigation of the River, 


is, a8 we formerly stated to, your:Lordships, foreign, from 
our Province, and-a Matter upon whieh we do not deem, 
ourselves authorized; to yenture-an; Opinion ; bat one of 
our superior Officers, of the Watergaard, in the Kaname 
™ oO 
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of his. Reports, having submitted it as his Opinion, that 
the Formation of a Wet Dock and Canal, as proposed at 
the Isle of Dogs, would tend to divert the Stream of the 
River both Flood and Ebb, and thereby throw in such 
a Quantity of Silth as would in a few ooo lessen the 
Depth of Water in that Part of the River, we think it 
not. proper to be silent as to such his Opinion. 
| Respecting the Third and last Object contained in 
out Lordships Reference, Whether there would be 
Tone on the present Free Quays to land the Goods 
which may be imported in such other Ships as are not 
employed in the West India Trade, we have to represent, 
that we have taken the Opinion of those Officers usually 
consulted, and from their Situations in the Department 
best qualified to give Information upon Subjects of this 
Kind ; they state, that if the Plan of Delivery of the 
West India Produce at a Dock in the Isle of Dogs, as 
proposed by the Planters and Merchants, should be car- 
ried into Effect, in their Opinion the present Free Quays 
would be sufficient to land all other Goods which may 
be imported, without Delay or Inconvenience. f 

This being a Consideration highly material and im- 
portant in itself, and involving not merely the present 
and near, but the future and distant Well-being and 
Prosperity of the Commerce and Revenue of the Port, 
we deemed it incumbent upon us to have very peculiar 
Regard thereto, and to revise and examine, with great 
Circumspection, the Returns of our Officers, and the 
Documents which were before us when we framed the 
Report to your Lordships, which we have so frequently 
found it requisite to mention. 

The most urgent and indispensable Necessity was then 
stated for the immediate Completion of divers Plans for 
the Enlargement of, Alteration in, and Addition to, the 
Legal Quays; which, with various other Matters, we at 
that Time submitted to your Lordships. 

Comparing the Opinions of our Officers given on that 
Occasion with those offered on the Plan under Discus- 
sion, we do not find that relative Consistency and Uni- 
formity which would, we think, justify us in resting with 
sufficient Confidence upon the Reasons or Result now 
" submitted on their Part. And bringing into Comparison 
the Magnitude of the Inconveniencies, Embarrassments, 
and Difficulties of the Trade of the Port of London, and 
and the concomitant Injury and Peril to Revenue occa- 
sioned by the contracted, crowded, and incommodious 
State of the Legal Quays, so univers lly, so strongly, 
and, in our Opinion, so justly complained of, with the 
Degree and Extent of the Relief and Easement compre- 
hended in these Propositions, we cannot, in’ the Exercise 
of our best and most impartial Judgment, regard this 
Plan as adequate to, or commensurate with, the Attain- 
ment of the great Objects in View, a Sufficiency of 
ample, convenient, apposite Quay Room, and of free 
unobstructed Space in the River for the Trade and 
Navigation of the Port. Impressed with this Conviction, 
we think it may not be improper, before we close our 
Report, to. submit to your Lordships, that without 
entering into the comparative Aptitude or Merit of the 
different proposed Plans for Docks, as far as the same 
are to be applied to the Purpose of Legal Quays for the 
Examination and Delivery of Articles of Commerce, 
and having due Regard to those: momentous Objects, 
the Welfare and Convenience of Trade and Revenue, we 
think we should be wanting in our Duty if we omitted, 
with becoming Deference, to repeat our Opinion, that 
the most solid and perfect Plan for the Amendment of 
the Port of London, as well to meet the present as 
what we trust will become hereafter the increasing and 
progressive State of the Commerce thereof, will be by 
the Adoption of some such aggregate Principles of Im- 
provement as we have had the Honour to lay before 
your Lordships in our before-mentioned Report of the 
r6th May 17.96.

Report of the Collectors and Comptrollers, Inwards 
and Outwards, in the Port of London.

In obedience to your Honours Reference, we have 
taken into Consideration the Letter and the improved 
Plans inclosed of the City of London, and the Mer- 
chants, for making Wet Docks. 

In answer to the Observations contained in the Letter, 
many of them relate to the Regulation of the Revenue 
Officers, which we consider to be wholly detached from 
the Plans, but when either of them shall be approved, 
the Mode of officially protecting the Revenue will be- 
come a proper Subject for Consideration, according to 
the Circumstances which may then exist.

So far as respects the Revenue we see no material 
Difference in them. 

The Isle of Dogs Plan appears the most simple and 
easy to be accomplished, and at the least Expence. 

he London Plan would be extremely oppressive to 
many of the present Inhabitants, and the Means of 
numerous Changes of Property of such Description as 
would incur much greater Expence than the former ;

‘House may not be a Matter of Consideration, as that 


Circumstance would preclude the Necessity of establish-

Honourable Sirs, 


In a Matter of such serious Importance to the Re- 
venue asthe Plan now under Reference, we considered 
ourselves as called upon to take a Personal Survey of the 
Whole of the Premises contained in the Two Plans, the 
better to enable us to submit to your Honours our 
Observations upon the same : Which having done, we 
have the Honour to report. 

First, upon the proposed Dock at the Js/e of Dogs.— 
This Dock from Situation appears to us as very desir- 
able, as Ships will enter it from, Blackwall immediately 
upon their Arrival from Sea. 


Upon Ships entering 
this Dock, it is proposed that the Crews and. Revenue.

be allowed to be drawn but upon the open Quays, and 
that after the Casks shall have been gauged. Sugars to 
be weighed immediately upon landing, and as imme- 
diately to be secured in the Warehouses. Ships, when 
discharged of their Cargoes, to be rummaged by the 
Tide Surveyors, and then to be removed into the Dock 
marked B. intended for light Ships only, as the unloading 
Dock marked A. is to be devoted wholly to the Import 
Branch of West India Produce. 

The Warehouses proposed to be built, appear to us 
as fully adequate to the Reception of the Whole of the 
West India Produce imported. 

The Sixty Feet allotted in Front of the Warehouses 
next the Quays will be ample for the Dispatch of 
Business, and the Restriction that no Carts shall ever 
be allowed upon those Quays is, in our Opinion, truly 
desirable. 

By this Plan great and material Saving will be made 
to the Revenue in Tidesmen, Cart Followers, and 
Weighers, as the Dock Company undertake to perform 
the Whole of the weighing Duty to the Exception of 
one Weigher at each Scale; and so far as the Revenue 
is concerned, we must admit, that under a System so 
very simple and apparently so easy to be carried into 
Effect, the Revenue must stand fully protected from the 
immediate Arrival of Ships within this Dock, until their 
final Discharge. The Danger from Fire on board Ships, 
alone excepted, which in all Situations is more or less 
hazardous ; but it does appear to us, from the Regula- 
tion of preventing Persons from remaining on board 
Ships within this Dock, prohibiting the Use of Fire and 
Candle on board Ships, together with the Limitation 
that no Building shall be erected within 500 Feet of the 
Shipping alongside the Quays, that the Danger is not 
to be considered as forming any material Objection to 
the Plan. 

The only remaining Point is the Distance, and this 
to us does not appear objectionable on the Part of the 
Revenue. It is an Inconvenience that can alone be felt 
by the Merchants, in any Delay it may occasion to their 
receiving your Honours Orders, upon such Papers as 
may be submitted by them to the Board. 

Having, we humbly conceive, answered your Honours 
Reference as far as relates to the Plan for Docks at the 
Isle of Dogs, it is incumbent on us to give a circum- 
stantial Detail of the Wapping Plan. 

We therefore have to observe, that Ships destined for 
this Dock will have to pass through the Whole of the 
Lower Pool and a great Part of the Upper Pool, and 
such Ships as are not able to enter the Dock before 
High Water must lay at least Two Tides out of the 
Dock, and Ships of great Draught of Water so circum- 
stanced, must be removed a considerable Distance down 
the River to find a convenient Depth of Water to ride 
in Safety, till the returning Tide enables them to get 
into Dock, during which Passage through the Pools, 
and the Delay occasioned b 
Revenue, we are humbly of Opinion, must be exposed 
to great Danger, as it will afford an Opportunity for 
running the private Adventures of the Officers and 
Crews. It is Lere necessary to remark, that these Docks 
are proposed for the promiscuous Reception of the 
Trade of the Port, the same Regulations therefore, so 
essentially necessary for the Safety of the Revenue which 
are proposed to be adopted in the Dock at the Isle of 
Dogs, cannot possibly be carried into Execution in these 
Docks; namely, the discharging the Revenue Officers 
and Crews from the Ships immediately’ upon their 
entering the Docks, placing the Ships under the Locks 
of the King and Merchants, and also the Ships Hatch- 
ways not to be opened but in the Presence of the 
Landing Waiters; the whole Contents of every Ship's 
Cargo to be entered for the Duties before Bulk shall be 
broken, and without which it would be incompatible 
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with our Duty to recommend any Docks whatever ; 
for in such Docks the Ships lying alongside the Quays, 
the Crews and Revenue Officers remaining on board, 
and the Resort of Persons to the Docks, beyond De- 
scription numerous, the Revenue must be infinitely more 
exposéd than when Ships deliver their Cargoes in the 
Stream ; and it is easy to conceive that the Articles of 
Cambricks, Lawns, Threads, and Crapes, &c. &c. which 
are pretty generally Objects of illicit Trade, would be 
easily run, and without that Risk which at present the 
Smuggler has to contend with between the Ship and 
the Shore. 

There is also another Objection, and which we con- 
ceive is of the first Importance to the Revenue, the 
Danger of Fire arising from the Proximity of building 
to these Docks, it appearing to us, upon our Survey, 
that Messrs. A//en’s Brewery is to constitute a Part of 
the Dock Wall, which is not at the Distance of Thirty 
Feet from the Dock itself, and in various other Parts 
Houses are within as small a Distance from the Docks; 
indeed the Whole of the Walls surrounding these Docks 
have Buildings too contigaous for the Safety of the 
Revenue, and in case of Fire at any such Building the 
Shipping must be endangered ; this we presume must 
operate as a serious Objection against these Docks, as 
the Crown must sustain the Loss of its Duties upon all 
Goods so destroyed on board Ships, from the Impossi- 
bility of ascertaining the Nature, Quality, and Quantity 
of Goods so destroyed.

Honourable Sirs, 


Having attentively read and considered the above 
Letter, and examined the Plans sent therewith, I hum- 
bly pray Leave to observe, 

The Plan by the City of London, for making Wet 
Docks and a Cut through the Js/e of Dogs, being simi- 
lar to their former Plan on that Spot, if carried into 
Execution, would be very injurious to the Revenue, 
the River, and the Public in general, for the several 
Reasons stated in my Report of the 7th June on the 
City Plan, and the 11th October 1797, on Mr. Walker's 
Plans, to which I pray Leave to refer. 

The Merchants Plan for making Wet Docks in Wap- 
ping, is an improved Modification of their former, by 
having greater Extension, and by altering the Entrance 
and Outlets. : 

I am therefore clearly of Opinion, the Plan by Mr. 
Ralph Walker, for making a Dock at Saint Catherine's, 
would be the most eligible of any that have been pro- 
duced, from its Locality to the Custom House, Tobacco 
Warehouse, the East India Warehouses, and the City, 
and would be amply sufficient for the Trade of this 
Port, provided the River Thames is cleansed and regu- 
lated in the Manner stated in my before-mentioned 
Reports.

Honourable Sirs, 


I have carefully examined Mr. Ralph. Walker's 
Plans for erecting Wet Docks, and attentively read and 
considered his Explanation and Reference thereto, and 
preg Leave to report, 

e Plans for Docks, A. and B. are similar to the 
Merchants Plans for making Wet Docks in Wapping. 

The Plan for making a Wet Dock at Saint Catherine's 
is, in my Opinion, the most eligible, from its Locality 
to the City, Custom House, and Tobacco Warehouses 
on Tower Hill. Here the Whole of the West India, 
Wine, and Tobacco Ships might deliver their Cargoes ; 
the Two former might be warehoused on the Quays, or 
taken to the Merchants, and the latter conveyed im- 
mediately to the King’s Warehouse on Tower Hill, by 
which Means there would be sufficient Room at the 
present Legal Quays for the Accommodation of every 
other Kind of Foreign Trade. This Dock may be 
made at Saint Catherine’s at much less Expence than 
any other which has been proposed by any other 
Person. '

the Revenue’ and fair Trader, because in that Transit, 
Ships must be near the Shore on each Side, and there- 
fore would be open to the Plunderer and Smuggler, as 
was more fully stated in my Report on the Merchants 
Plan for making a Cut from Blackwall to Wapping. 

Mr. Watker’s Plan for building a new Bridge in lieu 
of the present, would be of great Service to the River, 
for by a free Admission of the Flood there would be a 
greater Quantity of Water to return by the Ebb, and 
thereby cleanse and deepen the Channel; the Water 
would flow much higher up the River, and improve the 
Navigation ; it would likewise remove the Dangers 
which now occur in passing through the present Bridge 
on the Ebb Tide. 

Mr. Walker’s Suggestion of putting the Thames 
Navigation under the National Protection, which, if 
adopted, I am satisfied would be the Means of in- 
creasing the Trade and Commerce of this Port, the 
River would be relieved of the present Number of 
Shoals, Banks, and Obstructions ; Ships would be pro- 
perly moored, and with the proposed Dock at Saint 
Catherine's there would be sufficient Room to deposit 
the whole Trade with Safety, without any Embank- 
ments, or making use of the Bridge Yard on the South 
Side of the River, as has been proposed by the City. 

Upon the Whole, I am decidedly of Opinion Mr. 
Walker’s Plan, for making a Wet Dock and Legal 
Quays at Saint Catherine's, is by far the most eligible of 
any which have been presented to the Honourable Com- 
mittee of the House of Commons, and are the best 
adapted to prevent Smuggling and Plunderage, and 
Security of the Revenue.

Honourable Sirs, 


I have carefully read and considered the Outline of 
Mr. Walker's Plan for the Improvement of the Port of 
London, and pray Leave to observe, 

In my Report, dated the 7th of June last, on Mr. 
Walker’s Plans for making Wet Docks, I gave it as my 
Opinion, that that proposed to be made at Saint Cathe- 
rine’s was the most eligible, on Account of its local 
Situation, §c. &c. to which Report I pray Leave to 
refer. 

And I further pray Leave to observe, was the Thames 
Navigation put under the Direction of the Corpora- 
tion of the Trinity House, it would be necessary for 
them to appoint Four able and experienced Men as 
Harbour Masters, with adequate Salaries, whose Duty 
should be to regulate the River Thames from Gravesend 
to Chelsea, by causing all Ships and Vessels to be pro- 
perly moored ; clear the River of a great Number of 
Shoals, Banks, and other Obstructions, prevent In- 
croachments, determine Damages, &c. &c..&c. To 
carry these Matters into Execution, the present Num- 
ber of Ballast Lighters should be increased, the. Soil 
raised by them may be landed at Wharfs on each Side 
of the River, where the. Gravel might be. screened ; 
the Coarser Parts thereof might be sold for repairing 
the Turnpike Roads, and finer for Ballast, when the 
Ships may come to the Wharf to take it on board ; 
the Mud on the Shores should be taken up and landed, 
and when dry might be taken away by the Farmers and 


. Gardeners. 


Thus by increasing the Depth of Water, and taking 
away the flat Shores, Causeways, and other Obstruc-

Report of the Inspectors of the River. 


Honourable Sirs, 


In obedience to your Reference of the 17th In- 
stant herewith annexed, to consider the Two Plans for 
making Docks at Wapping, and the Isle of Dogs, we 
respectfully report, That in our former Reports from 
the Inspector’s Office, we have fully entered into, and 
siven our humble Opinions upon all the Plans that 
cone been referred to the Inspectors of the River. Two 
of these Plans have engaged the Attention of Parliament ; 
the Merchants Plan for making Wet Docks at Wapping, 
and the Corporation’s Plan for Docks for the West India 
Ships at the Isle of Dogs. In our First Report, 16th 
November 1795, on the Merchants Plan, we gave our 
impartial Opinion in Favour of the Utility and Prac- 
ticability of this Plan. And ina Report, 26th March 
1796, also from the Inspector’s Office, on the Corpo- 
ratioh’s Plan for erecting Wet Docks for the West India 
Ships at the Isle of Dogs, we humbly submitted our 
Objections to that Plan. To these Two Reports we 


‘beg Leave to refer your Honours. 


n this present Report we therefore conceive it will 

be necessary only ‘to state some general Observations. 
By the Isle of Dogs Plan it is proposed to take into 
that Dock* only West India Ships. This we are of 
Opinion will be far from effectually remedying the 
Defects of the ‘River arising from its crowded State, for 
we have frequently remarked, that the River has been 
crowded and confused even when no West 
India Ships have been in the River, Moreover we 
conceive, that ‘the Distance from the Center and Seat 
of Business in the River is too great, and will be found 
very inconvenient. And with respect to those Ships, 
it has been said that few West India Ships come up 
above Deptford; but this is erroneous ; for it is an 
urideniable Fact, that Four-fifths of these Ships, the 
test Part of them of large Size, came up into the 
Pool last Year Syren tee as it was) where they dis- 
€ Inwards. and loaded Outwards, and Ships of 

all other Trades ‘do ‘the same, except East India Ships. 
the Merchants Plan (which is the original) for 
Docks at Wapping, not only West India Ships, but Ships 
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of all Trades and Descriptidns, may be received and lie 
in Safety; and it will contain near 400 Ships, which 
we conceive will at all Times and Seasons afford an 
effectual Relief to the River, whose Capaciousness, 
from the immense Increase of its Trade, is become in- 
adequate thereto. Those Docks. will be in the Center 
of Business, attended with less Risk and Expence, and 
greater Dispatch in the Delivery of Ships. They are 
also convenient, and near to the Tobacco Warehouses 
and the Custom House. This Plan of the Wapping 
Docks may be executed with or without the Canal, and 
it is generally understood that the Canal is suspended 
for the present. 

Therefore, upon comparing and considering the Two 
Plans and their Descriptions (by your Honours Order) 


we are humbly of Opinion, that the Preference is much - 


in Favour of the Wapping Docks.

at Times be performed at the Waterside. 

We have maturely considered that Part of the West 
India Trade Plan, which proposes that upon Ships en- 
tering the Docks the Tide Waiters shall be immediately 
discharged therefrom, and the Vessels put under the 
joint Locks of the King and Merchants; and the Mode 
we-apprehend for conducting this Business with Safety 
and Dispatch is, that when the Ships are discharged of 
the Revenue Officers and their Crews, they are to be 
hauled into the Dock by the Servants of the Dock 
Company, who are to be under Oath and’ Security, 
which we humbly conceive will not interfere with the 
current Business of Discharge, &c. then conducting 
within the Docks. 

We understand the Proposition for weighing Goods 
upon Landing to be, that One Weigher is to stand at 
each Scale to see the laborious Part of the Duty per- 
formed, namely, the placing the heavy Weights in the 
Scales by the Dock Servants, and he then weighing and 
calling the Weights to the Landing Waiter, as is the 
Practice at the Sufferance Wharfs, for the Ascertain- 
ment of the Duties; and which we deem consistent 
with the Safety of the Revenue.

The Change of Circum- 
stances which has since arisen having rendered a different 
Application of that Force more desirable, His Majesty 
has recently had the Satisfaction to learn that the Views 
of the Emperor of Russia, in that Respect, are entirely 
conformable to His own. But His Majesty has not yet

To the Right honourable the Lords Commissioners of His Majesty's Treasury. 


The Memortiat of the Right honourable Sir Charles Grey, K. B. and the Right honourable Earl Saint 
Vincent, K. B. Commanders in Chief of His Majesty’s Fleet and Army employed in the Reduction of the 
French Islands of meat Guadaloupe, and Saint Lucia, in the Year 1794, on Behalf of themselves, 


and the Officers, Seamen, 


Sheweth, 


oldiers, and Marines, serving under their respective Commands, 


That when Your Memorialists, in the Beginning of February 1794, proceeded to the Attack of the French 


Islands, in obedience to His Majesty’s Orders, they found the principal Ports crowded with small Vessels under 
American Colours, all, or most, of which had brought Provisions for the Enemy, and many of them arrived after 
Your Memorialists had issued the Proclamation directed by His Majesty's Ministers, calling upon the Inhabitants 
of the French Islands to surrender those Possessions to His Majesty’s Arms ; and under such Circumstances, and 
particularly under the Orders of November 1793, the Admiral thought it his Duty to take Possession of, and 
bring all the Vessels to Adjudication. 

That at this Time the Americans were very much attached to the French, and unfriendly to the British Govern- 


ment, and for this Reason Your Memorialists judged it necessary to take Measures to prevent. the American. 


Vessels, taken at Martinique, from giving Assistance to the Enemy in the other Islands, and those Measures 
unavoidably subjected the ie of those Vessels to Restraints that they would not otherwise have experienced ; 
and, upon the /.pplication of a considerable Number of the Persons detained, Vessels were given up to them to 
remove them to America. adi 

That from these and various other Causes, produced by the active and arduous Services in which the Fleet and 
Army were engaged, the usual Measures were not in general taken by the Agents for the Navy, to obtain the 
regular Examinations of the Persons found on board the Ships captured, so as to proceed to a legal Adjudication. 
These Irregularities were increased by Your Memorialists being advised, that, as Commanders in Chief, they had 
Authority to erect a Court of Admiralty; and, agreeably to that Advice, appointing a Judge, Register, and 
other Officers, to act as such: Proceedings were commenced in the Court, so constituted, against all the Vessels 
captured and their Cargoes; and, either for Want of proper Claims, or upon Evidence of their belonging to the 
Enemy, they were condemned as Prize, and afterwards sold. 

That upon Your Memorialist’s Return to this Country, they were, for the first Time, informed that the 
Court of Admiralty erected by them was not legally constituted, and that all the Proceedings carried on in it 
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were null and void; and they were called upon by the American Claimants to institute Proceedings in the High 
Court of Admiralty here, and to proceed to the Adjudication of all the captured Ships and Cargoes. 

That Proceedings were accordingly instituted in the High Court of Admiralty against each Ship, and in the 
Month of December last, most of the Claims were heard before Sir William Scott; and your Memorialists have 
annexed a List of the Claims, and a Minute of the Decision upon each. 

That the Agents, employed by the Navy and Army in the West Indies, sold the Vessels and Caryoes, in con- 
sequence of their being condemned by the Court of Admiralty in Martinique ; but, unfortunately, they did not 
keep separate Accounts of the Species and Quantities of Goods of which each Cargo was composed ; and the 
Claimants have taken Advantage of this Irregularity, by claiming Property that never came to the Hands of the 
Captors, and Your Memorialists have no Means of checking these Claims. 

That, independent of this Inconvenience (as the Authority of the Court of Admiralty in Martinique is denied) 
the Claimants are not bound by the Sales made as before stated, and have fixed Values and Prices upon their 
Ships and Goods far beyond what they sold for; and the Sums to be paid them, under the Decrees of Restitution, 
are ascertained by the proper Officer, without Regard to what has been received by the Captors. Under these 
Circumstances, Your Memorialists (who are considered by the Court as responsible for the Sums awarded to the 
Claimants) will be called upon to pay considerable Sums, which they are totally unprovided with the Means of 
doing ; for, except what was paid by Government for the Ordnance and other Public Stores taken from the Enemy, 
Your Memorialists have not, to this Hour, received One Shilling for Prize Property, taken either on Shore or 
afloat at the Capture of the French Islands. 

That the Money received from the Sule of the Property, restored as American, was invested, in Your Memo- 
rialists Names, in the Purchase of Stock, and, since the Investment, the Reduction in the Price has exceeded the 
Dividends received upon it. 

That, upon a very careful Examination of the Agents Accounts, it appears that the Sum. received for the 

Ships and Cargoes, claimed as American (after deducting the Expences of Sale) was

That by the Decisions of the Court of Admiralty, some Cargoes, and Parts of Cargoes, have been condemned, 
the Value of which cannot be exactly ascertained; but if Your Lordships should be pleased to afford Your 
Memorialists the Protection they solicit, they do not mean to claim any Advantage from those partial Condem- 
nations, but to give up to Government the above Sum of 29,682/. 10s. 4d. upon being relieved from the Payment 
of the Claims. 

That, under the very peculiar Circumstances of the Case, Your Memorialists trust, Your Lordships will think 
them entitled to this Protection. The Court of Admiralty has decided in every Case, except in one very trifling 
Capture, that Your Memorialists were warranted in detaining the Ships, and bringing them to Adjudication, and 
on that Ground refused to give Costs and Damages to the Claimants. 

That considering the very arduous Service Your Memorialists were engaged in, and the Mischiefs that might 
have resulted from dismissing a Number of American Provision Vessels from Martinique, at a Time Your Memo- 
rialists were proceeding to attack the other Islands, they trust Your Lordships will be of Opinion that what they 
ask is reasonable. And, independent of these Considerations, Your Memorialists beg leave to observe, that 
Estates of great Value, belonging to the Enemy in the captured Islands, were taken Possession of, and placed 
under the Management of Agents for Government, and yet remain under their Care, from which the Captors 
have received no Advantage whatever, which Your Memorialists submit to Your Lordships Consideration, as an 
additional Circumstance to entitle them to the Protection they solicit. 

That Your Memorialists have no Means of stating correctly the Amount of the Claims made by Americans, as 
the Claimants have yet only proceeded to ascertain the Value of One or Two Vessels and Cargoes; but, upon an 
Examination of all the Claims, it appears that the estimated Value put by the Claimants upon

That by the annexed Minutes of the Decrees of the Court of Admiralty, Your Lordships will find that Parts of 
Cargoes are condemned in some Instances; and there are several Claims now waiting for further Proof, some 
of which, at least, are likely to experience a similar Decision. 

Your Memorialists are informed by their Agents, that there is great Reason to believe that at least One-Third 
of the Sums claimed will be deducted, upon a Reference to the Register and Merchants; and that Your Memo- 
rialists may, with a considerable Degree of Confidence, represent to Your Lordships that 60,000/. to 65,000/. 
will be the utmost probable Amount of the American Claims that have been, or may be established ; and conse- 


quently the probable Loss to Government, by taking the Responsibility thereof, and protecting the Captors, will 
not exceed 30,000/. to 35,000/. 


Your Memorialists therefore submit their Case to Your Lordships Consideration; and, upon Payment 
by Your Memorialists of the before-mentioned Sum of 29,682/. 10s. 4d. to such Person as shall 
be appointed to receive the same, Your Memorialists entreat Your Lordships to give the requisite 
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Directions for Payment of the American Claimants, when, and as the Amount of their Claims shall. 


be ascertained by the proper Officers, so as to entitle them to call for Payment; and that Your 
Memorialists may be protected from all Liability to answer the same.

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

The favourable Appearances which I announcéd to 
you, at the Commencement of the present Session, have 
since been followed by Successes beyond My most san- 
guine Expectations. 

By the Progress of the Imperial Arms, under the Com- 
mand of the Archduke Charles of Austria, a great Part 
of Switzerland has already recovered its ancient Religion, 
Laws, and Liberties; and the uninterrupted and bril- 
liant Victories of the Combined Armies, under the 
Command of Field Marshal Suwarroff; have, in the short 
Period which has elapsed since the Opening of the Cam- 
paign, nearly accomplished the Deliverance of Jtaly from 
the degrading Yoke of the French Republic. 

The Decision and Energy which distinguish the 
Councils of My Ally the Emperor of Russia, and the 
intimate Union and Concert happily established between 
Us, will enable Me to employ, to the greatest Advan- 
tage, the powerful Means which you have entrusted to 
Me, for establishing, on permanent Grounds, the Se- 
curity and Honour of this Country, and the Liberty and 
Independence of Europe. 

I have the Satisfaction of seeing, that internal Tran- 
quillity is in some Degree restored in My Kingdom of 
freland. 

The Removal of the only remaining Naval Force of 
the Enemy toa distant Quarter, must nearly extinguish 
even the precarious Hope which the Traitorous and Dis- 
affected have entertained of Foreign Assistance. 

But Our great Reliance for the immediate Safety of 
that pempe ag= still rest on the experienced Zeal and 
Bravery of My Troops of all Descriptions, and on the 


unshaken Loyalty and voluntary Exertions of My Faith- 
ful Subjects in both Kingdoms. 

Its ultimate Security can alone be ensured by its inti- 
mate and entire Union with Great Britain ; and I am 
happy to observe, that the Sentiments manifested by 
numerous and respectable Descriptions of my Jrish Sub- 
jects justify the Hope, that the Accomplishment of this 
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great and salutary Work will be proved to be as much 
the joint Wish, as it unquestionably is the common 
Interest, of both My Kingdoms. 

The Provisions which you have made for suppressing 
those dangerous and seditious Societies, which had been 
formed for the Purpose of disseminating the destructive 
Principles of the French Revolution, are peculiarly 
adapted to the Circumstances of the Times, and have 
furnished additional Security to the Established Consti- 
tution. 


Gentlemen of the House of Commons, 


The unusual Sacrifices which you have made in the 
present Moment, on Behalf of My Subjects, are wisely 
calculated to meet effectually the Exigencies of this 
great Crisis. They have, at the same Time, given addi- 
tional Security to Public Credit, by establishing a Sys- 
tem of Finance, beneficial alike to yourselves and to 
Posterity ; and the Chearfulness with which these heavy 
Burthens are supported, evince at once the good Sense, 
the Loyalty, and the Public Spiritof My People. = 

My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

It is impossible to compare the Events of the present 
Year with the State and Prospects of Europe at the Dis- 
tance of but a few Months, without acknowledging, in 
humble Thankfulness, the visible Interposition of Divine 
Providence, in averting those Dangers which so long 
threatened the Overthrow of all the Establishments of 
the civilized World. ' 

It may be permitted to Us to hope, that the same 
protecting Providence will continue to Us its Guidance 
through thé Remainder of this eventful Contest ; and 
will conduct it finally to such an Issue as shall transmit 
to future Ages a memorable Example of the Instability 
of all Power founded on Injustice, Usurpation, and 
Impiety ; and shall prove the rooney of ultimately 
dissolving the Connection between Public Prosperity and 
Public Virtue.

A PROCLAMATION, 
GEORGE RB. 


Wuenreas by an Act, passed in the agg Sag Year of our Reign, intituled, An Act to shorten the - 
Time now required for giving Notice of the Royal Intention of His Majesty, His Heirs and Successors, that 
the Parliament shall meet and be holden for the Dispatch of Business, and more effectually to provide for 
the Meeting of Parliament in the Case of a Demise of the Crown, it is enacted, That, whenever We shall be 
pleased, by and with the Advice of Our Privy Council, to issue Our Royal Proclamation, giving Notice of Our 
Royal Intention that Parliament shall meet and be holden for the Dispatch of Business, on any Day, being 
not less than Fourteen Days from the Date of such Proclamation, the same shall be a full and sufficient Notice, to 
all Persons whatever, of such Our Royal Intention; and the Parliament shall thereby stand prorogued to the Day 
and Place therein declared, notwithstanding any previous Prorogation of the Parliament to any longer Day, 
and notwithstanding any former Law, Usage, or Practice, to the contrary. And whereas Our Parliament now 
stands prorogued to Tuesday the Twenty-ninth Day of October next; and forasmuch as for certain Causes We 
are desirous that Our Parliament should meet on an earlier Day, for the Dispatch of Business, We, by and with 
the Advice of Our Privy Council, do, by this Our Royal Proclamation, publish and declare Our Royal Will 
and Intention, That Our said Parliament shall meet, and be holden on Zwesday the Twenty-fourth Day of this 
Instant September, for the Dispatch of divers weighty and important Affairs: And the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and the Knights, Citizens, and Burgesses, and the Commissioners for Shires and Burghs of the House 


of Commons, are hereby required to give Attendance accordingly, at Westminster, on the said Twenty-fourth Day 
of September.
